HISTORICAL    N O  T  E 

1852  The  Jews'  Hospital  in  New  York,  is  incorporated  for  "benevolent,  chari- 
table and  scientific  purposes."  Sampson  Simson  is  the  first  President. 

1855  The  new  Hospital  is  opened,  on  May  17,  in  a  four-story  building  with  45 
beds,  at  138  West  28th  Street,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenues.  The 
original  Staff  of  ten  men  includes  Dr.  Valentine  Mott  and  Dr.  Willard 
Parker.  In  accordance  with  the  usage  of  the  period,  there  is  no  separation 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  Services,  because  surgery  is  not  considered  suffi- 
ciently important;  nor  are  there  any  specialized  services.  In  1043  the 
Medical  Staff  numbers  830,  with  thirteen  clinical  departments  and  six 
auxiliary  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  departments. 

1856  In  its  first  full  year  the  Hospital  cares  for  225  patients.  Operating  expenses 
total  $5,493.  In  1943,  15,675  in-patients  and  22,013  out-patients  are  cared 
for,  and  operating  expenses  amount  to  $2,637,401. 

1862  The  Hospital  opens  its  wards  to  wounded  Federal  soldiers  of  the  Civil 
War,  installing  additional  beds  and  increasing  its  personnel  for  the  purpose. 

1866  To  make  it  clear  that  the  Hospital  serves  the  community  without  distinc- 
tion of  race  or  religion,  its  name  is  changed  to  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 
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HUSTOMICAL  NOTE 


1872  The  Hospital  is  moved  into  a  new  3^-story  building  with  a  capacity  of 
120  beds,  on  Lexington  Avenue  from  66th  to  67th  Streets. 

1872  The  Medical  Board  and  House  Staff  are  organized  at  a  meeting  at  the 
home  of  Dr.  Willard  Parker,  who  becomes  first  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

1872  The  Hospital  takes  a  bold  step  forward  by  appointing  two  women  to 
professional  positions  —  one  to  the  House  Staff  and  the  other  as  Apothe- 
cary. 

1873  The  Outdoor  Dispensary  (Out-Patient  Department)  is  formally  estab- 
lished, with  four  divisions:  Medical,  Surgical,  Gynecological,  and 
Children's. 

1877  Reflecting  the  advances  in  surgery  and  increase  in  surgical  practice,  the 
Hospital  establishes  separate  in-patient  Medical  and  Surgical  Services. 

1877  An  in-patient  Gynecological  Department  is  established,  headed  by  Dr. 
Emil  Noeggerath,  pioneer  in  the  study  of  gonorrhea. 

1878  Creating  a  precedent  among  New  York  hospitals,  a  separate  service  for 
in-patient  care  of  children  is  established,  through  a  legacy  from  Michael 
Reese  of  California.  Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi  heads  this  department. 

1879  An  Eye  and  Ear  Service  is  organized,  headed  by  Dr.  Emil  Gruening,  who 
in  1888  performs  one  of  the  early  mastoid  operations  in  America. 

1880  Dr.  Arpad  G.  Gerster,  early  champion  of  Listerian  surgery,  is  appointed 
Attending  Surgeon. 

1881  The  School  of  Nursing  is  established,  one  of  the  country's  pioneer  nurses' 
training  institutions.  There  are  eight  students  when  the  School  opens. 

1883  The  Hospital  building  is  enlarged  to  a  capacity  of  190  beds,  and  an  isola- 
tion building  is  added.  Space  for  private  patients  is  increased,  indicating 
the  emergence  of  the  modern  hospital  as  a  medical  center  for  all  instead 
of  an  institution  for  the  poor  only. 

1883  Dr.  Edward  Gamaliel  Janeway,  one  of  the  great  diagnosticians  of  his 
time,  is  appointed  to  the  Staff. 

1883  A  committee  is  formed  to  develop  the  Hospital's  Medical  Library.  In 
1943  the  library  contains  nearly  10,000  volumes. 

1886  The  Hospital  grants  its  diploma  to  Dr.  Josephine  Walter,  first  woman  in 
America  to  serve  a  formal  internship. 

1886  To  relieve  overcrowding  of  the  Hospital  and  care  for  patients  who  can  be 
treated  at  home,  a  District  Medical  Service  is  organized,  first  of  its  kind  in 
the  city. 

1890  The  Out-Patient  Department  is  greatly  expanded,  housed  in  a  new  build- 
ing. Neurological,  skin,  and  venereal  disease  clinics  are  established. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1893  The  Laboratory  is  established,  housed  in  a  cloak  room  "not  much  larger 
than  a  bird's  cage." 

1895  The  Genito-Urinary  Service  is  established,  with  Dr.  William  F.  Fluhrer 
as  its  first  chief. 

1900  The  Hospital  purchases  its  first  X-ray  machine. 

1901  The  cornerstone  of  the  present  group  of  Hospital  buildings  is  laid,  on 
May  22.  The  original  ten  buildings  have  a  bed  capacity  of  456. 

1904  The  new  Hospital  buildings  are  dedicated,  on  March  15. 

1905  A  Department  of  Dietetics  is  established. 

1906  The  Social  Service  is  formed,  one  of  the  earliest  hospital  services  of  this 
type  in  the  country. 

1909  An  independent  Otological  Service  is  established. 

1910  The  Dental  Department  for  in-patients  is  established  —  extended  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  in  1925. 

1910  The  Hospital  begins  postgraduate  medical  instruction. 

1910  Physical  Therapy  is  established  as  a  separate  department. 

1911  The  Cystoscopv  Room  is  built  and  outfitted  —  enlarged  and  refitted  in 
1933. 

1913  A  large  building  program  is  initiated.  Funds  are  collected  for  the  Chil- 
dren's Pavilion  and  Dispensary,  Private  Pavilion,  Laboratory  Building, 
Director's  Home,  and  Employees'  Dormitory. 

1916  Mount  Sinai  organizes  Base  Hospital  No.  3  of  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps.  In  1918,  24  physicians,  50  nurses,  and  153  enlisted  per- 
sonnel serve  with  this  Unit  at  Vauclaire,  France. 

1916  The  Social  Service  Auxiliary  is  formed  by  women  volunteers  who  attend 
to  many  wants  of  convalescent  patients  and  of  patients'  families. 

1917  The  Federation  for  the  Support  of  Jewish  Philanthropic  Societies  is  organ- 
ized, with  Mount  Sinai  as  one  of  its  constituents  and  beneficiaries. 

1919  The  Children's  Health  Class  is  organized. 

1920  The  Psychiatry  Clinic,  one  of  the  earliest  in  a  general  hospital,  is  estab- 
lished. 

1922  The  Private  Pavilion,  the  Children's  Pavilion,  and  the  Blumenthal 
Auditorium  are  opened. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1923  The  affiliation  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  post- 
graduate medical  instruction,  is  placed  on  a  formal  basis. 

1924  The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  is  established. 

1924  A  Metabolism  Clinic  is  established. 

1925  A  beginning  is  made  toward  establishment  of  an  endowment  fund  for 
support  of  medical  research,  hitherto  precariously  dependent  on  occasional 
donations. 

1926  The  weekly  Clinical-Pathological  Conferences  are  established,  regularly 
attended  by  several  hundred  physicians. 

1927  The  new  building  of  the  School  of  Nursing  is  completed,  accommodating 
476  residents. 

1931  The  Consultation  Service  is  established,  providing  diagnostic  service  by 
specialists  for  patients  of  moderate  means  referred  by  their  own  physicians. 

1931  The  Semi-Private  Pavilion  is  opened,  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Hospi- 
tal to  over  800  beds.  Group  nursing,  providing  24-hour  nursing  care  at  a 
much  reduced  cost,  is  introduced  in  this  Pavilion. 

1932  A  separate  Neurosurgical  Service  is  created. 

1933  To  keep  up  the  morale  of  convalescent  patients,  unemployed  because  of 
the  depression,  the  Social  Service  Workroom  is  established. 

1933  The  Out-Patient  Department  building  is  modernized. 

1934  The  Journal  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  is  established.  It  is  distributed 
to  universities  and  medical  libraries  throughout  the  world. 

1935  The  Medical  and  Surgical  Pavilions  are  modernized. 

1936  The  Neustadter  Home  in  Yonkers  is  affiliated  with  the  Hospital  as  its 
institution  for  convalescents. 

1936  The  Isolation  Ward  is  rebuilt  and  becomes  the  first  in  the  city  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Health  for  private  patients. 

1938  The  Blood  Bank  is  established  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Hematology. 

1938  The  Administration  Building  is  renovated,  providing  enlarged  and  im- 
proved facilities  for  teaching,  diagnosis,  and  treatment. 

1939  Radiotherapy  is  separated  from  Roentgenology  and  established  as  an  inde- 
pendent department. 

1939  An  Electroencephalographic  Unit  is  established  at  the  Hospital  for  use 
in  the  diagnosis  of  intracranial  lesions. 


HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1940  Mount  Sinai  prepares  to  do  its  share  for  national  defense  —  organizes  the 
Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army. 

1940  The  Hospital  collects  blood  plasma  for  Britain.  Approximately  260  people 
volunteer  their  blood  every  week. 

1941  War  activities  are  expanded  to  include: 

First-aid  courses  for  physicians,  nurses,  and  employees. 

Training  of  volunteer  Nurses'  Aides  in  cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross. 

Catastrophe  emergency  units  for  Civilian  Defense. 

Lectures  and  courses  on  medical  problems  of  the  war. 

1942  The  Hospital's  Ninetieth  Anniversary  Year. 

1943  Physicians,  nurses,  and  employees  on  active  service  with  the  armed  forces 
number  657  by  December  31,  1943. 

1943  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army  arrives  for  active 
service  in  North  Africa  and  establishes  hospital  of  1,000  beds. 

1943  Second  Mount  Sinai  Unit,  Affiliated  Hospital  Unit  No.  30,  organized  at 
request  of  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  for  work  in  the  United  States. 

1943  Mount  Sinai  is  first  hospital  to  complete  quota  for  blood  plasma  for  the 
Civilian  Defense  Blood  Bank.

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MOUNT  SINAI 
IN  THE  SECOND  WORLD  WAR 


TWO  YEARS  of  total  warfare  have  enlisted  the  support  of 
the  Hospital  in  many  fields  of  war  service.  In  addition  to  the 
necessary  precautions  for  the  safety  of  patients  and  personnel  in 
the  event  of  enemy  action  directed  against  our  shores,  the  Hospital 
has  made  an  active  contribution  to  the  war  effort.  More  than  700 
men  and  women  have  left  their  work  at  the  Hospital  for  service 
with  the  armed  forces.*  This  number  includes  386  doctors  and  161 
nurses.  Our  service  flag  bears  four  gold  stars  for  men  and  women 
who  were  lost  in  action.  Three  former  members  of  the  House  Staff 
are  reported  prisoners  of  the  Japanese.  Seven  Trustees  and  a  Direc- 
tor of  the  School  of  Nursing  are  also  serving  the  Government  on 
active  duty.  One  statistical  study  indicated  that  The  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital  had  supplied  at  the  time  ten  percent  of  all  the  nurses  from 
New  York  City  who  joined  the  armed  forces. 

Our  Unit,  the  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States 
Army,  is  now  on  active  duty  in  Italy.  Organized  in  1 940,  and  called  to 
active  duty  in  September  1942,  it  started  its  foreign  duties  in  May 
1943,  and  formally  opened  its  hospital  in  North  Africa  in  July 
of  that  year.  It  moved  to  Italy  in  the  spring  of  1944  and  was  lo- 
cated within  artillery  sound  of  the  battle  lines.  Colonel  George  H. 
Donnelly  of  the  U.  S.  Army  is  its  Commanding  Officer  and  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Herman  Lande  is  Unit  Director.  Major  Ruth  Cham- 
berlain is  Chief  Nurse.  The  hospital  has  functioned  actively  in  the 
Sicilian  and  Italian  campaigns,  and  in  December  was  officially  com- 
mended by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  its  Base  Section. 

At  home,  a  second  Mount  Sinai  Unit  for  service  in  the  United 
States  was  organized  through  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense  and  is 
designated  the  Affiliated  Hospital  Unit  No.  30.  It  consists  of  fifteen 
members  of  the  Staff  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  John  H.  Garlock 

*  As  of  June,  1944 
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and  includes  surgeons,  medical  men,  dentists  and  laboratory  and 
X-ray  specialists.  This  group  may  be  activated  to  serve  as  an  Evacua- 
tion Hospital  in  this  country. 

The  Hospital  is  cooperating  fully  with  the  civilian  defense  pro- 
gram. Two  years  ago,  the  Government  made  Mount  Sinai  an  official 
Blood  Bank  to  build  up  a  reserve  of  plasma  for  the  care  of  civilians 
in  case  of  air  raids  or  other  emergencies.  In  this  connection,  the 
preparation  of  a  "double  quota"  of  800  units  of  plasma  was  under- 
taken for  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense.  The  Mount  Sinai  Blood 
Bank  completed  its  quota  in  May,  1943  —  the  first  hospital  to  do  so. 
Staff  members  have  contributed  their  services  to  this  work  and  from 
the  inception  of  the  war  effort  there  have  been  well  over  4000 
volunteer  blood  donors  to  the  Blood  for  Britain  and  Red  Cross 
campaigns. 

A  Hospital  laboratory  is  still  under  contract  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  confidential  research  work  of 
vital  medical  importance.  This  project,  begun  early  in  1942  for 
the  Office  of  Scientific  Research  and  Development,  is  progressing 
steadily. 

Facilities  were  provided  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  the 
Medical  Examining  Boards  for  Selective  Service,  which  met  regu- 
larly for  the  physical  examination  of  draftees.  An  average  of  150 
men  were  examined  every  week.  Volunteers,  including  student  nurses, 
assisted  in  these  examinations.  The  Record  Room  abstracted  hun- 
dreds of  Out-Patient  Department  charts  for  Selective  Service  Draft 
Boards  throughout  the  country,  to  help  them  make  proper  disposi- 
tion of  selectees  who  had  been  patients  in  Mount  Sinai  clinics. 

First  Aid  courses  were  conducted  during  the  first  months  of 
the  war.  These  included  refresher  courses  for  phvsicians  and  courses 
for  laymen  which  were  attended  by  several  hundred  employees  of 
the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  took  an  active  part  in  training  Volunteer  Nurses' 
Aides  in  cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross.  Eleven  classes  were  held, 
five  in  the  day  and  six  in  the  evening.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  Aides 
were  graduated,  most  of  whom  elected  to  work  at  Mount  Sinai, 
where  they  contribute  an  average  of  4,000  hours  of  service  a  month 
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in  the  wards,  clinics,  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions  and  the 
Blood  Bank.  Dieticians'  Aides,  all  graduates  of  the  Red  Cross 
Dieticians'  Course,  have  rendered  invaluable  service  in  the  pantries 
and  diet  kitchens. 

The  Catastrophe  Units,  established  as  part  of  the  city's  Emer- 
gency Medical  Service,  perfected  their  organization  and  training 
during  1942.  Two  complete  units  were  equipped  to  set  up  field  sta- 
tions in  the  event  of  air  raids  or  other  civil  or  military  disasters,  and 
are  available  for  service  at  all  times.  In  addition  to  these  groups, 
each  individual  who  serves  the  Hospital  in  any  capacity  has  been 
mobilized  for  action  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  war  which  most  directly  affects  the 
Hospital  is  the  shortage  of  nurses  due  to  the  large  number  who 
have  answered  the  call  to  service  with  the  armed  forces.  Mount 
Sinai's  nurses  themselves  have  undertaken  to  help  remedy  this  situa- 
tion by  volunteering  for  extra  duty.  Eighteen  graduate  nurses  have 
volunteered  for  part-time  work  on  the  wards,  in  Reception,  Central 
Supply  and  the  Blood  Bank.  The  Hospital  has  also  cooperated  with 
the  Government  in  fitting  its  nursing  education  curriculum  to  the 
telescoped  curriculum  of  the  United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps. 
The  program  was  inaugurated  at  the  Hospital  in  July,  1943,  and  at 
present  a  total  of  91  nurses  are  enrolled  as  Cadet  Nurses. 

The  Hospital  has  enthusiastically  cooperated  in  all  of  the 
War  Loan  Drives,  and  in  each  one  has  far  exceeded  its  quota  of 
sales  as  set  by  the  Treasury  Department.  In  the  Fourth  Bond  drive, 
the  bonds  bought  by  the  hospital  went  to  purchase  an  air  ambulance, 
the  "Mount  Sinai",  equipped  to  carry  from  15  to  20  wounded,  with 
Medical  Corps  personnel. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  the  Hospital  is  making  valuable  con- 
tributions to  the  war  effort.  Its  cooperation  extends,  however,  be- 
yond these  tangible  results.  Due  to  the  loss  in  personnel  affecting 
every  department,  the  remaining  Staff  members,  nurses,  and  em- 
ployees are  carrying  a  greatly  increased  burden  of  work  in  order  to 
maintain  the  highest  standards  of  service  possible.  In  the  face  of 
serious  shortages,  this  is  in  itself  a  patriotic  contribution  of  no 
mean  proportion.

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REPORT  of  the  PRESIDENT 


THE  period  covered  by  the  years  1942  and  1943  subjected  the  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital  to  severe  trial,  but  we  can  derive  from  our  experience  of  the 
past  months  heartening  assurance;  we  have  learned  anew  that  this  Hospital 
possesses  the  vitality  and  strength  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  emergency  of  vast 
proportions  and  in  many  ways  of  an  unprecedented  nature.  This  knowledge 
should  be  deeply  encouraging  not  only  to  those  who  have  the  interest  of  Mount 
Sinai  at  heart,  but  to  all  who  recognize  that  the  voluntary  hospital  is  one  of 
the  fine  products  of  a  free  society,  and  that  its  capacity  to  endure  and  to  carry 
on  its  work  in  an  era  of  crisis  and  change  is  an  index  of  the  soundness  of  our 
institutions  and  our  way  of  life. 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  Mount  Sinai,  in  this  war  as  in  three  previous 
wars  since  the  Hospital's  founding,  would  make  important  contributions  to 
victory,  through  the  enlistment  of  members  of  its  Staff  in  the  armed  forces, 
through  research  on  medical  problems  of  the  war,  through  utilization  of  its 
facilities  for  civilian  defense,  and  in  every  other  way  possible.  The  number  of 
our  Trustees,  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  nurses,  and  other  personnel  in  the 
service  of  the  nation  totalled  496  by  December  31,  1942,  and  657  by  December 
31,  1943.  The  Mount  Sinai  Unit  of  the  Army  Medical  Corps,  activated  on 
September  1,  1942  as  the  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army, 
completed  its  training  at  Camp  Rucker,  Alabama,  and  went  overseas  in  the 
spring  of  1943.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  serving  actively  in  North  Africa. 
Organization  of  a  Second  Mount  Sinai  Unit  at  the  request  of  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service,  the  Affiliated  Hospital  Unit  No.  30  for  service  in  the  United 
States,  also  was  completed.  These  and  other  war  activities  are  described  in 
greater  detail  in  a  special  section  of  this  volume. 

These  services  were  the  duty  of  the  Hospital  and  its  Staff  in  time  of  common 
danger.  But  the  Hospital  has  another,  its  original  and  traditional  duty:  the  care 
of  the  sick  in  the  community.  Its  special  wartime  obligations  had  to  be  dis- 
charged without  interfering  with  this  basic  obligation  which  gains  importance 
because  of  the  dangers  to  public  health  that  arise  in  time  of  war.  Mount  Sinai 
successfully  carried  out  this  task,  and  in  so  doing,  the  Hospital  proved  itself 
worthy  of  the  tradition  and  heritage  of  its  ninety-one  years  of  service,  and  of 
the  support  accorded  it  by  the  community. 

The  public's  esteem  for  Mount  Sinai  found  a  channel  for  expression  during 
1942  in  connection  with  the  observance  of  the  Hospital's  Ninetieth  Anniversar) 
Year.  Large  and  representative  gatherings  of  friends  of  the  Hospital  and  leader: 
in  various  spheres  of  civic  life  attended  the  opening  of  the  Ninetieth  Anniver 
sary  Exhibit  and  other  events  arranged  by  the  Ninetieth  Anniversary  Committe< 
headed  by  Mr.  Edwin  C.  Vogel. 
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Providing  the  healing  services  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  is  an  immense 
and  complicated  task  in  normal  circumstances.  Under  war  conditions  it  in- 
volves many  difficulties.  The  Hospital,  it  must  be  remembered,  carries  on  many 
non-medical  activities  which  are  none  the  less  essential  to  the  care  of  the  sick. 
So  complex  is  its  work,  and  so  large  the  number  of  people  involved,  that  Mount 
Sinai  may  well  be  described  as  a  city  within  the  city.  The  Hospital  has  its  own 
police  force.  Members  of  the  custodial  start,  in  and  out  of  uniform,  patrol  its 
precincts,  the  many  entrances,  the  miles  of  corridors,  passages  and  stairways. 
The  Hospital  has  its  own  volunteer  fire  department,  prepared  to  meet  any 
emergency,  and  equipped  to  deal  with  such  possibilities  as  enemy  incendiary 
bombs.  It  has  its  own  power  plant  which  generates  and  transmits  electricity, 
gas,  compressed  air,  water,  and  steam  to  thousands  of  outlets,  manufactures 
ice,  and  provides  conditioned  air,  warm  or  cool,  wherever  required.  The  Hos- 
pital's porters  and  maids  sweep,  scrub  and  mop  an  area  quite  as  large  as  that 
covered  by  the  whitewings  of  many  a  fair-sized  town,  and  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  is  incomparably  higher.  There  are  also  engineers,  carpenters,  elec- 
tricians, plumbers,  painters,  masons,  in  fact,  members  of  almost  every  craft, 
among  the  personnel. 

Moreover,  the  Hospital  serves  more  than  2,000,000  meals  a  year  to  its 
patients  and  Staff.  In  addition  to  the  kitchens  for  the  Ward,  the  Private  and 
Semi-Private  Pavilions,  and  the  special  diet  kitchens,  there  are  many  kitchens 
for  members  of  the  Staff,  employees,  and  the  School  of  Nursing.  Thousands  of 
pounds  of  food  must  be  prepared  every  day. 

Like  a  municipality,  too,  the  Hospital  carries  on  educational  services,  ranging 
from  kindergarten  to  advanced  postgraduate  level.  It  conducts  undergraduate 
and  postgraduate  medical  courses  for  physicians,  in  affiliation  with  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  and  other  medical  schools. 
Its  School  of  Nursing  draws  students  from  the  entire  nation.  Classes  in  nutri- 
tion and  child  care  are  held  in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Arts  and  crafts 
are  taught  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department.  And  in  the  Children's 
Pavilion  primary  and  secondary  school  educational  and  recreational  activities 
are  conducted  for  the  young  patients. 

Nor  is  this  all.  There  are  museums  and  libraries  in  the  Hospital.  Dozens 
of  laboratories  of  many  kinds  must  be  maintained,  supplied  and  served.  The 
pharmacy  stocks  thousands  of  different  drugs,  and  dispenses  hundreds  of  pre- 
scriptions daily,  of  every  conceivable  type.  The  Central  Supply  Room  must 
prepare  thousands  of  items  daily,  from  surgical  dressings  to  gauze  masks  for 
the  operating  rooms.  The  laundry  washes  an  average  of  six  tons  of  linens  and 
clothing  every  day.  And  there  are  elaborate  clinical  records  on  every  patient, 
which  must  be  classified,  filed  and  kept  up  to  date,  ready  for  consultation  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

Any  one  of  these  activities,  independently,  would  be  considered  a  very 
substantial  business  enterprise  or  civic  department.  At  Mount  Sinai  all  of  them 
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taken  together  are  subservient  to  the  care  of  the  patients.  To  so  complex  an 
organism,  war  comes  as  a  severe  shock.  Shortages  of  staff  and  personnel  quickly 
become  acute.  Procurement  of  supplies  involves  enormous  difficulties.  Lack 
of  rubber  alone  is  felt  at  a  hundred  points.  Obtaining  fuel  oil  looms  as  a 
major  problem. 

In  meeting  its  manifold  problems,  the  Hospital  had  to  be  guided  by  the 
inviolable  rule  that  under  no  circumstances  could  the  medical  care  of  patients 
be  permitted  to  suffer.  It  was  the  Hospital  Staff  and  personnel  that,  as  far  as 
possible,  took  upon  themselves  the  solution  of  many  of  these  problems,  and 
made  up  in  effort,  devotion,  and  ingenuity  for  the  lack  of  manpower  and  mate- 
rials. Members  of  the  Attending  Staff  returned  to  duties  that  they  had  not 
performed  for  years.  Laboratory  workers  doubled  up  in  the  routine  work  of 
colleagues  who  had  joined  the  colors.  Nurses,  after  completing  full-time  duty, 
worked  as  volunteers  in  such  special  posts  as  the  Blood  Bank.  In  short,  the 
Hospital,  from  top  to  bottom,  rose  to  the  occasion  with  fine  esprit  de  corps 
and  patriotism. 

It  was  in  this  manner  that  Mount  Sinai  maintained  its  services;  with  what 
success  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  in  1942,  and  in  1943,  as  for  many  years 
past,  the  amount  of  free  care  as  calculated  by  the  United  Hospital  Fund  was 
the  largest  given  in  any  voluntary  hospital  in  New  York  City ;  that  the  Semi- 
Private  Pavilion  continued  to  operate  at  full  capacity;  and  that  the  Private 
Pavilion  reached  its  highest  peak  of  occupancy  in  thirteen  years.  Altogether,  the 
Hospital  treated  16,592  patients  during  1942,  of  whom  10,855  were  cared  for 
in  the  wards,  free  or  below  cost.  It  afforded  a  total  of  227,197  days  of  hospital 
care.  In  1943,  the  Hospital  treated  15,675  patients,  of  whom  9,800  were  cared 
for  in  the  wards,  free  or  below  cost.  It  afforded  a  total  of  225,757  days  of 
hospital  care. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Out-Patient  Department  gave  a  total  of  307,959 
consultations  and  treatments  to  25,804  patients  in  1942,  with  an  average  of 
193  physicians  in  attendance  daily.  In  addition,  21,011  emergency  treatments 
were  given  in  the  accident  ward.  In  1943  the  Out-Patient  Department  gave  a 
total  of  247,650  consultations  and  treatments  to  22,013  patients,  with  an 
average  of  163  physicians  in  attendance  daily.  In  addition,  21,768  emergency 
treatments  were  given  in  the  accident  ward. 

Matching  the  fine  record  of  service  by  the  Hospital  was  the  generosity  of 
many  good  friends  who  by  gifts  and  bequests  during  1942  and  1943  helped  to 
maintain  and  perpetuate  the  work  of  this  institution.  Contributions  from  a 
number  of  public-spirited  foundations  and  from  memorial  funds  established 
by  friends  of  the  Hospital,  as  well  as  gifts  from  generous  individuals,  made 
possible  a  great  deal  of  important  scientific  research  which,  in  the  absence  of 
adequate  endowment  for  this  purpose,  would  otherwise  have  been  impossible. 
The  gifts  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
>/  New  and  powerful  forces  are  making  themselves  felt  throughout  the  world

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


Social  and  economic  principles  are  in  a  state  of  flux.  The  war  has  already 
influenced  the  work  of  all  voluntary  hospitals.  But  the  full  impact  of  local  and 
world  forces  has  yet  to  be  felt  and  evaluated  and  adjustments  must  be  made. 
A  critical,  though  friendly,  public  is  scrutinizing  more  closely  the  present  or- 
ganization of  medical  practice  and  particularly  the  part  which  the  hospital  is 
playing  in  an  over-all  health  program.  New  forms  of  medical  and  hospital 
service  are  emerging;  old  forms  are  changing.  The  Blue  Cross  plans,  just  com- 
pleting their  first  decade,  are  broadening  their  coverage  and  increasing  their 
benefits  to  subscribers. 

In  this  changing  scene,  Mount  Sinai  will  find  an  important  place  for  in- 
creased service  and  usefulness  to  the  community.  Maternity  facilities,  now 
lacking,  must  be  provided.  Routine  and  research  laboratories,  which  were  suf- 
ficient 25  years  ago,  are  now  woefully  inadequate  by  the  most  modest  of  today's 
standards.  A  new  laboratory  building  will  be  required  in  the  postwar  world 
to  keep  pace  with  the  present  progress  in  chemistry,  immunology,  physiology,  / 
physics  and  electronics. 

To  meet  these  postwar  needs  and  make  for  the  greater  Mount  Sinai  of  the 
future  requires  vision,  initiative,  and  bold  planning.  The  Hospital  believes 
that  this  is  the  time;  a  time  calling  for  courage.  The  Hospital,  therefore,  is 
embarking  on  a  carefully  considered  program  which  will  include  new  buildings 
and  some  changes  in  staff  organization,  so  that  this  great  institution  can  con- 
tinue to  meet  new  needs  and  remain  in  the  forefront  of  hospitals  dedicated  to 
the  public  good. 

It  is  formulating  plans  calling  for  ( 1 )  the  erection  of  a  maternity  pavilion ; 
(2)  the  erection  of  a  building  to  house  the  needed  research  and  routine  labora- 
tories, professional  offices  and  other  auxiliary  facilities;  (3)  the  renovation  of 
older  parts  of  the  Hospital,  some  of  them  now  in  service  for  more  than  40 
years;  (4)  the  expansion  of  the  program  of  medical  education  for  under- 
graduate and  postgraduate  students;  and  (5)  an  increase  in  the  facilities  for 
advanced  fruitful  scientific  research,  the  benefits  of  which  will  spread  far 
beyond  the  walls  of  the  Hospital  to  all  parts  of  the  world. 

These  objectives  require  additional  funds  for  their  fulfillment.  $5,000,00(h^ 
will  be  needed  and  as  this  report  is  written  a  beginning  has  been  made  by  a 
number  of  friends.  Interested  in  the  philanthropic,  educational  and  scientific 
future  of  this  greater  Mount  Sinai,  they  have  already  come  forward  volun- 
tarily to  support  the  program  by  their  initial  contributions.  Many  more  are 
needed,  and  herein  is  presented  to  well-disposed  friends  a  real  opportunity  for 
lasting  service  in  the  postwar  w  orld,  to  the  Hospital  and  to  its  thousands  of 
beneficiaries. 

The  Hospital  again  has  cause  to  be  grateful  for  the  financial  assistance 
received  from  Federation  for  the  Support  of  Jewish  Philanthropic  Societies. 
We  are  especially  indebted  to  Mr.  Norman  S.  Goetz,  Chairman  of  the  1942 
and  1943  Campaigns,  under  whose  leadership  Federation  raised  the  largest 
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sums  in  its  history.  Our  thanks  also  are  due  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Samuel,  Chairman 
of  the  Business  Men's  Council,  who  had  much  to  do  with  the  planning  of  the 

1942  and  1943  Drives.  A  special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  Mr.  George  Z. 
Medalie,  who,  in  spite  of  his  numerous  other  activities,  finds  time  to  continue 
his  arduous  work  as  President  of  Federation. 

Several  members  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  were  active  in  the  Federation 
Drives.  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Schneierson  was  Chairman  of  the  Special  Gifts  Com- 
mittee in  the  1942  Campaign,  and  in  1943  was  Chairman  of  Trades  Organi- 
zation. Messrs.  George  B.  Bernheim,  Joseph  Klingenstein,  George  Lee  and 
Mrs.  Walter  A.  Hirsch  all  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success  of 
these  campaigns.  Mr.  Richard  S.  Goldsmith  also  has  been  very  active  as  the 
Associate  Treasurer  of  Federation. 

In  1942  a  good  friend  was  lost  to  the  Hospital  with  the  death  of  Dr.  Solomon 
Lowenstein,  Executive  Vice-President  of  Federation.  One  of  the  great  leaders 
in  social  work  in  America,  his  loss  was  felt  in  many  quarters,  but  especially  at 
Mount  Sinai,  which  benefited  for  many  years  from  his  interest  and  his  under- 
standing of  its  problems.  The  election  of  Dr.  Maurice  B.  Hexter  and  Mr. 
Joseph  C.  Willen  to  succeed  Dr.  Lowenstein  gives  assurance  of  the  continued 
successful  administration  of  Federation  and  its  fund-raising  campaigns. 

The  United  Hospital  Fund  also  conducted  successful  fund-raising  efforts 
under  the  handicap  of  competition  with  other  drives,  many  having  a  direct 
war  appeal.  Special  thanks  are  due  Mr.  William  H.  Zinsser,  who  headed  the 

1943  Campaign,  and  Mr.  Roy  E.  Larsen,  President  of  the  Fund.  We  gladly 
record  our  thanks  for  this  continued  financial  aid.  The  Greater  New  York 
Fund  and  especially  its  President,  Mr.  Arthur  Ballantine,  likewise  deserve 
mention  and  acknowledgement  of  the  financial  assistance  given  to  the  Hospital. 
It  is  gratifying  to  the  Trustees  that  in  this  time  of  increasing  costs,  we  continue 
to  receive  generous  support  from  these  three  agencies. 

As  in  past  years,  the  City  of  New  York  contributed  substantially  to  the 
support  of  the  Hospital  through  its  allowance  for  care  of  free  patients.  To 
Mayor  La  Guardia,  Comptroller  McGoldrick  and  other  members  of  the 
municipal  government,  we  express  our  thanks  for  their  unfailing  friendship  and 
understanding  of  the  needs  and  problems  of  the  Hospital.  Helpful  cooperation 
was  extended  by  various  departments  and  offices  of  the  federal  government, 
particularly  in  problems  relating  to  military  preparations  and  civilian  defense. 

The  operation  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  continued  to  benefit  the 
many  policy-holders  who  were  patients  at  the  Hospital.  A  helpful  increase  to 
$7.00  per  patient  in  the  daily  allowance  by  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  to 
member  hospitals  became  effective  July  1,  1942,  and  a  number  of  other  liberal 
provisions  were  also  introduced  during  that  year.  One  of  our  Vice-Presidents, 
Mr.  Leo  Gottlieb,  continues  to  be  a  Director  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  two  years,  we  have  suffered  grievous  losses  by  death. 
Dr.  Sigismund  S.  Goldwater,  for  twenty-five  years  the  Superintendent  and 
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Director  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  four  years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
died  in  October,  1942.  We  mourn  him  as  a  great  and  brilliant  hospital  adminis- 
trator, and  designer,  and  a  dearly  loved  friend.  The  impress  of  Dr.  Goldwater's 
genius  will  be  his  perpetual  monument,  not  only  here  but  in  all  the  public 
health  institutions  of  the  City  of  New  York,  which  he  served  as  Commissioner 
of  Health  and  Commissioner  of  Hospitals,  and  in  the  many  places  throughout 
the  land  where  he  was  consulted  on  the  organizing  and  building  of  hospitals. 

An  S.  S.  Goldwater  Memorial  Fellowship  in  Hospital  Administration  was 
established  to  give  students  in  hospital  management  an  opportunity  to  study 
administration,  planning  and  building  in  the  Hospital  which  reflects  so  many 
af  Dr.  Goldwater's  ideals  and  ideas. 

The  Hospital,  through  its  Committee  on  Medical  Education  and  Publica- 
tions, is  also  preparing  to  re-publish  in  one  or  more  volumes  Dr.  Goldwater's 
numerous  fundamental  writings  in  the  fields  of  hospital  administration  and 
planning. 

Mr.  Benjamin  Mordecai,  after  more  than  twenty-four  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  Hospital,  died  on  August  3,  1943.  For  many  years  he  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Hospital.  Under  his  guidance  many  of 
the  modern  buildings  were  added  to  our  institution. 

Mr.  Hugo  Blumenthal  died  on  August  8,  1943.  For  over  forty  years,  be- 
ginning with  his  election  as  a  Trustee  in  1902,  he  continued  his  interest  in  our 
institution.  For  almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  President  of  the  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  and  during  his  leadership  it  grew  from 
modest  proportions  to  one  of  the  leading  schools  for  nurses  in  the  country. 

Mount  Sinai  also  mourns  the  death  in  1942  of  Dr.  Julius  Wolff,  Con- 
sulting Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  Dr.  Wolff  had  been  associated  with  the  Hospital 
for  35  years.  He  stood  in  the  forefront  of  his  chosen  field. 

Dr.  Charles  E.  May,  Consulting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  who  was  associated 
with  the  Hospital  since  1882,  died  on  December  7th,  1943.  He  was  one  of  the 
distinguished  members  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Staff.  His  services  began  first  as  an 
Intern.  He  won  world-wide  recognition  through  his  writings  on  the  technical 
developments  of  the  ophthalmoscope. 

Dr.  Samuel  H.  Geist,  Gynecologist  to  the  Hospital,  was  associated  with 
Mount  Sinai  since  1908.  His  untimely  death  on  December  14th,  1943  at  the  age 
of  58  closed  a  career  of  35  years  of  devoted  service  to  our  institution.  His 
attainments  in  the  field  of  gynecology  gained  him  the  lasting  respect  of  his 
professional  colleagues. 

Dr.  Sara  Welt,  the  first  woman  Adjunct  Pediatrician  to  be  connected  withN 
the  Hospital,  began  her  service  in  1887.  She  died  on  December  26th,  1943.  Al- 
though she  went  "off  service"  in  1926,  having  reached  the  retirement  age,  she 
never  lost  her  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  institution.  Through  the  generous 
provisions  of  her  will,  the  Hospital  will  be  able  to  establish  a  number  of 
research  and  educational  fellowships  in  pediatrics. 
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Dr.  Ira  S.  Wile,  Associate  Consulting  Pediatrician  to  the  Hospital,  died 
on  October  9th,  1943.  He  had  been  associated  with  Mount  Sinai  since  1922, 
organized  the  Children's  Health  Classes  and  was  a  leader  nationally  known 
in  pediatric  work.  He  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Resolutions  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  published  at  the  time  of  these  deaths, 
are  reproduced  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

We  also  regret  to  record  the  loss  of  Dr.  Max  D.  Mayer,  Associate  Gyne- 
cologist, who  was  associated  with  the  Hospital  since  1915.  He  died  on  May 
28,  1943. 

Also  the  death  of  Dr.  N.  D.  Benezra,  Senior  Clinical  Assistant,  Out- 
Patient  Department,  who  died  on  September  4th,  1943,  after  having  given  the 
Hospital  13  years  of  faithful  service,  was  a  great  loss. 

With  so  many  members  of  the  Staff  in  perilous  war  posts  throughout  the 
world,  it  was,  unfortunately,  too  much  to  hope  that  we  might  escape  losses 
from  enemy  action.  Dr.  Goodell  G.  Klevan,  a  member  of  the  Staff  of  the  Gastro- 
Enterology  Clinic,  medical  officer  in  a  convoy,  was  reported  missing  in  line  of 
duty  after  his  vessel  was  torpedoed  in  the  Atlantic.  Mr.  Theodore  Carlson, 
an  engineer  in  charge  of  the  Hospital's  repair  shop  for  eight  years,  was  likewise 
reported  missing  after  the  torpedoing  of  the  merchant  ship  in  which  he  was 
serving. 

The  fall  of  Bataan  and  Corregidor  involved  direct  personal  losses  to  the 
Hospital. 

A  number  of  our  former  Staff  members  and  alumni  were  with  the  Army 
there.  We  have  received  definite  word  that  Captain  Paul  S.  Roland,  Captain 
Harold  W.  Keschner,  and  Captain  Samuel  M.  Bloom,  all  graduates  of  the 
House  Staff,  are  prisoners  of  the  Japanese. 

We  also  regret  to  report  the  loss  through  death  during  the  past  two  years 
of  many  employees  who  have  given  the  Hospital  long  and  faithful  service:  Mr. 
William  Diehl,  a  carpenter  for  27  years,  who  retired  on  a  pension  in  1932; 
Miss  Ruth  Levy,  a  receptionist  for  13  years;  Willy  Beyer,  who  served  in 
the  Semi-Private  Pavilion  for  11^  years;  Edward  Tator,  in  the  Engineering 
Department  for  8  years;  Wolf  Schwartz,  who  served  in  the  Ward  Operat- 
ing Room  for  16  years,  and  others. 

We  must  record  with  deep  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Nelson  I.  Asiel  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Hospital,  an  office  which  he  filled  with  distinction  for  seven- 
teen years,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  in  which  post  he 
rendered  outstanding  service  for  eight  years.  Mr.  Asiel's  relinquishment  of  these 
positions  brought  to  a  close  a  notable  era  in  the  annals  of  the  Treasurership  of 
Mount  Sinai,  extending  over  fifty  years.  During  that  period  the  office  has  been 
held  by  three  distinguished  Treasurers:  Mr.  Asiel's  father,  Elias  Asiel,  for 
twenty-three  years,  beginning  in  1892;  his  father's  partner,  Mr.  Sidney  S. 
Prince,  for  the  ensuing  eleven  years;  and  Mr.  Asiel  himself,  succeeding 
Mr.  Prince  in  1926.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  we  will  continue  to  benefit 
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from  Mr.  Asiel's  experience  and  counsel  through  his  continued  membership 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Mr.  Arthur  H.  Harlow,  who  served  as  Secretary  from  1928  to  1938,  re- 
signed his  membership  on  this  Board,  which  he  had  held  for  twenty  years.  Mr. 
Harlow  has  been  a  good  friend  and  a  valued  member  of  this  body,  and  it  was 
hard  to  have  him  leave  us. 

Mr.  De  Witt  Millhauser  who  served  as  a  Trustee  for  twenty  years,  as 
Secretary  from  1924  to  1928,  and  as  Third  Vice-President  from  1928  to  1936. 
also  resigned  from  the  Board.  A  wise  counselor  on  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital, 
and  a  generous  contributor  to  its  needs,  Mr.  Millhauser's  presence  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

The  new  Trustees  elected  during  1942  and  1943  were: 

Mr.  Horaci  MANGES,  for  the  term  ending  March,  1946; 
Mr.  Richard  Goldsmith,  for  the  term  ending  March,  1947 ; 
Mr.  Ira  A.  ScHUR,  for  the  term  ending  March,  1947. 

Mr.  Joseph  Cullman,  Jr.  was  appointed  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Hos- 
pital in  1942;  at  the  beginning  of  1943  he  became  Treasurer.  Mr.  George  Lee 
was  appointed  Acting  Secretary  in  1942,  and  at  the  beginning  of  1943  he 
became  Secretary. 

Silver  medals  commemorating  twenty-five  years'  service  as  Trustees  were 
presented  to  Mrs.  Alfred  A.  Cook  and  Mr.  Walter  W.  Xaumburg. 

Also,  gold  medals  were  given  to  Mrs.  Fannie  Mendelsohn,  Director  of 
the  Social  Service  Department,  Miss  Bella  Trachtenberg,  Assistant  to  the  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  Henry  Spierer,  Orderly,  Miss  Edith  G.  Ryan,  Supervisor  of  Nurses 
in  the  Semi-Private  Pavilion.  Miss  Mollie  Naddelman,  Secretary  of  the  X-ray 
Department,  Miss  Rebecca  Rosovsky,  Social  Service  Worker,  and  Miss  Anne 
Levinsohn,  Social  Service  Worker,  on  the  completion  of  twenty-five  years  of 
service  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also  presented  suitable  mementos  to  Mrs.  Paul 
Baerwald,  Myron  I.  Borg,  Mrs.  Henry  S.  Glazier  on  their  completion 

of  25  years  of  service  on  the  Social  Service  Auxiliary  Board,  and  to  Mrs. 
Charles  Klingenstein  and  Mrs.  G.  M.  Minton,  who,  as  volunteers,  also  com- 
pleted a  quarter  century  of  service. 

On  February  10,  1942,  the  President  of  the  Hospital  presented  to  Mr. 
David  A.  Schulte,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  scroll  of  appreciation 
"of  the  generous  support  given  over  a  period  of  many  years  to  the  work  of  the 
Dental  Department." 

In  January,  1943,  Mr.  Leo  Arnstein,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
was  appointed  Acting  Commissioner  of  Welfare  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Mr. 
Arnstein  took  leave  of  absence  from  the  Presidency  to  devote  his  time  to  this 
work.  After  Commissioner  William  Hodson's  unfortunate  death,  Mr.  Arnstein 
became  Commissioner  of  Welfare.  On  May  6th,  he  was  honored  at  a  reception 
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to  commemorate  the  completion  of  his  fortieth  year  as  Trustee  of  the  Hospital. 

The  following  promotions  and  new  appointments  to  higher  ranks  were  made 
in  the  Medical  Staff,  in  1942  and  1943  :

To  assure  absent  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  opportunity  to  be  considered 
for  appointments  on  their  return  from  service  with  the  armed  forces,  all  new 
appointments  are  being  made  on  a  "temporary"  basis  for  the  duration. 

During  the  past  two  years,  Dr.  Harold  T.  Hyman,  Associate  Physician  who 
had  previously  been  "off  service,"  and  Dr.  Maurice  M.  Berck,  Adjunct  Surgeon, 
resigned  from  the  staff.  Later  Dr.  Berck  died  tragically  in  a  fire  early  in  1943. 
Dr.  Lawrence  S.  Kubie,  Associate  Psychiatrist,  Dr.  Rene  A.  Spitz,  Adjunct 
Psychiatrist,  Dr.  Bettina  Warburg,  Adjunct  Psychiatrist,  and  Dr.  Nathaniel 
Freeman,  Adjunct  Dentist,  also  resigned  from  the  staff  in  1943. 

Two  employees  with  records  of  many  years'  service  retired  on  pension  during 
1942:  Mrs.  Lillian  Smith  after  twenty  years  as  Housekeeper  in  the  Hospital 
and  Mrs.  Eleanor  R.  Krueger  after  twenty-four  years  as  Assistant  Housekeeper 
in  the  Nurses'  Home. 

Characteristic  of  the  fine  spirit  animating  the  Staff  was  the  continued  suc- 
cessful operation  of  the  Military  Emergency  Fund  organized  by  the  members 
of  the  Medical  Board  and  the  Association  of  the  Junior  Medical  Staff.  The 
Fund  remained  under  the  administration  of  a  committee  of  Trustees  consisting 
of  Mr.  Carl  J.  Austrian,  Chairman,  Mr.  Robert  Lehman  and  Mr.  Jacob  C. 
Stone.  Mr.  Carl  J.  Austrian  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in  September,  1943, 
to  complete  a  mission  overseas  for  the  State  Department,  and  his  work  was 
taken  over  by  Mr.  George  Lee.  Lt.  Commander  Jacob  Stone,  now  serving  in 
the  United  States  Navy,  also  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  in  January,  1943, 
and  his  work  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  Leonard  A.  Hockstader.  The  costs  of 
administration  are  being  defrayed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

One  of  the  Hospital  departments  that  compiled  an  impressive  record  despite 
a  shortage  of  personnel  due  to  the  war  was  the  Consultation  Service  which, 
through  splendid  cooperation  by  all,  was  able  to  accept  approximately  the  same 
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number  of  patients  in  1943  as  in  1942.  During  1942  this  diagnostic  service  for 
persons  of  moderate  means  was  given  to  3,097  patients,  referred  to  the  Hospital 
by  1,944  doctors.  In  1943,  this  service  was  given  to  3,046  patients,  referred 
to  the  Hospital  by  1,355  doctors. 

Owing  to  the  war,  physical  improvement  of  the  Hospital  was  limited,  but 
we  were  able  to  complete  the  construction  of  an  additional  story  on  top  of  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Pavilions  to  provide  some  of  the  urgently  needed  labora- 
tory facilities.  This,  of  course,  is  only  an  interim  expedient  which  falls  far  short 
of  providing  adequate  accommodations  for  the  routine  and  research  laboratory 
work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  postgraduate  medical  education  program  conducted  in  affiliation 
with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University  was  carried 
on  in  the  face  of  increasing  difficulties  owing  to  the  war.  Registration,  which 
had  mounted  steadily  during  the  eighteen  years  since  the  inception  of  the  post- 
graduate courses,  fell  off  during  1942  because  many  potential  students  were 
in  the  armed  forces,  as  were  many  of  the  faculty.  Students  enrolled  during  the 
calendar  year  1942  numbered  86.  In  1943  the  number  of  registrants  began  to 
increase  again  and  reached  178.  The  program  of  postgraduate  medical  educa- 
tion is  being  continued,  though  in  some  fields  on  a  skeleton  basis,  so  that  it  will 
be  able  to  resume  its  highly  important  educational  activities  on  a  full  scale 
promptly  after  the  end  of  the  war. 

In  1942  the  lectures  to  the  medical  public,  the  Clinical  Pathological  Con- 
ferences, and  the  surgical  demonstrations  and  medical  clinics  in  the  Clinical 
Amphitheatre  continued  to  draw  interested  professional  audiences,  although 
here,  too,  attendance  was  curtailed  in  the  latter  part  of  that  year  by  the  departure 
of  physicians  for  military  service. 

The  Edward  Gamaliel  Janeway  Lectures  were  delivered  in  April  of  1942  by 
Dr.  Michael  Heidelberger,  Chemist  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and 
Associate  Professor  of  Biochemistry,  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
Columbia  University.  Dr.  Heidelberger's  subject  was  "Neiuer  Concepts  of 
Infection  and  Immunity,  and  Chemistry' s  Part  in  Their  Development ." 

In  1943  the  following  medical  lectures  were  given  at  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital : 
Dr.  Homer  W.  Smith,  Professor  of  Physiology  at  New  York  University  Col- 
lege of  Medicine;  Director  of  Physiological  Laboratories,  delivered  two 
William  Henry  Welch  lectures.  Subject:  "The  Physiology  of  the  Kidney." 

Professor  William  E.  Ladd,  Professor  of  Child  Surgery  at  the  Harvard 
Medical  School ;  Chief  of  the  Surgical  Service  at  the  Children's  Hospital, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  delivered  the  first  Bela  Schick  Lecture.  Subject: 
"Time  and  Choice  of  Operation  in  Early  Life." 

Commander  Arthur  M.  Master  (MC)  USNR,  Consultant  Cardiologist, 
National  Naval  Medical  Center,  Bethesda,  Maryland;  Cardiologist  to  the 
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Mount  Sinai  Hospital ;  Assistant  Clinical  Professor  of  Medicine  at  Colum- 
bia University,  lectured  on  "Cardiac  Problems  in  the  Navy." 

"Gas  Defense  Education  Program"  by  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  of  New 
York  State,  etc.

In  1942  the  Hospital  participated  in  the  fifteenth  annual  Graduate  Fort- 
night program  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  dealing  with  "Disorders 
of  the  Nervous  System,"  with  many  memhers  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Staff  deliver- 
ing lectures  and  contributing  clinical  demonstrations  and  scientific  exhibits. 
Again  in  1943  the  Hospital  participated  in  the  sixteenth  annual  Graduate  Fort- 
night program  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  dealing  with  "Disorders 
of  the  Digestive  Tract." 

Numerous  prizes  and  honors  were  bestowed  on  members  of  the  Staff  by 
other  institutions  and  organizations  during  1942  and  1943.  Among  them  were 
the  following:  Dr.  Emanuel  Libman  was  awarded  the  Silver  Medal  for  his 
exhibit  illustrating  Endocarditis  and  Libman-Sacks  Disease  at  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  American  Medical  Association,  at  Atlantic  City. 

Dr.  Henry  Minsky  was  awarded  honorable  mention  for  his  exhibit  on  the 
"Zonular  Chamber  of  the  Eye"  at  the  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Associ- 
ation at  Atlantic  City. 

Dr.  Marcy  L.  Sussman,  Dr.  Morris  F.  Steinberg  and  Dr.  Arthur  Grishman 
received  honorable  mention  for  their  exhibit  on  "Angiocardiography  in  Con- 
genital Heart  Diseases"  at  the  same  meeting.  Dr.  Sussman  also  delivered  the 
annual  Lippett  Memorial  Lecture  at  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  in  Milwaukee, 
in  January,  1943. 

Dr.  Abraham  L.  Kornzweig  of  the  Ophthalmological  Service  was  awarded 
the  Blue  Ribbon  (first  prize)  for  excellence  in  presentation  of  an  exhibit  at  the 
Chicago  meeting  of  the  American  Academy  of  Ophthalmology  and  Otolaryngo- 
logy. Again  in  1943,  Dr.  Kornzweig  was  awarded  first  prize  at  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society  meeting  for  his  research  exhibit  demonstrating  the  devel- 
opment of  the  human  eye. 

Dr.  Jacob  Goldsmith,  also  of  the  Ophthalmological  Service,  received  first 
prize  for  scientific  exhibits  in  the  research  class ;  he  was  also  awarded  the  Lucien 
Howe  Prize  of  $100,  which  is  presented  for  the  best  original  contribution  on 
some  branch  of  surgery,  preferably  ophthalmology',  at  the  meeting  of  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  in  New  York  City. 

Drs.  U.  J.  Salmon,  Samuel  H.  Geist  and  Charles  S.  Poole  won  second  prize 
in  1943  at  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  meeting  for  a  pregnancy  test 
using  female  rats  instead  of  rabbits. 

The  New  York  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association,  at  a  luncheon  in 
March,  1942,  gave  a  testimonial  of  appreciation  and  a  citation  of  the  work  of 
Dr.  Alfred  Mever,  Consulting  Phvsician,  connected  with  the  Hospital  since 
1877. 

On  the  occasion  of  Dr.  Schick's  appointment  as  Consulting  Pediatrician,  a 
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fund  to  inaugurate  a  series  of  "Bela  Schick  Lectures"  was  presented  to  the 
Hospital  by  a  group  of  his  friends  and  admirers,  physicians  and  laymen. 

Dr.  Hiram  N.  Vineberg,  Consulting  Gynecologist  to  the  Hospital,  was  hon- 
ored after  65  years  of  service  in  medicine,  with  the  presentation  of  a  special 
issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  containing  scientific  contri- 
butions by  his  friends,  associates  and  colleagues,  in  the  Blumenthal  Auditorium, 
on  June  8th,  1943. 

Dr.  Albert  A.  Berg,  Consulting  Surgeon,  was  chosen  President-elect  of  the 
International  College  of  Surgeons,  to  take  office  as  President  in  1945,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Paul  Klemperer  was  appointed  a  Consulting  Pathologist  to  the  Army 
Medical  Museum  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Of  course,  it  is  impossible  to  mention  all  the  things  of  interest  which  have 
happened  within  the  Hospital  walls  within  these  past  two  years.  However,  it 
is  worthwhile  noting  that  the  district  visiting  physician  service  was  extended 
to  include  home-confined  cardiac  cases  registered  in  the  Cardiac  Clinic.  Also, 
in  February,  1943,  the  Children's  Semi-Private  Annex  was  opened.  Almost 
from  the  time  the  Annex  was  inaugurated,  its  beds  have  been  occupied,  thus 
justifying  the  anticipated  need  for  this  type  of  service. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  Report,  the  "Metal  Locator"  which 
helped  save  many  lives  at  Pearl  Harbor  was  used  for  the  first  time  at  the  Hospi- 
tal in  a  delicate  eye  operation. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  found  the  Hospital 
prepared  to  render  the  Kenny  treatment. 

In  accordance  with  the  program  of  The  Procurement  and  Assignment 
Service  of  the  Armed  Forces,  our  Intern  Service  was  organized  on  a  9  months 
basis. 

An  interesting  publication,  "Grand  Rounds/  has  been  published  for  the 
Mount  Sinai  men  in  service  by  Dr.  Sol  W.  Ginsburg  and  Miss  Bella  Trachten- 
berg.  "Grand  Rounds"  is  a  medium  for  exchanging  news  items  and  keeps  those 
of  the  Staff  who  are  in  the  armed  forces  advised  of  the  activities  of  their  con- 
freres. 

During  1943  a  course  for  training  of  Volunteer  Orderlies  was  begun,  as 
well  as  a  class  for  Volunteer  Dietitian  Aides,  under  Red  Cross  auspices.  The 
first  class  of  Dietitian  Aides  numbered  twenty,  and  a  second  group  for  busine& 
women  also  was  organized  some  months  later. 

During  1943  the  Surgeon  General,  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  approvec 
the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  School  for  Nursing  for  participation  in  the  Nurs< 
Cadet  Corps  Training  Program  under  the  Bolton  Act. 

We  completed  our  quota  for  blood  plasma  for  the  Civilian  Defense  Blooc 
Bank  early  in  1943,  and  were  the  first  hospital  reported  to  do  so. 

A  Certificate  of  Merit  was  presented  by  the  City  of  New  York  and  th 
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Civilian  Defense  Volunteer  Office  for  assistance  rendered  civilian  defense 
activities. 

The  Journal  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  in  its  tenth  year  of  publication 
under  the  editorship  of  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Globus,  continued  to  expand  its  circula- 
tion both  within  and  outside  the  Hospital.  Three  notable  special  issues  of  the 
Journal  were  published  in  honor  of  Dr.  B.  S.  Oppenheimer,  Dr.  Bernard  Sachs, 
and  Dr.  Hiram  N.  Vineberg. 

Latin  American  Fellowships  for  study  at  the  Hospital,  granted  by  the 
Dazian  Foundation  for  Medical  Research  in  the  interest  of  good  neighborly 
relations  with  Central  and  South  America,  were  awarded  to  Dr.  Enrique 
Washington  Lithgow,  of  the  Dominican  Republic,  who  received  this  award 
for  the  second  year,  to  Dr.  Oscar  Martinez-Gomez,  of  Mexico,  and  to  Dr. 
Miguel  Munera  of  Colombia. 

I  believe  it  is  clear  from  what  I  have  said  earlier  in  this  Report  that  the 
Medical  Board,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Ira  Cohen,  and  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Start  have  earned  the  most  heartfelt  gratitude  of  the  Trustees  and  of 
the  community  for  their  service  during  the  past  year. 

The  Laboratories,  in  addition  to  meeting  the  full  demands  of  the  Hospital 
routine  and  carrying  on  a  program  of  original  research  with  curtailed  personnel, 
made  contributions  in  war  research,  many  of  which  cannot,  of  course,  be  pub- 
lished at  this  time.  The  joint  Research  Administrative  Committee  consisting  of 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  and  Board  of  Trustees,  and  including  Dr.  Isidore 
Friesner  and  Dr.  Robert  T.  Frank  of  the  Consulting  Staff,  continued  its  guid- 
ance of  this  work. 

Our  Board  of  Trustees  is  worthy  of  special  mention.  It  is  a  group  of  forty 
men  and  women  devoted  to  the  Hospital.  Most  are  busy  people  in  their  profes- 
sions or  in  commerce.  Much  of  their  spare  time  has  been  given  to  the  Hospital. 
After  two  years  of  war  over  20  percent  of  our  Trustees  are  giving  full  time 
to  the  war  effort,  many  in  the  armed  forces.  Even  those  who  have  remained 
behind  have  wholeheartedly  taken  on  part-time  war  work.  But  in  spite  of  this 
additional  load  they  still  carry  on  the  Hospital  work  and  if  anything,  in  an 
increasing  amount— this,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  work  has  been  distributed 
of  necessity  amongst  fewer  individuals.  Those  who  may  read  these  words  in 
future  years  should  be  inspired  by  the  devotion  of  Trustees  to  the  Hospital  in 
the  very  difficult  times  through  which  we  are  now  passing. 

The  burdens  and  achievements  of  the  year  were  shared  by  the  School  of 
Nursing  under  the  Presidency  of  Mr.  Alfred  L.  Rose,  the  Social  Service 
Auxiliary  led  by  Mrs.  Alfred  A.  Cook  and  her  associates,  the  Neustadter  Home 
presided  over  by  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Hirsch,  and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  headed  by 
Mrs.  Leopold  Bernheimer. 

The  faithful  service  of  the  large  group  of  women  volunteers  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Frank  L.  Weil,  who  devoted  long  hours  to  labors  in 
various  departments  of  the  Hospital  and  the  clinics,  deserves  the  highest  praise. 
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We  must  be  especially  grateful  to  them  at  this  time  when  there  is  such  a  severe 
shortage  of  man  and  womanpower  in  almost  every  department. 

Another  volunteer  group  which  came  upon  the  scene  in  1942  to  render 
valuable  and  timely  service,  consisted  of  Red  Cross  Nurses'  Aides.  This  group 
was  originally  headed  by  Mrs.  Carl  H.  Pforzheimer,  Jr.,  later  by  Mrs.  Arthur 
S.  W.  Touroff,  and  now  is  presided  over  by  Mrs.  George  Lee.  Over  300  women 
were  trained  at  the  Hospital  as  Nurses'  Aides  under  auspices  of  the  New  York 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross;  200  of  them  worked  here,  giving  many 
thousands  of  hours  of  service  during  the  year  and  greatly  relieving  the  strain 
on  our  nursing  staff.  There  were  times  when  the  nursing  situation  would  have 
been  critical  without  the  Nurses'  Aides.  The  Hospital  gratefully  acknowledges 
their  unselfish  and  devoted  efforts. 

Other  groups  of  volunteers  from  the  Red  Cross,  the  American  Women's 
Voluntary  Services,  and  the  Civilian  Defense  Ambulance  Corps,  were  stationed 
at  the  Hospital  in  connection  with  the  work  of  our  Emergency  Casualty  Units. 
In  addition  to  collaborating  with  our  Units  in  ambulance  drills  and  other  train- 
ing activities,  many  of  these  men  and  women  offered  helpful  assistance  in  various 
departments  of  the  Hospital  during  their  spare  time. 

Dr.  Joseph  Turner,  Director  of  the  Hospital,  has  carried  the  enormous 
burden  of  administration  and  met  recurrent  emergencies  with  inexhaustible 
energy  and  unfailing  judgment.  He  has  been  ably  seconded  by  Drs.  Maxwell 
S.  Frank,  Morris  H.  Kreeger,  and  David  H.  Ross,  Assistant  Directors.  Miss 
Grace  A.  Warman,  Principal  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  Mrs.  Fanny  L. 
Mendelsohn,  Director  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  have  solved  problems 
with  capable  and  tireless  efforts  which  deserve  all  praise.  Equally  deserving  of 
our  gratitude  are  the  department  heads  and  all  the  faithful  and  conscientious 
workers  at  the  Hospital  who  made  possible  its  efficient  and  effective  functioning. 

I  could  not  complete  this  Report  without  a  special  word  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
George  Bernheim,  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  Mr. 
George  Lee,  Secretary.  They  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  and  have  been 
prompt  to  respond  to  any  call  for  additional  duties.  The  Hospital  is  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  two  such  faithful  officers  and  Trustees. 

For  1944  and  the  years  to  come,  whatever  vicissitudes  they  may  bring,  we 
dedicate  ourselves  to  the  endeavor  to  uphold  the  high  standards  of  the  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital,  and  to  meet  the  essential  needs  of  the  community  for  care  of  the 
sick  and  suffering  of  every  race,  creed,  and  walk  of  life.

Mr.  Hugo  Blumenthal 

(Died  August  8,1943) 

It  is  with  profound  sorrow  and  regret  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mount 
Sinai  Hospital  has  learned  of  the  death  of  its  beloved  colleague  and  friend, 
Hugo  Blumenthal,  on  August  8,  1943. 

For  over  forty  years,  beginning  with  his  election  as  Trustee  in  1902,  he 
gave  unstintingly,  not  only  of  himself  but  also  of  his  means.

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THE  more  than  150  members  of  Mount  Sinai's  present  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff  are  in  dramatic  contrast  to  the  ten  who  constituted  the 
original  Resident,  Attending,  and  Consulting  Staffs  of  the  Hospital.  Yet  in 
this  small  group  were  men  who  have  left  a  permanent  impress  on  medical  his- 
tory. They  and  others  who  became  affiliated  with  the  Hospital  through  the 
years  established  a  tradition  which  has  guided  us  to  the  present  day.  The  extent 
of  the  services  of  our  Staff  to  the  public  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  since  the 
founding  of  the  Hospital,  it  has  given  free  care  to  more  than  370,000  patients 
in  the  wards,  and  held  more  than  10,600,000  free  consultations  in  the  clinics. 
Equally  significant  is  the  record  of  the  contributions  of  Staff  members  in 
research  and  medical  education. 

During  the  war  years  1942  and  1943  the  present  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  has  ably  maintained  these  high  standards.  Providing  the  healing  services 
of  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  is  an  immense  and  complicated  task  in  normal  circum- 
stances. Under  war  conditions,  it  involves  many  added  difficulties.  By  December 
31,  1943,  there  were  362  of  our  Staff  in  the  armed  forces.  The  Resident  and 
Intern  Staff  has  been  cut  by  about  one-third,  the  training  period  for  Interns 
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reduced  to  nine  months.  All  of  this  meant  increased  effort  by  those  on  duty  to 
maintain  efficiency. 

Not  only  in  their  Hospital  duties  but  in  outside  activities  as  well,  the  Medical 
Staff  contributed  to  the  war  effort.  Many  of  the  men  served  on  examining 
boards  for  draftees.  The  Hospital  itself  donated  space  for  examining  boards. 
Disaster  teams  were  organized  for  civilian  defense.  First  Aid  courses  were  given 
within  and  outside  the  Hospital.  In  a  fitting  ceremony  on  August  28,  1942, 
the  personnel  of  the  U.  S.  Base  Hospital  No.  3,  the  Mount  Sinai  Unit  of 
World  War  I,  presented  a  flag  to  the  3rd  General  Hospital,  the  Mount  Sinai 
Unit  of  this  war.  The  new  Unit  went  overseas  early  in  1943,  and  established 
an  Army  base  hospital  in  a  combat  zone  in  North  Africa. 

Meanwhile  the  normal  functioning  of  the  Staff  in  medical  duties  has  been 
as  always,  supplemented  by  numerous  educational  activities  to  improve  the 
professional  knowledge  of  the  Hospital's  own  Staff,  as  well  as  of  physicians  in 
the  community.  The  fixed  departmental  conferences,  the  Clinical  Pathological 
Conferences,  the  monthly  clinical  conference,  the  Friday  afternoon  medical  con- 
ferences, continued  to  attract  interest.  Additional  monthly  conferences  were 
held  by  the  Thoracic  and  Gastrointestinal  groups,  correlating  the  medical  and 
surgical  aspects  of  their  respective  problems. 

A  drop  in  the  enrollment  in  the  post-graduate  courses  in  1942  was  reversed 
in  1943,  when  enrollment  showed  a  substantial  upward  swing.  Long  full- 
time  courses  were  abandoned  "for  the  duration,"  the  emphasis  being  placed  on 
short,  intensive  courses. 

During  1942  a  series  of  six  lectures  on  "Blood  Chemistry"  was  given  by 
outstanding  men  in  that  field.  The  Janeway  Lectures  were  on  "Newer  Con- 
cepts of  Infection  and  Immunity  and  Chemistry's  Part  in  Their  Develop- 
ment." In  1943  the  William  H.  Welch  Lectures  were  given  by  Dr.  Homer  W. 
Smith  on  "The  Physiology  of  the  Kidney."  The  newly  established  Bela  Schick 
Lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  William  E.  Ladd  on  "Time  and  Choice  of  Opera- 
tion in  Early  Life."  A  series  of  sixteen  lectures  on  "Advances  in  Medicine'' 
to  be  given  by  our  own  Staff  was  arranged  by  Dr.  Eli  Moschcowitz ;  the  first 
three  of  these,  by  Drs.  Frank,  Sussman  and  Shwartzman,  were  given  in  1943. 

During  1942,  the  ninetieth  anniversary  year,  an  exhibit  was  presented  depict- 
ing the  historical  growth  of  the  Hospital  and  some  of  the  contributions  to  the 
advancement  of  medical  science  made  by  its  Staff  from  the  earliest  days  down 
through  the  years. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  Bela  Schick  from  active  ward  service  as  Pediatrician, 
was  marked  by  the  establishment  of  a  lectureship  in  his  name.  Dr.  Bernarc 
Sachs,  Dr.  B.  S.  Oppenheimer  and  Dr.  Hiram  N.  Vineberg  were  honored  by  th< 
presentation  of  dedicated  issues  of  the  Journal  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital! 

During  1943  death  took  from  the  Staff  Dr.  Charles  H.  May,  Consulting 
Ophthalmologist;  Dr.  Samuel  H.  Geist,  Attending  Gynecologist;  Dr.  Max  D 
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Mayer,  Associate  Gynecologist;  Dr.  Ira  S.  Wile,  Associate  in  Pediatrics;  and 
Dr.  Sarah  Welt,  Adjunct  Pediatrist. 

Medical  Services:  The  personnel  of  the  Medical  Services  necessary  for  ade- 
quate service  was  maintained,  despite  the  losses  to  the  armed  forces,  by  the 
voluntary  acceptance  of  temporary  emergency  appointments  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  Staff  who  had  been  off  Service. 

The  educational  activities  continued  without  abatement,  as  the  Services 
participated  in  the  post-graduate  courses,  departmental  conferences  and  Friday 
afternoon  clinics.  They  contributed  also  to  the  Graduate  Fortnight  at  the 
Academy  of  Medicine,  and  to  many  meetings  of  national,  state  and  local 
medical  societies.  One  member  of  the  staff  was  called  upon  by  the  "Wartime 
Graduate  Medical  Meetings"  to  teach  in  the  army  camps. 

While  research  was  of  necessity  curtailed,  a  considerable  amount  of  investi- 
gation has  still  been  carried  on.  The  psychosomatic  study  of  disease  is  one  of  the 
newer  developments  in  the  study  of  internal  medicine  and  has  gained  wide- 
spread interest  in  scientific  circles.  In  recent  years  a  number  of  publications  on 
this  topic  were  written  by  members  of  the  Service  and  a  number  were  sent  to 
press:  one  on  hypcrkinesis  presented  a  novel  interpretation  of  certain  diseases 
of  psychosomatic  origin  ;  and  another  discussed  the  relation  of  neurocirculatory 
asthenia,  a  disease  exceedingly  common  in  war  recruits,  to  Graves'  Disease. 
Papers  were  published  on  a  rare  case  of  subacute  spirillar  endocarditis;  on  cir- 
culatory dynamics  in  superior  vena  cava  occlusion  ;  on  segmental  spasms  of  the 
esophagus  and  their  relation  to  Parkinsonism  ;  on  the  pathogenesis  of  experi- 
mental dysentery;  on  the  blood  iodine  in  the  period  following  thyroidectomy; 
and  on  the  nature  of  blood  iodine  and  its  determination.  Investigations  on  other 
aspects  of  blood  iodine  are  still  under  way. 

Articles  were  also  published  on  duodenal  ulcer  following  acute  injury  of 
the  spinal  cord  ;  on  prolonged  survival  after  perforation  of  the  infarcted  inter- 
ventricular septum  in  coronary  artery  disease;  on  the  hamartial  nature  of  the 
tuberous  sclerosis  complex  and  its  bearing  on  the  tumor  problem;  the  relation 
of  the  Shwartzman  phenomenon  to  the  pathogenesis  of  lung  abscess;  the  patho- 
genesis of  congenital  anomalies  of  the  intrahepatic  and  extrahepatic  bile  ducts; 
the  validity  of  nephrosis  as  a  nosological  entity;  latent  congestive  failure  in  the 
aged;  the  significance  of  the  carotid-sinus  reflex  in  biliary  tract  diseases;  the 
treatment  of  Addison's  disease  with  desoxycorticosterone  acetate  by  intramus- 
cular injection  and  subcutaneous  implantation  of  pellets;  electroencephalo- 
graphic  findings  in  hypoglycemia ;  and  a  case  of  diabetes  requiring  for  its  control 
the  second  largest  dose  of  insulin  ever  reported. 

An  extensive  monograph  on  toxic  and  infectious  jaundice  sponsored  by  the 
group  who  are  studying  diseases  of  the  liver  will  shortly  appear.  Studies  were 
pursued  on  benign  bronchial  bleeding.  Other  publications  included  the  imme- 
diate causes  of  cardiac  infarction  ;  angina  pectoris  and  the  peptic  ulcer  syndrome  ; 
coronary  insufficiency;  the  care  of  the  chronic  sick;  hypertension  due  to  renal

embolism;  the  use  of  sulfonamides  in  renal  insufficiency;  the  pathogenesis  of 
coarctation  of  the  aorta;  a  short  history  of  the  treatment  of  Addison's  disease;  | 
the  relation  of  anoxemia  to  jaundice  in  lobar  pneumonia;  marked  hyperthyroid- 
ism as  a  cause  of  heart  disease ;  acute  generalized  postoperative  peritonitis  simu- 
lating acute  coronary  occlusion ;  an  early  case  of  horseshoe  kidney ;  and  acute 
perforations  of  the  gastrointestinal  tract  during  hospital  observation. 

The  treatment  of  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis  with  massive  dose  therapy 
was  tried  on  a  large  number  of  cases  with  results  that  were  still  inconclusive, 
although  cures  were  obtained  in  a  few  instances.  In  the  coming  year,  attempts 
in  this  direction  will  be  made  with  massive  dose  therapy  in  combination  with 
heparin.  Important  investigations  were  followed  on  the  antigenic  properties  of 
sulfa  compounds  conjugated  with  proteins.  The  purpose  of  this  study  is  di- 
rected toward  an  understanding  of  the  nature  of  human  sensitivity  to  these  i 
drugs.  In  addition,  the  treatment  of  exophthalmic  goitre  with  the  recently 
introduced  preparations  known  as  thiourea  and  thiouricil  was  begun  with 
promising  results.  If  preliminary  results  are  borne  out,  the  operation  of  thy-  \ 
roidectomy  for  the  cure  of  this  disease  may,  in  some  instances,  be  avoided. 

In  association  with  the  X-ray  Department,  studies  in  angiocardiography 
were  continued.  This  method  has  helped  considerably  in  clarifying  our  diag- 
nosis of  certain  conditions,  especially  of  the  congenital  variety.  Studies  were  in  i 
progress  on  the  value  of  the  free  diet  in  diabetes  mellitus;  on  the  effect  of 
lipotropic  substances  in  the  prevention  of  atherosclerosis  in  diabetes  mellitus;  j 
on  the  efficiency  of  various  mixtures  of  insulin  ;  the  effect  of  sympathectomy 
for  hypertension  ;  and  on  idiopathic  bronchogenic  bleeding.  Investigations  on  the 
determination  of  light  sensitivity  in  certain  diseases  of  obscure  origin  are  about 
to  begin. 

Other  publications  included  papers  on  non-obstructive  jaundice  due  to 
infectious  and  chemical  agents;  on  bilirubin  and  bile  salts  in  jaundice;  on 
visceral  lesions  associated  with  primary  disease  of  the  liver;  on  postoperative 
precipitation  of  vitamin  deficiencies  ;  on  the  nosological  status  of  lipoid  nephrosis  ; 
on  primary  and  secondary  hyperparathyroidism;  on  the  immunological  specific- 
ity of  sulfonamide  protein  conjugates  as  demonstrated  by  guinea  pig  ana- 
phylaxis .ind  the  Shwart/man  phenomenon;  on  patent  interauricular  septum 
Associated  with  tuberculosa  and  amyloidosis;  and  on  the  electrocardiographic 
changes  due  to  disease  of  the  gallbladder. 

A  book  on  vascular  sclerosis  (Oxford  Press)  was  published  and  another  one 
is  bring  published  serially  in  the  Journal  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  entitled 
"Kssays  on  the  Riology  of  Disease";  these  essays  introduce  the  elements  of 
relativity  in  the  study  of  disease. 

The  Gastrointestinal  group  was  particularly  active.  In  addition  to  con- 
ducting routine  rounds,  they  instituted  conferences  at  monthly  intervals,  usu- 
ally in  association  with  the  Surgical  Services,  and  participated  in  post-graduate 
courses  which  were  well  attended.  Their  publications  were  numerous.  In  addi- 
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tion  to  chapters  in  standard  textbooks  of  medicine  on  ileitis  and  on  nutrition 
and  a  book  entitled  "An  Outline  of  Gastrointestinal  Diseases"  (Oxford  Press) , 
papers  were  published  on  the  clinical  use  of  succinyl  sulf  athiozole ;  on  the  coated 
tongue;  the  early  diagnosis  of  carcinoma  of  the  colon;  the  nature  and  treat- 
ment of  chronic  constipation  and  diarrhea;  the  efficiency  of  drug  therapy  in  the 
reduction  of  gastric  acidity;  syphilis  of  the  alimentary  canal;  lymphosarcoma 
of  the  intestine ;  the  role  of  the  vagus  nerve  in  the  problem  of  peptic  ulcer ;  the 
psychosomatic  background  of  peptic  ulcer;  the  modern  therapy  of  peptic  ulcer; 
the  results  of  the  antitoxic  bacillus  coli  serum  therapy  for  ulcerative  colitis; 
and  the  evaluation  of  drip  therapy  after  ten  years'  experience. 

In  the  Metabolism  Clinic  the  chief  task  remains  the  treatment  of  nutri- 
tional disturbances,  overweight,  malnutrition,  dietary  deficiencies,  etc.  The 
rising  food  prices  confronted  the  Staff  with  difficult  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems, especially  among  patients  on  home  relief.  These  problems  were  discussed 
with  social  workers  of  the  Hospital  and  of  the  City  and,  where  indicated,  re- 
quests for  extra  allowances  were  submitted.  The  question  of  extra  ration  points 
for  special  diets  was  investigated.  In  conferences  with  other  departments,  it 
was  suggested  that  ~a  survey  of  all  the  clinics  as  to  the  necessity  of  extra  ration 
points  be  made.  The  results  of  this  inquiry  were  published. 

The  changes  of  vitamin  A  metabolism  were  studied  in  sprue,  jejunoileitis 
and  in  liver  disease.  These  studies  were  performed  with  the  collaboration  of 
the  Chemistry  Laboratory.  Part  of  the  results  concerning  sprue  and  jejuno- 
ileitis were  published,  while  the  studies  in  liver  disease  are  being  prepared  for 
publication.  A  study  of  nutritional  disturbance  following  gastrectomy  was  con- 
ducted with  special  reference  to  carbohydrate  and  vitamin  A  absorption;  there 
is  reason  for  believing  that  a  marked  disturbance  of  absorption  is  present. 

In  the  course  of  studies  on  lipoid  metabolism  it  was  found  that  there  is  a 
familial  occurrence  of  excessive  hypercholesterinemia  with  and  without  xantho- 
matosis. A  striking  clinical  feature  in  these  families  is  frequent  coronary  disease 
and  sudden  death  at  an  early  age.  Studies  on  the  effect  of  lecithin  on  hypercho- 
lesterinemia were  continued.  The  effect  of  loss  of  weight  on  arterial  hyperten- 
sion has  been  studied  for  the  past  three  years.  A  large  group  of  cases  was 
followed  and  the  results  will  soon  be  ready  for  publication.  Studies  on  the  role 
of  amphetamine  in  the  treatment  of  obesity  were  in  progress,  and  studies  on 
gout  were  being  conducted.  A  special  dietary  record  was  prepared  and  filled 
out  in  each  case  by  the  dietician.  We  hope  in  due  time  to  assess  statistically  the 
dietary  conditions  in  various  groups  of  nutritional  disturbances. 

The  following  papers  have  been  published:  fat  and  vitamin  A  absorption 
j  in  sprue;  the  effect  of  lecithin  feeding  on  fat  and  vitamin  A  absorption  in  man  ; 
the  special  diets  under  rationing;  and  the  changes  of  water  tolerance  test  in 
!  hepatic  disease. 

The  Cardiac  group  continued  its  studies  on  coronary  artery  occlusion  with 
I  special  reference  to  the  electrocardiogram;  on  the  electrocardiogram  in  infcc 
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tious  diseases;  on  heart  sounds  in  coronary  occlusion ;  and  on  the  cardiac  output 
by  the  Wezler-Boeger  method.  Papers  were  published  on  hypertension  in  per-i 
sons  over  40  in  the  general  population ;  follow-up  studies  on  coronary  occlusion ; 
heart  sounds  in  coronary  artery  occlusion ;  the  electrocardiogram  after  exercise 
as  a  test  of  myocardial  function  and  disease ;  hypertension  in  coronary  artery 
occlusion ;  the  cardiac  output  in  coronary  occlusion ;  the  incidence  of  heart  disJ 
ease;  and  the  nomenclature  of  coronary  artery  disease. 

In  the  Electrocardiographic  Laboratory  papers  were  published  on  the 
occurrence  of  hypertension  in  the  general  population ;  on  the  electrocardiogram 
after  exercise;  and  the  phonocardiogram  in  coronary  occlusion.  The  electro- 
cardiographic conference  held  biweekly  was  well  attended. 

In  the  Hematological  Laboratory  the  Blood  Bank  passed  its  fifth  year  with 
an  unusually  good  record.  Its  advantages  are  the  ready  availability  of  blood  to 
be  used  in  shock  and  hemorrhage ;  the  fact  that  it  offers  an  important  supply  of 
blood  for  all  wards  of  the  Hospital  for  other  purposes ;  and  its  economy  as  com- 
pared with  previous  systems.  Reactions  from  blood  transfusions  are  now  at  a 
minimum,  rarely  over  2  percent  in  a  given  period.  The  Blood  Bank  has  been 
moved  to  quarters  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Administration  Building,  a  some- 
what more  centralized  location,  which  offers  ready  accessability  to  both  the 
Medical  and  Surgical  Services.  The  modus  operandi  as  well  as  the  results  fol- 
lowing transfusions  were  published.  In  addition,  a  new  laboratory  was  estab- 
lished on  the  sixth  floor  for  the  processing  of  blood  plasma,  which  is  supplied  not 
only  to  the  Ward,  but  also  to  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions. 

The  Government  designated  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  as  one  of  the 
repositories  for  plasma  in  case  of  bombing  or  other  catastrophe.  Through  its 
own  publicity,  the  Blood  Bank  succeeded  in  obtaining  800  units  (each  unit 
represents  250-300  cc.  plasma).  Much  of  the  blood  was  donated  by  the  nursing 
staff  of  the  Hospital. 

During  1943  research  work  on  leukemia  had  to  be  curtailed.  However, 
clinical  work  was  continued  on  leukemia,  refractory  anemia,  hemolytic  anemia 
and  the  various  forms  of  hemorrhagic  diatheses.  Important  work  was  also  car- 
ried out  on  viral  or  atypical  pneumonia  infections. 

The  routine  work  was  also  carried  out  in  the  wards  and  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Patients  are  seen  in  the  Hematology  Clinic  three  times  a  week, 
and  on  one  of  these  days  the  Radiotherapy  Department  cooperates  with  the 
Hematologists  in  discussion  of  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  leukemia,  Hodg- 
kin's  disease,  lymphosarcoma  and  other  blood  diseases.  Important  observations 
were  also  carried  on  in  the  study  of  polycythemia  vera  with  respect  to  the 
unusual  life  cycles  and  peculiar  complications  which  have  been  noted  during 
observations  of  such  cases  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  following  research  work  was  reported:  quantitative  urobilinogen 
excretion  following  transfusions  of  stored  and  fresh  blood  ;  observations  on  blood 
transfusion*  from  universal  donors;  blood  substitutes  and  blood  transfusion; 
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hemolytic  reactions  as  a  result  of  isoimmunization  following  repeated  trans- 
fusions of  homologous  blood ;  clinical  observations  on  osteoporosis  and  myelofi- 
brosis; clinical  observations  on  the  effect  of  4-hydroxycoumarin.  Chapters  on 
the  treatment  of  purpura,  hemophilia,  leukemia  and  splenomegaly  were  written 
for  an  encyclopedic  publication  on  the  therapeutics  of  infancy  and  childhood. 
Investigations  were  published  on  the  ligation  of  the  splenic  artery  for  thrombo- 
cytopenic purpura  and  congestive  splenomegaly;  on  the  significance  and  method 
or  determination  of  urinary  phenols;  on  the  antigenicity  of  the  Rh  blood  factor 
iin  transfusion  and  pregnancy  and  its  role  in  the  etiology  of  erythroblastosis 
fetalis;  and  on  the  quantitative  urobiligen  excretion  following  transfusions  of 
stored  and  fresh  blood. 

In  the  Allergy  Clinic  further  studies  on  vascular  allergy  due  to  drugs, 
tobacco,  food  and  bacterial  agents  were  published ;  also  on  the  electrocardio- 
graphic changes  in  bronchial  asthma  and  their  significance.  A  report  on  the 
fractionation  of  tobacco  extract  by  means  of  electrophoresis  was  in  press.  Studies 
were  instituted  on  the  various  fractions  of  ragweed  pollen  and  on  the  effect 
of  tobacco  sensitization  on  blood  vessels.  Lectures  were  delivered  in  a  post- 
graduate course  on  allergy  sponsored  by  the  American  College  of  Physicians 
on  the  following  subjects:  vascular  allergy,  migraine,  Meniere's  disease  and 
physical  allergy. 

The  Thoracic  group  enlarged  its  observations  on  the  topographic  classifica- 
tion of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  and  continued  its  histological  studies  of  the 
disease  from  the  standpoint  of  prognosis  and  operability.  Studies  were  also  con- 
tinued on  the  treatment  of  chronic  pneumothorax  by  obliterative  pleuritis;  on 
penign  tumors  of  the  lungs;  benign  bronchial  bleeding;  the  life  history  of 
bronchiectasis;  and  the  course  of  suppurative  bronchopneumonia.  Studies  were 
'made  on  the  localization  of  residual  empyemas  and  deep  pneumonic  lesions  by 
means  of  markers  placed  within  the  thoracic  cavity. 

Other  problems  under  investigation  were  staphylococcic  infections  of  the 
pleura  and  chest  wall,  and  the  clinical  pathological  correlations  of  the  micro- 
scopic pathology  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung.  Reports  were  being  made  on  the 
'Roentgen  ray  manifestation  of  eosinophilic  pneumonias  and  on  sectional 
['radiography  as  a  method  of  differentiation  between  nodular  tuberculosis  and 
iineoplasm.  Studies  on  bronchial  adenoma  and  benign  bronchial  bleeding  were 
ilbeing  completed.  A  follow-up  study  was  completed  on  the  results  of  radio- 
therapy in  bronchiectasis.  Articles  were  published  on  the  neurologic  complica 
Ktions  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung;  the  topographic  classification  of  carcinoma  of 
fithe  lung  with  special  reference  to  the  surgical  implication  of  the  circumscribed 
I'variety;  and  on  the  differential  diagnosis  of  certain  Roentgen  shadows. 

I; Neurological  Service:  Although  the  loss  of  men  to  the  armed  sen  Ices  resulted 
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in  some  curtailment  of  the  activities  of  the  Service,  clinical  investigations  a* 
well  as  studies  were  carried  out  in  collaboration  with  the  Chemistry  Labora 
tories  on  vitamin  E  and  a  gasometric  method  using  the  Warburg  respirometer 
Work  in  the  laboratories  of  neuropathology  and  neurophysiology  and  electro 
encephalography  was  productive. 

Papers  were  published  on  the  neurological  manifestations  of  periarteritis 
i  nodosa;  irregular  and  multiple  homonymous  field  defects;  histological  observa- 
tions on  the  nervous  system  of  monkeys  experimentally  deprived  of  vitamin  E 
intracranial  aneurysms;  infundibuloma ;  tumors  of  the  aqueduct  of  Sylvius 
metastatic  tumors  of  the  brain ;  amaurotic  family  idiocy ;  tumors  of  the  striato- 
thalamic  and  related  regions;  massive  hemorrhage  into  brain  tumors;  amebic 
abscess  of  the  brain;  sciatic  pain  in  the  diagnosis  of  cauda  equina  tumors;  con- 
trasting effects  of  the  local  application  of  adrenalin  on  the  denervated  iris  of  the 
cat  and  the  monkey;  hypothalamic  stimulation  yielding  adrenalin  in  reversal 
effects;  the  functional  pattern  within  the  oculomotor  nucleus;  the  effect  of 
atropine  on  the  mecholyl  and  whealing  reactions  of  the  skin ;  effect  of  section 
of  the  medial  lemniscus  on  proprioceptive  functions ;  and  tube  feeding  fatalities. 
Publications  dealing  with  psychiatric  aspects  were:  the  neurotic  conflict 
J  between  the  individual  and  society ;  the  organization  of  a  psychiatric  service  for 
y  ?l  general  hospital;  the  German  cultural  paranoid  trend;  the  psychiatric  4F's; 
intellectual  symptoms  in  temporal  lobe  lesions  including  deja  pensee;  Is  Ger- 
many Incurable?;  the  role  of  instinct  in  human  behavior;  and  a  report  on  a 
family  exhibiting  hereditary  mirror  movements  and  schizophrenia.  From  the 
electroencephalographic  studies,  papers  were  published  on  a  method  for  differ- 
ential diagnosis  of  abnormal  electroencephalograms  and  one  on  head  injuries. 
Studies  were  made  on  the  correlation  of  electroencephalography  with  hypogly- 
cemia and  hyperinsulinism,  and  were  being  continued  on  the  convulsive  state 
as  related  to  sugar  metabolism.  New  research  in  the  treatment  of  epilepsy,  both 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  on  the  wards,  was  undertaken. 
Pediatric  Service:  The  supervision  of  the  cases  admitted  to  the  Children's 
Surgical  Ward  was  done  as  before  by  an  Adjunct  Pediatrician.  During  the  year 
1942,  for  the  first  time,  the  services  of  a  surgeon  interested  exclusively  in  pedia- 
tric surgery  were  available.  Patients  under  one  year  of  age,  including  many 
cases  of  congenital  abnormalities  in  the  newborn,  were  operated  upon  by  a 
highly  trained  surgeon  specializing  in  this  type  of  work.  Many  cases  came  to 
our  wards  because  the  medical  profession  learned  of  the  designation  of  a  pediatric 
surgeon. 

Research  was  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  Electroencephalography 
Laboratory  on  the  relation  of  brain  waves  in  children  to  various  abnormal 
cerebral  states.  A  study  of  heart  sounds  in  children  by  means  of  the  phonocardio- 
gram  was  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Electrocardiographic  Depart- 
ment. Work  in  the  Chest  Clinic  and  Diabetic  Clinic  continued  as  in  the  past, 
with  increased  registration  each  year. 
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The  Mental  Health  Clinic  was  carried  on  with  a  depleted  clinic  staff.  The 
Asthma  Clinic  was  very  active.  Two  papers  were  published  from  this  Clinic, 
one  on  the  serological  response  of  tetanus  toxoid  on  previous  basic  immuniza- 
tion, and  the  other  on  the  influence  of  various  intradermal  tests,  specific  or 
non-specific,  on  the  diphtheria  anti-toxin  titer.  An  interesting  three-year  study  in 
a  Pretonsillectomy  Clinic  was  completed,  and  the  result  of  this  work  was  ac- 
cepted for  publication.  The  work  on  nephritis  and  on  nephrosis  was  continued, 
and  a  follow-up  of  twenty  years  was  presented  at  the  American  Medical  Associ- 
ation meeting  in  Atlantic  City  in  June,  1942. 

Other  papers  were  published  on  paroxysmal  tachycardia  in  very  early  in- 
fancy; on  tetany  of  the  newborn;  on  the  long-term  growth  of  diabetic  children 
(a  study  covering  15  years  of  growth  records  of  diabetic  children)  ;  on  a  study 
of  the  icteric  index  in  the  cord  blood  of  the  newborn;  acute  suppurative  peri- 
carditis due  to  an  influenza-like  organism ;  hypoglycemia  in  a  diabetic  child 
simulating  a  cerebral  accident;  meconium  ileus  associated  with  stenosis  of  the 
pancreatic  ducts;  the  treatment  of  ichthyosis  with  vitamin  A;  lipoid  nephrosis  ; 
the  effect  of  hypoglycemia  on  the  brain  of  a  diabetic  child  ;  pyuria  of  the  newborn 
treated  with  sulfathiazole ;  idiosyncrasy  to  metallic  mercury;  and  deficiency 
anemias.  A  number  of  papers  considering  psychological  and  psychiatric  aspects 
of  children  in  relation  to  the  war,  and  a  revision  of  the  prognosis  in  mongolism 
were  also  published. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  interested  in  treating  malnourished 
children,  some  cases  having  been  referred  from  the  local  health  center.  The 
treatment  is  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a  dietician,  a  social  worker,  and  a  volun- 
teer worker.  Intensive  medical  educational  instruction  and  talks  on  hygiene  are 
given  to  the  patients  in  the  waiting  room  and  are  attended  by  attentive  parents 
as  well.  The  Children's  Cardiac  Clinic  continued  to  use  sulfa  prophylaxis  in 
rheumatic  cases  and  in  congenital  cardiac  children  who  require  dental  extrac- 
tions or  tonsillectomy.  The  Hospital  decided  to  provide  limited  domiciliary  care 
for  cardiac  children  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  Clinic,  and  members  of 
the  Staff  made  home  visits  to  these  children. 

A  Well-Baby  Clinic  group  has  been  organized  and  a  volunteer  worker 
assigned  to  assist  in  its  work.  It  is  expected  that  the  physicians  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  will  be  able  to  rotate  so  that  they  will  receive  a  broader 
experience  in  infant  feeding  and  preventive  pediatrics. 

Dermatological  Service:  Especially  noteworthy  among  the  activities  of  thifl 
Service  was  the  progress  made  in  the  treatment  of  the  cutaneous  conditions 
which  usually  show  a  more  obstinate  course  and  tend  to  resist  treatment.  ( Jiati 
■ring  results  were  obtained  with  the  radiotherapy  unit.  Special  technique!  Wttt 
developed  and  employed,  especially  in  the  epidemic  of  ringworm  ot  the  scalp 
now  present  in  New  York  City.  The  Hospital  performed  a  useful  lommunin 
service  by  treating  a  large  number  of  these  cases.  The  cases  were  studied  ver\ 
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intensively  by  means  of  the  microscope,  cultures,  and  clinical  studies,  and  those 
patients  who  showed  the  type  of  infection  produced  by  the  "human"  type  of 
fungus  received  Roentgen  ray  epilation.  Close  follow-up  was  maintained  by 
means  of  a  special  diagnostic  ultraviolet  filter.  The  number  of  cases  was  so 
great  as  to  necessitate  an  emergency  doubling  of  the  number  of  hours  of  the 
dermatologic  radiotherapy  unit. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  biologic  studies  of  the  various  dermatoses. 
Research  work  was  instituted  regarding  the  effect  of  gramicidin  made  up  in 
various  media  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  skin  diseases.  Additional  observa-i 
tions  and  studies  were  made  on  cutaneous  calcinosis  and  its  relation  to  the  gen- 
eral metabolism.  Numerous  case  presentations  were  made  at  meetings  of  the 
various  general  and  special  societies. 

Papers  were  published  on  alopecia  from  cyverine  hydrochloride;  acanthosis 
nigricans  associated  with  carcinoma  of  the  lung ;  an  unusual  epithelioma  of  the1 
leg;  and  the  use  of  vitamin  A  in  keratosis  blennorrhagica.  A  member  of  the  Ser-i 
vice  cooperated  with  the  Department  of  Health  in  the  production  of  a  brochure1 
on  the  treatment  of  ocular  syphilis.  The  pamphlet  was  distributed  to  all  New 
York  physicians  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Several  reports  were  published  from1 
the  Service,  including  those  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  ringworm  of  the 
scalp  and  a  printed  report  on  the  cutaneous  manifestations  of  Hodgkin's  disease. 
Several  papers  were  published  on  the  relationship  of  nutrition,  vitamins,  and! 
diet  to  cutaneous  affections. 

Surgical  Services:  The  Gastric  Surgery  group,  in  conjunction  with  the  Lab- 
oratory of  Gastric  Physiology,  carried  on  investigations  on  a  statistical  study  of, 
the  results  of  the  surgical  treatment  of  peptic  ulcer;  a  comparison  of  insulin, 
and  food  as  stimuli  for  the  differentiation  of  vagal  and  non-vagal  gastric 
pouches;  mucous  secretion  and  gastritis,  particularly  with  reference  to  thei 
experimental  induction  of  gastric  tumors  in  dogs;  the  measurement  of  the] 
segments  of  the  stomach  which  are  removed  and  which  remain  in  the  course 
of  a  subtotal  gastrectomy;  the  physiology  of  the  stomach  and  small  bowel  ini 
cases  in  which  a  jejunostomy  had  been  done  for  the  purpose  of  alimentation;, 
and  the  efficacy  of  drip  therapy  for  peptic  ulcer. 

Other  studies  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Laboratory  of  Gastric 
Physiology  were  as  follows:  vagotomy  in  the  therapy  of  peptic  ulcer;  and  the! 
physiological  and  clinical  efficacy  of  a  new  liquid  diet  for  jejunal  feeding  devel- 
oped in  this  Laboratory,  which  is  nutritionally  complete  and  contains  protein; 
and  carbohydrate  in  a  predigested  form.  This  is  being  developed  on  dogs  andj 
will  soon  be  ready  for  use  on  the  wards  in  place  of  the  Scott-Ivy  Pabulum. 

From  the  purely  clinical  side  there  was  work  done  on  the  results  of  delayed 
operation  in  bleeding  duodenal  ulcers;  the  indications  and  benefits  of  prelim- 
inary, complementary  and  supplementary  jejunostomy  in  surgery  of  peptic 
ulcer;  the  diagnosis  and  surgical  indications  in  benign  and  malignant  lesions  of1 
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the  stomach ;  a  method  of  treatment  for  cases  of  mechanical  perforation  of  the 
rectum  in  the  course  of  colon  irrigations;  the  incidence,  pathology  and  treat- 
ment of  the  post-cholecystectomy  syndrome;  immediate  postoperative  and  fol- 
low-up results  of  309  consecutive  cases  of  biliary  and  pancreatic  disease;  a 
further  report  on  additional  cases  in  which  endocholedochal  sphincterotomy  was 
performed  for  biliary  dyskenesia;  technical  procedures  involved  in  closure  of 
the  duodenal  stump  following  subtotal  gastrectomy  for  duodenal  ulcer ;  a  com- 
parative study  of  antecolic  and  retrocolic  termino-lateral  gastroenterostomy  of 
the  Hofmeister  type  for  gastric  and  duodenal  ulcers;  a  comparative  study  of 
post  pyloric  exclusion  and  the  excision  of  the  duodenal  ulcer  in  subtotal  gas- 
trectomy ;  effects  of  X-ray  treatment  of  lymphosarcoma  of  the  stomach  proven 
by  biopsy;  advantages  of  jejunostomy  for  alimentation  in  reconstructive  pro- 
cedures for  strictures  of  the  common  and  hepatic  bile  ducts,  and  in  radical 
operations  for  carcinoma  of  the  periampullary  region  of  the  duodenum;  the 
simultaneous  occurrence  of  benign  ulcer  and  carcinoma  of  the  stomach;  and 
intestinal  digestion  following  subtotal  gastrectomy. 

The  Intestinal  Surgery  Group  continued  the  studies  begun  in  previous 
years  of  wound  evisceration ;  of  the  effect  of  the  sulf onamid  drugs  in  surgery 
of  the  small  and  large  bowel;  of  ulcerative  colitis  (in  collaboration  with  the 
Medical  Services  and  the  Gastroenterology  group)  and  of  regional  ileitis  (in 
conjunction  with  the  Gastroenterology  group  and  the  Pathology  Laboratory). 
During  the  year  it  completed  a  study  of  the  causes  of  mortality  and  their  preven- 
tion in  the  surgical  treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  colon  and  rectum.  A  study 
on  late  operative  survivals  was  begun,  also  problems  studied  involving  the 
surgical  treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  esophagus  and  cardiac  end  of  the  stomach, 
as  well  as  carcinoma  of  the  head  of  the  pancreas  and  the  papilla  of  Vater.  Prog- 
ress was  made  in  the  treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  middle  third  of  the  esophagus 
and  a  new  operation  was  developed.  Daily  bedside  teaching  on  the  regular 
morning  rounds  was  initiated. 

Papers  by  members  of  the  Service  were  published  on  suppurative  tenosyno- 
vitis of  the  hand ;  on  radical  surgical  treatment  for  carcinoma  of  the  thoracic 
esophagus;  the  choice  of  operative  procedure  in  obstructive  jaundice  due  to 
carcinoma  of  the  pancreas;  regional  ileitis;  ileocolostomy  with  exclusion  for 
non-specific  ileitis;  suppurative  thyroiditis  with  streptococcus  viridans  bac- 
teremia; common  duct  obstruction  due  to  primary  carcinoma  of  the  cystic  duct ; 
aseptic  infarction  of  the  kidney;  and  ureteral  obstruction  due  to  calculus  follow- 
ing total  hysterectomy. 

The  Thoracic  Surgery  Group  presented  symposia  dealing  with  suppurative 
broncho-pneumonia,  abscess  of  the  lung,  and  carcinoma  of  the  lung.  It  con 
tributed  to  a  symposium  dealing  with  a  variety  of  hernias.  A  monograph  on 
acute  infections  of  the  mediastinum  was  published.  Studies  were  made  ot  tin 
various  operative  procedures  for  hernias;  of  the  operative  treatment  by  the 
injection  of  sclerosing  fluids  under  operative  visualization  and  upon  a  method 
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of  utilization  of  Cooper's  ligament.  Investigations  were  made  of  aberrant  bil 
ducts  as  encountered  at  operations  on  the  gallbladder,  of  subpectoral  absces; 
complicated  by  septicemia,  of  meconium  ileus  associated  with  stenosis  of  thl 
pancreatic  ducts,  and  of  sarcoma  of  the  neck  following  Roentgen  therapy  ii 
Graves'  disease.  A  five-year  study  of  pulmonary  embolism  was  completed. 

Further  studies  were  made  dealing  with  acute  and  chronic  pulmonary  ab 
scesses;  putrid  empyema  without  fetid  sputum;  suppurative  pneumonia  wit) 
special  reference  to  the  management  of  the  surgical  complications;  the  treat 
ment  of  variety  of  pulmonary  abscesses.  A  further  series  of  studies  dealt  with 
variety  of  thoracic  neoplasms  in  children ;  with  sarcoma  of  the  lung ;  and  wit! 
cancer  of  the  lung  including  the  topographic  classification,  with  special  referenc 
to  the  surgical  implications  of  the  circumscribed  variety.  An  outline  ot  treat 
ment  for  severe  war  wounds  was  published.  Investigations  were  made  of  paten 
ductus  arteriosus  complicated  by  septicemia,  with  the  first  report  in  the  literal 
ture  of  cases  cured  by  operation.  There  was  also  reported  a  case  of  infecte» 
arteriovenous  aneurysm  with  septicemia  cured  by  excision. 

Other  studies  were  made  on  left  subphrenic  abscess;  on  depressive  psychosij 
due  to  chronic  pulmonary  abscess;  constrictive  pericarditis  due  to  foreign  body^j 
retroperitoneal  abscess  and  phlegmon;  on  the  relationship  between  operativ^ 
technique  and  the  results  in  acute  putrid  abscess  of  the  lung;  on  pyogenic  sepsis i 
congenital  anomaly  in  the  biliary  tract;  acute  suppurative  bronchopneumonia! 
atypical  forms  of  putrid  pulmonary  abscess ;  interval  results  of  pneumonectomy 
for  cancer;  aspects  of  patent  ductus  arteriosus  complicated  by  subacute  bacteria, 
endarteritis;  a  modified  technique  for  ligation  of  the  patent  ductus  in  the  pres 
ence  of  subacute  bacterial  endarteritis;  subphrenic  abscess  perforating  into  tht 
lung  and  bronchial  tree;  circumscribed  tumors  of  the  mediastinum;  suppura 
tive  phlebitis ;  compensatory  aneurysms  of  the  great  vessels ;  and  the  significano 
of  so-called  thickened  pleura.  Further  studies  were  made  on  congenital  atresia, 
on  gangrene  and  perforation  of  the  ileum  with  peritonitis  in  the  newbon 
infant;  vital  capacity  of  surgical  patients;  intestinal  obstruction  resulting  fron 
mal-rotation  of  the  intestines;  and  retroperitoneal  teratoid  tumors  in  infanq 
and  childhood. 

A  chapter  on  diseases  of  the  peritoneum  was  contributed  to  a  monograpl 
dealing  with  the  therapeutics  of  infancy  and  childhood.  Operative  treatment  o 
hypertension  was  further  developed.  Other  activities  included  a  report  on  lobeci 
tomy  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis;  on  a  year  of  lobectomy  for  bronchiectasi: 
without  mortality;  on  a  year  of  operative  treatment  of  acute  pulmonary  absces: 
without  mortality;  a  report  on  cervicomediastinal  lymphangioma;  a  report  or 
cavernous  sinus  thrombosis,  and  one  on  carcinoma  of  the  thymus  in  a  child. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Roentgenology  studies  were  made? 
of  the  X-ray  features  of  perforated  interlobar  abscess;  of  a  classification  Oi 
tumors  of  the  posterior  mediastinum  based  on  roentgenographic  features;  am 
of  venography  and  its  relationship  to  the  operative  treatment  of  phlebitis  com 
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plicated  by  pulmonary  embolism. 

Urological  Service :  In  1942  the  Urological  group  was  separated  from  the  gen-  ^ 
eral  Surgical  Services,  so  that  the  entire  time  of  the  Service  could  be  devoted 
to  the  ever-increasing  urological  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  problems.  Papers 
were  published  on  the  treatment  of  atonic  neurogenic  bladder  by  transurethral 
resection ;  solitary  cysts  of  the  kidney;  the  etiological  role  of  the  intrarenal  pelvis 
in  hypertension  and  aseptic  infarct  of  the  kidney;  extratesticular  chorioepithe- 
lioma  in  a  male  probably  primary  in  the  urinary  bladder ;  and  pleochromocytoma 
of  the  adrenal  gland.  At  regular  meetings  current  clinical  material  was  pre- 
sented. 

Neurosurgical  Service:  With  two-thirds  of  the  staff  in  the  armed  forces,  most 
of  the  work  of  the  Service  was  limited  to  routine  duties.  Some  of  the  investiga- 
tions begun  in  previous  years  were  continued.  The  problem  of  the  relief  of 
intractable  pain  as  related  to  the  upper  extremity  by  differential  chordotomy 
was  studied.  Publications  were  made  on  the  following  subjects:  supratentorial 
hemangiomas;  agenesis  of  the  cerebellum;  hemorrhage  into  extradural  neo- 
plasms giving  acute  spinal  cord  compression ;  surgical  treatment  of  gummas  of 
the  brain;  extradural  hemorrhage  in  the  anterior  fossa;  cranial  trauma  and  a 
bedside  head  rest  for  emergency  head  injuries;  cauda  equina  tumors;  and  men- 
ingioma of  the  internal  auditory  meatus.  In  conjunction  with  the  Laboratory  of 
Neuropathology  a  paper  on  hemangiomatous  tumors  was  in  preparation. 

Gynecological  Services:  On  one  of  the  Services  a  new  surgical  technique  for 
(the  treatment  of  urinary  incontinence  is  being  investigated.  Analysis  of  the 
1  results  of  parametrial  fixation  of  the  cervical  stump  in  prolapse  and  the  use  of 
tatooing  for  pruritus  vulvae  were  found  satisfactory.  The  effectiveness  of  the 
oral  administration  of  estrogens  in  the  menopause  continued  under  investiga- 
tion, also  the  endocrine  aspect  of  hirsutism.  Studies  were  made  on  the  relation 
of  vitamin  E  to  fertility  and  the  hormonal  aspect  of  libido.  In  collaboration 
with  the  Psychiatric  Division  studies  were  made  of  the  psychosomatic  aspects  of 
gynecological  endocrine  disorders.  A  simple  two-hour  pregnancy  test  was  de- 
scribed and  demonstrated.  Other  publications,  in  addition  to  the  above,  included 
| a  monograph  on  tumors  of  the  ovary;  the  effect  of  androgens  on  voice  changes 
| in  women;  the  inhibitory  effect  of  steroid  sex  hormones  on  the  gonadotropic 
lactivity  of  the  hypophysis;  post-menopausal  endometritis;  uterine  electromyo- 
gram;  and  radiologic  and  kinetic  recordings  of  uterine  and  tubal  motility. 

On  the  other  Gynecological  Service,  studies  were  carried  out  on  hyperten- 
sion associated  with  uterine  fibroids  from  the  point  of  view  of  etiological 
connections  and  surgical  risk;  and  on  cutaneous  hyperalgesia  and  the  viscero- 
sensory reflex  of  uterus  and  tubes  by  means  of  uterotubal  insufflation.  An 
analysis  of  the  etiological  factors  in  female  sterility  was  made,  as  well  as  a  study 
of  the  use  of  an  elastic  tourniquet  in  lowering  morbidity  and  mortality  in 
myomectomies.  Further  studies  were  made  on  radiographic  demonstration  of 
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intrauterine  tumors  by  visco  rayopake;  on  the  differential  clinical  demonstra 
tion  between  uterine  and  tubal  contraction  by  a  new  method ;  on  investigation: 
in  the  mechanism  of  production  of  pleural  effusion  associated  with  ovarian  fibro 
mata  and  other  tumors.  A  pathological  and  clinical  study  was  made  of  benigr 
and  malignant  testicular  tubular  adenomata  in  women,  others  on  synthetic 
estrogens  in  treatment  of  menopause ;  on  cause  of  uterine  prolapse  with  a  specia 
X-ray  study  of  the  living  muscle;  on  prolongation  of  the  viability  of  humar 
spermatozoa  by  various  buffer  media ;  and  of  the  action  potentials  of  the  uteru; 
in  relation  to  the  menstrual  cycle  and  to  pathological  changes  of  the  uterus. 

O  phthalmological  Service:  In  the  interest  of  the  National  Campaign  for  th< 
Prevention  of  Blindness  a  special  group  for  glaucoma  patients  was  organized 
Work  was  continued  on  the  problems  in  immunology  with  reference  to  sensi' 
tivity  of  the  eye  to  pollen,  on  the  suspensory  ligament  of  the  lens,  retinal  detach 
ment  and  embryology.  First  prize  was  awarded  for  an  exhibit  on  April  29,  1941 
at  the  meeting  of  the  New  York  State  Medical  Society  and  honorable  mentior 
for  another  exhibit  on  June  30,  1942  at  the  American  Medical  Associatioi 
meeting.  Papers  were  published  on  bilateral  thrombosis  of  the  posterio: 
cerebral  arteries;  iris  tumor;  iris  cyst;  linear  streak  lamp;  experimental  hole:1 
in  the  retina;  the  zonular  chamber;  surgical  repair  of  lacerations  of  the  lids 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  concomitant  squint ;  development  of  the  human  ey< 
at  5.5  mm  embryonic  stage;  dynamics  of  intracapsular  extraction;  paresis  o: 
accommodation  after  sulfadiazine ;  a  case  of  cyst  of  the  iris.  A  Physiologica 
Laboratory  is  in  process  of  being  opened,  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  th< 
now-functioning  Pathological  Laboratory;  members  of  the  staff  have  shown  ; 
great  interest  in  developing  investigation,  particularly  in  the  field  of  glaucoma 
and  the  first  steps  toward  this  goal  are  now  being  taken. 

Otological  Service:  Investigations  of  problems  which  were  begun  in  recen 
years  were  continued.  Further  studies  were  made  of  the  value  of  chemotherap; 
in  the  early  stages  of  acute  middle  ear  infections  and  in  mastoid  wounds.  Obser 
vations  were  made  on  the  endaural  approach  with  special  reference  to  the  fenes 
tration  operation.  In  conjunction  with  the  Neurological  Service  the  cochlear 
vestibular  tests  were  further  evaluated.  The  Audiometric  Clinic  continued  t< 
serve  an  excellent  purpose  in  the  classification  of  hearing  defects,  and  in  con 
sideration  of  the  causative  factors,  and  of  preventive  and  corrective  measure 
in  children  and  young  adults  who  have  such  defects. 

Laryngological  Service:  In  addition  to  the  routine  work  and  continuatioi 
of  studies  of  special  subjects  in  this  Service  which  were  entered  upon  in  the  past 
special  attention  was  directed  to  the  subjects  of  massive  collapse  of  the  lung 
malignancy  of  the  nose  and  accessory  nasal  sinuses  and  to  the  endoscopic  treat 
ment  of  esophageal  varices. 

Orthopedic  Service:  The  diminution  in  motor  traffic  and  the  restrictions  oi 
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)uilding  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  certain  types  of  traumatic  cases.  Clinical 
problems  under  investigation  were  humero-scapular  periarthritis;  internal  fixa- 
tion of  intertrochanteric  fractures;  treatment  of  lesions  of  the  patella  by  partial 
ind  total  excisions;  sequelae  of  spinal  fractures;  intermittent  chemotherapy  of 
osteomyelitis  with  sulfone  drugs;  Lane  plate  infections;  calcification  at  the 
flexor  carpi  ulnaris  insertion;  periarthritis;  frozen  shoulder,  bicipital  teno- 
synovitis; eosinophilic  granuloma,  three  new  cases;  electrical  skin  resistance 
in  sciatic  pain,  osteochondritis  dissecans  of  the  ankle ;  results  in  intertrochanteric 
lip  fractures  and  results  of  hemiphalangectomy  for  hammer  toe  deformity. 

department  of  Radiology:  Presentations  were  made  on  the  Roentgen  aspects 
if  right  heart  enlargement ;  atypical  coarction  with  absent  radial  pulse ;  non- 
uetic  aortic  aneurysm;  circumscribed  mediastinal  neoplasms;  and  factors  con- 
cerned with  small  bowel  patterns.  An  exhibit  on  angiography  in  congenital  and 
-heumatic  heart  disease  won  honorable  mention  at  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation meeting.  Studies  were  in  progress  on  carcinoma  of  the  pancreas,  abnormal 
lowel  patterns,  diaphragmatic  hernia,  lesions  of  the  gastric  antrum,  locali/.a- 
ion  of  lung  abscess  by  oblique  views,  by  sectional  radiography  and  by  interval 
;pot  methods.  Further  experimental  work  with  angiocardiography  is  being 
arried  out  and  a  study  of  the  late  results  of  radiotherapy  for  bronchiectasis  is 
icing  made  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Radiotherapy.  Publication^ 
,vere  made  on  renal  osteitis;  erythema  nodosum;  diffuse  granulomatous  jejuno- 
:leitis;  angiocardiography  in  congenital  heart  disease;  roentgenographic  appear- 
ince  of  the  bones  in  Cushing's  disease;  Roentgen  kymogram  in  myocardial  in- 
arction  (3  cases  with  normal  electrocardiogram)  ;  the  angiocardiographic 
lemonstration  of  an  arteriovenous  fistula;  the  differential  diagnosis  of  certain 
Roentgen  shadows  in  the  lungs;  further  experience  with  topographic  classifica- 
tion of  pulmonary  neoplasms;  newer  concepts  in  the  diagnosis  of  congenital 
leart  disease;  the  roentgenologic  diagnosis  of  right-sided  enlargement  of  the 
leart;  factors  concerned  in  the  abnormal  distribution  of  barium  in  the  small 
)Owel ;  and  huge  ganglioneuroma  of  the  mediastinum. 

department  of  Radiotherapy:  The  scope  of  the  weekly  conferences  of  the 
tumor  clinic  group  has  been  broadened  so  that  it  reaches  a  considerably  larger 
udience  and  brings  the  benefit  of  the  teachings  of  the  group  to  interns,  resi- 
dents and  outside  physicians.  Attendance  at  these  meetings  by  various  members 
f  the  Staff,  including  those  from  the  specialties,  increases  greatly  the  value  of 
he  conferences  both  to  patients  and  to  physicians.  The  subject  matter  presented 
it  these  conferences  is  supplemented  by  the  projection  of  Kodachrome  slides 
lemonstrating  the  lesions  and  by  the  projection  of  microscopic  slides  from  the 
5athology  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Physicist  to  the  Hospital  have  greatly  facilitated  the  work 
f  the  Department.  A  more  constant  check  on  the  output  of  the  machines  and 
improvement  in  methods  of  measurement  have  been  the  results  of  this  coopera- 
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tion.  Additional  radium  was  obtained  and  certain  changes  were  made  in  the 
radium  that  was  previously  in  the  possession  of  the  Department  so  that  it  could  , 
be  used  with  greater  advantage  to  the  patient. 

Research  was  continued  in  the  physical  aspects  of  radiation  therapy  and 
two  papers  were  in  press  on  radium  dosage  for  linear  sources  of  radium,  and 
on  the  depth  dose  curves  obtained  with  the  split  field  technique.  The  latter  has 
been  found  to  be  of  considerable  benefit  in  the  treatment  of  cancer  of  the  cervix. 
Four  articles  were  published  during  the  last  year  which  dealt  mainly  with 
physical  research  and  there  were  other  articles  in  preparation  on  studies  dealing 
with  radium  and  X-ray  dosimetry. 

New  methods  of  treatment  have  been  instituted  as  a  result  of  physical! 
studies  made  in  the  Department  which  make  for  more  precise  and  successful 
treatment  of  various  types  of  tumor.  New  apparatus  has  been  obtained  for  the, 
treatment  of  tumors  which  can  be  made  accessible  for  intracavitary  X-ray  treat 
ment.  The  General  Electric  Company  machine  will  be  motorized  within  the*  * 
next  few  months  so  that  treatment  may  be  given  more  expeditiously.  * 

Department  of  Physical  Therapy:  A  study  was  completed  with  the  coopera 
tion  of  the  Bacteriology  Laboratory  of  the  influence  of  temperature  elevatior 
and  various  concentrations  of  sulfa  drugs  upon  the  growth  of  the  streptococcu; 
viridans  in  vitro.  Publications  were  made  on  the  history  of  fever  therapy  in  th< 
treatment  of  disease;  suction  type  Roentgen  therapy  cone;  a  technique  for  th<i| 
even  distribution  of  gases  through  bacterial  cultures  (this  study  in  collaborator 
with  the  Bacteriology  Laboratory)  ;  influence  of  heat  and  cold  on  the  tempera 
ture  of  mouth  tissues ;  and  physical  therapy  in  war  medicine.  Research  consistec 
in  the  investigation  of  the  influence  of  shortwave  current  upon  intra-spinal  tern 
peratures,  and  in  the  completion  of  studies  on  the  effect  of  varying  temperature! 
and  concentration  of  sulfonamides  upon  the  growth  of  the  streptococcus  viri 
dans.  An  article  describing  the  latter  was  accepted  for  publication.  New  proa 
cedures  applied  to  patients  consisted  of  the  use  of  the  galvanic  bath  for  arthritic  [ 
and  neuritic  states  and  of  the  application  of  a  special  type  of  shortwave  current.  I 
Because  of  the  preparations  to  train  our  technician  personnel  in  the  use  of  th< 
Kenny  Method  of  treating  poliomyelitis,  we  were  able  to  administer  this  forn 
of  care  to  a  number  of  patients  suffering  from  the  disease. 

Dental  Department:  The  monthly  dental-medical  lectures  attracted  more  phy  *  ' . 
sicians  and  dentists  from  out  of  town  than  ever  before.  Lectures  and  case  pres; 
entations  were  given  by  Staff  members  before  dental  societies  throughout  th< 
metropolitan  area.  Papers  were  published  and  research  problems  investigate^  , 
including  a  study  on  dilantin  hypertrophy  of  the  gingiva.  Experimental  worl 
is  now  being  carried  on  with  a  new  self-sterilizing  local  anesthetic,  with  the  usi 
of  di-vinyl  ether  as  a  general  anesthetic  and  on  the  value  of  the  local  applicator, 
of  the  sulfanilamides.

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 


THE  Out-Patient  Department  during  1942  and  1943  continued,  as  in  the 
past,  its  triple  function :  to  offer  medical  aid  to  poor  patients  who  did  not 
require  hospitalization;  to  train  new  professional  and  non-professional  per- 
sonnel ;  and  to  contribute  to  medical  research.  Our  problems,  along  with  those 
of  clinics  in  general,  became  more  difficult  because  of  the  inroads  upon  our 
staffs  caused  by  the  war. 

Despite  these  handicaps,  however,  the  Out-Patient  Department  during 
these  years  again  fulfilled  its  obligations  to  the  neighboring  community.  Indi- 
gent patients  of  all  ages,  colors  and  creeds  received  the  services  of  the  clinic 
doctors,  nurses  and  dieticians,  of  social  workers,  volunteer  aides  and  cooperating 
agencies.  In  1942  a  total  of  25,804  patients,  8,144  of  whom  were  new  ad  mis 
sions,  made  307,959  visits  to  the  various  clinics  —  an  average  of  1,016  for  each 
clinic  day.  For  comparison,  22,013  patients,  7,206  of  whom  were  new  admis- 
sions, made  247,650  visits  in  1943  —  an  average  of  817  for  each  clinic  day. 
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These  figures  represent  a  decrease  of  14.7  percent  in  active  patients,  11.5  i| 
new  admissions,  and  19.6  in  patient  visits.  Similar  decreases  have  been  reporte' 
throughout  the  country  by  all  voluntary  and  governmental  hospital  clinic 
There  have  been  various  explanations  for  this  reduction:  the  improvement  i 
general  economic  conditions ;  the  improvement  in  health  as  a  whole  as  reporte 
by  public  health  statisticians;  the  shifts  in  population  to  defense-work  area: 
and  the  ever-increasing  number  who  have  joined  the  armed  forces.  To  a  sma 
extent,  also,  revisits  have  been  cut  by  spacing  them  further  apart,  in  an  attemj 
to  counteract  the  shortage  of  doctors  in  some  of  the  clinics. 

Each  patient  averaged  about  12  visits  during  1942  and  about  11  visits  :| 
1943;  figures  among  the  highest,  if  not  the  highest,  of  any  voluntary  hospit  I 
clinic  in  New  York  City.  In  1942,  the  Clinic  filled  178,182  prescriptions  and 
1943,  it  filled  187,961,  representing  an  average  of  about  seven  prescriptions  pi 
patient  in  the  former  year,  and  nine  in  the  latter.  At  no  time  was  any  desirab 
medication  denied  a  patient,  regardless  of  the  cost  of  the  drug  or  the  abili 
of  the  patient  to  pay  for  it. 

In  the  past,  because  of  the  extensive  demands  for  care  in  the  immedia 
district,  it  was  necessary  to  limit  admissions  to  those  who  lived  in  the  neighbc 
hood.  In  1942,  however,  because  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  patient-vis  ! 
and  of  new  admissions,  the  Clinic  was  able  to  accept  many  applicants  beyoi 
our  immediate  district.  As  heretofore,  we  continued  the  policy  of  acceptii 
patients  from  practically  any  district  if  facilities  for  proper  care  were  n 
available  where  the  patient  resided. 

The  refugee-patient  situation  is  worthy  of  mention.  In  order  to  assist  ma 
refugees  who  had  become  ill  in  their  struggle  to  adjust  themselves  to  new  In 
in  this  country,  the  place-of-residence  limitation  was  lifted  in  determining  th< 
eligibility  to  the  Clinic.  However,  the  figures  on  refugee  admissions  to  the  Or 
Patient  Department  attest  to  a  steady  decline  in  the  last  two  years  in  m 
patients;  there  were  only  4  percent  of  refugee  admissions  in  1943,  as  compar 
with  11  percent  in  1942,  16  percent  in  1941  and  20  percent  in  1940.  The  i 
proved  mental,  physical  and  financial  condition  among  the  refugee  group  a! 
wartime  changes  in  their  residence  are  probable  factors  in  these  decreasi 
figures. 

Through  detailed  case-histories  of  the  social  and  financial  backgrounds 
each  patient,  the  Clinic  has  made  a  careful  effort  to  limit  its  services  to  th< 
who  definitely  could  not  afford  private  care.  That  the  applicants  accepted  w> 
indeed  unable  to  pay  medical  fees  was  substantiated  by  a  study  made  by  J 
outside  organization,  which  found  that  only  0.6%  of  the  patients  who  attem 
the  Out-Patient  Department  could  have  afforded  any  private  medical  care, 
further  indication  of  the  indigency  of  these  patients  is  the  fact  that  only 
percent  of  all  patients  in  1942,  and  42  percent  in  1943  could  afford  even 
nominal  Clinic  fees. 

In  order  to  assure  sufficient  time  for  the  care  of  each  patient  and  to  avl 
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I  overcrowding  and  undue  waiting,  the  appointment  system  and  district  quotas 
installed  in  the  clinics  in  past  years  were  maintained.  By  this  means,  case- 
l  histories  of  all  patients  were  ready  and  waiting  for  the  physicians  as  the  patients 
1  appeared  for  examination. 

A  large  professional  and  lay  personnel  were  present  daily  to  care  for  the 
;  patients.  In  1942,  an  average  of  193  members  of  the  professional  staff  of  660 
I  physicians  and  dentists  worked  in  the  Clinic  each  day.  Assisting  the  doctors 
I  were  25  nurses,  23  social  service  workers,  as  well  as  the  building  personnel 
[  essential  to  the  functioning  of  the  Clinic.  Seventy-eight  volunteers  and  2  dieti- 
I  cians  devoted  several  days  per  week  throughout  the  year  to  its  work.  In  1943, 
I  a  staff  of  434  physicians  and  dentists  gave  generously  of  their  time,  averaging 
a  daily  attendance  of  163.  The  number  of  nurses  remained  the  same  as  in  the 
year  before,  while  24  social  workers  were  available  each  day  to  help  patients 
in  their  extra-medical  problems.  Ninety-four  volunteer  workers  made  it  possible 
for  the  medical  personnel  to  concentrate  where  their  work  was  most  needed. 

The  above  is  a  recital  of  cold  facts  and  figures  which  are  easy  to  present ;  they 
do  not,  however,  convey  the  essence  of  the  picture.  Each  of  these  figures  repre- 
sents individual  men,  women  and  children,  each  with  his  or  her  special  problem. 
Into  the  work  of  caring  for  all  these  goes  the  skill  of  our  professional  and  lay 
staffs  and  their  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  patients'  needs. 

Preventive  Medicine:  In  addition  to  its  work  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
the  poor,  the  Out-Patient  Department  took  measures  to  prevent  disease  and  to 
t  promote  health  in  the  community.  Various  pamphlets  dealing  with  personal 
:  hygiene,  with  the  recognition  and  control  of  contagious  diseases,  with  proper 
diet  and  exercise,  etc.,  prepared  by  public  health  agencies  were  widely  distributed, 
i  Dieticians  instructed  patients  and  the  mothers  of  young  patients  in  the  economi- 
f  cal  buying  and  preparation  of  foods  and  held  cooking  demonstration  classes  to 
make  this  instruction  more  understandable.  A  study  made  of  food  rationing  as 
it  affected  the  clinic  patient  revealed  that  very  few  special  diets  needed  extra 
allotments  of  food  ration  stamps,  with  the  result  that  the  Clinic  kept  such 
;  requests  to  the  OPA  at  a  minimum. 

The  care  of  the  child  played  a  large  part  in  the  daily  schedule  of  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  In  the  Pediatric  Clinic,  a  Well-Baby  group  was  organized 
to  help  mothers  maintain  good  health  in  their  infants.  They  were  given  feeding 
1.  schedules  and  taught  general  principles  of  hygienic  care  for  their  babies.  In 
i  the  same  Clinic,  malnutrition  in  the  otherwise  well  child  was  studied  and 
treated.  The  Clinic  also  cooperated  with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department 
.  of  Health  to  aid  in  the  control  of  a  ringworm  epidemic  in  New  York  City,  by 
making  maximum  use  of  the  skin  radiotherapy  unit  in  treating  all  children 
suffering  from  human  type  ringworm  of  the  scalp,  whether  they  were  self- 
referred  or  sent  by  the  Department  of  Health. 

Many  other  steps  were  taken  in  the  different  clinics  to  reach  an  ever-widen- 
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ing  group  and  give  them  medical  aid.  Blindness  from  glaucoma  was  more  effec- 
tively treated  through  a  group  formed  in  the  Eye  Clinic  for  special  study  of 
this  disease,  in  cooperation  with  local  and  national  societies.  Domiciliary  care  of 
cardiac  patients,  too  ill  to  attend  the  Clinic,  was  arranged  by  assigning  physi- 
cians for  home  visits.  The  Henry  Street  Visiting  Nursing  Service  collaborated 
in  this  care.  In  another  group,  the  assistance  of  a  podiatrist  minimized  a  number 
of  foot  complications  often  associated  with  diabetes. 

Medical  Education:  As  in  the  past,  the  clinics  have  offered  a  broad  and  varied 
opportunity  for  study  to  the  professional  personnel.  Physicians  in  the  Medical 
Clinic  were  given  the  opportunity  to  rotate  to  specialty  clinics  of  their  own 
choice  for  four-month  periods.  This  rotation  had  to  be  discontinued,  however, 
in  1943,  because  of  shortages  created  by  the  present  war  emergency.  Material 
from  the  clinics  was  used  in  the  teaching  of  postgraduate  courses  given  at  the 
Hospital  in  affiliation  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Colum- 
bia University.  Conferences  were  held  regularly  by  physicians  in  the  various 
clinics  for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  problems  in  diagnosis  and  therapy. 
The  Clinical  Assistants  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  ward  rounds,  as  well 
as  445  different  lectures  and  conferences  held  in  the  Hospital  during  1942, 
and  481  such  meetings  in  1943. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  was  able  also  to  give  to  many  refugee  physi- 
cians, who  had  received  licenses  to  practice  medicine  in  New  York  State,  their 
first  clinical  experience  in  this  country.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  doctors 
now  serving  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  are  professional  men  who  have 
been  obliged  to  flee  their  native  lands  and  take  root  anew  in  this  country.  They 
were  able  to  make  many  contributions  to  the  clinical  work  as  well  as  to  become 
better  acquainted  with  medical  practices  here.  Members  of  the  House  Staff  on 
some  of  the  Services  were  also  able  to  continue  the  treatment  of  discharged  ward 
patients  in  the  clinics,  under  supervision. 

The  nurses  benefited  as  well  from  the  broad  cross-section  of  cases  which 
came  to  these  clinics.  Student  nurses  in  groups  of  fourteen  served  for  eight- 
week  periods  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  to  learn  the  nursing  care  of  the 
ambulatory  ill,  and  attended  lectures  and  conferences  conducted  by  doctors  anc 
supervising  instructors.  Several  of  the  students  were  assigned  to  the  Socia 
Service  Department,  where  they  gave  particular  attention  to  the  part  tha, 
social  and  economic  conditions  play  in  illness.  In  this  connection,  visits  wer< 
made  to  the  homes  of  a  number  of  patients,  so  that  the  student-nurses  migh 
obtain  first-hand  information  in  the  more  complicated  cases.  Training  was  als( 
given  to  a  group  of  volunteer  Nurses'  Aides,  in  the  form  of  lectures  followed  ■ 
individual  instruction  after  their  assignment  to  the  different  clinics. 

The  Hospital  cooperated  also  in  the  practical  training  of  physiotherapists 
and  undertook  instruction  of  a  group  of  students  of  the  School  of  Education  o 
New  York  University.  A  small  number  were  assigned  each  month  as  appren 
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I  ices  under  the  direction  of  the  Physiotherapist  to  the  Hospital,  and  gained 
I  aluable  experience  working  with  patients  in  the  Clinic. 

I  lesearch:  The  Out-Patient  Department  has  always  proved  an  excellent  source 
If  research  material.  During  1942  and  1943  original  investigations  were  con- 
I  inued  and  many  new  problems  undertaken.  In  the  Children's  Diabetic  Clinic, 
I  tudies  were  begun  regarding  certain  psychological  aspects  of  diabetic  children. 
I  )bservation  on  the  role  of  vitamin  A  in  skin  disorders  was  continued  in  the 
I  'ediatric  Clinic.  The  Cardiac  Clinic  cooperated  with  the  New  York  Heart 
I Association  in  gathering  data  on  the  natural  history  of  arteriosclerotic,  hyper- 
tensive and  syphilitic  heart  disease.  A  review  and  study  was  made  of  100  cases 
I'f  congenital  heart  disease  which  had  been  followed  over  a  period  of  from  10 
fo  25  years.  In  the  Dental  Department  experimental  work  was  carried  on  with 
|  new  self-sterilizing  anesthetic  ;  with  the  uses  of  a  new  general  anesthetic  ;  with 
peal  application  of  the  sulfanilamides ;  with  the  thumb-tack  suture  method  ;  with 
I  ew  impression  material  for  dentures ;  and  with  the  use  of  sodium  fluoride  solu- 
i  ion  as  a  desensitizer.  A  study  was  completed  on  the  dilantin  hypertrophy  of  the 
.  urns. 

In  the  Adult  Allergy  Clinic,  a  study  was  made  of  various  chemically  ex- 
|  racted  fractions  of  ragweed  pollen.  From  the  Radiotherapy  Department  there 
i  re  two  papers  on  the  press,  on  radium  dosage  for  linear  sources  of  radium  and 
n  depth  dose  curves  obtained  with  the  split  field  technique.  The  latter  has  been 
ound  to  be  of  benefit  in  the  treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  cervix.  In  the 
Children's  Allergy  Clinic,  the  influence  of  certain  intradermal  tests,  specific 
nd  non-specific,  and  of  subcutaneous  non-specific  injections  on  the  diptheria 
ntitoxic  titer  and  other  immunological  responses,  were  intensively  investigated, 
-^he  Gynecology  Clinic  is  attempting  reduction  of  cost  and  simplification  of 
ormone  treatment  of  menopause.  Frigidity,  functional  dysmenorrhea  and  the 
lenopause  are  being  studied  in  connection  with  psychosomatic  factors.  In  the 
'ndocrine  Clinic  the  treatment  of  the  menopause  by  means  of  synthetic 
tilbesterol  has  been  standardized.  The  influence  of  mechanical,  psychosomatic 
nd  meteorological  factors  in  arthritis  is  being  investigated  in  the  Arthritis 
Clinic.  The  above  represent  only  a  fraction  of  the  research  projects  conducted 
n  the  Out-Patient  Department ;  because  of  lack  of  space,  only  the  high  points 
f  research  and  publications  are  here  listed. 

The  Clinic  was  able  also  to  be  of  direct  aid  in  the  war  effort  by  giving  the 
•  hysical  facilities  of  its  first,  second  and  third  floors  to  three  neighborhood  local 
raft  boards  for  physical  examinations  of  army  selectees.  During  the  years  1942 
nd  1943,  approximately  10,000  men  were  examined  on  the  premises.  Other 
raft  boards  and  induction  centers  all  over  the  country  were  aided  in  their 
aedical  examinations  and  in  making  proper  disposition  of  the  men  who  were 
r  had  been  Mount  Sinai  Clinic  patients,  through  abstracts  and  reports  made 
rom  Out-Patient  Department  charts.  Through  the  American  Red  Cross,  a 
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telephone  emergency  service  from  the  Hospital  was  arranged  to  give  informa- 
tion concerning  the  welfare  of  patients  closely  related  to  members  of  the  armed 
forces,  in  order  that  proper  recommendations  for  emergency  furloughs  mighi 
be  made. 

The  Out-Patient  Department,  like  all  others,  experienced  a  large  turnove: 
of  professional  and  lay  personnel  due  to  war  conditions.  Over  225  of  the  mer 
now  commissioned  to  serve  with  the  armed  forces  had  been  giving  service  to  thi 
Out-Patient  Department.  Their  absence  and  that  of  members  of  the  lay  per 
sonnel  necessitated  the  training  of  many  new  employees  and  gave  added  dutie 
to  a  staff  which  was  often  incomplete. 

Yet  despite  the  difficult  problems  which  presented  themselves  during  the  pas 
two  years  in  the  operation  of  the  Clinic,  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory 
both  in  terms  of  useful  service  to  the  sick  of  the  community  and  of  valuabl 
medical  training  to  doctors,  nurses  and  lay  workers.  In  conclusion,  I  extend  m 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  so  ably  served  in  the  Out-Patient  Departmen 
and  who  were  responsible  for  effectively  ministering  to  its  patients.

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CHEMISTRY  LABORATORIES 

THE  total  number  of  routine  specimens  from  private,  ward,  and  dispensary- 
patients  dropped  in  1942,  but  in  1943  increased  beyond  the  1941  level,  both 
in  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  and  in  the  Clinical  Microscopy  Laboratories.  The 
actual  figures  appear  elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Report.  The  prompt  charting  of 
clinical  microscopy  results  has  been  facilitated  by  the  use  of  stickers  similar  to 
those  introduced  5  years  ago  for  the  blood  chemistry  reports. 

The  cephalin  flocculation  test  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  routine  proce- 
dures. The  routine  determination  of  sulfa  drugs  has  been  extended  to  the  several 
new  members  of  this  valuable  therapeutic  group,  which  were  recently  intro- 
duced. 

The  manufacture  of  sterile  dextrose  solution  has  been  further  augmented 
and  more  than  50,000  flasks  are  now  prepared  annually. 
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As  in  other  departments  of  the  Hospital,  there  has  been  an  increased  turn- 
over of  the  technical  as  well  as  of  the  professional  staff.  Except  for  two  chemists 
engaged  in  Government  research  work,  all  able-bodied  men  of  draft  age  have 
joined  the  armed  forces  and  many  members  of  our  technical  staff  have  been 
assigned  to  positions  in  which  their  chemistry  training  is  fully  utilized. 

With  the  activation  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  Unit,  a  number  of 
members  of  the  professional  staff  interrupted  their  research  activities  in  this 
department.  These  men  have  summarized  their  results  in  a  number  of  reports 
published  in  various  scientific  periodicals.  Their  apparatus  and  equipment  is 
being  carefully  stored  "for  the  duration,"  so  that  they  may  resume  their  work 
upon  their  return. 

The  total  publications  which  reported  research  in  the  Chemistry  Labora- 
tories numbered  42  for  the  year  1942,  and  23  for  1943.  Delays  in  delivery 
of  equipment  and  chemicals  and  in  some  instances  the  lack  of  critical  materials 
have  retarded  some  projects ;  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  been  aided  by  a  gratify- 
ing influx  of  extramural  funds,  accounted  for  elsewhere  in  the  Annual  Report, 
which  bear  witness  to  the  recognition  which  our  scientific  endeavors  are  ac- 
corded by  outside  agencies. 

Chemical  analysis  of  blood  and  urine  contributes  an  increasing  number  of 
ancillary,  but  essential  data  to  various  clinical  investigations  throughout  the 
Hospital ;  one  may  quote  as  an  example  the  innumerable  determinations  of  total 
and  free  sulfa-drugs  in  the  study  of  the  therapy  of  subacute  bacterial  endo- 
carditis. 

In  the  following  sections,  the  more  important  subjects  investigated  by 
various  research  groups  in  these  Laboratories  will  be  summarized. 

Studies  on  Blood  Electrolytes  and  Salt  Metabolism.  The  most  important 
contribution  of  the  group  engaged  in  this  field  of  clinical  research  during  the 
last  two  years  has  been  the  development  of  a  salt  tolerance  test  which  serves 
for  the  detection  of  hyperfunction  of  the  adrenal  gland.  As  a  result  of  physiologi- 
cal interest,  this  inquiry  also  yielded  evidence  for  the  conversion  of  one  steroid 
hormone  into  another,  affording  a  mechanism  for  the  automatic  regulation  oi 
diuresis.  Studies  on  the  effect  of  implantation,  injection,  and  ingestion  of  desoxy- 
corticosterone  in  adrenal  disease  were  reported  in  two  papers;  other  articles 
dealt  with  the  history  of  the  treatment  of  Addison's  disease  and  with  hyperpara- 
thyroidism. The  prolonged  injection  of  thyrotropic  hormone  in  animals  pro-: 
duced  a  blood  picture  similar  to  that  seen  in  human  hyperthyroidism.  Th< 
presence  of  an  intact  pituitary  gland  was  shown  to  be  essential  for  this  response 
Our  previous  discovery  of  altered  magnesium  distribution  in  thyroid  disease 
on  which  these  studies  are  based,  has  been  confirmed  at  the  Yale  Medical  School 

Endocrinology.  The  routine  activities  comprised  determinations  of  androgenic 
estrogenic,  and  gonadotropic  hormones,  and  pregnancy  tests.  The  newly  devel 
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oped  rapid  pregnancy  tests  performed  on  rats,  save  time  and  are  not  restricted 
by  the  present  rabbit  shortage.  The  chick  comb  method  for  determination  of 
male  sex  hormone  in  the  urine  was  further  developed ;  the  remarkable  con- 
stancy of  androgen  concentration  in  the  urine  was  investigated.  At  present  the 
excretion  of  estrogens  and  androgens  in  a  large  series  of  miscellaneous  cases, 
especially  in  certain  sex-linked  diseases,  is  being  studied.  Another  purely  chemi- 
cal method  for  the  determination  of  male  sex  hormone  in  the  urine,  based  on 
photoelectric  colorimetry,  has  also  been  used  for  clinical  studies  in  various 
gynecological  conditions  such  as  pregnancy,  puerperium,  arrhenomimetic  syn- 
drome, menopause,  postoperative  syndromes,  etc.  A  number  of  these  studies 
are  being  correlated  with  the  clinical  picture  and  with  morphologic  studies  of 
the  endometrium  and  vaginal  mucosa.  The  influences  of  various  gonadotropic 
extracts  and  of  estrogens  upon  ovarian  hyperemia,  which  forms  the  basis  of  the 
rapid  pregnancy  test  in  immature  rats,  were  compared  with  a  view  to  therapeutic 
application  in  the  treatment  of  ovarian  dysfunction. 

Gastroenterological  Research.  The  chemistry,  physiology,  and  histology  of 
gastric  mucous  secretion  formed  the  main  subject  of  inquiry;  other  studies  were 
concerned  with  the  clinical  application  of  the  insulin  test  for  vagal  continuity 
of  ulcer  cases  which  were  subjected  to  clinical  vagotomy;  with  gastro-intestinal 
motility  and  gastric  secretion  in  ulcer  cases,  on  which  a  preliminary  jejunostomy 
was  performed  for  alimentation;  and  with  the  clinical  efficacy  of  various  drip 
therapies,  and  especially  of  a  new  liquid  diet  for  jejunal  feeding,  which  is 
nutritionally  complete  and  contains  protein  and  carbohydrate  in  predigested 
form.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Gastroenterology  Laboratory  has  applied  statis- 
tical methods  not  only  to  studies  of  gastroenterological  interest,  such  as  the  result 
of  surgical  treatment  for  peptic  ulcer  and  the  association  of  polypi  and  carcinoma 
of  the  colon,  but  also  to  problems  in  other  fields.  In  collaboration  with  the  Gyne- 
cological Service,  the  importance  of  mucous  secretion  for  the  continued  viability 
of  sperm  in  cases  of  sterility  was  examined. 

Studies  on  Fat-Soluble  Vitamins.  Observations  on  the  utilization  of  fat  and 
the  fat-soluble  vitamin  A  in  intestinal  disorders  showed  significant  differences 
between  sprue  and  jejuno-ileitis.  Administration  of  lecithin  was  found  to 
influence  favorably  fat  and  vitamin  A  absorption,  and  also  to  lower  the  abnor- 
mally high  cholesterol  content  of  the  blood  in  xanthomatous  conditions.  The 
beneficial  effect  of  vitamin  A  therapy  upon  patients  suffering  from  a  specific 
cornification  of  the  skin  was  confirmed  in  a  large  number  of  cases.  These  der- 
matological  studies  are  being  continued  at  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer 
Clinic  in  collaboration  with  its  staff.  The  studies  of  vitamin  A  metabolism 
under  these  various  pathological  conditions  prompted  an  investigation  of  the 
fate  of  this  vitamin,  its  precursors,  and  its  degradation  products  in  the  normal 
human  body.  To  this  end,  a  fluorophotometric  method  of  differential  analysis 
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of  vitamin  A  in  various  forms  and  its  subsequent  storage  in  the  liver,  circulation 
in  the  blood  stream,  and  elimination,  were  studied.  Significant  disturbances  of 
fat  and  vitamin  A  metabolism  were  observed  in  multiple  sclerosis. 

The  new  photoelectric  method  for  the  determination  of  tocopherol,  the 
antisterility  vitamin,  was  applied  to  animals  kept  on  a  tocopherol  deficient  diet. 
Serial  determinations  of  vitamin  E  in  the  serum  of  patients  with  amyotrophic 
lateral  sclerosis  and  related  conditions  indicated  a  correlation  of  this  test  with 
the  clinical  course  of  the  disease.  200  mg.  of  tocopherol  per  diem  was  established 
as  the  minimum  dose  necessary  to  raise  the  amount  of  this  vitamin  in  the  blood 
this  figure  may  also  serve  for  guidance  in  the  therapeutic  application  of  toco- 
pherol outside  the  field  of  neurology. 

Chemical  Mechanism  of  High  Blood  Pressure.  On  the  basis  of  theoretical 
considerations,  substances  of  quinoid  nature,  designated  as  "adrenochromes", 
were  prepared  from  adrenalin.  While  adrenalin  increases  the  blood  pressure,  the 
adrenochromes  exert  the  opposite  effect  on  rats  whose  blood  pressure  had  been 
raised  by  experimental  procedures.  The  stability  and  solubility  of  the  adreno- 
chromes must  be  improved  prior  to  tests  on  larger  animals  and  on  patients 
suffering  from  high  blood  pressure.  As  an  interesting  physiological  corollary, 
increases  in  water  consumption  and  excretion  in  hypertensive  rats  were  discov- 
ered and  thoroughly  investigated.  The  conclusions  reached  corroborate  the 
theoretical  assumptions  on  which  this  project  is  based. 

PHYSICS  LABORATORY 

The  Physics  Laboratory  was  reorganized  in  1942  and  the  main  activities  of 
the  Physicist  were  directed  towards  establishment  of  cooperation  with  the 
other  clinical  and  laboratory  departments.  To  this  end,  a  variety  of  equipment, 
tools,  and  instruments  were  provided  for  the  Physics  Laboratory,  including  a 
motor  saw,  2  box-type  galvanometers,  an  electronic  voltmeter,  a  photographic 
recording  camera,  etc.  Among  the  instruments  constructed  were  an  illuminating 
device  for  the  reflecting  galvanometers,  and  a  split  photocell  attachment  for 
galvanometers  which  increased  their  sensitivity  300  fold.  A  camera  attachment 
for  the  cathode  ray  oscillograph  was  also  constructed  in  order  to  obtain  perma- 
nent records  of  oscillograms,  necessary,  for  example,  in  testing  equipment  for 
physiotherapy. 

Routine  measurements  of  stray  radiations  received  by  Hospital  personnel 
exposed  to  X-rays  were  undertaken,  and  a  densitometer  was  constructed  for 
this  purpose.  The  results  of  the  tests  have  shown  that  protective  measures  in 
the  Hospital  are  generally  ample.  Improved  safety  devices  were  installed  to  avoid 
overexposure  to  technicians  due  to  the  increase  in  amount  of  their  work. 

Physics  and  Radiotherapy.  Each  of  the  four  radiotherapy  machines  is  now 
standardized  at  regular  intervals.  A  form  sheet  worked  out  for  this  purpose 
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erves  the  Radiologist  as  a  guide  in  the  selection  of  the  machine,  quality  of 
adiation,  and  treatment  time.  The  batteries  of  the  radiation  meters,  indicating 
he  X-ray  intensity  during  treatment,  were  replaced  by  a  line-operated  and 
oltage-regulated  power  supply;  the  cost  of  building  this  instrument  was  no 
lore  than  the  price  of  a  single  set  of  batteries. 

A  new  high  voltage  supply  for  the  ionization  chamber  which  can  deliver  up 
o  2000  volts  D.C.  was  designed  and  constructed.  A  targeting  device  was  con- 
ducted for  the  Skin  Clinic  of  the  O.  P.  D.  and  the  Radiotherapy  Department, 
a  order  to  direct  the  X-ray  beam  to  the  center  of  the  area  to  be  treated;  this 
.evice  has  been  of  service  in  the  treatment  of  tinea  capitis  during  the  recent 
pidemic.  An  alignment  chart  was  designed  for  X-ray  dosage  at  different  dis- 
ances  and  for  exposure  time  calculation ;  it  is  used  now  in  the  Hospital.  A  port- 
ble,  light  weight  Geiger-Mueller  counter  of  a  new  design  was  built  for 
□eating  radium,  as  a  safeguard  against  possible  loss  and  misplacement. 

One  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the  routine  work  of  the  Department  of 
'hysical  Therapy  is  the  decrease  with  age  in  output  of  the  ultraviolet  burners. 
Vn  ultraviolet  light  meter  was  constructed  in  the  Physics  Laboratory  for  the 
ontrol  of  this  factor. 

The  cathode  ray  oscillograph  has  been  used  to  record  the  wave  form  of  the 
lectrical  treatment  apparatus;  this  serves  as  an  additional  guide  for  the  physi- 
ian  in  selecting  the  apparatus  to  be  used  in  different  cases.  A  thermocouple  was 
onstructed  which  can  be  inserted  into  the  spinal  canal  through  a  spinal  punc- 
ure  needle,  thus  permitting  the  measurement  of  the  temperature  in  the  spinal 
anal  before  and  after  application  of  short  waves.  This  facilitates  study  of  the 
ffectiveness  of  this  treatment. 

For  the  Diagnostic  X-ray  Department,  an  exposure  meter  was  built 
vhich  permits  the  reading  of  the  correct  exposure  time  from  the  scale  of  the 
nstrument.  For  X-ray  diagnosis  and  study  of  the  heart,  an  automatic  casette 
hanger  was  designed.  This  permits  the  taking  of  X-ray  pictures  in  quick  suc- 
ession  in  synchronization  with  the  X-ray  machine. 

In  cooperation  with  Pathology  Laboratories  a  planimctric  procedure  for 
he  measurement  of  the  morphological  constituents  of  the  spleen  was  devised 
md  the  statistica1  method  for  the  evaluation  of  the  results  was  worked  out. 
\  device  was  designed  for  the  measurement  of  swelling  of  collagenous  tissues 
md  advice  was  given  on  the  mathematical  analysis  of  the  data  obtained. 

For  the  Bacteriology  Laboratories  an  electronic  instrument  for  the  measure- 
nent  and  record  of  speed  for  the  ultraccntrifuge  was  designed  and  constructed, 
ind  a  thermoelectric  thermometer  was  built  for  measuring  the  temperature  of 
he  ultracentrifuge  rotor.  An  exposure  meter  was  built  for  the  electron  micro- 
cope,  designed  on  the  principles  of  a  photographic  exposure  meter,  but  of  much 
ligher  sensitivity.  For  precise  determination  of  the  magnification  of  the  electron 
nicroscope,  a  microdensitometer  and  recorder  were  constructed. 

An  apparatus  w7as  built  for  the  Chemistry  Laboratory  for  continuous  auto- 
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matic  winding  of  monomolecular  films.  An  electric  kymograph  was  constructs 
for  work  in  hypertension.  A  voltage  and  current  stabilizer  for  one  of  th 
colorimeters  and  a  power  supply  for  the  Tiselius  apparatus  were  built. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Gynecological  Service,  research  was  conducted  i: 
the  dynamics  of  the  uterus,  utilizing  the  photoelectrical  recording  manomete 
which  was  constructed  in  the  Laboratory.  These  investigations  have  givei 
information  on  the  behavior  of  the  uterine  muscle  during  the  menstrual  cycle 
in  gravidity,  and  under  the  influence  of  drugs.  For  correlated  electromyographi 
studies  (action  potentials)  of  the  uterus,  a  direct  current  amplifier  was  con 
structed  and  a  recording  galvanometer  was  invented. 

The  Physicist  has  been  consulted  further  on  problems  of  routine  and  researcl 
by  many  departments  of  the  Hospital;  and  several  research  projects  in  medicine 
ophthalmology,  neurology  and  orthopedics  are  being  conducted  with  the  collabc 
ration  of  the  Physics  Laboratory. 

Pharmacology.  The  Pharmacological  Laboratory  has  continued  investiga 
tions  on  the  action  of  various  drugs  on  brain  metabolism  by  simultaneous  regis 
tration  of  brain  temperature  and  of  blood  circulation.  The  effect  of  variou 
drugs  and  poisons  on  the  electroencephalogram  in  cold-blooded  animals  as  wel 
as  in  mammals  has  helped  to  ascertain  new  details  about  the  site  of  pharma 
cological  action  in  various  parts  of  the  brain.  The  action  of  atabrin  on  the  brail 
was  studied  in  frogs  and  cats  and  it  was  found  that  it  definitely  reduces  th 
action  potentials.  Studies  are  also  under  way  on  the  effect  of  sulfonamides  upo: 
ganglia  cells. 

War  Activities.  The  war  emergency  has  determined  the  direction  of  th 
greater  portion  of  the  research  efforts  in  the  Chemistry  Laboratories,  some  o 
which  are  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  Annual  Report. 

Educational  Activities.  Members  of  the  staff  participated  in  various  loca 
and  national  meetings,  e.g.  the  Boston  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  America 
Societies  for  Experimental  Biology,  the  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Assc 
ciation  and  affiliated  societies  in  Atlantic  City,  the  Gibson  Island  Conference 
of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  the  Buffalo  an> 
Pittsburgh  meetings  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  and  the  Graduate  Fort 
night  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Physiological  Chemistry  Seminar  attracts 
increasing  audiences,  especially  a  series  of  lectures  by  investigators  from  other  ir 
stitutions,  dealing  with  individual  members  of  the  vitamin  B  complex.  Informs 
lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  by  various  members  of  the  staff  o 
the  Chemistry  Laboratories  and  by  the  Physicist.  Numerous  physicians,  joinin 
the  armed  forces,  refreshed  their  knowledge  of  blood  and  urine  analysis  in  th 
Chemistry  Laboratory. 
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PATHOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

The  annual  report  of  the  Pathology  Laboratories  deals  with  their  routine,  edu- 
cational and  research  activities. 

Routine.  During  the  year  1943  the  Laboratories  received  5716  specimens  from 
ithe  operating  rooms  for  diagnosis;  out  of  this  total  86  were  examined  in  the 
Neuropathology  Laboratory,  and  22  in  the  Ophthalmologic  Laboratory.  323 
necropsies  were  performed,  in  1 12  of  which  examination  of  the  central  nervous 
system  was  carried  out.  The  Hematologic  Laboratory  made  2017  special 
examinations. 

Education.  As  in  the  past,  the  Laboratory  offered  to  graduates  in  medicine  the 
opportunity  of  postgraduate  training  in  general  pathology  and  in  the  special- 
ized fields.  Due  to  war  conditions  the  number  of  applicants  decreased  markedly 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  two  Fellows  and  16  research  and  voluntary 
•assistants  continued  to  work  in  the  various  divisions  of  the  Laboratory.  Several 
physicians  who  had  received  training  at  the  Hospital  in  general  pathology  are 
at  present  with  the  armed  forces  as  chiefs  of  laboratory  services  and  of  station 
hospitals,  overseas  as  well  as  in  this  country ;  two  have  been  assigned  for  duty  in 
the  Army  Medical  Museum,  the  Institute  of  Pathology  of  the  U.  S.  Army. 

The  Laboratory  has  continued  its  general  teaching  program,  including 
postgraduate  courses  in  surgical  pathology,  neuropathology,  and  ophthalmo- 
pathology.  The  weekly  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  on  Wednesday  after- 
noons have  been  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  the  Residents  of  the  various 
Services  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Attending  Staff.  While  the  attendance  at 
'these  Conferences  is  less  than  in  prewar  times,  an  average  attendance  of  130 
physicians  still  attests  to  the  value  of  this  informal  medical  instruction. 

Formal  lectures  were  given  in  the  pathology  of  degeneration,  renal  diseases, 
and  tuberculosis  to  the  sophomore  classes  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Columbia  University  and  at  the  New  York  University  Medical  School. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Graduate  School  of  the  latter  University,  the  Neuro- 
pathologist gave  a  series  of  lectures  on  neuro-anatomy. 

The  Pathologist  of  the  Hospital  gave  a  number  of  lectures  before  various 
medical  societies.  These  included  a  lecture  on  the  Pathologic  Anatomy  of  Allergy, 
given  as  a  part  of  a  seminar  on  Allergy  under  the  auspices  of  the  American 
College  of  Physicians.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Society  for  Asthma  and  Allied 
Conditions,  a  lecture  on  the  same  subject  was  delivered  at  its  annual  meeting. 
The  Pathologist  also  conducted  a  monthly  clinical  pathological  conference  at 
the  Station  Hospital  of  Camp  Kilmer,  New  Jersey.  During  October,  1943,  he 
'participated  also  in  a  rotating  service  of  consulting  pathologists  organized  by 
the  Army  Medical  Museum. 

A  graduate  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  Major  William  Antopol,  is 
in  charge  of  the  laboratory  at  the  Ashford  General  Hospital,  U.  S.  Army,  and 
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is  being  supplied  regularly  with  color  photographs  of  pathological  material  and 
abstracts  of  the  clinical  findings  for  demonstration  at  his  bi-monthly  pathological 
conferences.  The  Commanding  Officer  and  staff  of  this  military  installation 
have  expressed  their  great  appreciation  of  this  service  by  The  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital. 

* 

Research.  In  the  Cancer  Research  Laboratory,  investigations  have  been  con- 
tinued on  tumor-growth  inhibiting  substances.  The  principal  aim  during  the 
past  year  was  the  isolation  of  the  active  principle  from  barley  extracts.  Progress 
has  been  made,  in  that  it  has  been  found  possible  to  purify  the  crude  extract  so 
far  that  the  concentrate  is  160  times  more  active  than  the  original  material. 
Although  this  concentrate  cannot  yet  be  considered  as  the  pure  inhibitor  sub- 
stance, it  has  been  possible  to  start  investigations  to  determine  the  mechanism  b" 
which  tumor  growth  is  arrested  —  investigations  which  show  great  promise. 

Studies  were  made  on  the  effect  of  quinones  upon  the  reduction  of  experi- 
mental hypertension  in  rats,  dogs  and  monkeys.  A  variety  of  such  chemical 
compounds  were  tested  in  order  to  identify  those  which  elicit  maximal  effects 
upon  the  blood  pressure  but  produce  no  or  only  minimal  toxic  reactions. 

Morphologic  investigations  were  carried  out  on  the  autopsy  material  in  the 
various  divisions  of  the  Pathology  Laboratories.  The  exact  studies  aimed  at 
analysis  and  classification  of  brain  tumors  were  continued.  In  general  pathology, 
quantitative  analytical  studies  of  the  various  forms  of  splenomegaly  were  con- 
cluded. The  relationship  between  polypi  and  carcinoma  of  the  colon  was  investi- 
gated and  a  statistical  evaluation  of  several  hundred  cases  was  made,  in  order 
to  estimate  the  frequency  of  transformation  of  benign  into  malignant  tumors  of 
the  large  intestines.  The  evolution  of  the  vascular  alterations  in  experimental 
hypertension  is  under  investigation. 

The  lack  of  trained  assistants  necessitated  some  curtailment  in  research, 
but  despite  this  handicap,  many  of  the  basic  research  activities  in  the  Laboratories 
were  carried  on  fruitfully. 

BACTERIOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

Routine  Bacteriological  and  Serological  Work.  As  may  be  seen  from  statis- 
tical tables  in  another  section  of  this  Report,  the  total  number  of  routine  exami- 
nations during  the  years  1942  and  1943  was  somewhat  less  than  in  1941.  It 
may  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  total  yearly  number  of  examinations  has 
been  showing  a  steady  climb  since  1938;  and  the  peak  was  reached  in  1940.  In 
spite  of  the  subsequent  drop,  the  number  of  yearly  examinations  at  present 
remains  at  a  level  significantly  higher  than  prior  to  1938.  Comparison  of  the 
amount  of  work  performed  for  the  various  divisions  of  the  Hospital  indicates 
that  in  spite  of  some  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  examinations,  there  occurred 
a  decided  increase  in  the  number  made  for  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavi- 
lions. Among  the  individual  tests,  the  number  of  blood  groupings  and  Kahn 
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tests  was  larger  than  in  the  past,  due  chiefly  to  the  expanding  activities  of  the 
Blood  Bank,  especially  in  the  preparation  of  blood  plasma.  This  increase  was 
balanced  by  a  drop  in  the  number  of  blood  and  pus  cultures  and  Wasserman 
tests,  a  gratifying  feature  in  view  of  the  present  curtailed  facilities. 

Several  new  tests  were  added  during  the  past  two  years.  These  were  insti- 
tuted in  order  to  meet  new  requirements  by  the  clinicians,  to  follow  up  the  new 
developments  in  bacteriology,  and  to  fulfill  certain  epidemiological  and  other 
needs.  The  tests  included  : 

( 1 )  a  complement  fixation  test  for  lymphopathia  venerea. 

(2)  the  addition  of  new  Salmonella  sera  and  classification  according  to  the 
Kaufman-White  scheme,  giving  more  ranid  and  reliable  identification. 

(3)  the  use  of  tetrathionate  broth  for  isolation  of  Salmonella. 

(4)  the  rapid  typing  method  for  meningococcus  type  I. 

(5)  the  introduction  of  Saenz  media  for  cultivation  of  B.  tuberculosis  in 
addition  to  Pctragnani  and  Loewenstein  media. 

(6)  a  determination  of  the  bacteriostatic  potency  of  penicillin. 

(7)  a  test  for  determination  of  concentration  of  antifibrinolysin. 

In  addition,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Blood  Bank,  typing  sera  of 
high  titer  were  secured  which  made  it  possible  to  discontinue  the  purchase  of 
sera  from  outside  sources. 

In  the  course  of  investigations  with  the  electron  microscope,  successful  results 
were  obtained  on  purification  of  materials  by  adsorption  on  glass  surfaces.  Pre- 
liminary experiments  indicate  that  this  method  could  permit  the  application 
of  electron  microscopy  to  routine  bacteriological  work,  when  necessary  labora- 
tory space  becomes  available. 

The  work  of  the  routine  department  was  inevitably  handicapped  by  the 
present  conditions,  especially  by  the  departure  of  professional  workers  into  the 
armed  forces  throughout  the  two  years.  However,  high  standards  were  main- 
tained til  rough  the  splendid  and  efficient  cooperation  of  the  routine  workers. 

Research  Activities  of  Professional  Workers.  During  1942  and  1943,  a 
number  of  investigations  have  been  carried  on  by  professional  workers  in  the 
Bacteriology  Laboratories.  Some  of  these  are  described  below,  without  attempt 
to  cite  individual  problems  or  mention  workers  by  name. 

In  the  course  of  extensive  studies  on  the  autonomous  humoral  aspects  of 
various  forms  of  shock  (using  a  technique  previously  developed  in  these  Labora- 
tories for  studies  on  the  reaction  of  the  autonomous  nervous  system),  successful 
attempts  were  made  to  determine  the  state  of  anaphylaxis  by  means  of  the  iris 
smooth  muscle  reaction  in  denervated  guinea  pigs. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  on  the  immunological  specificity  of  the 
sulfonamide  azoproteins,  using  combinations  of  the  drugs  with  egg  albumen, 
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animal  sera,  bacterial  filtrates  potent  in  the  elicitation  of  the  phenomenon  of  \ 
local  tissue  reactivity  (the  Shwartzman  phenomenon),  tuberculin  or  hemo- 
globin. Some  combinations  made  with  sulfanilic  acid  gave  an  Arthus  phenome- 
non with  homologous  conjugate  or  protein  alone.  Likewise,  many  yielded  the 
typical  Shwartzman  phenomenon  (skin  preparations  with  bacterial  filtrates, 
elicitation  with  a  conjugate  of  protein).  Furthermore,  in  guinea  pigs  sensitive 
to  various  conjugates,  anaphylactic  death  was  obtained  by  the  use  of  specific 
preparations.  The  results  of  this  work  are  of  immunological  and  clinical 
significance. 

Observations  were  also  made  on  the  use  of  tyrothricin  for  the  treatment  of 
sinus  infections.  The  clinical  results  were  somewhat  encouraging,  in  the  acute 
cases.  The  substance  seemed  ineffective,  however,  in  the  chronic  forms  of 
the  disease. 

In  association  with  Dr.  Stone  of  City  College,  work  on  fractionation  of 
ragweed  was  continued  with  satisfactory  results. 

A  method  was  described  by  which  digital  blood  flow  and  blood  pressure  may 
be  accurately  measured  in  human  beings  and  the  digital  vascular  resistance  cal- 
culated ;  these  tests  are  made  after  the  sympathetic  nervous  tone  is  released  by 
body-warming.  Cases  of  hypertension  and  coronary  thrombosis  showed  devia- 
tions from  the  normal  standards.  In  addition,  thrombo-angiitis  obliterans, 
Raynaud's  disease,  scleroderma  and  polycythemia  showed  interesting  differences 
from  the  normal. 

Studies  were  completed  on  the  Dale  uterine  reaction  to  anaphylactic  shock 
elicited  by  means  of  the  ragweed  antigen.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  demonstration 
of  anaphylaxis  to  ragweed  has  been  a  subject  of  controversy,  the  results  are 
of  interest. 

Previous  experiments  on  the  relation  of  the  Shwartzman  phenomenon  to 
the  pathogenesis  of  lung  abscess  were  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion.  The 
studies  appear  to  have  an  interesting  bearing  upon  the  etiology  of  chronic  lung 
abscess  in  man. 

Certain  detergents,  in  particular  aerosol  T,  were  shown  to  be  efficient  in  the 
cleansing,  debridement,  and  treatment  of  burns,  and  of  traumatic  and  war 
wounds. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  operations  in  cases  of  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis 
superimposed  on  patent  ductus  arteriosus  necessitate  direct  exposure  of  the 
pulmonary  artery  and  aorta,  an  opportunity  was  offered  to  take  blood  cultures 
in  man  directly  from  the  above  structures.  In  this  manner  it  was  possible  to 
demonstrate  that  the  lungs  play  an  important  role  in  removing  infective  material 
from  the  circulating  blood  of  humans ;  and  that  in  cases  of  subacute  bacterial 
endocarditis  superimposed  on  patent  ductus  arteriosus,  infective  material  enters 
the  peripheral  circulation,  at  least  in  part,  through  the  pulmonary  circuit. 

Systematic  studies  on  the  pathology  of  experimental  lymphocytic  chorio- 
meningitis disclosed  that  interstitial  bronchopneumonia,  previously  attributed 
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this  disease,  could  be  observed  in  a  large  number  of  control  animals  obtained 
om  this  and  other  laboratories.  It  seems  that  this  type  of  bronchopneumonia 
ay  be  of  spontaneous  origin  and  may  occur  only  incidentally  to  the  experi- 
ental  lymphocytic  choriomeningitis. 

Systematic  observations  were  carried  out  on  histamine  reactions  of  normal 
dividuals  and  on  patients  with  systemic  diseases. 

In  work  published  from  this  Department  in  1932,  it  was  shown  that  the 
icterial  filtrates  capable  of  eliciting  the  phenomenon  of  local  tissue  reactivity 
Shwartzman  phenomenon)  also  elicit  hemorrhagic  necrosis  and  regression  of 
ansplantable  malignant  tumors  of  mice  and  rats.  The  destruction  of  the  tumors 
I  as  obtained  by  a  single  intravenous  injection,  no  preparatory  intratumoral 
ejection  being  necessary.  These  findings  became  the  subject  of  extensive  and 
stematic  investigations  by  a  number  of  investigators  here  and  abroad,  in  par- 
cular  by  a  group  of  workers  of  the  National  Cancer  Institute  of  the  United 
tates  Public  Health  Service.  During  (942  and  1943  studies  were  published 
f  Shear,  Perault,  Adams,  Hartwell,  Kahler,  Turner  and  Shovelton,  which 
^ncerned  themselves  with  the  purification  and  concentration  of  the  active 
imor-destroying  factors  of  bacterial  filtrates.  Their  findings  were  most  inter- 
ring, indicating  that  a  chemically  homogenous  material  free  from  extraneous 
ontaminations  induces  complete  regression  of  malignant  tumors  following  a 
ngle  injection  of  a  dose  as  small  as  1/10  microgram  (1/10,000  gm.).  This 
ighly  active  substance  was  characterized  chemically  and  found  to  be  of  large 
lolecular  weight  as  determined  by  ultracentrifugalization  and  electrophoresis, 
ubsequent  observations  from  the  Bacteriology  Laboratories  demonstrated  that 
he  phenomenon-producing  potency  of  the  concentrates  prepared  by  the  above 
/orkers  is  closely  related  or  identical  with  the  factors  capable  of  inducing 
emorrhages  and  regression  of  mouse  tumors.  Thus,  as  a  result  of  their  joint 
fforts,  at  least  some  of  the  toxins  responsible  for  the  Shwartzman  phenomenon 
ave  been  chemically  characterized,  concentrated  and  obtained  in  a  state  of 
urity,  and  their  identity  with  high  tumor-destroying  potency  has  been  clearly 
roven. 

Investigations  were  continued  on  the  mode  of  transfer  of  viruses  from  the 
nitial  point  of  in  asion  through  the  blood  stream  to  the  susceptible  tissues  and 
>rgans.  In  special  reference  to  the  lymphocytic  choriomeningitis  virus,  it  was 
ound  that  upon  entry  into  the  blood  stream  the  virus  may  associate  itself  firmly 
vith  the  red  blood  cells  of  the  infected  animal.  The  ability  of  the  virus  to 
nake  this  association  depends  markedly  on  the  virulence  of  the  strain  for  the 
inimal  species  infected.  When  a  strain  is  able  to  elicit  a  severe  and  generalized 
lisease,  there  is  found  a  regular  association  of  the  virus  with  the  red  blood  cells. 
}n  the  other  hand,  when  the  virus  fails  to  anchor  on  the  red  blood  cells,  the 
esulting  disease  is  likely  to  be  of  a  mild  and  localized  type. 

The  etiological  agent  of  the  virus  of  lymphocytic  choriomeningitis  was 
lemonstrated  by  means  of  the  electron  microscope.  This  was  made  possible  by 
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the  development  of  a  method  of  purification  of  the  virus  without  causing  signi 
cant  damage  to  its  delicate  morphological  structure  (adsorption  on  gla 
surfaces). 

A  pleuropneumonia-like  organism  was  isolated  for  the  first  time  from  tl 
blood  of  a  patient.  This  organism  is  capable  of  producing  pathological  lesio 
in  animals,  important  from  the  clinical  point  of  view.  Since  the  role  of  tl 
organism  in  man  remains  unknown,  the  isolation  is  of  interest.  Furthermore, 
seems  that  the  difficulty  experienced  thus  far  in  recovering  this  organism  fro 
human  materials  may  be  eliminated  in  the  future  by  the  use  of  electron  microscop 

Early  in  1942,  two  evening  conferences  presented  the  summary  of  tl 
research  activities  of  the  Laboratories  up  to  that  time.  The  reports  concerm 
themselves  with  immunization  of  rickettsial  diseases ;  serum  sickness ;  inclusic 
blennorrhea;  etiology  of  influenza-like  diseases;  surgical  bacteriology;  toxic  oc 
lar  reactions;  the  diazonium  compounds  and  their  clinical  application  ;  bacterio 
ogy  of  the  head  and  nasopharynx ;  histamine  and  histaminase ;  and  bactericid 
substances  with  special  reference  to  gramicidin. 

During  the  period  1941-1943  there  appeared  papers  embodying  studies  ( 
investigators  from  various  institutions,  here  and  abroad,  on  the  Shwartzma 
phenomenon  in  relation  to  avitaminosis  C;  to  benign  and  malignant  tumor: 
blood  of  syphilitics;  bullous  type  of  Schick  test;  to  certain  dermatologic; 
conditions;  changes  in  upper  respiratory  tract  in  dysentery;  cholecystitis 
diphtheria;  dysentery;  heart  muscle;  heart  valves;  hemorrhagic  purpura 
Henoch-Schonlein  syndrome;  high  frequency  and  short  wave  radiations 
histaminase;  histamine;  histology  of  the  skin;  kidney  lesions;  liver;  Mali 
fever ;  menstruation ;  reaction  in  the  eye ;  spleen ;  streptococcus  pneumonias 
tuberculosis;  tuberculin  reactions;  and  venoms. 
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IT  has  been  the  custom  to  start  this  report  with  a  summary  of  the  history 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  since  1881,  its  initial  year.  Inasmuch,  however, 
as  this  is  a  report  covering  two  war  years  during  which  the  School  and  its 
Alumnae  have  been  doing  their  full  share  in  meeting  the  war  emergency,  interest 
centers  on  the  present  rather  than  upon  the  past. 

Students  who  enter  the  School  receive  five  months'  preliminary  training  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  their  scholastic  ability  and  temperamental  fitness 
for  nursing.  This  period  is  devoted  largely  to  lectures,  demonstrations  and 
laboratory  work.  After  the  preliminary  period,  the  student  enters  the  nursing 
services  of  the  Hospital  in  order  to  obtain  clinical  experience  in  conjunction 
with  her  classroom  work,  under  the  constant  supervision  of  ward  instructors, 
graduate  nurses  and  others  who  are  duly  qualified.  As  the  student's  education 
and  experience  progress,  her  nursing  duties  become  more  important  and  more

echnical ;  and  upon  her  graduation  from  the  School  she  already  has  had  more 
han  two  and  one-half  years'  training  in  patient  care,  following  her  preliminary 
raining.  The  student  then  takes  the  examination  given  by  the  State  Board  of 
Examiners  of  Nurses  in  order  to  become  licensed  as  a  registered  nurse. 

It  can  thus  be  seen  that  the  School  is  an  educational  institution  supplies  to 
he  Hospital  a  reservoir  of  nursing  assistants  in  varying  degrees  of  proficiency. 
Meanwhile,  to  afford  students  instruction  and  clinical  experience  in  services 
lot  available  within  the  Hospital  itself,  groups  are  sent  to  other  affiliated  institu- 
ions,  such  as  Sloane  Maternity  Hospital  for  obstetrical  work  and  The  New 
/ork  Hospital  Westchester  Division  for  psychiatric  nursing  experience.  Upon 
graduation  the  student  becomes  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Alumnae  Asso- 
-iation  and,  in  the  beginning,  generally  becomes  a  general  duty  nurse  in  the 
hospital  or  registers  with  the  Hospital  for  private  duty  nursing. 

The  public  press  and  other  agencies  have  publicized  during  the  past  year 
he  extreme  urgency  of  the  nursing  problem.  Some  idea  of  the  impact  of  war 
)n  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  can  be  obtained  from  the  following  figures: 

Under  reasonably  normal  conditions  the  staff  of  the  nursing 
service  of  the  Hospital  requires  241  nurses  to  fill  the  positions 
of  graduate  head  nurses  and  general  duty  nurses.  In  addition, 
approximately  400  of  our  graduates  were  enrolled  upon  the  Regis- 
try to  meet  calls  for  private  duty  nursing.  As  of  the  end  of 
December,  1942,  a  total  of  108  nurses  had  withdrawn  from  the 
staff  of  the  Hospital  and  from  the  Registry,  of  whom  41  left  to 
join  the  Third  General  Hospital  now  in  active  service  in  the 
European  war  zone.  During  1943,  24  more  nurses  withdrew 
from  the  staff  and  13  from  the  Registry  to  join  the  armed  forces. 
As  a  result,  as  of  the  end  of  1943,  the  regular  Hospital  staff  of 
head  nurses  and  general  duty  nurses  had  then  been  reduced  from 
241  to  121,  leaving  120  authorized  positions  vacant.  Some  part 
of  the  deficiency  has  been  filled  by  drawing  from  the  Registry. 
There  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  private  duty  nursing,  with 
the  result  that  on  many  days  no  nurses  were  available  on  the  Reg- 
istry for  service  either  in  the  Hospital  or  for  private  duty. 

The  mere  statement  of  these  figures  presents  more  forcibly  than  words  the 
problem  facing  the  Hospital  in  these  years  of  total  war.  Yet  doctors  and  nurses 
supply  an  essential  element  in  maintaining  the  sanitation  and  health  of  the 
civilian  population.  In  order  to  perform  necessary  services  to  its  patients,  the 
Hospital  has  repeatedly  been  compelled  to  recruit  general  duty  nurses  from 
other  than  its  own  Registry  and  Alumnae. 

A  special  effort  was  made  in  the  vears  1942-1943  to  recruit  additional 
students  so  that  the  nursing  reservoir  might  be  kept  reasonably  supplied  for  the 
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future.  The  success  of  this  effort  is  indicated  by  the  following  tabulation: 
Students  Enrolled 

1941  -  February,  51 ;  September,   52;  Total  103 

1942  -  February,  42 ;  September,  92 ;  Total  134 

1943  -  February,  51 ;  September,  103  ;  Total  154 

In  February  1942,  62  students,  and  in  February  1943,  75  students  graduate< 
from  the  School.  The  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Proskauer,  formerly  a  Judge  of  th 
Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New  York,  was  th 
guest  speaker  at  the  1942  graduating  exercises;  and  Dr.  Everett  R.  Clinchy 
President  of  the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  was  the  gues 
speaker  in  1943. 

In  a  further  effort  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  nursing  personnel,  the  Schoo 
of  Nursing  in  1942  joined  with  and  furthered  the  program  inaugurated  by  th 
American  Red  Cross  for  the  training  of  volunteer  Nurses'  Aides.  A  classroon 
was  equipped  and  made  available  for  their  instruction,  and  full  courses  ii 
Theory  and  Practice  were  carried  on  during  both  years.  For  the  instruction  o 
these  Nurses'  Aides  the  following  Alumnae  of  the  School  volunteered  thei 
services:  Mrs.  Harold  Hyman,  Mrs.  Ernest  Arnheim,  Miss  Bessie  Wolfson 
Mrs.  Naida  Eisenbud,  Miss  Anna  Hoffman  and  Miss  Margaret  Wolf.  Thei 
services  were  gratefully  accepted  and  seven  night  classes  and  four  day  classe 
trained  a  total  of  approximately  250  Nurses'  Aides.  Of  these,  149  are  activel; 
serving  in  the  Hospital  at  present.  They  have  been  a  tremendous  help  to  tta 
nursing  service.  The  success  of  the  plan  has  in  large  measure  been  due  t< 
Mrs.  Carl  Pforzheimer,  Jr.,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  group  during  1941 
until  she  left  New  York,  and  to  Mrs.  Arthur  Touroff*,  Mrs.  Viktor  Petschel 
and  Mrs.  George  Lee,  who  in  turn  succeeded  Mrs.  Pforzheimer  as  Chairman 
The  gratitude  of  the  Hospital  and  of  all  members  of  the  staff  to  these  Nurses 
Aides  is  unbounded. 

The  fact  that  in  September,  1942,  the  United  States  Public  Health  Servic 
approved  the  School  for  an  allocation  of  federal  funds  for  the  basic  nursin 
program  has  also  helped  enrollment.  Twelve  tuition  scholarships  of  $100  eac! 
were  granted  to  students  entering  in  1942.  It  is  believed  that  without  thi 
financial  help,  some  of  the  students  would  have  been  unable  to  enter  the  School : 

In  1943  the  Federal  Government,  in  an  effort  to  achieve  a  national  goal  o 
65,000  new  student  nurses  during  the  year  1943-44,  created  the  United  State 
Cadet  Nurse  Corps  and  appropriated  $45,000,000  for  its  work.  The  Moun 
Sinai  School  of  Nursing  volunteered  and  was  accepted  by  the  United  State! 
Public  Health  Service  as  a  teaching  center.  In  order  to  accelerate  the  trainin; 
of  graduate  nurses,  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education  in  1942,  an<| 
other  similar  agencies,  gave  attention  to  an  accelerated  curriculum;  and  1 
September,  1942,  the  National  League  recommended,  "a  three  year  program. 
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jndensing  all  essential  courses,  including  nursing  practice,  into  the  first  thirty 
lonths."  It  provided  that,  "the  last  six  months  of  the  students'  term  in  the  School 
lav  be  assigned  to  additional  supervised  nursing  branches."  The  National 
>eague  also  recommended  the  adoption  of  shorter  courses  for  college  graduates. 
These  changes  were  approved  and  adopted  by  the  School  faculty  and  by  the 
Joard  of  Directors,  and  necessitated  further  adjustments  in  the  teaching 
jhedule. 

The  program  of  the  United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  required  a  program 
.imilar  to  that  recommended  by  the  National  League.  This  program  required 
hat  courses  be  completed  in  thirty  months,  so  that  during  her  last  six  months 
i.he  student  could  give  nursing  service  in  any  hospital  to  which  she  might  be 
ssigned,  military,  governmental  or  civilian.  It  must  be  understood  that  the 
doption  of  this  program,  and  the  inclusion  of  members  of  the  United  States 
padet  N  urse  Corps,  involved  serious  dislocation  in  the  curriculum  of  the  School. 
This  program  required  a  complete  shift  of  certain  subjects,  such  as  history  of 
lursing,  psychology  and  sociology  into  the  preliminary  period,  thus  shortening 
he  "Block  period"  of  classes  from  four  to  five  months.  However,  in  no  case 
night  a  diploma  be  issued  until  the  full  three  year  period  of  education  had 
•een  fulfilled. 

In  order  to  induce  enrollment  in  the  Corps,  the  Government  agrees  to  pay 
he  matriculation  fee  to  the  School,  to  pay  whatever  education  fees  may  be 
nvolved,  and  to  supply  a  special  uniform.  The  School  itself  must  file  the 
letails  of  its  curriculum  with  the  Government,  determine  that  the  student's 
)hysical  condition  warrants  her  becoming  a  nurse  within  the  rules;  and  at  the 
jtnd  of  her  scholastic  training,  must  confirm  that  she  has  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted the  course  of  study  and  is  entitled  to  graduation  at  the  end  of  the  third 
ear.  Any  girl  who  fails  to  maintain  the  necessary  standard  or  who  fails  or 
.efuses  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  may  be  asked  to  resign  from 
he  School  or  may  be  discharged  therefrom,  whether  in  the  Cadet  Corps  or  not. 
The  student  upon  enrollment  agrees  to  make  her  services  available  for  the 
luration  of  the  present  war. 

The  Cadet  Nurse  program  became  effective  in  the  latter  half  of  1943  and 
kvas  made  available  to  the  first  and  second  year  students,  of  whom  nine  enrolled. 
Df  the  group  which  entered  in  September,  1943,  50  enrolled  in  the  Corps.  Due 
:o  the  fact  that  those  who  had  enrolled  in  the  Corps  became  entitled  to  a 
■nonthly  stipend  furnished  by  the  Government,  the  School  resumed  its  former 
practice  (which  had  been  discontinued  with  the  class  which  entered  in  Sep- 
tember, 1941)  of  giving  a  monthly  stipend  to  all  students  not  enrolled  in 
he  Corps. 

The  membership  of  our  Alumnae  Association  during  1942  numbered  912 
ind  during  1943  increased  to  959.  Many  of  these  nurses  are  married  and  have 
withdrawn  from  active  service,  and  a  certain  number,  due  to  age,  infirmity  or 
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other  cause,  are  not  and  have  not  been  for  some  time  active  in  their  profession. 
Many  special  committees  of  the  Association  have  been  active,  and  programs  of 
their  meetings  have  been  pertinent  to  wartime  needs.  In  October,  1943,  Miss 
Clare  Casey,  a  member  of  the  Alumnae,  was  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the 
New  York  State  Nurses  Association. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  faculty  during  the  two  yeai 
period.  Miss  Lillian  Leeson,  who  had  for  a  number  of  years  been  the  Supervisor 
of  Instruction  in  the  School,  resigned  in  August,  1942,  due  to  her  marriage.  The 
position  was  filled  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Clanton,  a  graduate  of  the  School  and  a 
former  member  of  its  faculty.  Miss  Clanton's  experience  in  supervision  and 
teaching  eminently  fitted  her  for  the  position,  and  both  Directors  and  Faculty 
deem  the  School  fortunate  in  securing  her  services.  Miss  Leeson's  absence  was 
of  course  severely  felt  after  her  many  years  of  faithful  and  more  than  satisfactory 
service;  and  due  to  the  emergency  war  situation,  after  a  few  months,  she  re- 
turned to  the  School  to  assume  other  duties  which  will  be  referred  to  later. 
Mrs.  Maysie  Rich,  who  had  been  Science  Instructor,  resigned  in  June,  1942, 
due  likewise  to  her  marriage,  and  Miss  Florence  Linde,  a  graduate  of  the 
Yonkers  General  Hospital  and  of  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
succeeded  Mrs.  Rich.  Miss  Elizabeth  Boryzewski,  a  graduate  of  Strong 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Rochester  and  of  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University, 
was  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Linde  as  Assistant  Instructor.  Miss  Ann  Hoff- 
man, Surgical  Ward  Instructor,  resigned  in  March,  1942  and  was  replaced  by  - 
Miss  Josephine  Koza,  who  had  been  one  of  the  Head  Nurses  in  the  Surgical  > 
Pavilion  for  five  years.  Miss  Catherine  Vance,  Assistant  Instructor  in  Nursing 
Arts,  having  enlisted  with  the  Hospital  Unit,  withdrew  when  the  Unit  was 
activated  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Alma  Rossi,  who  had  been  a  Head  Nurst. 
for  three  years.  Due  to  the  unusually  large  class  admitted  to  the  School  ir 
September,  1942,  it  was  necessary  to  employ  an  additional  Instructor  in  Nursing 
Arts,  and  Miss  Gloria  Rehfuss  was  appointed  to  act  in  that  capacity  until  June 
1943  and  continued  thereafter.  Miss  Clayre  Skaling,  who  had  for  several  yean 
been  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  enlisted  in  the  Navy  Nurse  Corps  t( 
begin  service  early  in  January,  1943,  and  obtained  a  temporary  leave  of  absena 
for  that  purpose.  In  order  to  take  the  place  of  Miss  Skaling  during  her  leave  o: 
absence,  Miss  Leeson  kindly  offered  to  return  temporarily  to  the  service  o: 
the  School  as  Acting  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  In  September,  194: 
Miss  Leeson  withdrew,  and  Miss  Lottie  Phillips  was  transferred  from  thi 
supervisory  position  in  the  Private  Pavilion  to  reassume  this  position,  whicl 
she  had  occupied  several  years  ago.  Miss  Frances  Herman,  Night  Supervisor  ir 
the  Private  Pavilion,  replaced  Miss  Phillips  as  Day  Supervisor.  Miss  Josephhn 
Koza,  Clinical  Instructor  in  Surgical  Nursing,  resigned  in  the  summer  to  ente 
the  armed  forces.  Miss  Suleski,  Clinical  Instructor  in  Medical  Nursing,  trans | 
f erred  to  the  Surgical  Pavilion  as  Instructor.  Mrs.  Alma  Rossi  Sabrin,  Assistan 
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Instructor  in  Nursing  Arts,  was  transferred  to  the  position  of  Clinical  Instruc- 
tor in  Medical  Nursing.  Mrs.  Sabrin  resigned  from  this  position  on  December  1, 
and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Esther  Horst,  a  graduate  of  Wilkes-Bar  re  Hospital, 
who  had  completed  the  Head  Nurse  program  at  Teachers  College,  and  who  had 
been  an  Assistant  Instructor  in  Nursing  Arts  since  September  I.  Miss  Esther 
Norman,  Class  of  1941,  who  was  appointed  Second  Assistant  Nursing  Arts 
Instructor  in  September,  was  promoted  to  the  First  Assistant  position.  Miss 
Jane  Smellie,  Class  of  1943,  replaced  Miss  Norman. 

Not  only  has  the  impact  of  war  been  felt  among  faculty  and  graduates  but 
t  has  been  severely  felt  among  staff  physicians.  Dr.  Solomon  Silver,  Associate 
Physician  on  the  Medical  Service  of  the  Hospital,  left  for  service  with  The 
Mount  Sinai  Hospital  Unit.  It  was  then  decided  that  two  doctors  should  be 
requested  to  serve  in  addition  to  Dr.  Solon  Bernstein,  who  w  as  Physician  to 
the  graduates  and  students.  Dr.  Arthur  Sohval  and  Dr.  Samuel  Averbuck 
kindly  offered  their  services  and  received  appointment  accordingly.  The  School, 
on  behalf  of  the  graduate  and  student  personnel,  desires  to  express  its  apprecia- 
tion to  the  doctors  and  consultants  who  have  so  generously  given  of  their  time 
in  aid  of  the  health  of  the  graduate  nurses  and  of  the  students. 

Fortunately,  the  health  record  of  the  School  has  been  better  than  it  was 
in  1941.  The  record  disclosed  that  during  the  year  1942  the  average  days  of 
illness  per  student  were  7.5,  occasioned  chiefly  by  cases  of  illness  of  minor 
character.  The  usual  program  of  periodic  physical  examinations  had  been 
carried  on;  and  in  1942  for  the  first  time,  the  physical  examination  included  a 
Wasserman  blood  test,  which  has  become  more  or  less  routine  in  all  general 
physical  examinations. 

The  School  has  unfortunately  been  deprived  of  the  assistance  and  service 
of  two  of  its  Directors,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  H.  Pforzheimer,  Jr.  Mr.  Pforz- 
heimer is  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  in  the  Army,  and  Mrs.  Pforzheimer  withdrew 
in  order  to  accompany  her  husband  as  long  as  he  remains  in  this  country.  The 
Board  was  most  fortunate  in  securing  Mr.  Richard  Goldsmith,  one  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  as  a  Director  of  the  School. 

On  August  8th,  1943,  the  School  and  the  Alumnae  Association  suffered  an 
irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Hugo  Blumenthal,  the  Honorary  President 
of  the  School.  As  President  of  the  School  and  Chairman  of  the  Hospital's  Com- 
mittee on  Nursing  for  approximately  one-quarter  of  a  century,  during  which 
the  School  progressed  from  modest  beginnings  to  an  important  educational 
institution,  Mr.  Blumenthal  was  an  esteemed  and  beloved  leader  and  his  pass- 
ing leaves  vacant  a  place  that  cannot  be  filled.  The  affection  in  which  he  was 
held  by  all  is  best  typified  by  the  fact  that  to  all  students  and  graduates  he  was 
known  as  "Daddy  Blumenthal"  and  as  such  he  will  be  remembered  through 
the  years  to  come. 

Although  it  is  not  intended  to  make  this  report  too  statistical,  reference 
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should  be  made  to  the  high  degree  of  activity  of  the  Registry  of  Nurses.  During 
1942  it  received  9,492  calls  for  private  duty  nurses,  of  which  a  large  majority 
were  for  service  within  the  Hospital.  1,819  were  filled  by  nurses  called  from 
other  registries  and  the  remainder  from  our  own.  In  1943  there  were  7,923 
calls,  probably  indicating  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  conserve  nursing 
power.  During  this  year  43.2  percent  were  filled,  by  necessity,  by  nurses  from 
other  registries  as  the  number  of  nurses  on  our  own  Registry  decreased  with 
the  departure  of  many  for  war  service. 

The  shortage  of  nurses  is  progressively  more  critical.  At  times,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  cooperative  spirit  of  our  students  who  volunteered  for  overtime 
service,  it  would  have  been  substantially  impossible  to  supply  the  necessary 
nursing  to  the  patients.  During  the  summer  of  1943  when  the  shortage  was 
extremely  acute,  93  students  volunteered  to  give  service  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  evening  hours.  Students  also  have  given  volunteer  service  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department  as  well  as  in  the  Hospital  Blood  Bank. 

In  order  to  insure  a  qualified  teaching  staff  in  the  future,  graduate  nurses 
have  been  encouraged  to  take  additional  courses  of  study  at  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University.  Miss  Mathylde  Reich,  Medical  Supervisor  in  the  Hos- 
pital, was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  during  the  summer  of  1942  in  order  to 
complete  her  work  for  a  B.S.  degree.  Miss  Wilma  Kjelgaard,  who  was  awarded 
the  Blumenthal  Scholarship  in  the  graduating  class  in  February,  1942,  received 
a  full  scholarship  which  enabled  her  to  take  work  at  Teachers  College  during 
the  summer.  Other  nurses  have  been  taking  similar  work  on  a  part  time  basis. 
A  number  of  our  supervisors,  instructors  and  Head  Nurses  have  been  given 
financial  assistance  from  the  Berolzheimer  Educational  Fund,  in  order  to  take 
courses  at  Teachers  College.  Miss  Pearl  Bailie  received  a  government  scholar- 
ship for  the  year  1943-44  to  take  work  in  the  Head  Nurse  program  at  the  College. 
Miss  Suleski  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  summer  semester  at  the 
College  in  order  to  complete  the  required  work  for  her  B.S.  degree.  In  March, 
1943,  four  foreign-trained  graduate  nurses  were  referred  to  us  by  the  State 
Education  Department  to  make  up  their  deficiencies  in  medical  nursing  so  they 
might  become  registered  in  New  York  State.  This  group  successfully  completed 
a  three  months'  course. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  many  new  Head  Nurses  had  been  appointed  in  the  spring 
of  1942,  a  staff  education  program  was  inaugurated  to  assist  them  in  their  work. 
Twelve  lectures  were  given  by  Faculty  members  and  Assistant  Directors  of 
the  Hospital.  The  topics  included :  Functions  of  the  Head  Nurse,  Evaluation 
of  Records  and  Student  Rating  Scales,  Curriculum  and  Student  Assignments, 
Conservation  of  Hospital  Supplies,  Administrative  Hospital  Routines  and 
Nursing  Ward  Routines,  Nursing  Techniques,  Content  for  a  Program  of 
Ward  Teaching,  Evening  and  Night  Service  Problems. 

Thirty-seven  graduates  of  our  School  took  State  Board  examinations  in 
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ctober,  1943,  and  all  passed.  An  entirely  new  type  of  objective  examination  is 
)W  being  given.  Heretofore,  students  had  a  choice  of  questions,  but  in  this 
pe  of  examination  all  questions  must  be  answered.  The  results  are  now 
achine-scored,  rather  than  graded  by  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Nurse 
xaminers. 

1  The  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service  of  Nurses  has  been  placed 
ider  the  War  Manpower  Commission.  In  November,  1943,  each  hospital 
id  registry  in  the  New  York  area  received  a  questionnaire  which  asked  for 
■tails  regarding  all  nurses  employed  by  the  Hospital  and  Registry.  The  Local 
ommittee  of  the  New  York  City  Nursing  Council  for  War  Service,  after 
viewing  the  lists  submitted  by  the  agencies,  sent  them  to  the  State  Committee 
ir  classification.  We  are  informed  that  each  nurse  in  the  State  will  receive  a 
issification  and  will  be  told  by  the  Committee  whether  or  not  she  is  essential 
her  present  position  or  whether  she  should  apply  for  service  in  the  armed 
rces. 

The  already  onerous  burden  upon  Miss  Grace  A.  Warman,  Superintendent 
Nursing  in  the  Hospital  and  Principal  of  the  School,  has  been  rendered 
en  more  difficult  by  the  problems  created  by  the  war  emergency.  The  situation 
is  been  sufficiently  indicated  above  to  give  an  idea  of  the  hard  effort  and 
yalty  which  she  and  her  assistants  have  contributed  and  of  the  magnitude  of 
e  problems  which  they  have  been  called  upon  to  meet,  and  have  solved  most 
iccessfullv.  In  addition  to  her  immediate  service  to  the  Hospital  and  to  the 
:hool,  Miss  Warman  was  elected  Vice  Chairman  of  the  State  Nursing  Council 
•r  War  Service  in  1942  and  as  an  important  member  of  local  societies  devoted 
nursing,  has  helped  solve  similar  wartime  problems.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
oard  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  on  December  18, 
p43,  she  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  State  Nurse  Advisory  Council  for  a 
rm  of  three  years. 

How  Miss  Warman  and  the  staff  have  been  able  to  fulfill  all  duties  during 
ie  two  years  under  the  existing  circumstances  is  still  something  of  a  mystery 
»>  the  Board  of  Directors,  who  desire  to  express  their  warm  appreciation  to  her 
id  to  her  staff. 

It  seems  needless  to  add  that  the  problems  which  have  faced  Miss  Warman 
ive  to  no  less  degree  engaged  the  attention  of  Dr.  Joseph  Turner,  the  Director 

the  Hospital.  Without  his  cooperation,  good  advice  and  friendly  assistance 
any  of  the  problems  might  have  proved  insoluble.  All  connected  with  the 
:hool  of  Nursing  and  the  nursing  service  join  in  thanking  him.

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DURING  the  past  two  years,  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital's  Social  Service 
workers  have  assumed  constantly  increasing  responsibilities  in  meeting 
he  impact  of  the  war  on  the  Hospital's  patients  and  their  families.  The  trau- 
I  natic  effect  of  war  conditions  on  people's  thoughts  and  emotions,  the  tensions 
I  .nd  confusions,  the  effect  on  family  life  due  to  the  calling  of  sons,  husbands, 
1  nd  fathers  into  military  service— all  have  added  to  the  social  workers'  problems. 
A  special  challenge  to  their  skill  has  been  presented  by  physically  handicapped 
•atients  of  draft  age,  whose  sense  of  frustration  has  been  increased  by  their 
nability  to  enter  military  service.  Some  of  these  patients  have  attempted  to 
onceal  their  disabilities  and  occasionally  one  of  them  has  succeeded  in  being 
iducted.  The  doctors  and  social  workers  have  had  to  make  these  patients 
1  salize  that  their  attempts  to  do  something  which  lies  beyond  their  physical 
bilities  would  not  only  be  detrimental  to  their  health,  but  would  be  a  hindrance 
o  the  war  effort.  The  social  service  workers  have  been  called  upon  to  seek  out 
pportunities  for  such  patients  to  engage  in  war  work  and  thus  enable  them 
3  satisfy  their  emotional  need  without  endangering  their  physical  well-being. 

More  recently  the  social  service  workers  have  been  called  upon  to  under- 
ake  tasks  in  the  rehabilitation  of  men  discharged  from  the  armed  services  for 
hysical  reasons,  indicating  another  lield  of  service  which  may  be  expected  to 
evelop  greatly  in  the  future. 

These  and  other  obligations  arising  from  the  war  situation  have  been  met 
/hile  the  Social  Service  Department  has  sustained  its  normal  functions  as  the 
ersonal  link  between  the  Hospital  and  its  needy  clients.  Work  has  been  effec- 
ively  continued  in  the  face  of  shortages  of  personnel  which  are  also  a  direct 
ssult  of  war  conditions. 

The  Department  has  endeavored  to  maintain  its  customary  professional 
:andards  despite  the  large  turnover  in  staff  and  the  resulting  need  for  making 
;rtain  readjustments.  Of  those  who  left  the  Hospital's  service,  several  entered 
le  American  Red  Cross  and  other  war  agencies.  Replacement  of  these  workers 
'as  exceedingly  difficult,  due  to  the  heavy  demand  and  limited  supply  of  trained 
ersons.  Anticipating  the  shortage,  the  Social  Service  Department  began  to 
ain  volunteers  as  case  aides  in  1942.  These  volunteers  proved  to  be  very 
elpful.  Several  paid  case  aides,  to  assist  the  professional  workers,  were  also 
ided.  Changes  in  secretarial  and  office  personnel  presented  problems  too.  The 
rofessional  staff  tried  to  curtail  the  amount  of  clerical  work,  but  this  was  diffi- 
llt  in  view  of  the  increased  number  of  requests  for  reports  on  patients,  particu- 
rly  from  war-related  agencies. 
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Another  wartime  problem  arose  in  providing  transportation  for  clini 
patients.  The  American  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  provided  this  service  unti  l 
the  pressure  of  war  work  forced  it  to  withdraw.  The  problem  was  solved  b 
arrangements  made  through  the  United  Hospital  Fund  with  the  America 
Women's  Hospital  Reserve  Corps.  From  June,  1943,  to  the  end  of  the  yea 
the  Corps  transported  180  patients  to  clinics  and  back  to  their  homes. 

Contrary  to  the  accepted  popular  belief,  the  improvement  in  the  genen 
employment  situation  has  not  enabled  many  of  the  Hospital's  needy  patients  t 
better  their  circumstances.  Among  the  factors  responsible  for  the  continue 
poverty  are  the  increased  cost  of  living,  the  drafting  of  family  breadwinner: 
or  the  fact  that  the  wage  earner  of  the  family  has  left  home  to  work  in  a  defens 
industry  elsewhere.  Many  of  the  families  of  Mount  Sinai  patients  are  sti 
living  on  marginal  incomes  or  on  relief  allowances.  Others  are  trying  to  mair 
tain  themselves  on  the  Government  allotments  to  dependents  of  service  mer 
For  these  needy  patients  the  Hospital's  social  service  worker  has  continued  t 
be  the  guide,  counsellor,  and  friend  who  helps  them  to  meet  their  economic 
family,  and  emotional  problems  and  thus  to  obtain  the  greatest  possible  benef' 
from  the  Hospital's  medical  care. 

Training  Program.  The  educational  projects  of  the  Staff  included  the  con 
pletion  of  a  study  of  records  and  preparation  of  a  summary  of  the  discussior 
on  technique  of  making  records.  Other  subjects  studied  by  the  Staff  in  grou 
discussions  included  "Techniques  of  Interviewing",  "Analysis  and  Techniqu< 
in  Joint  Casework  Treatment",  and  "Acceleration  of  Diagnostic  and  Trea 
ment  Ability." 

The  training  of  student  nurses  in  the  Social  Service  Department  was  reo1 
ganized  in  conformity  with  changes  necessitated  by  the  shortage  of  nurses  i 
the  Hospital.  In  place  of  the  usual  four  weeks'  training  of  students  in  the  Soci; 
Service  Department,  the  Principal  of  the  School  of  Nursing  asked  the  Depar 
ment  to  substitute  several  series  of  lectures.  Courses  of  lectures  were  given  twk 
yearly  to  the  entering  classes,  shortly  after  they  were  capped,  and  lectures  wei 
given  to  students  during  their  pediatric  training  and  to  senior  students  assignc 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  As  many  nurses  as  possible  were  given  tl 
opportunity  to  accompany  social  workers  on  their  visits  to  patients'  homes.  Tl 
Educational  Supervisor  gave  talks  to  the  occupational  therapists  and  the 
students,  and  spent  several  mornings  at  the  Neustadter  Home  for  Convalescen 
in  order  to  discuss  with  its  staff  the  social  problems  of  the  patients  there. 

During  1943,  a  student  was  assigned  to  the  Department  from  the  Nc 
York  School  of  Social  Work  for  training  in  field  work.  The  Department  expec 
to  take  other  students  from  schools  of  social  work  for  training  in  the  future. 

Adult  Out-Patient  Department  and  Ward  Services.  Although  the  numb 
of  clinic  patients  diminished,  the  individual  problems  which  they  present* 
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vere  more  complex.  There  was  an  increased  proportion  of  older  patients,  many 
hronically  ill.  These,  especially,  taxed  the  workers'  resourcefulness  because  of 
nadequatc  facilities  for  the  care  of  elderly  and  chronic  cases.  While  there  has 
een  evidence  of  increased  public  interest  in  the  problems  of  the  aged  and 
hronically  ill,  progress  is  slow  and  many  distressing  situations  have  come  to 
he  attention  of  the  social  workers.  Termination  of  the  W.  P.  A.  deprived  the 
)epartment  of  the  resources  of  the  Housekeeping  Services  for  our  acute  and 
hronic  cases.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  renewed  provision  for  this  necessary  service 
irill  be  made  in  the  near  future.  Another  sphere  in  which  additional  facilities 
re  needed  is  in  shelters  for  children  whose  mothers  are  hospitalized. 

Owing  to  the  long-standing  interest  of  the  ophthalmologists  in  glaucoma 
<ases,  when  the  Eye  Clinic  was  reorganized  in  October,  1943,  two  days  were 
,-t  aside  for  treatment  of  this  disease.  A  separate  appointment  schedule  and  sys- 
•m  geared  to  provide  for  careful  follow-up  and  detailed  record-keeping  were 
itroduced  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on 
rlaucoma  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness.  All  patients 
iffering  from  simple  glaucoma  were  seen  by  the  social  worker  for  screening 
.  to  the  service  indicated,  and  also  for  special  study  of  the  possible  emotional 
:ctors  related  to  this  ailment. 

At  the  request  of  members  of  the  Gynecological  Staff,  the  social  worker  on 
lis  Service  was  invited  to  several  meetings  to  present  cases  illustrating  social 
•rvice  activities.  She  prepared  an  outline  which  was  distributed  among  the  physi- 
•ans,  dealing  with  the  functions  of  a  social  worker  on  a  gynecological  service. 

hildrens  Services.  Beginning  in  the  middle  of  October,  1 042,  the  Board  of 
ducation  assigned  a  teacher  to  the  Hospital  for  patients  of  school  age.  This 
is  been  helpful  in  relieving  the  conscientious  child  of  worry  over  loss  of  school 
me  during  illness,  a  factor  which  is  often  detrimental  to  recovery. 

I    The  Nutrition  Clinic  for  children  has  given  the  social  worker  increased 
>portunities  to  assist  the  physician  on  behalf  of  the  undernourished  group. 
,   In  October,  1943,  the  Social  Service  Department  initiated  a  new  procedure 
.  collaboration  with  the  Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children.  A 

:  irse  from  the  Association's  staff  attends  one  clinic  session  weekly  in  each  of 
e  two  Orthopedic  Services,  with  doctor  and  patient  also  present.  Referrals  are 
,ade  directly,  a  more  satisfactory  practice  than  under  the  old  plan,  when  a 
ritten  statement  of  the  doctor's  recommendation  was  sent  to  the  Association. 


othing  Committee.  Mrs.  Paul  Baerwald  continued  her  excellent  work  as 
lairman  of  the  Clothing  Committee.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  group  of  women 
irking  with  Mrs.  Leo  Prince  for  their  contribution  of  284  garments;  to  the 
eedlework  Guild  of  America,  which  donated  413  articles;  to  the  Free  Shoe 
ind  for  its  donation  of  424  pairs  of  shoes;  and  to  the  many  individual  donors 
|  clothing.  The  patients  at  the  Neustadter  Home  knitted  132  sweaters,  a 
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welcome  addition  to  the  Hospital's  clothes  closets.  A  total  of  4,762  articles 
was  given  to  1,094  clients. 

Library  Committee.  In  October,  1942,  Mrs.  Irwin  Untermyer  accepted  tht 
chairmanship  of  the  Library  Committee.  She  and  several  volunteers  availec 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  take  the  course  in  library  work  given  by  the 
United  Hospital  Fund.  The  Dewey  decimal  system  was  introduced  in  th< 
patients'  library,  and  the  cataloguing  of  all  the  books  was  begun.  Knowledg< 
of  book-binding,  which  was  part  of  the  course,  proved  very  useful,  particular^ 
for  foreign  works  which  frequently  are  bound  in  fragile  paper  covers.  A  grouj 
of  volunteers  who  are  college  graduates  reviewed  the  books  so  patients  migh 
receive  those  best  suited  to  their  needs.  One  volunteer  completed  a  list  of  all  th 
German  books,  with  synopses  of  their  contents.  The  three  volunteers  who  visi 
the  wards  with  the  book  cart  show  much  discretion  in  choosing  reading  matte 
to  meet  the  patients'  tastes. 

Many  donations  of  books  were  received  from  generous  friends,  but  th 
need  remains  for  more  light  fiction  and  for  current  magazines. 

During  1943,  6,367  books  were  distributed  to  6,198  patients. 

Occupational  Therapy.  Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Leonard  A.  Cohr 
the  activities  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  showed  a  broadenin 
in  scope  and  appreciable  growth.  Because  of  the  increasing  demand  for  th 
Department's  services,  an  additional  therapist  was  engaged,  bringing  the  sta 
to  three  full  time  workers.  The  Department  also  had  eleven  student  therapist 
seven  from  New  York  University,  two  from  Columbia  University,  and  tw 
from  the  Richmond  Professional  Institute  of  the  College  of  William  an 
Mary.  They  were  instructed  by  the  staff  members  for  a  period  of  three  month 
during  which  time  they  gave  valuable  assistance  in  the  Department. 

The  occupational  therapists  gave  instruction  to  3,040  ward  patients,  ar 
1,166  ambulatory  patients  attended  the  Occupational  Therapy  Workshop  du 
ing  1942  and  1943.  In  July,  1942,  the  Department  began  accepting  cases  i 
functional  disorder  referred  by  the  clinic  physicians;  58  such  patients  receiv< 
670  treatments  in  the  Workshop,  which  was  opened  to  them  in  the  afternoor 
Two  homebound  patients  were  visited  by  the  therapists;  there  were  repeat* 
requests  to  expand  this  service,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  soon  be  possibl 
The  Workshop  attached  to  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  in  the  Out-Patient  Depai 
ment  continued  to  operate  as  usual,  receiving  3,362  visits  from  360  patieni 
The  Department  treated  five  Private  Pavilion  patients  and  one  Semi-Priva 
patient,  at  the  request  of  their  physicians,  at  a  small  fee. 

Most  of  the  work  of  preparing  material  for  the  patients'  activities  w 
performed  by  six  volunteers,  who  thus  freed  the  professional  therapists 
treat  many  cases  which  could  otherwise  not  have  been  accepted.  Three  of  the 
volunteers  took  a  course  at  Columbia  University,  earning  certificates 
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Occupational  Therapy  Assistants.  The  same  group  of  volunteers  renovated  and 
[  paired  approximately  3,000  toys  each  year,  contributed  by  friends  of  the 
Hospital.  The  toys  were  distributed  to  child  patients  and  children  of  needy 
J  lult  patients  during  the  holiday  season. 

\ocial  Service  Workroom.  During  the  two-year  period,  154  patients  were 
hferred  to  the  Workroom,  of  whom  129  were  accepted  for  employment.  The 
lien  were  occupied  almost  exclusively  in  making  picture  frames  for  one  of  the 
ading  specialty  shops  in  the  city.  Several  power  machines  were  installed  in 
Irder  to  teach  machine  operating  to  women  patients.  Most  of  the  80  women 
I' ho  attended  the  Workroom  availed  themselves  of  this  training.  Others  were 
[  ught  hand  sewing  and  knitting,  executing  orders  for  private  customers. 

A  great  improvement  in  mental  outlook  and  physical  condition  was  ob- 
l  rved  in  the  Workroom  clients.  As  soon  as  one  of  them  reached  the  standard 
|  working  proficiency  required  by  industry,  the  advisability  of  seeking  regular 

nployment  was  discussed  with  physicians  and  social  workers.  Thirty-five 
I  itients,  trained  in  the  Workroom  during  the  two  years,  were  enabled  to  take 
i  ill-time  jobs.  Those  who  could  not  work  full-time  due  to  their  physical  con- 
i  tion  continued  to  come  to  the  Workroom  until  they  were  ready  for  regular 

nployment. 

[  ilunteers.  Volunteers  working  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  through- 
I  it  the  Hospital,  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs.  Frank  L.  Weil  and  Mrs. 
I  obert  H.  Kridel,  have  recognized  the  urgent  need  during  wartime  of  the 
[  rvices  they  are  rendering.  They  realize  that  the  routine  tasks  which  they 
l.e  sometimes  asked  to  perform  make  it  possible  for  the  professional  staff, 
I  )ctors,  nurses  and  social  workers,  to  devote  their  full  attention  and  time  to 
i  :ercising  their  professional  skills.  While  the  number  of  volunteers  enrolled 
the  Social  Service  Department  declined  in  1942,  there  was  a  marked  increase 
'    1943.  In  that  year  an  average  of  150  active  workers,  the  largest  number  on 
:  cord,  gave  3,008  hours  of  service  every  month.  It  was  evident  that  the  corn- 
unity  had  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  hospitals  in 
artime,  and  recognized  the  usefulness  of  volunteer  help  during  a  period  of 
anpower  shortage.  Because  of  this  shortage,  volunteers  were  called  upon  to 
:  rve  in  departments  where  they  had  not  been  used  before:  as  clerk-receptionists 
the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions,  as  assistants  in  the  Record  Room 
id  the  Admitting  Office,  at  the  Main  Information  Desk,  in  the  Central 
lpply  Room,  and,  as  previously  mentioned,  as  case  aides  in  the  Social  Service 
epartment. 

In  1942,  the  Hospital  began  using  the  services  of  younger  volunteers  than 
,id  previously  been  accepted.  Young  people  from  16  to  18  years  old,  includ- 
g  a  group  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  girls,  and  a  number  of  Boy  Scouts, 
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offered  their  services.  The  experiment  had  encouraging  results,  and  the  grouj 
was  later  enlarged. 

Other  innovations  in  1943  included  the  use  of  evening  volunteers  who  cam< 
directly  from  business  to  serve  the  Hospital  for  a  minimum  of  three  hours  : 
week,  and  the  placement  of  men  volunteers,  who  worked  very  satisfactorily 
some  during  the  day  and  some  in  the  evening. 

Many  of  these  volunteers  did  more  work  and  gave  longer  hours  to  th 
Hospital  than  they  had  in  the  past.  They  assumed  heavier  responsibilities,  an 
justified  the  confidence  placed  in  them  by  the  professional  staff.  Their  tirele? 
energy  and  devotion  is  deeply  appreciated  by  Hospital  and  patients,  to  whor 
they  have  proved  a  valuable  asset. 

The  Federation  for  the  Support  of  Jewish  Philanthropic  Societies  cor 
tributed  most  generously  to  the  support  of  the  Social  Service  Auxiliary,  an 
the  United  Hospital  Fund  also  added  to  the  funds  needed  to  carry  on 
work.  To  both  of  these  organizations,  as  well  as  to  many  other  commun 
agencies  which  extended  valuable  cooperation,  the  Social  Service  Auxiliai 
wishes  to  express  its  appreciation. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Frederick 
Heimerdinger,  Mrs.  Marco  F.  Hellman,  Mrs.  Philip  A.  Roth,  Mrs.  Albe 
Stern,  Mrs.  T.  O.  Thackrey,  and  Mrs.  Leonard  Wallstein  were  accepte 
We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  Robert  H.  Kridel  and  Baroness  Theodo 
de  Gunzburg  as  members  of  the  Board.  Notwithstanding  the  many  new 
sponsibilities  which  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  war,  the  Board  membe 
have  continued  to  perform  their  work  in  the  Hospital  unflaggingly. 

Many  problems  still  confront  the  Social  Service  Department.  It  is  reco 
nized  that  even  greater  adjustments  may  be  needed  for  emergencies  as  th 
arise.  Although  the  staff  has  a  natural  desire  to  serve  actively  in  the  war, 
workers  nevertheless  appreciate  the  need  for  maintaining  their  essential  wo 
for  the  civilian  population.  We  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  all  who  wo 
with  us  for  the  welfare  of  our  patients,  whether  serving  in  a  professional 
lay  capacity;  and  we  feel  that  whatever  problems  may  arise  in  the  future, 
can  continue  to  rely  on  the  same  splendid  cooperation  which  has  been  so  gen 
ously  accorded  to  us  in  the  past.

Report  of  the 

NEUSTADTER  HOME 


N  the  past  two  years,  the  24th  and  25th  of  service,  the  Neustadter  Home 
gave  almost  capacity  convalescent  care  to  ambulatory  post-operative  and 
edical  patients.  With  the  years,  the  Home  has  grown  functionally  and  has 
creased  its  usefulness.  Like  all  institutions,  it  has  had  to  face  new  problems 
iring  the  past  two  war  years.  Some  were  due  directly  to  the  exigencies  of 
[u,  some  to  changes  in  personnel,  and  others  to  the  emergencies  which  inevitably 
esent  themselves  in  the  daily  management  of  a  convalescents'  home.  In  spite 

•  all  these,  we  have  carried  on  during  the  years  of  1942  and  1943  a  more 
instructive  program  than  ever  before. 

During  1942,  we  cared  for  861  patients  (549  females  and  312  males), 
his  was  an  increase  of  12  patients  over  1941.  During  1943,  we  cared  for  837 
tients  (536  female  and  301  male).  The  slight  decrease  in  patients  admitted 
is  deliberate,  in  order  to  insure  adequate  care,  with  our  frequently  reduced 
jrsonnel,  to  the  men  and  women  for  whom  we  were  responsible.  Of  the 

•  7  patients  in  1943,  833  came  from  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 

During  the  past  year,  the  average  length  of  stay  at  the  Home  was  22  days 
us.  Patients  during  their  stay  at  the  Home  gained  an  average  of  5  pounds 
hjs.  These  figures  hold  for  the  year  1942  as  well. 

The  total  "Patient-Care  days"  in  1943  were  18,891,  as  compared  with 
,131  in  1942. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  The  Neustadter  Home  has,  of  course,  reflected 
i :reased  wartime  prices.  During  1943,  the  cost  per  patient  day  was  $3.18 
j is,  as  compared  with  $3.22  plus  in  1942.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  cost 
ild  risen  30c  in  1942  from  the  previous  year,  due  to  higher  wartime  costs.  In 
.  43,  the  reduction  in  the  per  diem  cost  of  running  the  Home  per  patient  day 
ms  due  to  inability  to  obtain  certain  supplies  within  the  fiscal  year.  During 
43,  the  raw  food  cost  per  meal  per  patient  was  22c  plus  and  in  1942,  23c 
lis;  in  1941,  it  was  18c  plus. 

During  1943,  the  professional  staff,  including  Dr.  Zazeela,  Medical  Di- 
rtor,  remained  at  twelve. 

In  order  to  help  in  the  war  effort  locally,  we  have  allowed  the  City  of 
inkers  to  establish  a  Casualty  Station  at  Neustadter.  Meetings  are  held  at 
t;  Home  and  plans  have  been  developed  to  meet  any  emergencies  that  may 
«'se.  This  work  is  being  done  without  interruption  to  the  operation  of  the 
hme  or  to  the  care  of  our  patients.  The  Yonkers  Board  of  Health  is  now 
i  king,  without  charge,  routine  physical  examinations  of  our  domestic  staff, 
(  ecially  those  concerned  in  the  handling  of  food.  Periodic  check-ups  of  our 
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present  staff  and  examinations  of  new  employees  will  be  continued,  as  well  a 
any  other  health  service  that  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  our  doctor  and  nurse: 

Various  behavior  problems  affecting  the  care  of  the  patients  have  bee 
lessened  by  the  closer  contact  between  the  Home  and  the  Social  Service  D< 
partment  of  the  Hospital.  One  of  the  Hospital's  supervisors  makes  occasion; 
visits  to  the  Home  to  discuss  the  general  psychiatric  approach  to  the  patient 
In  some  instances  she  sees  particular  patients  and  gives  the  nursing  staff  i 
Neustadter  specific  instructions  for  handling  these  cases.  This  system  will  t 
continued  and  broadened  in  scope.  Social  Service  workers  from  the  varioi 
clinics  and  departments  of  the  Hospital  also  call  to  see  their  patients  and  su£  , 
gest  individual  treatment. 

During  the  past  year,  Neustadter  had  the  distinction  of  being  chosen  as 
model  home  upon  which  was  based  a  survey  on  Convalescent  Care  Practio 
This  survey,  which  will  ultimately  be  published,  was  sponsored  by  the  Depar 
ment  of  Hospitals,  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  of  the  New  Yor 
Academy  of  Medicine,  by  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New  York,  th  j 
United  Hospital  Fund  and  the  Welfare  Council  of  New  York  City.  It  de: 
cribes  many  facets  of  Neustadter  practice. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  voluntary  services  of  Mrs.  DeWi 
Milhauser  in  the  essential  redecorating  and  refurnishing  of  the  Home.  Throug 
her  knowledge  and  good  taste,  the  place  has  taken  on  a  less  institution; 
atmosphere,  which  has  reflected  favorably  upon  our  patients.  When  war  coi 
ditions  permit,  we  hope  to  continue  this  redecorating  work  all  through  the  Horn 

Miss  Helen  Butler,  Superintendent,  resigned  in  August,  1942,  after  2 
years  of  devoted  service.  Miss  Blanca  Farhi,  who  had  been  Head  Nurse  f( 
three  years,  took  over  the  duties  of  Acting  Superintendent  in  August,  1942,  ; 
the  same  time  continuing  her  duties  as  Head  Nurse.  She  became  Superintendei 
on  November  1,  1942.  In  May,  1943,  we  added  as  Assistant  Superintendei) 
Mrs.  Genevieve  O'L.  Edmonds,  who  took  over  the  direction  of  the  nursir 
department.  Both  Miss  Farhi  and  Mrs.  Edmonds  have  handled  their  work  in 
splendid  manner  and  have  kept  the  Home  functioning  normally  in  spite  of  a 
hardships.  Our  patients  have  never  been  allowed  to  suffer  any  ill  effect  (: 
inconvenience  from  temporary  difficulties,  nor  have  they  even  been  aware  th;  } 
any  difficulties  existed.  Our  general-duty  nurses  as  well,  for  the  most  par 
have  remained  with  us  and  worked  loyally  and  conscientiously. 

Our  domestic  personnel  has  created  one  of  the  greatest  problems,  for  lil 
all  similar  institutions  we  have  had  to  contend  with  competition  of  local  wa 
industry  plants.  A  number  of  other  convalescent  homes  outside  of  the  city  hav 
been  obliged  to  close  down  because  of  the  war  complexities.  Fortunatel 
Neustadter  is  still  carrying  on  vigorously,  and  if  anything,  our  work  wil 
patients  is  making  new  progress.  To  Miss  Farhi  and  Mrs.  Edmonds  and  the 
loyal  staff,  who  have  met  all  these  wartime  difficulties  with  fortitude,  go  tl 
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ixy  sincere  thanks  of  our  Board  as  well  as  my  own  personal  appreciation. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  adding  the  deep  gratitude  of  our  Board 
i  all  those  who  have  rendered  assistance  whenever  and  wherever  needed: 
»  Dr.  Joseph  Turner,  Director  of  Mount  Sinai,  to  Dr.  Herman  Zazeela, 
Iedical  Director  of  the  Home,  to  Mr.  Cubberley,  to  Mrs.  Fannie  L.  Mendel- 
hn  and  Miss  Mary  Hallahan  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  and  to  all 
le  others  at  the  Hospital  and  Home  who  have  given  so  graciously  and 
isparingly  of  their  time  and  interest.

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FROM  its  founding  Mount  Sinai  has  made  a  significant  contribution  to 
community  health  and  to  medical  knowledge.  But  the  future  holds  promise 
of  even  greater  progress.  The  devastation  wrought  by  World  War  II,  the 
draft  of  our  medical  manpower,  the  introduction  of  new  therapies  all  present 
unprecedented  opportunities  for  educational,  research  and  community  health 
services.  Mount  Sinai  will  be  called  upon  to  meet  these  developments  in  the 
future  on  a  larger  scale  than  ever  before.  Accordingly,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Hospital  have  adopted  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  its  facilities  involving 
three  projects: 

1.  The  Mount  Sinai  Institute  of  Biogenetics* 

The  lack  of  a  maternity  service  has  been  a  great  handicap  to  Mount  Sinai, 
since  it  has  not  been  able  to  serve  the  community  in  this  important  field  of 
medical  care.  Accordingly,  the  post-war  building  plan  calls  for  an  Institute 
of  Biogenetics,  which  will  include  the  Maternity  Pavilion.  When  completed, 
it  is  believed  that  this  Institute  will  provide  even  more  than  maternity  care  in 
the  most  modern  and  comprehensive  sense.  It  will  pioneer  in  clinical  and 
biological  research  on  all  phases  of  human  reproduction.  The  study  of  the  preg-

lant  woman,  of  the  development  of  the  ovum,  of  factors  in  heredity,  of  sterility 
—  all  these  will  constitute  fields  for  investigation.  The  results  of  this  work 
vill  spread  well  beyond  the  limits  of  community  and  city  to  a  national  field 
ii  usefulness. 

The  new  Pavilion  will  have  a  capacity  of  about  150  beds,  including  60 
vard,  50  semi-private  and  40  private  beds.  It  will  offer  a  continuity  of  treat- 
nent  during  the  pre-partum,  childbirth,  and  the  post-partum  periods  and  will 
rain  mothers  in  the  proper  care  of  their  babies  in  the  early  months  of  life. 

It  is  hoped  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  public-spirited  men  and  women  will 
•ach  contribute  $10,000  to  erect  the  building.  These  people  will  be  known  as 
he  Founders  of  the  Institute  of  Biogenetics  and  their  names  will  be  com- 
nemorated  in  an  appropriate  and  historic  dedication.  They  will  underwrite  a 
•roject  which  may  well  provide  a  pattern  for  obstetrical  services  the  country 
iver  and  will  vitally  influence  the  entire  development  of  this  field  of  medicine. 

.  The  Mount  Sinai  Laboratory  Buildings 

Mount  Sinai's  record  of  medical  research  has  been  long  and  distinguished. 
The  Hospital  name  has  been  identified  with  many  developments  which  stand 
s  milestones  in  medical  history.  Its  laboratories  are  known,  not  only  for  their 
|/ork,  but  also  for  their  workers,  some  of  whom  have  carried  their  Mount  Sinai 
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training  to  other  institutions  all  over  this  and  other  countries  and  have  made 
the  Hospital's  name  internationally  respected. 

The  present  need  for  adequate  laboratories  is  too  well  known  to  require 
discussion.  Year  after  year,  as  new  medical  developments  have  occurred,  the 
existing  laboratories  and  research  facilities  at  Mount  Sinai  have  become  more 
and  more  crowded.  The  program,  therefore,  envisages  buildings  to  meet  these 
needs;  to  provide  modern  laboratories  for  examinations  to  guide  therapy,  for 
research  into  new  medical  fields  and  for  broader  training  of  physicians.  Ade- 
quate space  and  equipment  will  also  be  available  for  intensive  investigation 
in  bacteriology,  immunology,  pathology,  biological  and  physical  chemistry, 
hematology,  endocrinology,  physiology  and  other  divisions  of  scientific  research.* 

The  buildings  will  house  a  million-volt  X-ray  machine  which  promises  new 
possibilities  in  the  treatment  of  deep-seated  tumors.  One  or  two  floors  will  be 
devoted  to  Mount  Sinai's  Consultation  Service  which  gives  annually  to  more 
than  3,000  families  of  restricted  income  the  diagnoses  of  specialists  they  could 
not  otherwise  afford  to  consult. 

3.  Post-Graduate  Medical  Education  and  Endowments  for  Research 

Mount  Sinai  can  render  no  greater  service  than  to  use  its  wealth  of  clinical 
material,  its  excellent  teaching  staff,  its  museums  and  medical  libraries  for 
more  extensive  post-graduate  education.  After  the  war  there  will  be  a  large 
number  of  young  American  doctors  who  have  had  only  an  accelerated  medical 
education  and  accelerated  internships.  Young  physicians  from  Europe,  Latin- 
America  and  elsewhere  will  also  turn  to  the  New  World  to  complete  their 
training,  since  their  hospitals  and  laboratories  have  been  devastated,  their 
scientists  liquidated,  their  youth  diverted  to  war.  Mount  Sinai  must  provide 
educational  facilities  consistent  with  all  these  needs. 

The  Hospital  plans  also  to  enable  promising  young  physicians  to  remain  in 
the  field  of  research  through  an  enlarged  program  of  fellowship  grants.  Many 
brilliant  young  men  have  been  lost  to  science  because  economic  pressure  has 
forced  them  to  go  into  private  practice.  To  encourage  and  stimulate  their 
scientific  efforts  is  to  make  a  concrete  step  toward  the  advancement  of  medicine. 
Some  of  the  young  men  who  will  receive  these  new  fellowships  will  join  Mount 
Sinai's  future  Staff;  others  will  establish  themselves  in  distant  cities,  where 
their  work  will  have  an  appreciable  influence  on  raising  medical  standards  all 
over  the  country,  perhaps  the  world. 

*A  generous  gift  has  been  received  from  Dr.  A.  A.  Berg  for  the  construction  of  one  of  the  laboratory 

buildings. 
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While  Mount  Sinai  now  has  some  of  the  facilities  necessary  to  carry  out  a 
comprehensive  program  of  medical  education,  it  needs  additional  classrooms 
and  lecture  halls  which  can,  in  part,  be  incorporated  in  already  existing  buildings 
or  in  some  of  the  additions  contemplated. 

*  *  • 

The  above  plan  is  more  than  a  blueprint.  It  is  well  on  its  way  toward  realiza- 
tion. Its  achievement  will  benefit  many  thousands  of  men,  women  and  children. 
Many  will  be  called  upon  to  fulfill  this  ambitious  program:  the  doctor  at  the 
bedside  .  .  .  the  technician  in  the  laboratory  .  .  .  and  the  donor  helping  to  lay 
the  foundation  for  the  structure  itself. 

The  Greater  Mount  Sinai  will  play  its  part  in  lifting  medical  science  to 
new  heights  and  will  contribute  to  raising  the  health  standards  of  the  American 
family  of  tomorrow.  Those  whose  gifts  make  this  possible  will  share  in  the 
fulfillment  of  a  great  humanitarian  enterprise.

The  cost  of  operating  the  Hospital  for  the  two 

year  period  was  $4,973,831 

These  operating  costs  were  exclusive  of  costs  of 
research,  postgraduate  medical  education,  and 
other  activities  not  directly  connected  with  main- 
tenance of  the  Hospital. 

Approximately  $2,955,000  were  used  for  salaries 
and  wages.  This  sum,  of  course,  does  not  include 
the  value  of  the  services  given  gratis  to  the  sick 
poor  by  our  unpaid  professional  star!. 

To  meet  a  part  of  these  costs,  patients  paid  to  the

ElE  large  deficits  of  the  past  fourteen  years  could  have 
been  avoided  only  by  curtailing  in  quantity  or  quality,  or  both,  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Hospital  to  the  sick  poor  of  the  City.  Be- 
cause these  services  are  urgently  needed,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  maintain  them  as  long  as  possible,  and  the  defi- 
cits have  been  met  out  of  the  limited  capital  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

Such  capital  funds  were  expected  to  provide  income  for  main- 
tenance purposes  and  the  depletion  of  these  funds  to  keep  the 
Hospital  going  has  correspondingly  reduced  such  income.  There  is 
obviously  a  limit  to  this  constant  drain  on  the  Hospital's  reserves. 

Due  to  this  serious  depletion  of  income,  the  Hospital  urgently 
appeals  for  increased  capital  donations  so  that  it  may  continue  to 
serve  adequately  and  efficiently  all  who  need  its  care.

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Extracts  from  the  Constitution  on  Endowed  Beds 
and  Other  Endowment  Funds 


A  contribution  of  $2,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
shall  endow  "a  Life  Bed.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her 
lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital, 
free  of  charge. 

A  contribution  of  $3,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, shall  endow  a  Memorial  Bed.  Such  a  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof^  during  his 
or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  the 
Hospital,  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor  appointed  by  the 
said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal.  In  the 
event  of  such  successor  being  appointed,  the  rights  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  continue  for 
a  period  of  not  over  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  such  contribution,  provided,  however,  that  such 
period  shall  be  extended  so  that  it  shall  in  no  event  end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  donor. 

A  contribution  of  $5,000  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
shall  endow  a  Perpetual  Bed  in  the  Children's  Pavilion.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor 
thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in 
the  wards  of  the  Children's  Pavilion  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a 
successor  appointed  by  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament  or  by  any  other  instru- 
ment under  seal.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the  privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty- 
five  years  from  the  date  of  such  contribution. 

A  contribution  of  $7,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
shall  endow  a  Perpetual  Bed,  but  where,  under  the  provision  of  any  will  executed  prior  to  March 
20,  1921,  the  sum  of  $5,000  or  more  is  bequeathed  to  the  corporation  in  payment  of  any  Per- 
petual Bed,  the  Board  of  Trustees  may,  at  their  option,  accept  such  sum  ii\  payment  of  such 
Perpetual  Bed.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime, 
to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  a  ward  of  the  Hospital,  free  of  charge. 
Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor  appointed  by  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will 
and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  such  contribution. 

Tablets  to  commemorate  the  endowment  of  Life,  Memorial  and  Perpetual  Beds  shall  be  placed  in  a 
ward  or  in  such  other  place  as  may  be  set  aside  for  the  purpose.  Tablets  for  Life  Beds  shall  be 
maintained  during  the  life  of  the  donor.  Tablets  for  Memorial  Beds  shall  be  maintained  for  a 
period  not  beyond  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  their  endowment,  provided,  however,  that  such 
period  shall  be  extended  so  that  it  shall  in  no  event  end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the 
donor.  Tablets  for  Perpetual  Beds  shall  be  maintained  in  perpetuity. 

A  donor  may  change  a  Life  Bed  endowed  by  him  or  her  to  a  Memorial  Bed  by  making  an  additional 
contribution  of  $1,000  or  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of  $5,000, 
or  may  change  a  Memorial  Bed  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of 
$4,000. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  pertaining  to  a  Life,  Memorial  or  Perpetual  Bed  unless 
he  shall  comply  with  the  current  rules  of  the  corporation  and  be  a  proper  subject  for  treatment 
under  its  regulations. 

An  endowment  for  the  establishment  of  any  special  fund  may  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Such  fund  may  be  created  for  special  or  general  purposes  under  the  name  of  one 
or  more  persons  or  otherwise.  If  created  for  a  special  purpose  the  fund  shall  be  used  only  for 
that  purpose.  Additions  to  any  funfl  may  be  made  at  any  time  and  in  any  amount,  but  no 
fund  shall  be  created  with  an  initial  endowment  of  less  than  $10,000. 

Gifts  of  any  sums  whatsoever  may  be  made  to  one  or  more  special  funds  for  non-budgetary  purposes, 
the  principal  and  income  of  which  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  needs 
may  arise  for  purposes  not  covered  by  the  regular  budget  of  the  corporation. 

In  the  case  of  a  bequest  which  does  not  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  conditions  herein  set  forth,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may,  in  its  discretion,  accept  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
such  bequest.

HISTORICAL  NOTE 

1852  The  Jews  Hospital  in  New  York  is  incorporated  lor  "benevolent,  charitable 
and  scientific  purposes/'    Sampson  Simson  is  the  first  President. 

1855  The  new  Hospital  is  opened,  on  May  17,  in  a  tour-story  building  with  45 
beds,  at  138  West  28th  Street,  between  Seventh  and  Kighth  Avenues.  The 
original  Staff  of  ten  men  includes  Dr.  Valentine  Mott  and  Dr.  Willard 
Parker.  In  accordance  with  the  usage  of  the  period,  there  is  no  separation 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  Services,  because  surgerv  is  not  considered  suffi- 
ciently important;  nor  are  there  any  specialized  services.  In  1944  the 
Medical  Staff  numbers  865,  with  fifteen  clinical  departments  and  ten 
auxiliary  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  departments. 

1856  In  its  first  full  year  the  Hospital  cares  for  225  patients.  Operating  expenses 
total  $5,403.  In  1944,  14,866  in-patients  and  20,574  out-patients  are  cared 
tor,  and  operating  expenses  amount  to  $2, 825, 283. 

1862  The  Hospital  opens  its  wards  to  wounded  Federal  soldiers  of  the  Civil 
War,  installing  additional  beds  and  increasing  its  personnel  for  the  purpose. 

1866  To  make  it  clear  that  the  Hospital  serves  the  community  without  distinc- 
tion of  race  or  religion,  its  name  is  changed  to  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1872  The  Hospital  is  moved  into  a  new  3 1/2 -story  building  with  a  capacity  of 
120  beds,  on  Lexington  Avenue  from  66th  to  67th  Streets. 

1872  The  Medical  Board  and  House  Staf?  are  organized,  at  a  meeting  at  the 
home  of  Dr.  Willard  Parker,  who  becomes  first  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

1872  The  Hospital  takes  a  bold  step  forward  by  appointing  two  women  to  pro- 
fessional positions — one  to  the  House  Staff  and  the  other  as  Apothecary. 

1873  The  Outdoor  Dispensary  (Out-Patient  Department)  is  formally  estab- 
lished, with  four  divisions:  Medical,  Surgical,  Gynecological,  and  Children's. 

1877  Reflecting  the  advances  in  surgery  and  increase  in  surgical  practice,  the 
Hospital  establishes  separate  in-patient  Medical  and  Surgical  Services. 

1877  An  in-patient  Gynecological  Department  is  established,  headed  by  Dr.  Emil 
Noeggerath,  pioneer  in  the  study  of  gonorrhea. 

1878  Creating  a  precedent  among  New  York  hospitals,  a  separate  service  for 
in-patient  care  of  children  is  established,  through  a  legacy  from  Michael 
Reese  of  California.    Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi  heads  this  department. 

1879  An  Eye  and  Ear  Service  is  organized,  headed  by  Dr.  Emil  Gruening,  who 
in  1888  performs  one  of  the  early  mastoid  operations  in  America. 

1880  Dr.  Arpad  G.  Gerster,  early  champion  of  Listerian  surgery,  is  appointed 
Attending  Surgeon. 

1 88 1  The  School  of  Nursing  is  established,  one  of  the  country's  pioneer  nurses' 
training  institutions.    There  are  eight  students  when  the  School  opens. 

1883  The  Hospital  building  is  enlarged  to  a  capacity  of  190  beds,  and  an  isola- 
tion building  is  added.  Space  for  private  patients  is  increased,  indicating 
the  emergence  of  the  modern  hospital  as  a  medical  center  for  all  instead 
of  an  institution  for  the  poor  only. 

1883  Dr.  Edward  Gamaliel  Janeway,  one  of  the  great  diagnosticians  of  his  time, 
is  appointed  to  the  Staff. 

1883  A  committee  is  formed  to  develop  the  Hospital's  Medical  Library.  In  1944 
the  library  contains  over  10,000  volumes. 

1886  The  Hospital  grants  its  diploma  to  Dr.  Josephine  Walter,  first  woman  in 
America  to  serve  a  formal  internship. 

1886  To  relieve  overcrowding  of  the  Hospital  and  care  for  patients  who  can  be 
treated  at  home,  a  District  Medical  Service  is  organized,  first  of  its  kind  in 
the  city. 

1890  The  Out-Patient  Department  is  greatly  expanded,  housed  in  a  new  build- 
ing.   Neurological,  skin,  and  venereal  disease  clinics  are  established. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1893  The  Laboratory  is  established,  housed  in  a  cloak  room  "not  much  larger 
than  a  bird's  cage." 

1895  The  (Jenito-Urinary  Service  is  established,  with  Dr.  William  F.  Fluhrer 
as  its  first  chief. 

1900  The  Hospital  purchases  its  first  X-ray  machine. 

1 90 1  The  cornerstone  of  the  present  group  of  Hospital  buildings  is  laid,  on 
May  22.    The  original  ten  buildings  have  a  bed  capacity  of  J56. 

1904  The  new  Hospital  buildings  are  dedicated,  on  March  15. 

1905  A  Department  of  Dietetics  is  established. 

1906  The  Social  Service  is  formed,  one  of  the  earliest  hospital  services  of  this 
type  in  the  country. 

1909  An  independent  Otological  Service  is  established. 

1910  The  Dental  Department  lor  in-patients  is  established — extended  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  in  1925. 

1 910  The  Hospital  begins  postgraduate  medical  instruction. 

1910  Physical  Therapy  is  established  as  a  separate  department. 

191 1  The  Cystoscopy  Room  is  built  and  outfitted — enlarged  and  refitted  in  1933. 

1 913  A  large  building  program  is  initiated.  Funds  are  collected  for  the  Chil- 
dren's Pavilion  ami  Dispensary,  Private  Pavilion,  Laboratory  Building, 
Director's  Home  and  Employees'  Dormitory. 

19 1 5  Electrocardiography  is  instituted. 

1 916  Mount  Sinai  organizes  Base  Hospital  No.  3  of  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps.  In  1918,  24  physicians,  s<>  nurses,  and  153  enlisted  per- 
sonnel serve  with  this  Unit  at  Vauclaire,  France. 

1916  The  Social  Service  Auxiliary  is  formed  by  women  volunteers  who  attend 
to  many  wants  of  convalescent  patients  and  of  patients'  families. 

1917  The  Federation  for  the  Support  of  Jewish  Philanthropic  Societies  is  organ- 
ized, with  Mount  Sinai  as  one  of  its  constituents  and  beneficiaries. 

1 91 9  The  Children's  Health  Class  is  organized. 

1920  The  Psychiatry  Clinic,  one  of  the  earliest  in  a  general  hospital,  is  established. 

1922  The  Private  Pavilion,  the  Children's  Pavilion,  and  the  Blumenthal 
Auditorium  are  opened. 

1923  The  affiliation  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  for  post- 
graduate medical  instruction,  is  placed  on  a  formal  basis. 

1924  The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  is  established. 
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1924  A  Metabolism  Clinic  is  established. 

1925  A  beginning  is  made  toward  establishment  of  an  endowment  fund  for 
support  of  medical  research,  hitherto  precariously  dependent  on  occasional 
donations. 

1926  The  weekly  Clinical-Pathological  Conferences  are  established,  regularly 
attended  by  several  hundred  physicians. 

1927  The  new  building  of  the  School  of  Nursing  is  completed,  accommodating 
476  residents. 

1 93 1  The  Consultation  Service  is  established,  providing  diagnostic  service  by 
specialists  for  patients  of  moderate  means  referred  by  their  own  physicians. 

1 93 1  The  Semi-Private  Pavilion  is  opened,  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital 
to  over  800  beds.  Group  nursing,  providing  24-hour  nursing  care  at  a 
much  reduced  cost,  is  introduced  in  this  Pavilion. 

1932  A  separate  Neurosurgical  Service  is  created. 

1933  To  keep  up  the  morale  of  convalescent  patients,  unemployed  because  of  the 
depression,  the  Social  Service  Workroom  is  established. 

1933  The  Out-Patient  Department  building  is  modernized. 

1934  The  Journal  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  is  established.  It  is  distributed 
to  universities  and  medical  libraries  throughout  the  world. 

1935  The  Medical  and  Surgical  Pavilions  are  modernized. 

1936  The  Neustadter  Home  in  Yonkers  is  affiliated  with  the  Hospital  as  its 
institution  for  convalescents. 

[936  The  Isolation  Ward  is  rebuilt  and  becomes  the  first  in  the  city  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Health  for  private  patients. 

1938  The  Blood  Bank  is  established  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Hematology. 

1938  The  Administration  Building  is  renovated,  providing  enlarged  and 
improved  facilities  for  teaching,  diagnosis,  and  treatment. 

1939  Radiotherapy  is  separated  from  Roentgenology  and  established  as  an  inde- 
pendent department. 

1939  An  Electroencephalographic  Unit  is  established  at  the  Hospital  for  use 
in  the  diagnosis  of  intracranial  lesions. 

1940  The  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army  is  organized  at  the 
invitation  of  the  War  Department. 
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1940  The  Hospital  collects  blood  plasma  for  Britain  from  volunteer  donors.  At 
the  close  of  1944,  over  sixteen  thousand  people  had  volunteered  as  donors 
to  the  Hospital's  own  Blood  Bank. 

1942  The  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army  is  activated  and 
leaves  in  1943  tor  service  in  North  Africa,  Italy,  and  France. 

1943  Semi-Private  facilities  are  provided  tor  children. 

1944  .The  (ireater  Mount  Sinai  Development  Fund  is  initiated  for  a  post-war 
building  and  research  program. 

1944  Physicians,  nurses,  and  employees  on  active  service  with  the  armed  forces 
number  743  by  December  31,  1044. 

1944  Full-time  positions  created  in  Hospital  tor  Director  of  Medical  Education 
and  Director  of  Clinical  Research.

t  Serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  or  other  essential  war  services 
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THE  year  1944,  although  one  of  continued  growth  and  usefulness,  was  one 
of  deep  tragedy  for  our  Hospital.  Within  the  short  period  of  twelve  months. 
Mount  Sinai  has  lost  two  great  leaders  and  presidents.  For  the  past  forty-two 
years  the  Hospital  has  had  the  benefit  of  the  broad  vision  and  the  rare  ability  of 
Leo  Arnstein,  a  man  dedicated  in  all  his  acts  to  the  betterment  of  his  fellowmen. 
He  had  served  as  the  President  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  six  years;  and 
although  he  was  associated  during  his  lifetime  with  many  branches  of  philan- 
thropy in  our  city,  it  was  to  Mount  Sinai  that  he  gave  his  major  efforts. 
Because  of  his  many  duties  as  New  York  City  Commissioner  of  Welfare,  he 
asked,  in  January,  1943.  to  be  relieved  temporarily  of  the  active  duties  of  the 
Presidency.  His  death  on  August  13th,  1944*  took  from  us  a  rare  personality, 
a  true  humanitarian,  a  hard  worker,  and  a  lifelong  friend  of  the  Hospital.  A 
portrait  of  Mr.  Arnstein  by  the  distinguished  painter,  James  McBey,  now  hangs 
in  our  Board  Room  as  a  constant  reminder  of  this  modest  and  gifted  man. 

With  the  passing  of  Leo  Arnstein,  Waldemar  Kops,  who  had  been  a  Trustee 
of  the  Hospital  lor  twenty-one  years  and  had  served  as  Acting  President  since 
1943,  was  elected  President.  During  his  Trusteeship,  the  forceful  personality, 
the  singleness  of  purpose,  and  the  creative  imagination  of  this  man  had  been 
felt  in  every  branch  of  the  Hospital.  He  had  great  ambitions  for  Mount  Sinai 
and  devoted  his  last  years  wholly  and  unselfishly  to  its  work.  These  ambitions, 
and  his  ability  to  translate  them  into  concrete  plans,  crystallized  into  a  program 
for  a  greater  Mount  Sinai  and  stimulated  his  fellow  Trustees  to  assist  him  in 
carrying  out  these  plans.  His  term  in  office  was  distressingly  short-lived,  for  he 
passed  away  on  January  13th,  1945.  Much,  however,  was  accomplished  even 
in  this  short  time;  and  the  imprint  of  his  personality  and  impetus  of  his  leader- 
ship w  ill  be  felt  for  many  years  to  come. 

Statistical  Record 

The  close  of  1944  has  marked  for  our  nation  the  end  of  three  years  of  total 
warfare.  Mount  Sinai,  although  thousands  of  miles  away  from  the  fighting 
fronts  has  still  felt  the  pinch  and  the  challenge  of  wartime  living,  and  has 
responded  in  a  fashion  in  which  we  may  well  take  pride.  Its  medical  services 
have  had  to  function  with  a  full  patient  occupancy,  and  have  met  the  needs 
with  fewer  doctors  and  nurses.  All  departments  have  had  to  carry  on  in  the 
face  of  greatly  curtailed  personnel,  and  an  unprecedented  turnover  of  help. 
They  have  been  faced  with  difficulties  of  supply  and  delivery.  Yet  despite  all 
this.  Mount  Sinai  has  been  able  to  maintain  its  high  standard  of  service  to 
patients,  to  the  community,  and  to  the  young  doctors  and  nurses  whom  it  is 
helping  to  train. 
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Accordingly,  I  think  we  may  say  we  have  done  a  good  job.  Our  patients 
tell  us  so  in  the  many  grateful  letters  which  we  receive,  commenting  on  the 
excellent  care  they  have  had.  The  Hospital  Staff  and  personnel  have  worked 
hard  so  that  no  patient  suffered  even  under  wartime  shortages  and  have  made 
up  in  effort  and  ingenuity  for  lack  of  manpower  and  materials.  Their  efficiency 
has  been  an  essential  contribution  to  the  war  effort.  It  has  been  a  fine  example 
of  ability  to  rise  patriotically  to  an  emergency;  and  I  want  to  thank  every  worker 
who  has  helped  us  achieve  these  results. 

It  is  therefore  with  a  sense  of  sharing  with  the  staff  our  record  of  common 
achievement  that  I  review  the  statistical  summary  for  the  year.  Altogether,  in 
1944,  the  Hospital  treated  14,886  patients,  of  whom  9,186  were  cared  for  in  the 
wards,  free  or  below  cost.  These  patients  received  a  total  of  231,339  days  of 
hospital  care.  Through  most  of  the  year  there  have  been  long  waiting  lists  (of 
from  four  to  six  weeks)  in  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions,  although 
efforts  were  made  to  keep  some  rooms  free  for  emergency  cases.  Most  of  our 
rooms  were  occupied  again  on  the  same  day  that  they  were  vacated;  and  during 
many  months  our  Private  Pavilion  had  an  average  occupancy  record  of  97  per 
cent — a  figure  which  before  these  times  prevailed  only  in  institutions  for  the 
chronically  ill.  Although  our  Staff  was  greatly  diminished,  the  daily  average 
number  of  patients  was  greater  in  1944  than  in  1943. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Out-Patient  Department  gave  a  total  of  230,730 
consultations  and  treatments  with  an  average  of  784  patients  and  156  physicians 
in  attendance  daily.  In  addition,  20,572  emergency  treatments  were  rendered 
in  the  Accident  Ward. 

War  Record 

Our  Hospital's  record  on  the  home  front  is  enhanced  by  the  work  of  its 
emissaries  to  the  war  fronts.  Mount  Sinai  doctors  and  nurses  are  serving  actively 
and  effectively  near  battlefields  all  over  the  world.  The  value  of  their  services 
is  attested  by  many  unsolicited  letters  from  soldiers  and  sailors  they  have  treated. 
The  number  of  our  Trustees,  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  nurses  and  other 
personnel  in  the  service  of  the  nation  totalled  756  on  March  1,  1945.  This 
number  included  401  doctors  and  196  nurses.  Our  service  flag  bears  eight  stars 
for  men  and  women  who  have  given  their  lives  for  their  country.  Six  of  these 
deaths  occurred  during  the  past  year:

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We  had  the  good  news  of  the  recent  liberation  of  Major  Samuel  Bloom, 
formerly  of  our  House  Staff,  who  was  taken  prisoner  at  Corregidor;  two  other 
lormer  members,  however,  are  still  prisoners  of  the  Japanese. 

Our  unit,  The  Third  Cieneral  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army,  is  now 
on  active  duty  in  France.  Organized  in  1940  and  activated  in  September,  1942, 
it  started  its  foreign  service  in  May,  1943,  and  formally  opened  its  hospital  in 
Tunisia,  North  Africa,  in  time  for  the  Sicilian  campaign  where  it  supported 
General  Pattern's  divisions.  It  moved  to  Italy  in  the  spring  of  1944  and  was 
located  near  Cassino;  in  the  fall  or  the  year  it  was  transferred  to  southern 
France.  Colonel  George  H.  Donnelly  of  the  United  States  Army  is  its  Com- 
manding Officer  and  Colonel  Herman  Lande  is  Executive  Officer.  Major  Ruth 
Chamberlain  is  Chief  Nurse.  Mount  Sinai's  second  affiliated  Hospital,  Unit 
No.  30  for  duty  in  the  United  States,  was  activated  during  the  summer  for  a 
brief  training  experience. 

The  Military  Emergency  Fund  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  of  operation  and 
represents  a  noteworthy  contribution  by  all  our  physicians  in  civilian  practice 
to  their  fellow  physicians  in  military  service.  Starting  in  1941,  156  members  of 
the  Medical  Hoard  and  of  the  Junior  Medical  Star!  contributed  a  certain  per- 
centage of  their  net  incomes  from  medical  practice;  and  these  funds  have  been 
supplemented  by  voluntary  contributions  from  Consultants  and  regular  monthly 
contributions  from  the  Consultation  Service.  The  beneficiaries  receive  from 
$12  to  $150  per  month,  depending  upon  the  number  of  years  the  doctor  was  in 
practice  and  the  number  of  his  dependents.  Doctors  discharged  from  service 
are  entitled  to  receive  benefits  for  the  ensuing  six  months.  The  Fund  has  been 
administered  by  a  committee  of  Trustees  with  the  Presidents  of  the  Medical 
Hoard  and  of  the  Junior  Medical  Stall,  and  the  expenses  of  administration  have 
been  borne  by  the  Trustees.  This  year  47  Mount  Sinai  doctors  in  the  armed 
services  and  their  families  have  received  benefits  under  the  Fund. 

In  connection  with  the  Hying  of  whole  blood  across  the  Atlantic,  Mount 
Sinai  was  one  of  the  New  York  hospitals  chosen  by  the  Red  Cross  to  make  a 
study  of  the  length  of  time  the  red  cells  would  survive  for  transfusion  purposes. 
Other  war  researches  of  confidential  nature  are  still  being  carried  on  in  the 
Hospital  under  contract  with  the  Government. 

Several  honorably  discharged  veterans,  including  some  who  have  suffered 
war  injuries,  have  returned  to  work  in  the  Hospital. 

"Grand  Rounds,"  our  publication  lor  Mount  Sinai  men  and  women  in 
service  has  completed  its  second  year,  under  the  editorship  of  Miss  Bella 
Trachtenberg  and  Dr.  Sol  W.  Ginsburg.  It  has  proved  an  effective  means  of 
cementing  Mount  Sinai  connections  all  over  the  world  and  bringing  news  of 
their  fellows  in  service  to  our  doctors  and  nurses  from  Guam  to  Gibraltar. 

Mount  Sinai  has  participated  with  enthusiasm  and  with  success  in  the 
various  national  War  Bond,  Red  Cross,  War  Fund  and  other  patriotic  drives. 
During  the  Fourth  War  Loan,  the  Hospital  raised  enough  to  purchase  a  hospital 
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plane  named  "Mount  Sinai,"  equipped  to  carry  from  15  to  20  wounded  with 
medical  corps  personnel.  In  the  Sixth  War  Loan  Drive,  one  of  our  clerical 
workers,  Betty  Guzinsky,  won  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  "Lieutenant 
General"  among  the  bond  salesmen  in  the  Hospital  Division. 

With  the  shortage  of  nurses  in  each  day's  headlines,  the  report  of  our 
Nurse's  Aides  and  volunteers  for  the  year  1944  has  especial  interest.  Their 
record  shows  56,715  hours  of  service  for  the  year,  or  an  average  of  4,726  hours 
rendered  each  month  by  219  workers.  These  volunteers  have  helped  to  alleviate 
the  shortage  of  nurses  (whose  fine  record  of  enrollment  in  the  Army  and  Navy 
is  listed  elsewhere  in  this  book)  and  have  rendered  invaluable  assistance  in 
nearly  every  department  of  our  Hospital.  Mrs.  Frank  Weil,  Chairman  of  the 
Volunteers,  Mrs.  Robert  H.  Kridel,  Assistant  Chairman,  Mrs.  George  Lee,  Chair- 
man of  the  Nurse's  Aides,  Mrs.  Nathan  Leavy,  Chairman  of  Dietician's  Aides, 
and  Miss  Flora  Samuels,  Chairman  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  this  accomplishment  and  the  loyalty  and  efficiency  of  their 
workers,  without  whom  the  Hospital  could  not  function  adequately. 

Staff  Changes 

Dr.  Ira  Cohen,  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  has  devoted  himself  to  the 
medical  welfare  of  the  Hospital  and  its  patients,  and  has  been  loyally  and  ably 
supported  by  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff.  They  have  given  unstintingly 
of  their  skill  and  time,  and  for  these  services  we  are  very  grateful.  A  detailed 
report  of  the  research  activities  of  Mount  Sinai  physicians,  of  medical  education, 
and  of  scientific  studies  in  progress,  appear  in  the  medical  section  of  this  book. 

Major  appointments  and  promotions  in  the  Medical  Staff  during  the  past 
year  were  as  follows:

During  the  year,  Mr.  Charles  Riegelman,  Dr.  Louis  I.  Dublin,  and  Mr. 
Maurice  Wertheim  were  added  to  Mount  Sinai's  Board  of  Trustees.  These  men 
have  all  achieved  outstanding  positions  in  the  community,  and  we  are  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  a  claim  upon  their  services. 

Deaths 

The  Hospital  has  suffered  the  loss  of  several  valued  Trustees,  doctors,  and 
employees.    Philip  I.  Goodhart,  who  had  been  a  member  of  our  Board  of 
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Trustees  since  1907,  and  became  an  Honorary  Trustee  in  1933,  died  on  April  26, 
1944.  During  all  these  years,  he  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  generously  of  his 
means  to  advance  the  philanthropic  work  of  the  Hospital.  A  gift  from  his  estate 
will  be  used  in  part  to  establish  The  Philip  }.  Goodhart  Fellowship  and  in  part 
to  support  cancer  research. 

William  I.  Walter,  who  had  been  a  Trustee  from  1910  to  1927,  also  passed 
away  during  the  year.  During  his  active  years  he  contributed  greatly  to  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  and,  with  his  wife,  founded  the  Children's  Clinic  in 
memory  of  their  daughters.  After  his  retirement  from  the  Neustadter  Board, 
of  which  he  was  President,  he  initiated  the  arrangements  under  which  the 
Neustadter  Home  became  affiliated  with  Mount  Sinai  as  its  convalescent  branch. 

With  the  passing  of  Dr.  Bernard  Sachs  on  February  8,  1944,  our  Medical 
Staff  lost  a  distinguished  member.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Consulting 
Neurologist  to  the  Hospital.  He  was  one-time  President  of  the  Medical  Board 
and  an  eminent  figure  throughout  the  medical  world.  In  1900  he  established 
the  Neurological  Service  .it  Mount  Sinai,  which  was  the  first  or  its  kind  in  any 
voluntary  hospital. 

Dr.  Morris  Manges,  a  beloved  and  respected  physician  on  our  Staff  for  more 
than  fifty  years,  died  on  January  26,  19-14.  He  was  deeply  concerned  with  the 
humane  aspects  of  illness  and  ministered  to  the  sick  not  only  with  professional 
skill  but  with  innate  kindness  and  sympathy. 

Dr.  Carl  Koller,  an  active  member  of  the  Ophthalmological  Service  since 
1888,  and  Consultant  since  1921,  died  on  March  21,  1944.  His  epoch-making 
introduction  of  cocaine  for  eye  anesthesia  was  a  landmark  in  medical  history. 

Mount  Sinai  also  mourns  the  deaths  in  1944  of  Dr.  Samuel  B.  Wiener,  an 
Adjunct  Pediatrician,  who  had  interned  at  the  Hospital  and  had  served  on  its 
StafT  for  ten  years;  and  of  Dr.  Harry  Bock,  connected  with  the  Physical  Therapy 
Division  from  1914  to  1936. 

We  regret  also  to  announce  the  deaths  of  two  faithful  employees  during 
this  year:  William  Seligman,  an  orderly,  who  had  served  for  eighteen  years  and 
had  been  retired  on  pension;  and  Mary  Luke,  a  maid  in  the  School  of  Nursing 
for  sixteen  years. 

Postwar  Plans 

Among  the  important  postwar  problems,  after  achieving  permanent  peace, 
will  be  to  devise  means  so  that  all  income  groups  shall  receive  a  more  equitable 
distribution  of  medical  care  and  to  create  facilities  for  better  medical  education. 
To  prepare  for  these  postwar  responsibilities,  the  Hospital  this  year  placed  its 
two  Medical  Services  on  a  full-time  basis.  To  head  one  and  also  to  serve  as 
Director  of  Clinical  Research,  the  Hospital  designated  Dr.  George  Baehr,  former 
President  of  the  Hospital's  Medical  Board,  who  had  been  on  leave  of  absence 
as  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  United  States  Office  of  Civilian  Defense.  To 
head  the  other  Medical  Service  and  to  serve  as  Director  of  Graduate  Medical 
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Education,  the  Hospital  appointed  Dr.  Isidore  Snapper,  formerly  Professor  of 
Medicine  at  the  University  of  Amsterdam  and  the  University  of  Peiping. 

Keenly  aware  of  the  postwar  responsibility  of  the  Hospital  to  carry  its  share 
of  the  community  tasks,  Mr.  Kops  conceived  a  plan  for  a  greater  Mount  Sinai 
and  enlisted  the  services  of  his  fellow  Trustees  in  a  program  involving  four 
major  items: 

(1)  An  adequate  Maternity  Pavilion,  to  include  the  Mount  Sinai  Institute 
of  Biogenetics.  When  completed,  it  will  provide  even  more  than 
maternity  care  in  the  most  modern  and  comprehensive  sense;  it  will  also 
pioneer  in  clinical  and  biological  research  on  all  phases  of  human 
reproduction. 

(2)  Laboratory  facilities  for  medical  research.  It  is  intended  that  these  new 
laboratories  shall  provide  the  most  modern  facilities  for  routine  exam- 
inations and  research  and  for  broader  training  of  physicians  and  nurses. 

(3)  Adequate  facilities  and  increased  opportunities  for  graduate  medical 
education.  These  are  to  include  additional  classrooms  and  lecture  halls 
and  an  enlarged  program  of  fellowship  grants  to  enable  promising 
young  physicians  to  remain  in  the  field  of  research. 

(4)  Modernization  of  older  buildings. 

An  appeal  for  financial  support  of  the  Greater  Mount  Sinai  Fund  was 
inaugurated  with  Mr.  Robert  Lehman  as  chairman  of  fund-raising  activities. 
The  contributions  made  thus  far  to  this  Fund  are  listed  in  another  section  of 
this  report.    Architects  have  been  employed  to  develop  the  necessary  plans. 

The  Fund  drive  had  an  auspicious  start  in  its  first  week  with  the  announce- 
ment of  a  gift  of  a  laboratory  building  by  Dr.  A.  A.  Berg,  President-Elect  of  the 
International  College  of  Surgeons  and  Consulting  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital. 
Dr.  Berg's  gift,  presented  in  memory  of  his  brother,  Dr.  Henry  W.  Berg,  will 
be  used  for  the  construction,  equipment,  and  support  of  a  modern  research 
laboratory  building. 

Within  the  Hospital 

Within  our  own  walls  various  milestones  have  been  passed  and  have  been 
suitably  commemorated.  The  Journal  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  has  com- 
pleted ten  years  of  publication.  Within  its  pages  have  appeared  many  contri- 
butions to  medicine  and  surgery;  and  a  scroll  was  presented  to  Dr.  Joseph  H. 
Globus  in  appreciation  of  his  tireless  services  as  its  editor.  Dr.  Alfred  Meyer, 
Consulting  Physician,  was  honored  on  his  ninetieth  birthday  with  a  special  issue 
of  the  Journal  containing  scientific  contributions  by  his  friends,  associates,  and 
colleagues. 

In  appreciation  of  their  long  years  of  service  to  the  Hospital,  presentations 
were  made  to  Dr.  Albert  A.  Berg,  Consulting  Surgeon;  to  Dr.  Isidor  C.  Rubin, 
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Gynecologist  to  the  Hospital;  to  Dr.  Kaufman  Schlivek,  Consulting  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon;  to  Dr.  Eli  Moschcowitz,  (Consulting  Physician;  and  to  Dr.  Harry 
Goldberg,  Consulting  Dentist.  Two  veterans  in  Hospital  service,  Mr.  Albert 
Forsch,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  Miss  Betty  Janover,  Social 
Service  worker,  were  honored  at  the  close  of  twenty-five  years  of  association  with 
Mount  Sinai. 

Several  employees  were  pensioned  during  1944:  Kalman  Fuchs,  after  thirty- 
one  years  of  service;  Margaret  Hynes,  twenty  years;  Rebecca  Rosovsky,  twenty- 
seven  years;  and  Hans  Xedwitz,  thirty-nine  years. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  acquired  portraits  of  some  of  the  men  who 
have  helped  to  make  it  a  great  and  useful  institution.  A  portrait  of  Mr.  George 
Blumenthal  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Ralph  K.  Robertson;  one  of  Dr.  Bernard 
Sachs  was  presented  by  his  family:  one  of  Dr.  Isidore  Friesner  and  one  of 
Colonel  Israel  Moses  (the  Hospitals  Attending  Surgeon  from  1855  to  1 861 ) 
were  presented  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Two  members  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliarv  were  honored  for  their  long  and 
taitbtul  service  to  the  Hospital.  Engraved  resolutions  were  presented  to  Miss 
Beck  J.  Goldsmith,*  who  attended  each  Monday  for  well  over  fifty  years,  and 
to  Mrs.  Morris  Levy,  who  had  been  an  active  member  for  thirty-one  years. 
Many  of  their  friends  met  to  greet  these  two  ladies  and  other  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary,  which  has  proved  helpful  to  the  growth  and  functioning  of 
the  Hospital  over  three  quarters  of  a  century. 

The  Story  of  the  First  Fifty  Years  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  1852-1902, 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  Hospital's  Ninetieth  Anniversary  Celebration, 
was  this  year  issued  for  the  first  time  in  book  form.  The  narrative  was  compiled 
from  Hospital  archives,  personal  and  professional  correspondence,  medical  and 
historical  literature  and  personal  interviews.  This  material  is  offered  not  as  a 
definite  history  of  the  early  years  of  the  Hospital,  but  as  source  material  for  a 
more  complete  history.    Later  sections  are  now  being  prepared. 

A  motion  picture  called  "Nurses  in  Training''  was  made  at  the  Hospital 
by  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Inter-American  Affairs  in  order  to  bring 
about  in  Latin-American  countries  a  greater  understanding  of  nursing  as  a 
service  and  a  profession.  The  picture  shows  various  phases  of  the  student's  life 
at  Mount  Sinai,  from  the  time  she  enters  the  door  up  to  her  graduation.  It  is 
being  widely  shown  on  both  continents. 

Hospital  Services 

Owing  to  the  wartime  shortages  of  material  and  labor,  physical  improve- 
ment of  the  Hospital  has  been  limited.  However,  in  February,  we  were  able  to 
open  an  additional  Semi-Private  ward  for  children  and  thus  to  meet  a  very

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definite  need.  The  new  ward,  known  as  X  Annex,  has  been  filled  to  capacity 
almost  since  its  opening. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  about  a  quarter  of  our  Private  and  Semi-Private 
patients  were  admitted  under  the  plan  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  and 
other  Blue  Cross  plans.  This  is  a  trend  which  is  on  the  increase  and  may  have 
considerable  effect  on  the  nature  of  hospital  economics  in  the  years  ahead. 

Our  Consultation  Service,  which  pioneered  thirteen  years  ago,  is  now  being 
studied  as  a  model  for  similar  services  in  other  hospitals  throughout  the  country. 
Its  statistics  were  examined  this  year  in  connection  with  the  setting  up  of  the 
organization  of  a  new  health  insurance  plan  in  Greater  New  York.  This  Con- 
sultation Service,  which  gives  a  complete  diagnostic  service  at  a  fixed  sum  to 
people  of  moderate  means,  has  at  all  times  functioned  at  capacity  and  with  a 
long  waiting  list  for  advance  appointments.  The  Service  gave  its  comprehensive 
examinations  to  3,123  individuals  during  this  year,  a  larger  number  than  in  any 
previous  year. 

Penicillin,  released  last  May  for  civilian  use,  has  revolutionized  the  therapy 
of  certain  infections.  When  the  drug  first  became  available,  we  were  allotted 
thirty  million  units  monthly,  equal  to  the  largest  allotment  to  any  hospital;  later 
this  was  increased  to  forty-two  million.  Of  the  total  361,000,000  units  of  the 
drug  used,  47  percent  went  to  ward  patients,  42  percent  to  private  and  semi- 
private  patients  and  n  percent  to  outside  private  patients.  No  patient  who 
could  have  been  benefited  was  denied  its  use. 

We  have  spoken  in  this  report  chiefly  of  the  urgencies  of  the  moment.  Yet 
this  institution,  which  has  rendered  service  through  four  great  wars,  must  con- 
sider its  long-term  responsibilities  as  well.  These  go  even  beyond  rendering  to 
our  patients  the  best  possible  care.  As  this  report  is  written,  the  end  of  the 
European  combat  is  in  sight.  Even  in  the  midst  of  the  ugly  business  of  war, 
medicine  has  made  great  strides;  while  lives  were  lost  in  battle,  it  has  carried 
on  battles  in  which  lives  were  saved.  Mount  Sinai  must  now  play  its  part  in 
helping  physicians  returning  from  war  duties  to  pick  up  the  threads  of  these 
medical  advances  and  must  give  them  new  Training  and  reorientation.  To  this 
end,  the  Hospital  has  appointed  a  group  of  physicians  and  lay  members  who  are 
meeting  regularly  to  work  on  postwar  medical  plans.  .  We  are  approaching  new 
horizons  in  life  and  health.  We  shall  meet  them  with  confidence,  grateful  tor 
the  opportunities  which  our  scientists,  our  Hospital  facilities,  and  above  all,  our 
free  country,  have  made  possible.

The  Hospital  again  has  cause  for  gratitude  for  the  generous  financial  assist- 
ance received  from  the  Federation  of  Je  wish  Philanthropies  of  New  York,  under 
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the  presidency  of  Mr.  George  Z.  Medalie.  Our  own  Trustee,  Mr.  Samuel  S. 
Schncierson,  this  year  headed  Federation's  campaign,  which  raised  one  of  the 
largest  sums  in  its  history  to  meet  current  budgetary  needs  and  to  build  a 
bulwark  for  postwar  emergencies. 

To  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Roy  E.  Larsen, 
and  to  the  Greater  New  York  Fund,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Arthur  A. 
Ballantine,  we  likewise  express  our  thanks  for  their  financial  support  of  our 
work.  Based  on  its  volume  of  free  service.  Mount  Sinai  received  the  largest 
grant  of  any  New  York  hospital  from  the  United  Hospital  Fund  this  year.  As 
in  the  past  years,  the  City  of  New  York  has  paid  part  of  the  cost  for  care  of 
city-approved  patients.  For  this,  as  well  as  for  sympathetic  cooperation  in  the 
needs  and  problems  of  the  Hospital,  we  express  our  thanks  to  Mayor  La  Guardia, 
Comptroller  McGoldrick,  and  to  other  members  of  the  municipal  government. 

The  School  of  Nursing  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Alfred  L.  Rose,  the  Social 
Service  Department  with  Mrs.  Alfred  A.  Cook  as  President,  the  Neustadter 
Home  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Hirsch,  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Joseph  Klingenstein,  are  all  making  their 
reports  so  that  I  shall  give  no  separate  account  of  their  achievements.  I  do  wish, 
llbwever,  to  thank  them  all  for  their  capable  and  tireless  efforts.  Dr.  Joseph 
Turner,  Director  of  the  Hospital,  and  his  Assistant  Directors,  Drs.  Maxwell  S. 
Frank.  Morris  H.  Kreeger,  and  David  H.  Ross,  have  carried  the  burden  of 
administration  with  inexhaustible  energy  and  ability.  Miss  Grace  A.  Warman, 
Principal  of  the  School  of  Nursing,  and  Mrs.  Fanny  Mendelsohn,  Director  of 
the  Social  Service  Department,  have  earned  our  sincere  thanks  for  their  untiring 
and  fruitful  efforts. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  express  the  Hospital's  gratitude  to  its  many  loyal 
employees,  nurses  and  social  workers,  without  whom  its  work  could  not  have 
been  so  successfully  carried  on.  With  their  continued  help  and  cooperation,  we 
may  look  forward  with  confidence  to  further  usefulness  and  service  in  the 
year  to  come.

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URING  the  year  1944  the  Medical  Staff  adjusted  itself  more  completely  to 


J—^  the  problems  of  carrying  on  with  a  much  depleted  personnel.  The  entry  of 
the  few  additional  doctors  into  the  armed  services  was  in  small  measure  offset 
by  the  return  to  civilian  status  of  several  of  the  Staff  members. 

The  return  of  Dr.  George  Baehr  allowed  the  inauguration  of  a  plan,  new  to 
this  Hospital,  of  placing  a  clinical  service  under  a  full  time  Attending  Physician. 
Dr.  Baehr  and  Dr.  Snapper  were  appointed  in  this  capacity  to  head  the  respec- 
tive medical  services.  Their  duties  also  entail  the  coordination  of  clinical  research 
and  the  integration  ot  medical  education  throughout  the  Hospital.  In  regard 
to  the  latter,  the  first  step  was  to  put  into  operation  a  plan  for  improving  the 
education  of  our  House  Staff.  Considerable  thought  is  being  given  to  the  part 
this  Hospital  must  play  in  the  expansion  of  postgraduate  education  in  the 
immediate  postwar  years.  Provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  us  to  take  our 
part  in  the  completion  of  the  unfinished  training  of  the  younger  men  and  the 
retraining  of  some  of  the  older  ones. 

Medical  Education 

Mount  Sinai  has  for  many  years  taken  an  active  part  in  postgraduate  medical 
education,  and  since  1923  has  given  courses  in  affiliation  with  Columbia  Uni- 
versity's College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The  comparison  of  enrollment  in 
our  courses  during  the  past  three  years  shows  a  drop  immediately  alter  Pearl 
Harbor,  as  well  as  a  large  increase  during  the  past  year.  In  1943-1944,  213 
students  took  the  courses  as  compared  with  59  in  the  previous  year.  A  similar 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  was  noted  in  the  Symposium  on  General 
Surgery.  The  courses  with  the  largest  enrollment  were  Cardiology,  Ophthal- 
mology and  Gastroenterology.  Although  the  majority  of  the  students  came  from 
nearby  states,  doctors  from  Brazil,  Colombia,  Guatemala,  and  the  British  West 
Indies  were  among  the  registrants. 

The  medical  education  work  of  the  Hospital  received  generous  financial  assist- 
ance this  year  through  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Sara  Welt.  Dr.  Welt,  who  had 
been  on  the  Pediatric  service  from  1887  to  the  time  of  her  death  in  1943,  was 
particularly  interested  in  the  education  and  training  of  young  doctors.  The  bulk 
of  her  estate,  which  goes  to  the  Hospital,  is  to  be  used  to  establish  medical 
lellowships  for  graduate  physicians. 

Another  Latin-American  Fellowship  for  study  at  the  Hospital  was  granted 
by  the  Dazian  Foundation  for  Medical  Research,  in  the  interest  of  good  neigh- 
borly relations  with  Latin  America.  It  was  awarded  to  Dr.  Gerardo  Alvarado, 
formerly  Director  of  Public  Health  of  Puerto  Barrios,  Guatemala. 
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The  lectures  to  the  medical  public,  the  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences, 
the  surgical  demonstrations  and  the  many  medical  clinics  in  the  Blumenthal 
Auditorium  and  in  the  Amphitheater  have  had  greatly  increased  attendance. 
The  Hospital  as  usual  participated  in  the  Annual  Graduate  Fortnight  of  the 
New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  which  dealt  this  year  with  "Infections  and 
Their  Treatment."  Many  members  of  the  Mount  Sinai  Staff  delivered  lectures 
and  contributed  clinical  demonstrations  and  scientific  exhibits. 

The  Blumenthal  Auditorium  was  the  scene  of  many  lectures  by  distin- 
guished visitors  and  members  of  our  own  Staff:

Dr.  Albert  B.  Sabin,  Major,  M.C.,  A.U.S.,  Associate  Professor  of  Pediatrics, 
University  of  Cincinnati  College  of  Medicine,  delivered  the  Bela  Schick 
Lecture  on  Studies  on  the  Natural  History  of  Poliomyelitis 

Dr.  Walter  B.  Cannon,  Professor  of  Physiology,  Emeritus,  Harvard  University, 
lectured  on  Significance  of  the  Emotional  Level 

Dr.  John  Romano,  Professor  of  Psychiatry,  College  of  Medicine,  University  of 
Cincinnati,  spoke  on  Psychosomatic  Medicine:  The  Practical  Application  of 
Modern  Psychologic  Concepts  to  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine

Research  in  Progress 

Curtailed  as  it  needs  must  be  by  increased  burdens  due  to  personnel  shortage, 
clinical  investigation  is  still  being  carried  forward  on  all  the  services. 

Medical  Services:  One  of  the  most  important  developments  on  the  Medical 
Services,  and  one  which  has  served  to  improve  the  speed  and  accuracy  of  the 
work,  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  clinical  chemistry  laboratory  in  the  Medical 
Pavilion.  This  laboratory  and  the  separate  clinical  microscopy  laboratory  serve 
both  medical  services  and  take  care  of  routine  analyses,  so  that  only  the  most 
intricate  chemical  analyses  need  be  sent  to  the  central  laboratory.  On  the  sixth 
floor  of  the  Administration  building,  a  new  laboratory  has  been  equipped  for 
special  research,  and  a  second  laboratory  to  be  devoted  to  research  in  nutritional 
chemistry  is  now  under  construction. 

Research  now  In  progress  oil  the  Medical  Services  includes  observations  on 
the  metabolism  of  calcium  in  diseases  ot  the  bones;  and  on  vitamin  A  metabolism 
in  liver  disease,  sprue,  regional  ileitis,  and  other  gastrointestinal  disorders.  Studies 
are  being  made  of  the  effect  of  lecithin  on  the  intestinal  absorption  of  lipoids  and 
of  vitamin  A,  anti-thyrotropic  hormone  of  the  pituitary,  thiouracil  treatment  of 
hyperthyroidism,  the  role  of  disturbances  in  lipoid  metabolism  on  the  develop- 
ment of  vascular  lesions  in  diabetes  mellitus,  edema  in  Kaposi's  sarcoma,  and 
the  influence  of  thiamin  chloride  on  the  vaso-constrictor  effect  of  nicotine.  Investi- 
gations are  continuing  on  methods  for  improving  the  penicillin  therapy  of  sub- 
acute bacterial  endocardities,  and  other  infections;  researches  are  being  organized 
on  the  new  antibiotic  streptomycin.  Micro  technics  for  vitamin  determinations 
in  the  blood  |  ill  be  employed  in  a  study  of  nutrition  in  patients  with  diabetes 
and  other  diseases.  Studies  will  be  continued  on  the  absorption  from  the  gastro- 
intestinal tract  of  water  soluble  and  fat  soluble  vitamins,  and  of  protein,  fat, 
calcium  and  other  minerals,  both  in  persons  with  achylia  gastrica  and  with  dis- 
turbances of  the  small  intestines.  In  collaboration  with  the  Physicist  to  the 
Hospital,  physiological  observations  are  to  be  made  on  the  peripheral  circulation 
and  the  influence  of  a  variety  of  pharmacological,  physical  and  other  factors  upon 
capillary  blood  flow. 

One  of  the  metabolism  laboratories  has  just  completed  a  study  on  the  treat- 
ment of  hyperthyroidism  with  thiouracil.  Another  study  on  production  of  an 
antithyrotropic  factor  is  in  progress. 

In  the  Hematological  Laboratory,  the  Blood  Rank  has  passed  its  sixth  anni- 
versary and  serves  a  useful  function  in  supplying  the  necessary  blood  for  the 
wards  of  the  Hospital.    All  transfusions  given  to  the  Ward  patients  are  subject 
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to  a  careful  follow-up  with  respect  to  reactions,  which  have  been  kept  down 
to  a  minimum  of  less  than  3  percent  chills.  During  the  year  two  additional 
services  were  introduced  by  the  Blood  Bank:  production  of  special  high  titre 
group  A  and  B  serum  by  immunizing  donors  with  the  Witebsky  A  and  B 
substances;  and  the  determination  of  Rh  groupings  so  that  Rh-negative  patients 
could  be  supplied  in  order  to  obviate  any  hemolytic  reactions.  The  research 
work  of  the  Department  dealt  chiefly  with  experimental  work  on  leukemia, 
hemolytic  anemia,  and  refractory  anemias.  Work  has  been  completed  and  will 
soon  be  published  on  Band's  syndrome  associated  with  syphilis;  thiourosil  agranu- 
locytosis; aregenerative  anemia;  and  the  variations  of  bone  marrow  in  leukemic 
states. 

The  Gastroenterology  Group  has  been  very  active.  A  sound  track  moving 
picture  film:  "Drip  Therapy  of  Peptic  Ulcer"  and  another  called  "Pathologic 
Physiology  of  Peptic  Ulcer"  are  being  prepared  for  medical  instruction.  Research 
is  being  carried  on  on  the  effect  of  varying  dosages  of  insulin  on  gastric  secretion 
in  normal  and  peptic  ulcer  patients;  effect  of  quinine  bisulphate  on  the  vagal 
phase  of  gastric  secretion;  study  of  gastric  secretion  during  the  night;  and  post- 
operative studies  in  gastric  secretion  in  ulcer  patients.  Follow-up  study  is  being 
made  of  the  effect  of  vagotomy  plus  partial  gastrectomy  in  ulcer  patients,  on 
the  effect  of  triple  dose  (slowly  absorbed)  atropine  sulphate  on  gastric  secretion 
during  the  night,  and  on  the  therapy  of  indeterminate  ulcerative  colitis  with 
anti-coli  serum,  intravenous  therapy,  and  sulfonamides  plus  penicillin.  The  drip 
therapy  of  peptic  ulcer  is  still  under  observation. 

In  the  Metabolism  Clinic,  studies  have  been  completed  on  insulin  mixtures, 
on  fetal  and  neonatal  mortality  of  women  in  the  prediabetic  period,  and  on 
arteriosclerosis  in  diabetes.  In  preparation  for  publication  are  completed  investi- 
gations on  the  psychological  problems  of  diabetic  children  and  adolescents,  on 
experiences  with  several  special  protamine  insulin  preparations,  on  the  superiority 
of  extemporaneous  insulin  mixtures  and  on  the  treatment  of  diabetic  retinopathy 
with  a  rice  diet.  Still  under  investigation  are  such  problems  as  the  role  of  dietetic 
factors  in  diabetic  retinopathy;  a  study  of  myopathies  in  diabetes;  familial  hyper- 
cholesterolemia in  diabetic  families;  a  study  of  capillary  fragility  in  diabetes  and 
its  relation  to  retinal  hemorrhages.  Further  investigations  are  being  made  of 
globin  and  several  special  protamine  insulin  preparations;  and  a  comparison  is 
in  progress  between  two  groups  of  severe  diabetic  patients,  one  a  control  and 
the  other  a  free  diet  group. 

In  the  Thoracic  Group  a  study  is  being  made  of  the  life  history  of  bronchi- 
ectasis and  the  late  results  of  radiotherapy  in  this  disease.  Other  investigations 
concerned  with  the  bronchi  include  those  in  benign  tumors,  essential  bronchial 
bleeding  simulating  tuberculosis  and  broncholithiasis.  The  early  diagnosis  of 
pulmonary  neoplasms  and  their  microscopic  pathology  is  being  studied.  The 
use  of  induced  pleuritis  for  recurring  pneumothorax  is  being  evaluated. 
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The  Neurological  Service:  Further  studies  are  being  made  of  amyotrophic 
lateral  sclerosis,  multiple  sclerosis  and  the  convulsive  state.  The  results  of  the 
studies  of  primary  lateral  sclerosis  are  ready  for  publication.  The  value  of  electro- 
encephalography is  becoming  more  manifest,  both  in  its  contributions  to  neuro- 
logical diagnosis  and  its  bearing  on  investigative  problems  such  as  hypoglycemia 
and  the  psychoneuroses. 

The  Dermatological  Service:  This  department  has  been  engaged  in  a  number 
ot  investigations,  including  the  use  of  DDT  in  the  treatment  of  pediculi;  of 
copper  salts  in  the  treatment  of  fungus  infections;  the  incidence  of  derma- 
tophytosis  of  the  feet  in  children;  and  cutaneous  manifestation  of  Cushing's 
syndrome.  Studies  are  in  progress  on  antibodies  from  dermatophytes;  on  non- 
fluorescent  fungus  infections  of  the  scalp  and  their  treatment;  on  the  effects 
of  high  and  low  voltage,  and  filtered  and  unfiltered  X-rays  on  paronychia  and 
various  types  of  verrucae;  and  on  total  and  adequate  roentgen  ray  dosage  in 
mycosis  fungoides. 

The  Pediatric  Service:  The  investigative  work  at  present  being  done  on  the 
Pediatric  Service  concerns  itself  with  a  number  of  clinical  subjects,  reports  of 
which  are  in  press  or  in  preparation.  Among  these  are:  an  evaluation  of  the 
Kenny  treatment  of  poliomyelitis;  the  psychologic  reactions  of  diabetic  children; 
meningococcus  pyarthrosis  in  the  new-born;  and  the  heart  in  the  new-born 
period.  A  long  follow-up  study  is  being  conducted  on  hypertension  in  children 
as  well  as  a  follow-up  of  all  kidney  diseases.  In  the  Children's  Allergy  Clinic 
a  new  form  of  diphtheria  toxoid  for  immunization,  and  immunity  to  tetanus 
are  being  investigated. 

The  Surgical  Services:  The  Gastric  Surgery  group  is  engaged  in  clinical  studies 
of  the  gastric  and  gastro-jejunal  ulcer  cases  operated  upon  during  the  past  six 
years,  of  papillomata  of  the  gall  bladder,  and  of  the  results  of  endocholedochal 
sphincterotomy.  It  is  also  making  a  histological  study  of  the  gastric  mucosa  in 
cases  of  chronic  gall  bladder  disease,  a  metabolic  study  in  cases  of  complete 
gastrectomy  and  a  study  of  the  motility  of  the  small  intestine  following  jejunos- 
tomy.  The  operative  procedures  on  carcinoma  of  the  common  bile  duct  are 
being  reviewed. 

The  Intestinal  Surgery  group  is  continuing  its  studies  on  non-specific  ulcera- 
tive colitis  and  regional  ileitis — especially  the  late  results  of  surgical  therapy. 
Further  studies  deal  with  carcinoma  of  the  esophagus,  and  with  the  sulphon- 
amides  in  the  preoperative  preparation  of  intestinal  cases.  The  problem  of  the 
restoration  of  rectal  continuity  following  resection  for  carcinoma  of  the  upper 
rectum  is  being  studied. 

The  Thoracic  Surgery  group  is  investigating  venography  in  the  diagnosis 
of  mediastinal  tumors  and  femeroiliac  thrombosis,  as  well  as  mediastinography 
in  anterior  mediastinal  tumors.  Studies  are  being  made  of  the  precise  localization 
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of  the  trachea;  of  accessory  lobes  of  the  lung;  and  of  the  bronchial  tree  after 
various  operative  procedures.  The  use  of  penicillin  in  bronchiectasis  is  being 
investigated,  as  well  as  its  value  in  preparation  for  operation,  and  postoperative 
use  in  major  thoracic  operations.  A  clinicopathological  study  of  thymic  tumors 
is  being  made.  The  use  of  heparin  subcutaneously  in  combination  with  gelatin 
is  under  study.  Certain  clinical  features  in  relation  to  the  operation  for  hyper- 
tension, as  well  as  methods  for  adrenalectomy  as  an  adjuvant  to  sympathectomy 
in  hypertension,  are  under  investigation. 

The  Urological  Service  is  making  a  survey  of  a  25-year  follow-up  of  renal 
tuberculosis  and  of  renal  tumors. 

The  Gynecological  Service  is  carrying  on  estrogen-androgen  studies  on  patients 
with  artificial  menopause  due  to  various  procedures.  Estrogen  studies  are  being 
made  on  patients  who  have  been  operated  upon  for  carcinoma  of  the  breast, 
before  and  after  oophorectomy.  Investigations  are  being  made  to  determine 
whether  androgens  can  inhibit  estrogens  when  injected  into  castrated  female  mice. 
Primary  malignancy  of  the  Fallopian  tubes  is  being  studied,  as  is  ectopic  preg- 
nancy, reviewed  over  seventeen  years.  The  investigations  of  the  immature  rat 
pregnancy  test,  of  hysterosalpingography,  and  of  X-ray  studies  of  the  levator  ani 
muscle  in  uterine  prolapse,  are  being  continued. 

The  Ophthalmological  Service  is  carrying  on  studies  on  the  hypertensive 
fundus,  including  the  effects  of  sympathectomy;  on  pigment  development  in 
the  eye  of  the  vertebrate  embryo;  on  the  connective  tissue  in  melanosarcoma  of 
the  eye,  with  its  prognostic  significance;  and  on  chemical  changes  in  the  aqueous 
of  glaucoma  patients  as  compared  with  the  normal. 

The  Otological  Service  is  investigating  deafness  from  the  aspect  of  histopatho- 
logical  studies  and,  from  the  clinical  side,  the  extent  of  relief  afforded  by  surgery. 
The  histopathology  of  neoplasms  of  the  temporal  bone  is  being  studied.  The  use 
of  penicillin  in  otitic  infections  is  under  investigation. 

The  Department  of  Radiology  is  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  pulmonary  circu- 
lation of  hyperthyroidism,  of  mediastinal  tumors,  and  of  hypertrophic  gastritis. 
The  size  of  the  gall  bladder  when  visualized  by  various  media  has  been  under 
investigation.  Work  is  being  done  on  dry  bronchiectases,  and  on  "early"  car- 
cinoma of  the  lung.  Salpingography  is  being  extensively  used. 

The  Department  of  Radiotherapy  is  investigating  the  effect  of  testosterone  and 
oophorectomy  in  patients  with  cancer  of  the  breast,  also  the  significance  of  bleed- 
ing from  the  nipple  of  the  breast. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Therapy  is  investigating  the  effect  of  medicated 
whirlpool  baths  on  indolent  wounds. 
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The  Out-Patient  Department  has  always  proved  an  excellent  source  of 
research  material.  During  1944  original  investigations  were  continued  and 
many  problems  undertaken.  In  the  Adult  Allergy  Clinic,  investigations  were 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  value  of  vitamin  C  in  the  treatment  of  hay 
fever  and  other  allergic  manifestations.  The  influence  of  neuro-hormonal  regu- 
lations on  anaphylaxis  and  allergy  was  reported.  In  the  Cardiac  Clinics,  intensive 
treatment  was  given  ambulatory  patients  with  chronic  congestive  heart  failure, 
thus  frequently  obviating  the  need  for  hospitalization. 

In  the  Eye  Clinic,  the  effect  of  treatment  on  a  special  group  of  patients 
with  chronic  inflammatory  disease  of  the  cornea  and  the  uveal  tract  was  studied. 
In  the  Gastrointestinal  Clinic,  the  treatment  of  cardiospasm  with  a  mercury- 
weighted  tube,  gastric  acidity  after  resection  for  ulcer,  tests  for  vagus  nerve 
hyperacidity  in  peptic  ulcer,  and  drip  therapy  for  ulcer  were  investigated.  The 
(1ynecologic.1l  Clinics  studied  treatments  in  trichomonas  vaginalis  vaginitis,  senile 
vaginitis,  leukoplakia,  kraurosis  vulvae,  urinary  incontinence,  and  sterility.  In 
the  Endocrine  Clinic,  the  treatment  of  complete  alopecia  with  hormonal  therapy, 
and  hormonal  bioassays  as  an  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  endocrine  diseases  were 
given  especial  attention.  Some  studies  were  made  in  the  Neurology  Clinic  on 
herpes  zoster  and  Horton's  headaches. 

In  the  Nutrition  Clinic,  plans  were  formulated  for  the  diagnosis  of  subclinical 
nutritional  deficiencies  through  the  application  of  microchemical  analyses.  Studies 
were  also  carried  out  here  on  vitamin  A  metabolism,  nutritional  deficiency  fol- 
lowing subtotal  gastrectomy,  familial  hypercholesterolemia  (xanthomatosis)  and 
arteriosclerotic  heart  disease.  In  the  Pediatric  Clinic,  investigtions  were  con- 
tinued on  cryptorchidism,  malnutrition,  and  certain  behavior  problems.  The 
effects  of  zinc  peroxide  on  ulcers,  and  penicillin  in  an  ointment  base  for  pyogenic 
skin  conditions  were  observed  in  the  Skin  Clinic  and  its  radiotherapy  unit.  This 
Clinic  has  also  studied  the  effects  of  filtered  and  unfiltered  roentgen  rays  on 
keloids  and  monilial  paronychia.  Finally,  in  the  Thyroid  Clinic,  thiouracil 
therapy  was  studied,  as  well  as  the  causes  of  exophthalmos.

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  expression 
must  be  made  of  the  sense  of  personal  loss  felt  in  the  death  of  Waldemar  Kops, 
the  President  of  the  Hospital.

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OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 


AN  Out-Patient  Department  has  three  basic  functions:  to  serve  ambulatory 
l  patients  who  cannot  afford  private  medical  care,  to  train  professional  and 
non-professional  personnel,  and  to  contribute  to  medical  research;  and  in  its 
71st  year,  our  Department  has  fulfilled  all  these  functions.  It  has  been  con- 
fronted with  difficulties  common  to  all  clinics,  largely  caused  by  war  conditions. 
It  has  succeeded,  nevertheless,  in  maintaining  standards  at  a  high  level,  despite 
the  fact  that  202  of  our  Clinic  doctors  and  many  other  personnel  have  left  to 
serve  with  the  armed  forces  and  that  materials  have  been  increasingly  difficult 
to  obtain. 

Patients  of  all  ages  and  many  races  and  religions  have  been  served  by  our 
Out-Patient  Department.  In  1944,  a  total  of  20,574  individual  patients,  7,118 
of  whom  were  new  admissions,  made  230,730  visits  to  the  various  clinics — an 
average  of  784  visits  for  each  clinic  day.  The  new  admissions  decreased  1  percent 
as  compared  with  1943,  and  the  total  number  of  patient  visits  decreased  7  per- 
cent. Similar  decreases  have  been  reported  by  virtually  all  voluntary  and 
governmental  hospital  clinics  throughout  the  country,  and  are  undoubtedly  due 
to  current  high  levels  of  employment;  to  the  improvement  in  the  health  of  the 
community  as  a  whole;  to  shifts  of  population  to  defense- work  areas;  and  to 
the  large  number  of  men  who  have  joined  the  armed  forces.  In  an  attempt 
to  counteract  the  shortage  of  doctors  in  some  of  the  clinics,  the  number  of 
revisits  has  been  reduced  by  spacing  them  further  apart. 

Each  patient  averaged  about  12  visits  in  1944,  a  figure  which  is  among  the 
highest,  if  not  the  highest,  of  any  voluntary  clinic  in  New  York  City.  The 
Clinic  filled  179,964  prescriptions,  representing  an  average  of  about  9  prescrip- 
tions per  patient.  No  patient  was  ever  denied  medication,  regardless  of  the  cost 
of  the  drug  or  his  ability  to  pay  for  it. 

In  the  past,  admissions  were  limited  to  those  living  in  the  immediate  dis- 
trict, yet  because  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  in  the  past  two  years, 
the  Clinic  has  accepted  many  applicants  beyond  our  district;  and  it  has  never 
refused  care  if  facilities  for  proper  therapy  were  not  available  where  the  patient 
resided. 

Through  detailed  case  histories  of  the  social  and  financial  backgrounds  of 
each  patient,  the  Clinic  has  made  a  careful  effort  to  limit  its  services  to  those 
who  definitely  could  not  afford  private  care.  The  indigency  of  the  patients  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  low  Clinic  fees,  51  percent  of  all  patients 
were  admitted  free.   It  is  of  interest  that  refugee  patients,  who  a  few  years  ago 
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constituted  one-fifth  of  our  new  patients,  during  this  year  dropped  to  only 
0.4  percent  of  total  new  admissions. 

A  large  number  of  professional  and  lay  personnel  were  present  daily  to  care 
for  the  patients.  An  average  of  156  members  of  the  professional  staff  of  414 
physicians  and  dentists  worked  in  the  Clinic  each  day.  Assisting  the  doctors 
were  25  nurses,  19  social  service  workers,  as  well  as  the  additional  personnel 
essential  to  the  functioning  of  the  clinics.  Forty-six  volunteers  and  one  dietician 
devoted  several  days  a  week  throughout  the  year  to  its  work. 

The  foregoing  is  merely  a  recital  of  cold  facts  and  figures  which  are  easy 
to  present.  Yet  all  of  these  figures  represent  cases  of  individual  men,  women 
and  children,  each  with  his  or  her  special  problem.  The  care  of  all  these  persons 
required  and  received  the  devoted  skill  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
protessional  and  lay  staffs. 

Preventive  Medicine: 

In  addition  to  its  work  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  poor,  the  Out- 
patient Department  distributed  various  public  health  pamphlets,  dealing  with 
personal  hygiene,  the  recognition  and  control  of  contagious  diseases,  proper 
diet  and  exercise.  Dieticians  instructed  patients  and  the  mothers  of  young 
patients  in  the  economical  buying  and  preparation  of  foods. 

Child  care  played  a  large  part  111  the  daily  schedule  of  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  In  the  Pediatric  Clinic,  the  Well-Baby  group  to  help  mothers  keep 
their  infants  in  good  health  was  continued.  Immunization  against  some  of  the 
contagious  diseases  was  carried  out.  In  the  same  Clinic,  malnutrition  in  an 
otherwise  well  child  was  studied  and  treated.  Other  clinics  continued  coopera- 
tion with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  aid  in  the  control 
ot  a  ringworm  epidemic  in  New  York  City. 

( )ther  steps  were  taken  in  the  various  clinics  to  give  medical  aid  to  an  ever- 
widening  group.  Blindness  from  glaucoma  was  more  effectively  treated  in  the 
Eye  Clinic  through  a  group  formed  for  the  special  study  of  this  disease,  in 
cooperation  with  local  and  national  societies.  Special  charts,  a  technician  to  test 
visual  fields,  a  psychiatric  worker  who  is  giving  Rorschach  tests  to  glaucoma 
patients — all  these  have  focussed  new  attention  upon  glaucoma  therapy. 
Domiciliary  care  of  cardiac  patients  too  ill  to  attend  the  Clinic  was  arranged 
by  assigning  physicians  for  home  visits.  Begun  in  1943,  this  service  has  expanded 
and  promises  further  community  usefulness.  The  Henry  Street  Visiting  Nursing 
Service  collaborated  in  this  work. 

In  other  clinics,  the  assistance  of  an  additional  podiatrist  has  minimized  foot 
complications  often  associated  with  diabetes  and  peripheral  vascular  diseases.  An 
additional  session  was  established  in  the  Dental  Clinic  for  diagnosis  and  recom- 
mendation of  therapy  for  dental  diseases.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the 
hospitalization  of  patients  for  penicillin  therapy  for  gonorrheal  infections  resistant 
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to  the  sulfa  drugs.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Nutrition  Clinic,  health  in  patients 
was  improved  through  education  in  proper  diet  and  weight  control. 

Medical  Education:  As  in  the  past,  the  clinics  have  offered  the  professional 
personnel  a  broad  and  varied  opportunity  for  study.  Material  from  the  clinics 
was  used  in  postgraduate  courses  given  at  the  Hospital  in  affiliation  with  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia  University.  Conferences  held 
regularly  by  physicians  in  the  various  clinics  for  the  presentation  and  discussion 
of  problems  in  diagnosis  and  therapy,  and  by  Hospital  Attending  Physicians 
established  a  closer  relationship  between  the  Ward  and  Clinic  services.  The 
Clinical  Assistants  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  ward  rounds,  as  well  as 
the  many  lectures  and  conferences  held  in  the  Hospital.  Members  of  the  House 
Staff  on  some  of  the  Services  were  able  to  continue  treatment  of  discharged  ward 
patients  in  the  clinics,  under  supervision.  The  nurses  benefited  as  well  from 
the  broad  cross-section  of  cases  which  came  to  these  clinics;  and  all  student 
nurses  served  for  eight  weeks  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  to  learn  nursing 
care  of  the  ambulatory  ill. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  has  always  proved  an  excellent  source  of 
research  material.  Some  of  the  investigations  and  problems  undertaken  are 
described  in  the  Medical  Report  in  this  book. 

Despite  the  difficult  problems  which  presented  themselves  during  the  past 
year,  we  believe  the  results  have  been  satisfactory  in  terms  of  useful  service. 
In  conclusion,  I  want  to  extend  my  .sincere  thanks  to  the  many  doctors,  nurses, 
social  workers,  volunteer  aides,  and  lay  personnel  who  so  ably  served  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  and  who  were  responsible  for  effectively  ministering 
to  its  patients.

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BACTERIOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

Routine  Work  in  Bacteriology  and  Serology:  As  may  be  seen  from  statistical 
tables  in  another  section  of  this  Report,  the  total  number  of  bacteriological 
examinations  performed  tor  the  Ward,  Semi-Private,  and  Private  Pavilions 
increased  approximately  3  percent  in  1Q44.  Little  change  occurred  in  the  number 
of  examinations  done  in  the  Serology  Laboratory  for  various  services. 

During  1944,  the  number  of  pneumococcus  typings  and  Neufeld  tests  showed 
decreases,  whereas  there  were  increases  in  the  number  of  blood  groupings,  guinea 
pig  inoculations,  Loewenstein  cultures  tor  tuberculosis,  agglutination  and  pre- 
cipitation reactions,  special  anaerobic  cultures  and  heterophile  reactions.  Although 
the  tests  showing  increase  were  all  time-consuming,  it  is  difficult  to  evaluate 
statistically  the  additional  strain  put  on  the  Laboratories. 
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At  the  beginning  of  1944,  in  anticipation  of  the  release  of  penicillin  for 
civilian  use,  preparation  was  made  to  provide  laboratory  facilities  for  accurate 
and  scientific  use  of  the  drug  and  to  permit  experimental  and  clinical  research 
in  the  field.  Due  to  this  preliminary  organization  the  Laboratory  was  able  to 
undertake  the  work  as  soon  as  the  drug  was  released.  The  routine  work  con- 
nected with  penicillin  may  be  grouped  as  follows:  penicillin  susceptibility  tests, 
studies  on  the  concentration  of  penicillin  in  the  blood  and  other  body  fluids  in 
the  course  of  treatment,  and  preparation  of  crude  penicillin  for  topical  applica- 
tion to  wounds  and  cavities.  The  work  carried  out  has  aided  clinicians  to 
evaluate  the  results  of  the  therapy  and  make  good  use  of  the  drug.  The  deter- 
mination of  the  susceptibility  of  the  individual  microorganism  to  penicillin  indi- 
cates in  advance  the  dosage  necessary  for  therapy.  The  studies  on  the  level  of 
penicillin  in  the  patient  serve  to  determine  whether  the  concentration  necessary 
for  successful  therapy  has  been  obtained. 

Research  Activities:  Joint  investigations  carried  out  with  the  medical  services 
and  other  clinical  services,  in  connection  with  various  aspects  of  penicillin 
therapy,  are  described  in  the  Medical  Report.  In  the  Bacteriology  Laboratories, 
investigations  were  conducted  along  the  following  lines: 

A  completed  study  on  protein-sulfonamide  conjugation  demonstrated  that  sul- 
fonamides conjugated  with  specific  antigenicity.  The  immunological  specificity 
was  demonstrated  by  means  of  anaphylaxis  and  the  Shwartzman  phenomenon. 

The  use  of  penicillin  was  subjected  to  careful  study  and  analysis.  Several 
studies  were  made,  one  of  which  demonstrated  an  enhanced  production  of 
penicillin  made  possible  by  the  addition  of  cellophane  to  fluid  media.  As  a 
result  of  this  procedure,  the  time  of  production  of  penicillin  was  shortened  and 
it  reached  higher  concentrations  in  larger  total  volumes  than  in  control  cultures. 
In  the  more  recent  experiments  with  the  use  of  a  larger  number  of  cellophane 
strips,  a  yield  of  penicillin  was  obtained  tenfold  greater  than  with  the  other 
laboratory  small-scale  methods  available.  Thus  the  work  made  possible  a  method 
for  enhanced  production  of  penicillin  on  a  small  scale.  It  also  may  aid  in 
understanding  the  mechanism  of  penicillin  production. 

Another  investigation  dealt  with  the  nature  of  resistance  of  certain  micro- 
organisms to  the  effect  of  penicillin.  There  are  many  microorganisms,  especially 
those  which  cause  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  dysentery  infections,  B.  coli,  B.  proteus, 
etc.,  which  are  assumed  to  be  refractory  to  penicillin.  In  investigations  on  these 
bacteria  it  was  found  that,  contrary  to  the  prevailing  impression,  the  organisms 
are  not  totally  resistant  to  penicillin.  An  erroneous  impression  resulted  from  lack 
of  realization  that  there  existed  a  strict  quantitative  relationship  between  the 
number  of  microorganisms  exposed  to  the  action  of  penicillin  and  the  amount 
of  penicillin  necessary  to  inhibit  their  growth.  Thus,  when  an  excessive  number 
of  bacteria  were  employed,  the  effect  of  penicillin  was  overlooked. 

With  the  above  observations  as  a  starting  point,  it  was  found  that  the  resist- 
ant bacteria,  in  contrast  to  the  susceptible  ones,  are  capable  of  counteracting  the 
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effect  of  penicillin  by  the  use  of  certain  substances  present  in  the  medium  or 
in  the  blood.  These  counteracting  substances  will  be  called  "anti-penicillin" 
substances.  The  anti-penicillin  substances  were  further  identified  as  amino- 
acids.    They  all  seem  to  contain  a  certain  chemical  group  in  common. 

When  grown  in  media  from  which  these  aminoacids  were  eliminated,  the 
resistant  bacteria  became  significantly  more  susceptible  to  penicillin  and  in  many 
instances  nearly  as  sensitive  as  those  belonging  to  the  susceptible  group.  Later 
it  was  found  that  methionine  is  capable  of  opposing  the  anti-penicillin  effect  of 
aminoacids  described  above,  and  thus  renders  the  resistant  organisms  susceptible 
to  penicillin  even  in  the  presence  of  anti-penicillin  substances.  Finally  it  was 
observed  that  some  strains  of  normal  human  and  animal  plasma  were  also 
capable  of  rendering  resistant  bacteria  susceptible  to  the  effect  of  penicillin. 

Inasmuch  as  the  aminoacids  and  plasma  capable  of  rendering  resistant 
organisms  susceptible  to  penicillin  are  innocuous  to  man  and  animals,  attempts 
are  under  way  to  determine  whether  the  use  of  these  substances  in  conjunction 
with  penicillin  could  extend  the  field  of  penicillin  therapy  to  new  diseases. 

Studies  on  the  use  of  electron  microscopy  on  the  virus  of  lymphocytic 
choriomeningitis  were  already  reported  in  1943.  It  was  possible  to  observe  the 
etiological  factor  of  the  disease  by  the  use  of  a  special  method  developed  in  the 
Laboratory  tor  the  purification  of  the  material  containing  the  virus.  During 
1944  additional  supporting  evidence  was  accumulated  to  prove  that  the  bodies 
observed  were  the  etiological  factors  of  the  disease. 

In  the  second  part  of  last  year,  attempts  were  made  to  render  visible  the 
etiological  agents  of  poliomyelitis,  pseudorabies  and  other  viruses  derived  from 
clinical  material. 

The  relationships  between  viruses  and  the  host  which  they  attack,  are  com- 
plex and  interesting  from  the  clinical  and  epidemiological  points  of  view  and 
have  been  the  subject  of  several  studies.  Failures  to  identify  virus  diseases  in 
man  and  to  trace  their  origin  in  intermediate  animal  carriers  are  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  manifestations  of  the  same  virus  disease  may  assume  diverse  forms 
in  various  animal  species.  Thus  the  ability  of  a  given  virus  to  attack  one  or 
another  organ,  to  enter  the  body  through  different  routes,  and  to  elicit 
one  or  another  type  of  injury,  may  differ  from  species  to  species.  In  order 
to  elucidate  the  mechanism  of  these  variations,  a  series  of  investigations  was 
begun  a  few  years  ago  and  was  previously  reported  at  various  stages.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  information  has  already  been  published.  Further  progress 
was  made  in  1944.  The  studies  in  their  completed  form  make  possible  the 
formulation  of  the  following  mechanism,  taking  the  virus  of  lymphocytic  chorio- 
meningitis as  an  example: 

A  virus  may  be  so  modified  by  continual  passage  through  one  animal  species 
that  its  behavior  in  another  species  may  be  significantly  altered  from  that  in  its 
pre-passage  state.  Thus,  certain  human  strains  of  the  virus  of  lymphocytic 
choriomeningitis  were  capable  of  producing  in   mice  only  a  localized  mild 
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meningitis  and  that  only  by  way  of  the  brain.  After  passage  through  guinea 
pigs  the  same  virus  acquired  the  ability  to  enter  the  body  not  only  by  way 
of  the  brain  but  by  other  routes  as  well  (peritoneum)  and  to  produce  a  fatal 
and  generalized  infection  involving  most  of  the  organs  of  mice.  Conversely, 
pre-passage  of  the  virus  in  mice  produced  a  mild  and  localized  form  of  the 
disease  in  mice  and  guinea  pigs,  and  only  by  the  cerebral  route. 

Animals  are  known  to  play  the  role  of  carriers  of  human  virus  infections. 
It  is  obvious  that  the  understanding  of  changes  which  the  virus  may  undergo 
during  its  migrations  through  intermediate  animal  reservoirs  may  facilitate  the 
study  of  the  epidemiological  origin  of  human  infections. 

CHEMISTRY  LABORATORIES 

In  1944  the  number  of  specimens  analyzed  in  the  Chemistry  Routine  Labo- 
ratory maintained  the  level  of  the  preceding  year.  Since  each  specimen  calls 
for  an  average  of  two  and  one-half  individual  analyses,  the  actual  number  of 
such  examinations  now  exceed  40,000  each  year. 

The  number  of  analyses  carried  out  in  the  six  Clinical  Microscopy  Labora- 
tories has  increased  5  percent,  as  shown  in  the  statistical  reports.  The  produc- 
tion of  sterile  dextrose  solution,  used  throughout  the  Hospital  for  intravenous 
transfusions  and  certain  medications,  again  has  increased  5  percent. 

The  impact  of  the  war  has  been  felt  to  an  even  greater  extent  than  in  the 
preceding  years  in  the  turnover  of  scientific  and  technical  personnel,  in  delay  of 
deliveries  of  supplies,  lack  of  replacements  and  repair  of  plant  and  equipment. 

Much  time  and  thought  have  been  given  to  the  formulation  of  postwar 
plans  for  a  modern  laboratory,  with  adequate  space  for  all  present-day  aids  to 
routine,  and  for  research  in  physiological  and  pathological  chemistry,  endo- 
crinology, pharmacology,  experimental  gastroenterology,  and  other  scientific 
activities  based  on  the  application  of  progressive  chemical  and  physico-chemical 
methods  to  disease  phenomena. 

Vitamin  Studies:  Chemical,  physiological,  and  nutritional  studies  of  the  fat- 
soluble  vitamin  A  were  continued  under  grants  from  the  U.  S.  Office  of 
Scientific  Research  and  Development,  from  the  Nutrition  Foundation,  and 
from  other  sources.  The  installation  of  a  Beckman  Photoelectric  Quartz  Spec- 
trophotometer and  of  a  shaking  autoclave  for  chemical  syntheses  at  high 
pressures  have  contributed  to  the  progress  of  this  work.  Related  investiga- 
tions are  in  progress  concerning  carotene,  the  yellow  pigment  of  carrots  and 
the  precursor  of  vitamin  A,  in  regard  to  its  stability,  utilization,  and  conversion 
into  vitamin  A. 

Chemotherapy:  Numerous  new  chemical  compounds,  useful  as  intermediates  in 
the  synthesis  of  quinones  of  the  adrenochrome  type,  have  been  prepared  in 
continuation  of  a  program  to  combat  high  blood  pressure  by  chemo-therapeutic 
means. 
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The  impregnating  process  tor  the  production  ot  "Sulfagauze,"  a  surgical 
gauze  containing  up  to  one-fifth  of  its  weight  of  sulfanilamide,  invented  in  this 
department,  is  now  carried  out  by  an  industrial  firm;  the  material  has  been 
used  tor  investigative  purposes  in  this  and  other  institutions.  Its  clinical  use 
has  been  reported  to  yield  favorable  results  in  the  packing  of  infected  cavities 
after  abdominal,  renal,  gynecological,  and  orthopedic  operations. 

Endocrinology:  In  collaboration  with  Staff  members  of  the  Medical  Services, 
studies  on  experimental  hyperthyroidism  were  continued.  A  new  apparatus  for 
the  determination  of  the  basal  metabolic  rate  of  rabbits  was  constructed  and 
used  to  estimate  the  increase  in  basal  metabolic  rate  of  animals  receiving  the 
so-called  thyrotropic  hormone.  After  two  to  three  weeks  of  treatment,  the 
effect  is  tound  to  be  reversed  and  a  basal  metabolic  rate  lower  than  the  original 
control  level  is  obtained.  The  significance  of  this  paradoxical  observation  is 
being  studied  with  special  reterence  to  human  hyperthyroidism. 

Extensive  investigations  were  conducted  on  the  use  of  thiouracil  in  the 
treatment  of  Graves'  disease.  Certain  conclusions  were  reached  as  to  the  merits, 
the  indications,  and  the  limitations  of  this  treatment,  both  in  lieu  of  operation 
ami  as  preoperative  therapy. 

Gastroenterological  Research:  In  collaboration  with  the  Surgical  Service  the 
efficacy  of  a  new  predigested  aliment  used  for  feeding  patients  with  jejunostomy 
has  been  demonstrated  in  regard  to  their  body  weight  and  the  elimination  of 
cramps  and  diarrhea;  two  reports  on  this  subject  are  in  press.  In  collaboration 
with  the  Gastroenterological  group  of  the  Medical  Services,  the  investigations 
of  drip  therapy  for  peptic  ulcer,  and  of  nocturnal  gastric  secretion  in  normal 
people  and  in  ulcer  patients,  were  continued.  A  color  and  sound  film  is  being 
prepared  to  teach  the  technique  of  this  therapy  and  to  demonstrate  the  physio- 
logical factors  in  the  genesis  and  healing  of  stomach  ulcers.  A  new  chemical 
stimulus  has  been  found  which  induces  without  inflammation  mucous  secretion 
of  a  constant  alkalinity.  The  toluidine-blue  staining  technique  for  mucous 
smears  and  tissue  sections  was  improved  and  applied  to  a  series  of  mucous  tissues 
from  various  organs  and  species.  The  relation  of  gastric  mucus  to  induced 
experimental  cancer  of  the  stomach  was  reviewed.  Together  with  the  Gyne- 
cological Service,  the  chemistry  and  physiology  of  pure  cervical  mucus  was 
studied  and  compared  with  that  of  gastric  mucus.  Clinical  studies  on  surgical 
vagotomy  in  peptic  ulcer,  and  on  the  application  of  androgen  determination 
in  various  disorders,  were  completed  and  prepared  for  publication. 

Educational  Activities:  Members  of  the  professional  staff  attended  and  addressed 
several  national  and  local  meetings.  The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Physiological 
Chemistry  Seminar  included  such  subjects  as:  "The  Synthesis  of  Quinine," 
"Microanalytical  Methods  for  the  Determination  of  Nutritional  Standards,"  "The 
Nutritional  Value  and  Clinical  Application  of  Protein  Hydrolysates/'  and  "Car- 
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cinogenic  Hydrocarbons."  The  Gastroenterological  Laboratory  continued  its 
monthly  Journal  Club. 

During  the  last  year  we  were  able  to  be  of  assistance,  both  by  suggestions 
and  demonstrations,  to  various  army  and  navy  laboratory  personnel,  particularly 
to  several  stationed  in  this  district. 

PHYSICS  LABORATORY 

During  most  of  the  year  1944,  the  Physicist  was  on  leave  of  absence  to  the 
U.  S.  War  Department  for  specialized  war-related  research  leading  to  the  pub- 
lication of  a  number  of  War  Department  monographs  (restricted)  on  a  climatic 
research  project.  Throughout  this  leave  of  absence,  however,  the  Physicist  was 
available  at  week  ends  for  urgent  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Department  of  Physiotherapy,  the  heating  effect 
of  short  waves  in  the  lumbar  canal  was  investigated  with  especially  designed 
thermocouples.  Other  research  activities  which  were  resumed  toward  the  end 
of  the  year  included  the  construction  of  an  electronic  dermatometer  for  the  study 
of  peripheral  nerve  lesions,  of  a  strain  gauge  plethysmograph  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  peripheral  circulation,  of  a  chronaxymeter,  and  of  a  Geiger-Mueller 
counter  for  measurement  of  radio-active  tracers. 

PATHOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

Routine.  During  the  year  1944,  321  autopsies  were  performed,  118  of  which 
included  an  examination  of  the  brain  carried  out  by  the  Laboratory  of  Neuro- 
pathology. The  Ophthalmopathologic  Laboratory  made  12  eye  examinations 
and  the  Otopathologic  Laboratory  examined  14  temporal  bones. 

During  the  year  the  Laboratories  received  5566  specimens  from  the  opera- 
ting rooms  for  diagnosis,  including  26  eyes  which  were  prepared  and  examined 
by  the  Ophthalmopathologic  Laboratory.  The  Hematologic  Laboratory  made 
2077  special  examinations. 

Education.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1944,  there  were  nine  Fellows  and  voluntary 
assistants  working  on  a  full-time  basis  in  the  Laboratory,  and  one  part-time 
research  assistant.  Four  of  these  workers  held  fellowships  of  the  Hospital,  and 
four  were  recipients  of  stipends  from  the  Dazian  Foundation.  In  addition,  two 
of  the  members  of  the  House  Staff  were  assigned  to  the  Laboratory  for  a  short 
period.  These  physicians  performed  autopsies  and  recorded  their  observations. 
Through  this  routine  performance  which  is  closely  supervised  by  the  per- 
manent staff  of  the  Laboratory,  members  of  the  House  Staff  are  trained  in  the 
principles  of  pathologic  anatomy  and  acquire  a  great  deal  of  factual  informa- 
tion. The  surgical  material  offers  them  opportunity  to  study  surgical  pathology. 
Their  work  in  the  Laboratory  meets  the  training  requirements  in  the  basic 
sciences  of  various  specialty  boards,  in  particular  that  of  the  American  Board 
of  Pathology,  which  requires  a  minimum  of  two  years'  training  in  surgical 
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pathology  and  morbid  anatomy.  All  physicians  who  have  received  such  training 
at  our  hands  in  the  past  have  become  Diplomates  of  this  Board.  All  of  them 
have  chosen  pathology  as  a  career  and  have  been  selected  by  a  number  of 
hospitals  throughout  the  eastern  states  to  direct  their  pathological  laboratories. 
Six  of  them  are  serving  with  the  armed  forces  in  this  field  of  medicine. 

In  addition  to  this  fundamental  educational  function,  the  Laboratory  carried 
on  an  active  general  post-graduate  teaching  program  during  the  past  year.  Post- 
graduate courses  were  given  in  Genera]  Pathology,  Pathology  of  the  Liver  and 
Cardiovascular  System,  Neuropathology,  and  Ophthalmopathology.  The  Hos- 
pital's weekly  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  have  retained  the  competent 
clinical  guidance  which  made  them  so  attractive  to  the  medical  profession  in 
the  past.  In  recent  months  a  clinicopathologic  conference  open  only  to  the 
House  Staff  has  been  conducted  bi-monthly. 

The  extra-mural  teaching  activities  of  the  stall  of  the  Laboratory  of 
Pathology  included  lectures  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  at  the  New  York  University  Medical  School.  A  series  of 
lectures  was  given  at  the  Wartime  Graduate  Medical  Meeting  in  the  Bruns 
General  Hospital,  Santa  Fe,  N.  M,  and  a  clinical  pathological  conference  was 
conducted  at  the  Station  Hospital  of  Camp  Kilmer,  N.  J. 

Research.  The  publications  by  members  of  the  Laboratory  are  listed  with 
those  of  the  Medical  Stall.  Various  pieces  of  research  are  under  way  and  show 
considerable  promise. 

Members  of  the  Cancer  Research  Laboratory  have  successfully  treated  mouse 
carcinoma  with  folic  acul.  Because  folic  acid  is  a  crystalline  pure  substance,  its 
effect  upon  malignant  neoplasm  can  now  be  studied  in  quantitative  relations. 
The  investigations  and  reports  of  the  group  have  attracted  the  interest  of  com- 
petent workers  in  this  field  throughout  the  country. 

Experiments  have  been  concluded  on  the  action  of  certain  quinones  on 
experimentally  produced  hypertension  in  dogs.  One  quinone  in  particular  has 
been  found  w  hich  reduces  hypertension  without  producing  any  toxic  effects. 

Studies  hive  been  continued  on  the  influence  of  drugs  upon  the  electro- 
encephalogram and  results  have  been  reported  in  two  recent  publications. 

The  pathogenesis  of  vascular  diseases  of  the  brain  with  special  reference 
to  cerebral  hemorrhage  is  being  studied.  These  investigations  are  carried  out 
with  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  (ireater  New  York  Fund. 

Two  of  our  physicians  have  carried  out  investigations  on  the  water  absorp- 
tion of  collagen  tissue  in  scurvy  and  sensitivity  states.  These  studies  aim  to 
establish  evidence  of  an  altered  colloid  state  of  this  tissue  in  conditions  in  which 
the  microscope  does  not  reveal  any  alteration. 

The  pressure  of  routine  duties  and  the  present  scarcity  of  competent  assist- 
ants has  forced  a  curtailment  of  research.  Nevertheless,  the  major  scientific 
problems  which  have  been  under  investigation  in  the  past  years  have  been 
carried  forward  and  some  new  investigations  of  promise  have  been  started. 
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THE  year  1944  market!  the  63rd  year  of  the  Mount  Sinai  School  of  Nursing. 
At  the  close  ot  this  year  there  were  328  enrolled  students,  ot  whom  145  were 
members  of  the  U.  S.  Cadet  Nurse  Corps.  Despite  the  increased  number  of 
students,  the  Hospital  has  felt  very  keenly  the  shortage  of  nursing  personnel; 
and  to  help  meet  this  reduction  in  staff,  the  School  enrolled  56  students  in 
February  and  84  in  September,  1944,  even  though  these  extra  students  tended 
to  overload  the  housing  and  other  facilities.  Of  these  students,  123  successfully 
completed  their  five  months'  preliminary  training  period  and  were  "capped." 
Eighty-one  students  of  the  School  were  graduated  and  took  the  State  Board 
examinations  to  receive  their  licenses  as  registered  nurses. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  census  of  the  nursing  department  revealed 
clearly  the  drastic  reductions  in  staff  with  which  the  Hospital  has  had  to  cope. 
At  that  time  the  department  included:

Despite  the  acute  shortage  of  nurses  and  the  greatly  increased  work  load,  the 
loyalty  of  the  nursing  staff  has  been  such  that  the  service  to  patients  has  been 
maintained  at  a  high  level  of  efficiency.  During  the  year  there  were  122  resigna- 
tions from  the  graduate  staff,  which  of  itself  is  indicative  of  the  problems  which 
had  to  be  faced.  Heavy  turnover  of  personnel  means  orientation  and  extra 
supervision.  It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  of  the  staff  nurses  who  left,  65  did 
so  in  order  to  join  the  armed  services;  similarly  26  left  the  registry  for  military 
service. 

On  the  teaching  staff  of  our  School  of  Nursing  there  have  fortunately  been 
no  changes  in  the  faculty,  but  one  additional  ward  instructor  was  appointed  to 
instruct  students  assigned  to  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions.  During 
this  past  year,  classroom  work  was  continued  during  the  entire  summer  instead 
of  being  discontinued  in  July  and  August,  as  in  former  years.  This  was  made 
necessary  by  the  wartime  acceleration  of  the  schedule  to  meet  the  two  and 
one-half  year  completion  requirement.  A  total  of  3,584  hours  of  formal  instruc- 
tion were  given,  85  percent  of  which  were  given  by  full  time  instructors  and 
15  percent  by  physicians  and  special  lecturers.  There  was  also  valuable  clinical 
instruction  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  comprising  about  10,000  hours  more 
of  teaching,  including  planned  conferences  and  clinics  by  ward  instructors  and 
head  nurses. 

As  usual,  each  student  received  a  full  medical  examination,  good  care  if  she 
fell  ill,  and  a  final  health  examination  upon  completion  of  her  course.  The 
general  health  of  our  students  was  good,  as  they  averaged  this  year  only  7.4 
days  of  illness,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  10.5  days  last  year.  The  graduate 
nurses  also  shared  the  better  health  figures.  Doctors  Solon  S.  Bernstein  and 
Samuel  H.  Averbuck,  having  more  than  satisfactorily  completed  their  years  of 
service  as  Physicians  to  the  School  of  Nursing,  were  in  1944  succeeded  by 
Dr.  Emanuel  Z.  Epstein.  To  these  doctors  go  the  warm  thanks  of  the  student 
body,  the  faculty,  the  nursing  staff,  and  the  Directors  and  Olficers  of  the  School. 

Although  the  pressure  of  work  has  been  great,  certain  social  and  extra- 
curricular activities  have  been  carried  on  by  student-nurse  committees,  assisted 
by  the  faculty  and  the  physical  education  instructor.  Particularly  popular  were 
the  concerts  by  the  Student  Glee  Club,  the  Hobby  Show  and  the  sports  program

carried  on  in  competition  with  other  schools  of  nursing.  Both  students  and 
graduate  nurses  were  active  in  the  war  bond  and  war  stamp  sales,  and  the 
students  alone  sold  approximately  $10,000  worth  of  both. 

In  order  to  train  our  faculty  members  of  the  future,  financial  aid  to  pursue 
additional  study  was  given  to  several  members  of  the  nursing  staff.  Miss  Blanche 
Gubersky  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  attend  Teachers  College.  Thirteen 
other  nurses  have  pursued  part  time  college  work  during  the  vear.  Miss  Ruth 
Spink,  night  supervisor,  completed  her  course  and  received  her  B.S.  degree. 
In  order  that  the  t acuity  and  the  head  nurses  might  keep  fully  abreast  of  new 
medical  developments,  the  department  staff  conferences  have  been  continued  and 
special  speakers  have  addressed  them  on  subjects  of  contemporary  medical 
interest,  such  as:  Therapeutic  Value  of  Penicillin  and  its  Administration; 
Medical  Progress  in  the  Army  with  Special  Relation  to  the  Treatment  of  Malaria; 
The  Therapeutic  Value  and  Administration  ot  Insulin  under  Modern  Tech- 
niques. Faculty  members  have  also  attended  many  professional  nursing  organi- 
zation meetings,  institutes  and  conventions.  The  scope  of  our  library  facilities 
has  been  increased  and  every  effort  made  10  make  these  of  greater  usefulness  to 
both  graduate  and  student  nurses.  A  handbook  for  the  information  and 
guidance  o!  graduate  nurses  was  compiled  and  is  now  distributee]  to  each 
member  ot  the  stall  at  the  time  ot  appointment. 

The  School  shared  the  grief  and  shock  occasioned  by  the  deaths  of  two 
Presidents  of  our  Hospital,  Mr.  Leo  Arnstein  and  Mr.  Waldemar  Kops.  Both 
Mr.  Arnstein  and  Mr.  Kops  were  scr\ ing  as  Directors  of  the  School;  and  both 
for  years  had  been  deeply  interested  in  it  as  one  ot  the  important  functions  of 
the  Hospital.  The  aid  of  these  two  men  in  the  administration  of  the  School 
and  their  sympathetic  interest  had  been  a  real  contribution  toward  the  progress 
of  the  School  and  of  the  entire  nursing  service. 

In  January,  1944,  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Louis  Loeb  as  a  Director  of  the 
School  was  regretfully  accepted.  111  view  of  conflicting  activities  in  other  fields 
for  w  hich  her  energy  and  ability  were  needed.  To  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created, 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Riegelman  was  duly  elected  a  Director  and  promptly  undertook 
a  detailed  study  of  the  School  problems.  The  Board  welcomes  Mr.  Riegelman 
and  looks  forward  to  his  able  assistance. 

The  Red  Cross  Volunteer  Nurse's  Aides,  under  the  able  chairmanship  of 
Mrs.  George  Lee,  are  continuing  to  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  nursing 
service  of  the  Hospital.  During  the  year  these  volunteers  rendered  19,981  hours 
of  nursing  service  in  the  Hospital  wards  and  3,798  hours  of  service  in  the 
but-Patient  Department.  We  are  grateful  to  two  of  our  graduate  nurses, 
Mrs.  Julian  Bondy  and  Mrs.  Edward  Bleier,  for  valuable  volunteer  service.  We 
also  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Alfred  L.  Rose,  who  has  assisted  with 
record  work  in  connection  with  the  United  States  Cadet  Nurse  Corps  program. 

The  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  which  now  has 
a  membership  of  934,  have  been  continued  with  programs  built  around  current 
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problems  in  the  field  of  nursing.  The  members  of  the  Association  who  are 
serving  the  armed  forces  overseas  are  carried  by  the  Association  as  members  in 
good  standing  without  the  payment  of  dues.  The  Welfare  Committee  has 
continued  its  work  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  its  members. 

The  registry  of  nurses  for  private  duty,  from  which  vacancies  on  the  Hospital 
staff  are  periodically  filled  on  a  day-to-day  basis,  showed  during  1944  an  average 
enrollment  of  292  (48  less  than  in  1943).  There  were  during  the  year  8,482  calls 
on  the  registry  (559  more  than  in  1943).  Almost  a  quarter  of  these  could  not  be 
filled  because  of  lack  of  nurses;  40  percent  were  filled  by  nurses  from  other 
registries,  and  only  36  percent  were  filled  by  our  registrants. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  a  word  of  gratitude  to  Dr.  Joseph 
Turner  and  to  Miss  Grace  A.  Warman  and  her  able  assistants.  Their  energy, 
resourcefulness,  and  loyalty  are  beyond  praise.  No  one  who  has  not  gone 
through  the  critical  episodes  of  the  past  year  with  them  can  have  any  realization 
of  the  contribution  which  they  have  made.  Miss  Warman's  contributions  were 
made  not  alone  to  the  Hospital  and  to  the  School  of  Nursing  but  to  the  nursing 
profession  in  general,  by  virtue  of  her  service  in  various  executive  capacities  with 
nursing  organizations  and  with  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Section  of  the 
War  Manpower  Commission.  Her  wide  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  whole 
field  of  nursing  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  School  and  to  the  nursing 
service.

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THE  strains  of  wartime  living  have  colored  all  the  work  of  the  Social  Service 
Department.  As  the  world  conflict  continues,  we  find  that  an  increasing 
number  of  our  patients  are  being  directly  affected  by  the  changes  and  depriva- 
tions it  has  brought  about.  Many  wives  and  parents  of  servicemen  find  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  adjusting  themselves  to  the  long  absence  of  the  male  member 
of  the  family.  Some  must  face  the  sorrow  of  the  news  of  deaths,  others  of 
casualties  of  their  loved  ones.  These  people  come  constantly  to  the  social  workers 
to  talk  over  their  anxieties  and  fears  and  much  time  is  spent  in  the  effort  to  give 
them  consolation  and  reassurance. 

We  have  kept  in  touch  with  many  former  clients  who  are  now  in  the  armed 
services.  The  workers  frequently  receive  letters  from  them,  ranging  from 
inquiries  about  sick  members  of  their  families  to  requests  for  advice  on  love 
affairs  and  on  postwar  employment;  many  are  proud  to  tell  the  workers  of 
the  progress  they  have  made  since  induction.  The  social  workers  are  now 
endeavoring  to  inform  themselves  of  the  latest  laws  and  resources  which  will 
be  useful  to  the  increasing  number  of  veterans  under  their  supervision. 

The  social  workers  receive  many  requests  to  arrange  emergency  furloughs 
for  servicemen  who  have  a  close  relative  ill  at  the  Hospital.  Considerable  inter- 
pretation must  be  given  if  this  request  must  be  refused  because  of  time  and 
distance,  or  because  the  illness  is  not  serious  enough  to  warrant  leave.  Letters 
asking  for  the  discharge  of  a  husband  or  son  on  account  of  illness  in  the  family 
likewise  require  serious  consideration  and  handling,  and  careful  reports  must 
be  issued  in  order  that  the  military  authorities  may  make  satisfactory  and  fair 
adjustments. 

Although  the  strain  of  unemployment  has  been  removed  from  many  of  our 
families,  we  find  that  standards  of  living  have  not  improved  in  proportion,  since 
in  many  cases  even  the  combined  increased  salaries  of  the  working  members  are 
offset  by  increased  costs.  Families  who  are  dependent  on  public  assistance  or 
on  government  allotments  have  found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  get  along.  Due 
to  the  shortage  of  housing  facilities,  many  of  our  families  live  in  undesirable 
homes  and  all  efforts  to  find  more  suitable  places  prove  futile. 

Personnel:  Again  largely  for  wartime  causes,  we  are  still  confronted  with  a 
large  staff  turnover.  The  acute  shortage  of  trained  social  workers  has  made  it 
almost  impossible  to  replace  those  who  are  leaving  and  constitutes  one  of  our 
most  difficult  problems.  Accordingly,  in  order  to  carry  on  effectively,  our  current 
practices  arc  constantly  reviewed.    Consideration  is  given  to  improving  and  to 
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accelerating  the  methods  of  handling  cases.  Thus,  special  emphasis  has  been 
placed  this  year  on  records  and  the  staff  is  experimenting  with  a  face  sheet 
record  in  order  to  save  workers'  and  secretaries'  time.  The  supervisors'  meetings 
on  special  staff  problems,  held  regularly  with  Mrs.  Mendelsohn,  have  been  of 
great  value  in  streamlining  techniques  and  in  determining  new  working  policies 
to  meet  the  present  situation. 

The  assignment  of  paid  case  aides  to  the  professional  staff,  which  began  in 
1942,  has  to  some  extent  enabled  the  Department  to  cope  with  the  shortage  of 
social  workers.  Each  aide  is  assigned  to  a  professional  worker  and  is  given 
a  planned  course  of  instruction.  In  selecting  aides,  preference  is  given  to  young 
college  graduates  who  are  eligible  for  future  matriculation  at  schools  of  social 
work.  The  case  aides  have  been  very  helpful  in  relieving  the  workers  of  many 
details  and  of  uncomplicated  routine  tasks,  so  that  they  may  give  their  attention 
to  matters  requiring  special  casework  skills. 

Miss  Rebecca  Rosovsky,  who  gave  faithful  service  in  the  Department  over 
a  period  of  twenty-seven  years,  retired  in  October. 

Wards  and  Out-Patient  Department:  Although  the  activities  of  medical  social 
workers  remain  essentially  the  same  each  year,  certain  new  trends  and  changes 
in  1944  deserve  mention.  The  pressure  of  work  on  the  wards  presents  a  difficult 
problem  and  has  made  it  unfortunately  impossible  to  do  intensive  casework, 
except  with  a  minimum  number  of  patients.  In  this  situation,  the  volunteer 
case  aides  trained  by  the  United  Hospital  Fund  have  been  of  real  assistance. 
An  additional  clinic  opened  on  Saturday  mornings  for  the  Children's  Health 
Class  is  meeting  a  real  need  for  the  older  boys  and  girls  who  attend  school  during 
the  week.  It  is  significant  that  a  large  number  of  younger  children  now  apply 
for  admission  to  this  class,  which  shows  apparently  that  behavior  difficulties  are 
recognized  earlier  than  formerly  by  mothers,  physicians,  schools  and  social 
agencies. 

The  caseload  in  the  Diabetic  Clinic  is  steadily  increasing  in  intensity  and 
volume,  since  all  new  patients  are  referred  to  the  social  worker  for  evaluation 
of  social  factors.  This  year,  a  larger  number  of  early  syphilis  cases  have  been 
referred  to  the  Rapid  Treatment  Center  of  Bellevue  Hospital,  with  the  result 
that  we  have  less  of  these  cases  in  our  continued  caseload.  This  has  enabled  the 
workers  in  the  Skin  Clinic  to  assume  responsibilitv  for  the  skin  patients  on  the 
Hospital  wards. 

Educational  Activities:  The  educational  supervisor  has  this  year  instituted  a 
number  of  stimulating  projects:  a  round-table  meeting  to  discuss  cases  presenting 
difficult  problems;  a  class  in  record  writing;  and  a  journal  club,  which  has 
prompted  the  staff  to  read  and  to  discuss  recent  literature  on  various  trends  in 
social  work,  with  an  eye  to  postwar  needs.  A  study  of  the  problems  of  the  aged 
is  in  progress  and  is  being  approached  from  the  medical,  psychiatric,  and  social 
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aspects.  Our  Social  Service  Library  has  been  reorganized  with  a  centralized 
circulation  and  we  have  added  recent  books  as  well  as  basic  reference  works. 

Community  Resources:  For  many  years,  The  United  Vacation  Home  at  Long 
Branch,  New  Jersey,  has  taken  our  mothers  and  children  for  summer  vacations. 
The  Home  has  been  closed  this  year  and  will  be  sorely  missed.  We  hope  to  find 
a  similar  institution  to  which  we  can  send  our  mothers  and  children  in  the  future. 

The  Mayor's  Committee  on  Day  Care  for  Children  has  met  a  real  need  in 
setting  up  day  nurseries  for  working  mothers.  However,  there  is  still  a  dearth 
of  nurseries,  and  often  the  children  are  left  without  supervision  at  home  or  are 
placed  in  inadequate  boarding  homes.  This  has  the  further  unfortunate  result 
that  these  children  are  not  brought  to  the  clinics  for  necessary  health  examinations 
nor  is  the  regime  prescribed  by  the  pediatrician  carried  out.  The  need  for  addi- 
tional housekeeping  services  for  our  patients  is  urgent.  We  have  repeatedly  tried 
to  secure  household  help  through  the  United  States  Employment  Service  and 
other  agencies,  but  without  success. 

Although  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  aged,  the  facilities  for  the  care 
of  old  people  without  means  and  even  for  those  who  can  afTord  to  pay  a  moderate 
sum  for  their  maintenance,  are  very  inadequate.  No  changes  for  the  better  have 
been  made  in  the  facilities  for  the  chronically  ill;  and  the  few  existing  institu- 
tions have  long  waiting  lists. 

The  need  for  custodial  care  for  mentally  defective  children,  particularly 
infants  under  one  year  old  and  for  children  under  five,  still  constitutes  a  definite 
lack  in  the  community. 

The  workers  also  report  that  referrals  of  patients  requiring  a  change  of 
climate  were  more  difficult  to  carry  out  than  in  previous  years.  Postwar  planning 
should  include  an  organized  effort  to  help  those  for  whom  the  doctors  recom- 
mend a  more  equable  climate  than  that  of  New  York  City. 

Volunteers:  During  1944  a  total  of  286  volunteers,  exclusive  of  150  Nurse's  Aides 
and  44  Dietitian's  Aides,  gave  27,446  hours  of  service  in  the  Hospital.  Included 
in  this  number  were  three  men  and  twenty-one  women  who  served  throughout 
twelve  months  of  the  year.  Impressive  figures  indeed — but  figured  on  the  basis 
of  regular  Hospital  employment,  they  tell  an  even  more  impressive  story.  This 
is  the  donated  equivalent  of  the  work  of  fourteen  employees  working  full  time 
over  one  year. 

However,  the  work  of  Mount  Sinai  volunteers  cannot  be  evaluated  merely 
in  terms  of  dollars-and-cents,  but  in  terms  of  good  will  and  intelligence  and 
needed  assistance  to  a  depleted  staff.  Practically  every  request  for  volunteer  help 
in  the  Hospital  was  filled.  The  Volunteer  Bureau  of  the  United  Hospital  Fund 
was  most  helpful  in  trying  to  find  volunteers  for  specific  positions.  Yet  the 
largest  number  of  applicants  came  to  us  on  their  own  initiative  or  through  the 
suggestion  of  other  volunteers,  doctors  or  friends  of  the  Hospital. 
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As  in  former  years,  the  greatest  amount  of  service  is  performed  by  volunteers 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Here  their  work  has  become  accepted  as  part 
of  the  permanent  set-up.  Volunteers,  chiefly  case  aides,  contributd  3,803  hours 
of  service  directly  to  the  Social  Service  Department.  Both  men  and  women 
have  also  served  generously  in  Occupational  Therapy,  in  the  Patients'  Library, 
Blood  Bank,  Central  Supply,  Consultation,  Kindergarten,  the  Admitting  Office, 
on  special  studies  for  doctors,  and  in  answering  inquiries  and  in  relieving  the 
shortage  of  help  at  the  main  information  desk. 

Occupational  Therapy:  The  occupational  therapists  have  worked  very  closely 
with  the  social  workers  in  the  rehabilitation  of  our  patients.  They  report  special 
skills  which  they  discover  and  make  suggestions  which  help  in  retraining  those 
who  have  been  advised  to  change  their  occupation.  In  some  instances,  crafts 
begun  for  diversional  purposes  have  been  continued  by  patients  after  discharge 
and  have  become  an  actual  source  of  income.  One  of  our  male  patients,  for 
example,  learned  to  make  leather  pocketbooks  and  later  supported  himself  by 
his  new  skill.  Other  patients  were  started  on  hobbies  which,  when  they  returned 
to  their  homes,  gave  them  continued  pleasure  and  satisfaction.  During  1944  the 
therapists  made  8,949  bedside  visits  to  1,022  ward  patients,  and  515  patients  made 
2,453  visits  to  work  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  Shop.  Our  services  were  also 
extended  to  six  Semi-Private  patients.  Two  patients  received  and  profited  greatly 
by  occupational  therapy  in  their  own  homes.  However,  home  service  although 
much  needed,  is  too  time-consuming  for  us  to  provide  with  the  present  staff. 
The  volunteers  have  continued  to  be  of  great  help  in  preparing  materials  and 
have  assisted  also  with  the  work  on  the  wards.  During  the  year  about  2,334 
used  toys,  including  over  160  dolls,  were  painted,  cleaned  and  repaired  by  the 
volunteers,  and  were  distributed  to  the  children  on  our  wards  and  clinics. 

Workshop:  As  in  previous  years,  the  Workshop  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary 
service  for  our  patients.  Due  to  illness  of  the  worker  in  charge  and  to  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  instructors  could  give  only  part  time,  the  attendance  had  to  be 
curtailed.  However,  there  were  23  new  women  and  17  men  registered  during  the 
year.  An  article  describing  this  project  appeared  in  The  Modern  Hospital,  and 
elicited  many  letters  of  inquiry  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Two  workers  from  the  Department  of  Welfare  visited  the  Workshop 
to  discuss  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  attendance  of  their  clients  who  are  also 
patients  in  our  clinics.  The  social  workers  have  found  that  efforts  to  take  their 
clients  off  the  relief  rolls  and  induce  them  to  go  to  work  has  often  resulted  in 
flare-ups  and  relapses  in  some  of  these  patients'  conditions.  Although  physically 
able,  they  were  not  ready  psychologically  or  socially  to  accept  regular  employ- 
ment. In  this  connection  the  Workshop  has  proven  a  solution,  as  several  patients 
were  able  to  accept  regular  jobs  in  industry  after  they  had  become  accustomed 
to  working  again  in  its  sheltered  atmosphere. 
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Pafienfs'  Library:  In  September,  Baroness  Theodore  de  Gunzburg  was  appointed 
chairman  of  the  library.  This  is  a  service  of  real  value  to  the  patients  who 
eagerly  await  the  book-cart  on  its  rounds  and  are  grateful  for  the  attention  which 
is  paid  to  their  individual  interests.  During  the  year  6,091  patients  were  supplied 
with  library  books  or  current  magazines.  Included  in  our  library  are  foreign 
books  in  seven  languages  for  patients  who  are  unable  to  read  English. 

The  generous  funds  allocated  to  us  by  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthro- 
pies of  New  York  and  The  United  Hospital  Fund  enabled  us  to  continue  the 
work  of  our  Department  to  a  large  extent  and  we  are  most  appreciative  of  their 
valuable  support. 

We  wish  to  thank  many  friends  for  their  useful  donations.  Articles  of 
clothing  have  proved  particularly  welcome,  since  many  of  our  families  have 
difficulty  in  finding  suitable  clothing  within  their  means. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  two  of  our  Board  members: 
Mrs.  Moritz  Rosenthal,  who  joined  the  Board  in  1920,  and  showed  continued 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  to  which  she  gave  her  generous  support; 
and  Mrs.  Irwin  Untermyer,  who  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  1939  and 
gave  valuable  assistance  to  our  Department,  serving  in  the  Orthopedic  Clinic 
and  as  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee. 

To  all  who  have  participated  in  the  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department 
but  particularly  to  our  Director,  Mrs.  Louis  Mendelsohn,  and  her  staff,  we  tender 
our  gratitude  and  thanks.

Social  Service  Auxiliary 
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Report  of  the 
NEUSTADTER  HOME 


MR.  B.  R.,  aged  54,  was  in  a  pretty  bad  state  when  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Neustadter  Home,  the  convalescent  branch  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 
He  had  had  a  serious  operation  and  although  a  man  of  ordinary  height,  he 
weighed  only  109  pounds  on  the  day  he  arrived.  His  clothes  sagged  and  his 
collar  appeared  to  be  three  times  too  large  for  his  neck.  He  was  lackadaisical 
and  had  little  interest  in  anything  which  went  on  about  him. 

Mr.  B.  R.'s  doctor  at  the  Hospital  had  prepared  a  plan  for  his  convalescent 
care,  which  was  carefully  followed.  His  treatment  consisted  of  hot  sitz-baths 
twice  a  day,  which  miraculously  helped  heal  his  wound.  Sunshine,  fresh  air, 
nourishing  food,  and  plenty  of  vitamins  helped  too.  There  were  card  games 
in  the  big  living  room  and  lively  parlor  games  played  at  evening  parties.  He 
made  friends  with  several  of  the  other  guests  in  the  dining  room  and  enjoyed 
strolling  on  the  grounds  in  their  company.  Altogether,  he  flourished  under  the 
friendly  atmosphere  of  Neustadter.  One  could  almost  see  his  progress  from  day 
to  day.  He  became  alert,  mentally  and  socially;  and  at  the  time  of  his  discharge 
from  the  Home,  after  48  days  of  convalescence,  he  had  gained  32 1/2  pounds 
and  was  considered  in  good  shape  to  resume  his  work  and  family  obligations. 

Mr.  B.  R.  is  no  exception,  for  most  patients  make  similar  progress  at  Neu- 
stadter. He  was  only  one  of  the  851  patients  (300  male  and  542  female)  cared 
for  last  year  at  the  convalescent  home.  Of  these,  806  were  Mount  Sinai  patients. 
Eighty-nine  of  these  people  received  municipal  support  and  302  contributed  to 
the  cost  of  their  convalescent  care.  Mr.  B.  R.'s  time  at  Neustadter  was  perhaps 
a  little  longer  than  usual,  yet  an  average  stay  of  22  days  plus  shows  that  most 
of  the  patients  were  able  to  enjoy  several  weeks  of  convalescent  care.  Patients 
during  their  stay  at  the  Home  during  1944  averaged  a  gain  of  over  4  pounds. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  patient  care  given  in  1944  were  18,051,  as 
compared  with  18,891  in  [943.  The  smaller  figure  this  year  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  Neustadter  did  not  wish  to  relax  its  standards  of  service  and  hence  accepted 
only  those  patients  whom  it  could  care  for  completely,  with  its  limited  staff. 
Thus,  on  two  occasions,  the  patient  census  was  deliberately  reduced  for  a  couple 
of  weeks  because  of  difficulties  of  staff  turnover.  Wartime  shortages  of  help 
and  supplies  have  hit  convalescent  homes  particularly  hard  and  many  of  them 
have  been  forced  to  close  down.  Neustadter  has  been  able  to  continue  to  operate 
only  through  the  extraordinary  cooperation  and  fortitude  of  its  professional  and 
domestic  statfs,  who  have  never  allowed  the  patients  to  know  any  inconvenience 
through  the  present  emergency.    In  wartime  as  in  peace-time,  Neustadter  has 
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preserved  its  standards  of  nursing  and  care,  and  helped  its  patients  to  heartening 
recoveries. 

It  is  significant  also  to  note  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  care  per  patient  in 
one  wartime  year.  In  1943,  each  patient  cost  the  Home  S3. 18  for  his  food  and 
maintenance.  In  1944,  the  cost  of  care  per  patient  had  increased  54  cents,  to  $^.72 
per  day.  Even  the  Department  of  Labor  figures  on  higher  living  costs  show  no 
such  rise  as  this.  The  difficulty  of  securing  adequate  food  under  rationing  for 
those  with  special  diets  has  been  considerable.  This  year  231  patients  at  the 
Home  required  special  diets.  During  1944,  the  professional  staff  of  Neustadter, 
including  Dr.  Zazeela,  Medical  Director,  numbered  fourteen. 

( )ne  of  the  most  successful  ventures  at  the  Home  during  the  year  has  been 
the  Occupational  Therapy  classes  taught  by  Mrs.  Andress.  Mr.  B.  R.  and  many 
others  like  him  learned  to  weave  and  to  make  attractive  leather  articles  which 
kept  his  fingers  busy  and  stimulated  his  good  spirits  as  well.  There  were  classes 
in  which  women  learned  to  make  aprons,  waffle  rugs,  and  pillow  cases;  and  at 
Christmas  time  they  dressed  dozens  of  dolls  in  costumes  of  ingenuity  and  fashion 
tor  the  Mount  Sinai  children. 

The  Neustadter  Home  has  its  own  newspaper  published  by  the  guests,  called 
A.M.  and  P.M.  Throughout  the  year,  there  is  also  plenty  of  evening  entertain- 
ment, holiday  parties,  movies  twice  a  month,  and  opportunity  for  the  guests  to 
display  home  talent.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  members  of  the  Lincoln  Park 
Jewish  Community  Center  and  the  Westchester  Theater  Group  have  come  to 
the  Home  and  given  attractive  evening  entertainments. 

The  Neustadtcr  Home  gained  distinction  this  year  not  only  within  the 
Mount  Sinai  Community  but  in  the  outside  world  as  well.  Mr.  Isidore  Rosen- 
field  in  an  article  in  Hospital  Management  mentioned  it  as  one  of  the  very  few 
institutions  where  hospital  and  convalescent  care  were  properly  synchronized 
and  stated  that  Neustadter  had  the  ideal  set-up  for  such  close  medical  and  con- 
valescent cooperation.  Representatives  of  several  outside  agencies  interested  in 
standards  of  convalescent  care  visited  the  Home  this  year. 

Dr.  Zazeela  took  part  in  a  symposium  on  convalescent  care  at  the  Academy 
of  Medicine  during  the  winter  of  1944.  Subsequently,  he  collaborated  with 
Miss  Parhi  in  an  article  on  Medical  and  Nursing  Techniques  which  was  pub- 
lished in  Modem  Hospital  and  which  aroused  favorable  comment.  The  Home 
was  also  represented  at  various  scientific  conferences  on  convalescent  care  and 
on  postwar  plans  for  the  aged. 

A  new  booklet  for  patients  giving  rules  and  information  about  Neustadter 
was  published  recently.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  inform  them  in  a  friendly  and 
pleasant  fashion  of  some  of  the  privileges  and  regulations  under  which  they 
will  live. 

There  has  been  a  particular  effort  this  year  to  admit  patients  as  early  post- 
operatively as  possible.  Our  women  patients  have  averaged  admission  seventeen 
days  after  operation  and  our  men  patients  twenty-one  days  postoperatively.  The 
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difference  has  been  due  merely  to  the  fact  that  we  are  far  more  limited  in  our 
facilities  for  men  and  that  many  of  them  have  had  to  wait  for  admission.  At 
present  Neustadter  gives  over  two-thirds  of  its  facilities  to  women,  one-third  to 
men.  One  of  the  plans  under  consideration  is  to  provide  more  rooms  for  men 
in  the  future  and  less  for  women,  since  in  New  York  convalescent  care  is  more 
easily  available  to  women  than  to  men.  Of  the  Mount  Sinai  patients  admitted 
last  year,  335  came  to  the  Home  directly  from  the  Hospital,  with  no  time  inter- 
val, a  very  desirable  procedure.  Ninety-four  were  referred  by  the  Out-Patient 
Department. 

The  record  of  Neustadter's  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  its  patients  cannot 
be  told  in  statistics  alone,  although  the  statistics  themselves  are  impressive.  How- 
ever, the  work  of  such  an  institution  takes  on  meaning  when  it  is  told  in  terms 
of  people  like  Mr.  B.  R.  and  his  fellow  guests,  who  take  a  new  lease  on  life 
after  their  stay  at  the  Home.  That  Neustadter  has  been  able  to  carry  on  in  spite 
of  wartime  inconveniences  and  to  give  unimpaired  service  to  patients  is  due  to 
Miss  Farhi  and  Dr.  Herman  Zazeela  and  their  loyal  staff  who  have  met  all 
wartime  vicissitudes  with  gallant  fortitude.  To  them  go  the  very  sincere  thanks 
of  our  Board  as  well  as  my  own  personal  appreciation. 

To  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital's  administrators,  particularly  to  Dr.  Joseph 
Turner,  its  Director,  to  Mrs.  Mendelsohn  and  Miss  Hallahan  of  the  Social  Service, 
to  Mr.  Cubberly,  and  to  all  others  of  the  Hospital  who  have  given  so  tirelessly 
of  their  time  and  interest,  I  express  our  deep  appreciation.

A  contribution  of  $2,500  to  tlte  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  l>y  die  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Life  Bed.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  ihtrrof.  during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name 
a  patienr  from  time  if)  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  :he  Hospital,  free  of  charge. 

A  contribution  of  Si. 500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Memorial  Bed.  Socfa  a  Contribution  mail  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  l.er  liletime, 
to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  the  Hosptial,  free  of  charge. 
Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  I  success*  r  tppoi  titer]  by  the  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will 
and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal.  In  the  event  of  such  successor  being  appointed, 
the  rights  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  not  over  iifty  vears  from  the  date  of 
such  contribution,  provided,  however,  that  such  period  shall  be  extended  so  that  it  shall  in  no  event 
end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  donor. 

A  contribution  of  $5,000  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Perpetual  Bed  in  the  Children*!  Pavilion.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof, 
during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of 
the  Children's  Pavilion  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  m.<v  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor  appointed 
by  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament  or  by  any  other  instrumcit  under  seal.  When 
a  corporation  in  the  donor,  the  privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of 
such  contribution. 

A  contribution  of  $7,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Perpetual  Bed,  but  where,  under  the  provision  of  any  will  executed  prior  to  March  20,  1021, 
the  sum  of  $5,000  or  more  is  bequeathed  to  the  corporation  in  payment  of  any  Perpetual  Bed.  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may.  at  their  option,  accept  such  sum  in  payment  of  such  Perpetual  Bed.  Such  contribution 
shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy 
one  bed  in  a  ward  of  the  Hospital,  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  tc  a  successor 
appointeil  by  said  donor  in  I, is  01  her  last  will  >nd  testament,  or  bv  any  other  ins'rument  under  seal. 
When  a  corporation  1 1  the  donor,  the  privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date 
of  such  contribution. 

Tablets  to  commemorate  the  endowment  of  Life.  Memorial  and  Perpetual  Beds  shall  be  placed  in  a  ward 
or  in  such  other  pln<e  as  may  be  set  aside  lor  ihc  purpose.  Tablet!  for  Lif;  Beds  shall  be  maintained 
during  the  life  of  the  donor.  Tablets  for  Memorial  Beds  shall  be  maintained  for  a  period  not  beyond 
fifty  years  from  the  date  of  their  endowment,  provided,  however,  that  such  period  shall  be  extended 
so  that  it  shall  in  no  event  end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  donor.  Tablets  for  Perpetual  Beds 
shall  _he  maintained  in  perpetuity. 

A  donor  may  change  a  Life  Bed  endowed  by  him  or  her  to  a  Memorial  Bed  by  making  an  additional  con- 
tribution of  $r,ooo  or  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of  $5,000,  or  may  change 
a  Memorial  Bed  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of  $4,000. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  pertaining  to  a  Life,  Memorial  or  Perpetual  Bed  unless  he 
shall  comply  with  the  current  rules  of  the  corporation  and  be  a  proper  subject  for  treatment  under  its 
regulations. 

An  endowment  for  the  establishment  of  any  special  fund  may  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Such  fund  may  be  created  for  special  or  general  purposes  under  the  name  of  one  or  more 
persons  or  otherwise.  If  created  for  a  special  purpose  the  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  that  purpose. 
Additions  to  any  fund  may  be  made  rt  any  time  and  in  any  amount,  but  no  fund  shall  be  created  with 
an  initial  endowment  of  less  than  $10,000. 

Gifts  of  any  sums  whatsoever  may  be  made  to  one  or  more  special  funds  for  non-budgetary  purposes,  the 
principal  and  income  of  which  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  needs  may  arise 
for  purposes  not  covered  by  the  regular  budget  of  'he  corporation. 

In  the  case  of  a  bequest  which  does  not  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  conditions  herein  set  forth,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may,   in  its  discretion,  accept  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  bequest.

TWENTY-EIGHTH  STREET  BUILDING:  1855-1872 

HISTORICAL  NOTE 

1852  The  jews'  Hospital  in  New  York  is  incorporated  tor  "benevolent,  charitable 
and  scientific  purposes."    Sampson  Simson  is  the  first  President. 

1855  The  new  Hospital  is  opened  on  May  17th,  in  a  four-story  building  with  45 
beds,  at  138  West  28th  Street,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenues.  The 
original  Stall  of  ten  men  includes  Dr.  Valentine  Mott  and  Dr.  Willard 
Parker.  In  accordance  with  the  usage  of  the  period,  there  is  no  separation 
of  Medical  and  Surgical  Services,  because  surgery  is  not  considered  suffi- 
ciently important;  nor  are  there  any  specialized  services.  In  1044  the 
Medical  Staff  numbers  865,  with  fifteen  clinical  departments  and  ten 
auxiliary  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  departments. 

1856  In  its  first  full  year  the  Hospital  cares  for  225  patients.  Operating  expenses 
total  $5,493.  In  [944,  14,866  in-patients  and  20,574  out-patients  are  cared 
for,  and  operating  expenses  amount  to  $2,825,283. 

1862  The  Hospital  opens  its  wards  to  wounded  Federal  soldiers  of  the  Civil 
War,  installing  additional  beds  and  increasing  its  personnel  for  the  purpose. 

1866  To  make  it  clear  that  the  Hospital  serves  the  community  without  distinc- 
tion of  race  or  religion,  its  name  is  changed  to  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital. 

1868  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Society  is  formed  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1872  The  Hospital  is  moved  into  a  new  3V2  -story  building  with  a  capacity  of 
120  beds,  on  Lexington  Avenue  from  66th  to  67th  Streets. 

1872  The  Medical  Board  and  House  Staff  are  organized  at  a  meeting  at  the 
home  of  Dr.  Willard  Parker,  who  becomes  first  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

1872  The  Hospital  takes  a  bold  step  forward  by  appointing  two  women  to  pro- 
fessional positions — one  to  the  House  Staff  and  the  other  as  Apothecary. 

1873  The  Outdoor  Dispensary  (Out-Patient  Department)  is  formally  established, 
with  four  divisions:  Medical,  Surgical,  Gynecological,  and  Children's. 

1877  Reflecting  the  advances  in  surgery  and  increase  in  surgical  practice,  the 
Hospital  establishes  separate  in-patient  Medical  and  Surgical  Services. 

1877  An  in-patient  Gynecological  Department  is  established,  headed  by  Dr.  Emil 
Noeggerath,  pioneer  in  the  study  of  gonorrhea. 

1878  Creating  a  precedent  among  New  York  hospitals,  a  separate  service  for 
in-patient  care  of  children  is  established,  through  a  legacy  from  Michael 
Reese  of  California.    Dr.  Abraham  Jacobi  heads  this  department. 

1879  An  Eye  and  Ear  Service  is  organized,  headed  by  Dr.  Emil  Gruening,  who 
in  1888  performs  one  of  the  early  mastoid  operations  in  America. 

1880  Dr.  Arpad  G.  Gerster,  early  champion  of  Listerian  surgery,  is  appointed 
Attending  Surgeon. 

1 88 1  The  School  of  Nursing  is  established,  one  of  the  country's  pioneer  nurses 
training  institutions.    There  are  eight  students  when  the  School  opens. 

1883  The  Hospital  building  is  enlarged  to  a  capacity  of  190  beds,  and  an  isola- 
tion building  is  added.  Space  for  private  patients  is  increased,  indicating 
the  emergence  of  the  modern  hospital  as  a  medical  center  for  all  instead 
of  an  institution  for  the  poor  only. 

1883  Dr.  Edward  Gamaliel  Janeway,  one  of  the  great  diagnosticians  of  his  time, 
is  appointed  to  the  Staff. 

1883  A  committee  is  formed  to  develop  the  Hospital's  Medical  Library.  In  1944 
the  library  contains  over  10,000  volumes. 

1886  The  Hospital  grants  its  diploma  to  Dr.  Josephine  Walter,  first  woman  in 
America  to  serve  a  formal  internship. 

1886  To  relieve  overcrowding  of  the  Hospital  and  to  care  for  patients  who  can 
be  treated  at  home,  a  District  Medical  Service  is  organized,  first  of  its  kind 
in  the  city. 

1890  The  Out-Patient  Department  is  greatly  expanded,  housed  in  a  new  build- 
ing.   Neurological,  skin,  and  venereal  disease  clinics  are  established. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1893  The  Laboratory  is  established,  housed  in  a  cloak  room  "not  much  larger 
than  a  bird's  cage." 

1895  The  Genitourinary  Service  is  established,  with  Dr.  William  F.  Fluhrer 
as  its  first  chief. 

1900  The  Hospital  purchases  its  first  X-ray  machine. 

1 90 1  The  cornerstone  of  the  present  group  of  Hospital  buildings  is  laid  on 
May  22nd.    The  original  ten  buildings  have  a  bed  capacity  of  456. 

1904  The  new  Hospital  buildings  are  dedicated  on  March  15th. 

1905  A  Department  of  Dietetics  is  established. 

1906  The  Social  Service  is  formed,  one  of  the  earliest  hospital  services  of  this 
type  in  the  country. 

1909  An  independent  Otological  Service  is  established. 

1910  The  Dental  Department  for  in-patients  is  established — extended  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  in  1925. 

1910  The  Hospital  begins  post-graduate  medical  instruction. 

1910  Physical  Therapy  is  established  as  a  separate  department. 

191 1  The  Cystoscopy  Room  is  built  and  outfitted — enlarged  and  refitted  in  1933. 

1913  A  large  building  program  is  initiated.  Funds  are  collected  for  the  Chil- 
dren's Pavilion  and  Dispensary,  Private  Pavilion,  Laboratory  Building, 
Director's  Home,  and  Employees'  Dormitory. 

1915  Electrocardiography  is  instituted. 

1916  Mount  Sinai  organizes  Base  Hospital  No.  3  of  the  United  States  Army 
Medical  Corps.  In  191 8,  24  physicians,  50  nurses,  and  153  enlisted  per- 
sonnel serve  with  this  Unit  at  Vauclaire,  France. 

191 6  The  Social  Service  Auxiliary  is  formed  by  women  volunteers  who  attend 
to  many  wants  of  convalescent  patients  and  of  patients'  families. 

191 7  The  Federation  for  the  Support  of  Jewish  Philanthropic  Societies  is  organ- 
ized, with  Mount  Sinai  as  one  of  its  constituents. 

1919  The  Children's  Health  Class  is  organized. 

1920  The  Psychiatry  Clinic,  one  of  the  earliest  in  a  general  hospital,  is  established. 

1922  The  Private  Pavilion,  the  Children's  Pavilion,  and  the  Blumenthal 
Auditorium  are  opened. 

1923  The  affiliation  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  for  post- 
graduate medical  instruction,  is  placed  on  a  formal  basis. 

1924  The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  is  established. 


HISTORICAL  NOTE 


1924  A  Metabolism  Clinic  is  established. 

1925  A  beginning  is  made  toward  establishment  of  an  endowment  fund  for 
support  of  medical  research,  hitherto  precariously  dependent  on  occasional 
donations. 

1926  The  weekly  Clinical-Pathological  Conferences  are  established,  regularly 
attended  by  several  hundred  physicians. 

1927  The  new  building  of  the  School  of  Nursing  is  completed,  accommodating 
476  residents. 

193 1  The  Consultation  Service  is  established,  providing  diagnostic  service  by 
specialists  for  patients  of  moderate  means  referred  by  their  own  physicians. 

1 93 1  The  Semi-Private  Pavilion  is  opened,  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Hospital 
to  over  800  beds.  Group  nursing,  providing  24-hour  nursing  care  at  a 
much  reduced  cost,  is  introduced  in  this  Pavilion. 

1932  A  separate  Neurosurgical  Service  is  created. 

1933  To  keep  up  the  morale  of  convalescent  patients,  unemployed  because  of  the 
depression,  the  Social  Service  Workroom  is  established. 

1933  The  Out-Patient  Department  building  is  modernized. 

1934  The  Journal  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  is  established.  It  is  distributed 
to  universities  and  medical  libraries  throughout  the  world. 

1935  The  Medical  and  Surgical  Pavilions  are  modernized. 

1936  The  Neustadter  Home  in  Yonkers  is  affiliated  with  the  Hospital  as  its 
institution  for  convalescents. 

1936  The  Isolation  Ward  is  rebuilt  and  becomes  the  first  in  the  city  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Health  for  private  patients. 

1938  The  Blood  Bank  is  established  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Hematology. 

1938  The  Administration  Building  is  renovated,  providing  enlarged  and 
improved  facilities  for  teaching,  diagnosis,  and  treatment. 

1939  Radiotherapy  is  separated  from  Roentgenology  and  established  as  an  inde- 
pendent department. 

1939  An  Electroencephalographic  Unit  is  established  at  the  Hospital  for  use 
in  the  diagnosis  of  intracranial  lesions. 

1940  The  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army  is  organized  at  the 
invitation  of  the  War  Department. 


HISTORICAL  XOTE 


1940  The  Hospital  collects  blood  plasma  for  Britain  from  volunteer  donors.  At 
the  close  of  1944,  over  sixteen  thousand  people  had  volunteered  as  donors 
to  the  Hospital's  own  Blood  Bank. 

1942  The  Third  General  Hospital  of  the  United  States  Army  is  activated  and 
leaves  in  1943  for  service  in  North  Africa,  Italy,  and  France. 

1943  Semi-Private  facilities  are  provided  for  children. 

1944  The  Greater  Mount  Sinai  Development  Fund  is  initiated  for  a  post-war 
building  and  research  program. 

1944  Full-time  positions  are  created  in  the  Hospital  for  a  Director  of  Medical 
Education  and  a  Director  of  Clinical  Research. 

1945  The  Third  Genera!  Hospital  returns  from  duty  overseas. 
1945  A  separate  Psychiatry  Service  is  established. 

1945  Physicians,  nurses,  employees,  and  trustees  who  had  served  or  are  serving 
with  the  Armed  Forces  number  S02,  at  the  close  of  the  year.

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NINETEEN  hundred  and  forty-five,  one  of  the  momentous  years  in  history, 
was  also  an  important  period  for  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital.  It  is  quite 
impossible  to  give  a  complete  report  of  all  the  events  of  these  twelve  months; 
we  can  only  hope  to  touch  on  a  tew  of  the  highspots. 

War  Record 

Our  contribution  to  the  war  effort  reached  considerable  proportions  during 
the  year,  especially  in  the  number  of  professional  personnel  serving  with  the 
Armed  Forces.  Our  Service  Flag  showed  that  802  professional  and  lay  persons 
connected  with  the  Hospital  had  served  or  were  still  serving  their  country, 
as  of  December  51,  194s-  They  included  421  doctors,  216  nurses,  158  employees 
and  7  trustees.  Of  these,  6  doctors,  1  nurse,  and  2  employees  were  killed  and 
1  doctor  died  in  service. 

Many  of  these  doctors  and  nurses  served  in  the  Third  General  Hospital 
which  was  organized  by  us  in  1940  at  the  request  of  the  War  Department  as 
The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  Affiliate.  It  returned  from  France  on  September  15th 
on  the  S.S.  General  Stewart  after  three  years  of  service,  more  than  two  of 
which  were  spent  in  active  support  of  the  military  campaigns  in  North  Africa, 
Sicily,  Italy,  Prance,  and  Germany.  It  was  stationed  successively  near  Bizerte, 
North  Africa;  Cascrta,  Italy;  and  Aix-en-Provence,  in  France.  Colonel  Herman 
Landc  served  throughout  as  its  Executive  Officer,  and  brought  the  Unit  home 
as  its  Commanding  Officer.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  Major  Ruth  Chamberlain, 
the  chief  nurse. 

The  meritorious  character  of  the  service  of  the  Third  General  Hospital 
was  attested  during  the  period  of  hostilities  by  several  letters  received  from 
official  sources,  the  most  recent  being  a  letter  from  the  Surgeon  General  of  the 
United  States  Army.   This  is  reproduced  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

The  Third  General  Hospital  personnel  was  only  a  fraction  of  the  military 
service  rendered  by  our  staff;  many  of  our  doctors  and  nurses  served  in  other 
units.  A  number  of  them  returned  during  the  year.  They  had  lived  through 
interesting,  exciting  and  dangerous  times,  and  it  is  our  hope  that  some  day  soon 
we  can  compile  a  history  of  the  total  contribution  made  by  our  entire  staff  in 
the  Second  World  War. 

Veteran  Training 

In  anticipation  of  the  end  of  hostilities,  studies  were  made  of  means  neces- 
sary to  help  our  returning  veterans  to  readjust  themselves  to  peacetime  hospital 
activities.  Particular  attention  was  given  to  the  needs  of  the  younger  doctors 
whose  program  of  medical  training  was  interrupted  by  the  war.  Among  the 
plans  formulated  was  a  program  for  the  expansion  of  our  House  Staff,  provision 
being  made  for  an  addition  of  more  than  thirty  training  residencies  to  be 
awarded  to  veterans.    Special  arrangements  had  to  be  made  for  living  quarters, 
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as  well  as  for  the  training  of  these  residents.  Dr.  Isidore  Snapper,  as  Director 
of  Medical  Education,  prepared  the  program  which  was  put  into  effect  toward 
the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  formal  program  of  post-graduate  instruction 
given  in  affiliation  with  Columbia  University  was  continued  with  the  highest 
registration  in  our  history.  A  large  percentage  of  veterans  were  included  among 
our  registrants.  Further  details  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Staff. 

Within  the  Hospital 

An  important  event  in  the  medical  world  in  1944  was  the  release  ot 
penicillin  to  civilians.  In  1945,  it  became  available  in  large  quantities.  Dr.  George 
Baehr,  Dr.  Gregory  Shwartzman,  and  their  associates  carried  out  interesting 
work  with  it,  especially  in  the  treatment  of  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis.  Many 
patients  with  this  disease  were  saved  who  formerly  would  have  been  doomed. 
This  was  only  one  of  the  many  research  projects  carried  on  in  the  Hospital. 
These  are  mentioned  more  fully  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Staff  and  in 
the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Laboratories.  Dr.  Baehr  was  recently 
honored  by  election  to  the  Presidency  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine. 

The  Hospital  has  been  invited  by  the  Committee  on  Chemotherapy  of  the 
National  Research  Council  to  serve  as  one  of  the  centers  for  research  on  the 
newer  drug,  streptomycin. 

Dr.  Maxwell  Frank,  an  Assistant  Director,  left  us  after  seven  years  of 
valuable  service  to  assume  the  directorship  of  the  Beth  Israel  Hospital  of  this 
City.  Dr.  Martin  R.  Steinberg,  recently  of  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  Army,  was 
appointed  an  Assistant  Director. 

The  Dr.  S.  S.  Goldwater  Fellowship  in  Hospital  Administration,  established 
with  a  bequest  by  Dr.  Goldwater  and  aided  by  gifts  from  members  of  his  family 
and  friends,  was  filled  for  the  first  time  in  1945.  Fellowship  appointments  were 
given  to  Dr.  I.  Norwich,  a  hospital  administrator  from  Johannesburg,  South 
Africa,  who  secured  a  leave  of  absence  for  one  year  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
American  hospital  administration,  and  Miss  Marguerite  M.  Ducker,  a  member 
of  the  faculty  on  hospital  administration  at  Northwestern  University,  Chicago, 
who  was  also  given  a  leave  of  absence  for  study  purposes.

Associate  Pathologist 
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Building  Program 

During  the  year,  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies  announced  its 
plan  to  solicit  funds  for  building  purposes  for  all  of  its  constituent  members. 
Since  its  drive  would  parallel  our  own  efforts  to  raise  funds  for  maternity  and 
laboratory  buildings,  the  Hospital  decided  to  merge  its  own  independent  cam- 
paign with  that  of  Federation.  One  of  our  newer  Trustees,  Mr.  Maurice 
Wertheim,  was  chosen  to  lead  the  Federation  drive  and  he  has  done  an  out- 
standing piece  of  work,  a  task  requiring  considerable  time  and  energy. 

Further  preparation  of  plans  for  our  new  buildings  has  awaited  the  result 
of  our  negotiations  with  the  City  authorities  to  obtain  the  bed  of  99th  Street, 
between  Fifth  Avenue  and  Madison  Avenue.  Mr.  Alfred  Rheinstein,  aided  by 
Dr.  Baehr,  was  largely  instrumental  in  negotiating  this  purchase  and,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimate,  the  City  deeded  this  street  to  us  toward  the 
end  of  the  year  for  Hospital  purposes.  It  was  important  to  acquire  the  bed  of 
this  street  in  order  to  provide  the  best  possible  orientation  for  the  new  buildings, 
and  for  the  most  effective  relationship  with  existing  buildings  and  proper  circula- 
tion. The  Building  Committee  has  now  resumed  the  preparation  of  plans.  The 
rise  in  building  costs  is  giving  great  concern  and  will  undoubtedly  influence 
the  ultimate  scope  of  the  building  program. 

Psychiatry  Program 

A  Special  Committee  of  Trustees  appointed  to  study  the  increasingly  impor- 
tant problem  of  psychiatry  and  its  place  in  a  hospital  like  Mount  Sinai  completed 
its  work  in  May.  Ft  had  been  examining  this  problem  in  all  its  aspects  for  about 
a  year,  during  which  time  many  well-known  psychiatrists  were  interviewed  and 
several  institutions  visited  to  determine  the  type  of  service  best  suited  for  a 
general  hospital  such  as  ours.  The  Committee  performed  a  painstaking  task, 
and  the  excellent  report  prepared  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Leo  Gottlieb,  with  the 
aid  ot  Dr.  Morris  II.  Kreeger,  Assistant  Director,  was  well  received  and  highly 
regarded,  not  only  by  members  of  our  staff  but  by  many  others  who  had  the 
opportunity  to  examine  it. 

Among  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Committee  was  one  to  establish 
psychiatry  in  the  Hospital  as  a  separate  service  equal  to  the  other  major  services. 
To  head  this  newly-established  service,  the  Board  appointed  Dr.  M.  Ralph  Kauf- 
man of  Boston  who  was  recently  in  military  service  as  Psychiatric  Consultant 
in  a  major  Pacific  area.  For  the  present,  this  new  service  will  be  rendered  to 
patients  in  enlarged  quarters  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  on  a  ward 
presently  vacant  in  the  Medical  Pavilion.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  better  facilities 
eventually  in  a  new  building  for  psychiatric  patients. 

The  beginning  of  a  psychiatric  service  was  made  possible  through  the 
interest  and  assistance  of  Federation.  We  originally  applied  to  Federation  for 
support  of  this  service  and  when  Federation  felt  that  it  could  not  finance  this 
project  from  its  own  funds,  it  did  not  deny  the  request  but  secured  the  financial 
co-operation  of  two  foundations  to  enable  us  to  plan  this  work  for  a  period 
of  two  and  one-half  years.  We  are  grateful  to  Federation  for  this  approval  of, 
and  interest  in,  our  plans,  and  I  want  to  record  the  appreciation  of  the  Hospital 
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to  the  Executors  of  the  Estate  of  Lester  N.  Hofheimer  and  to  the  Directors  of 
the  Solomon  and  Blanche  De  Jonge  Foundation,  Inc.,  for  providing  the  funds 
to  support  this  work. 

Because  of  the  urgent  need  for  additional  psychiatric  service  to  discharged 
veterans,  too  numerous  to  be  cared  for  by  existing  Government  facilities  in  the 
City,  a  special  evening  Psychiatric  Rehabilitation  Clinic  was  established  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  Sol  W.  Ginsburg  and  a  group  of  volunteer  psychiatrists.  Since 
time  was  of  the  essence  and  since  negotiations  to  establish  a  formal  relationship 
with  the  Veterans  Administration  would  delay  matters,  the  Hospital  established 
this  service  on  a  free-to-veteran  patient  basis.  The  Hospital  contributes  the  neces- 
sary space  and  auxiliary  services,  and  the  psychiatrists  give  without  pay  of  their 
time  and  skill. 

Trustees 

The  death  of  Mr.  Myron  S.  Falk  was  a  serious  loss  to  us.  A  Trustee  since 
191 6,  he  had  given  outstanding  service  to  the  Hospital.  As  Chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee,  he  had  made  noteworthy  contributions  to  the  physical 
plant  of  the  Hospital  by  applying  his  ability  and  experience  in  engineering. 
While  Chairman  of  the  Laboratory  Committee,  he  took  a  leading  part  in  raising 
the  scientific  standing  of  the  laboratories  by  helping  to  develop  the  plan  for 
full-time  staff  service. 

Unfortunately,  Mr.  Paul  M.  Rosenthal  and  Mr.  Jacob  C.  Stone,  Trustees 
for  many  years,  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  the  Board.  We  regret 
their  resignation  for  they  were  greatly  interested  in  the  Hospital  and  had 
rendered  useful  service  as  Trustees. 

Mrs.  Roger  W.  Straus,  upon  completion  of  twenty-five  years  of  service  as 
a  Trustee,  was  presented  with  the  Trustee  Medal.  This  recognition  by  her 
colleagues  of  her  interest  and  work  in  behalf  of  the  Hospital  was  richly  deserved. 

One  new  Trustee  joined  the  Board  during  the  year;  we  are  fortunate  to 
have  enlisted  the  interest  of  Mr.  Andre  Meyer,  a  prominent  member  of  the 
community. 

Deaths 

Death  took  from  us  four  distinguished  members  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Isidore  Friesner,  Consulting  Otologist  to  the  Hospital,  died  on  September 
8th,  after  a  brief  illness.  He  had  headed  the  Otological  Service  for  many  years 
and  had  served  as  President  of  the  Medical  Board  for  a  period  of  twelve  years. 
He  was  a  vital  force  in  the  medical  affairs  of  the  Flospital  and  was  admired 
particularly  for  his  never-ending  interest  in  the  training  and  welfare  of  his 
younger  physicians. 

Dr.  Hiram  A.  Vineburg  died  on  May  4th,  closing  a  long  career  in  gynecology 
in  which  he  was  a  pioneer.  He  was  a  most  colorful  personality.  He  joined  the 
Hospital  Staff  in  1894,  became  Attending  Gynecologist  in  1916,  and  Consulting 
Gynecologist  in  1921.    He  achieved  great  eminence  in  his  chosen  field. 

Dr.  Herman  Schwarz  died  on  May  10th,  alter  having  given  forty-seven  years 
of  service  to  the  Hospital,  beginning  in  1898  as  a  member  of  the  House  Staff. 
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At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  Consulting  Pediatrician.  During  his  long  pro- 
fessional career,  he  made  many  important  scientific  contributions  to  pediatrics 
and  to  the  best  methods  of  clinical  practice. 

Dr.  Samuel  J.  Goldfarb,  who  died  on  June  27th  after  a  long  illness,  was 
Associate  Radiologist  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  main  pillars 
in  the  conduct  of  the  X-ray  Department  and  had  contributed  largely  to  the 
care  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  and  to  the  training  of  younger  members  of  the 
Staff  in  his  special  field  of  gastrointestinal  radiology. 

Five  of  our  employees  were  lost  to  us  through  death,  several  of  them  after 
many  years  ot  loyal  and  useful  service.  We  record  with  sorrow  the  passing  of 
Mr.  Walter  Weglarski,  machinist,  who  served  the  Hospital  for  more  than 
twenty-three  years;  Mr.  Abraham  Savitz,  of  the  accounting  department,  with 
more  than  seventeen  years  of  service;  Mrs.  Harriet  Ashley,  of  the  uniform  room, 
with  fourteen  years  of  service:  Mr.  Edwin  Zimmerman,  of  the  accounting 
department,  with  four  years  of  service;  and  Mrs.  Julia  Providence,  of  the  Nurses' 
Home,  with  nearly  two  years  of  service. 

Statistical  Record 

A  total  of  2^0,650  days  of  Hospital  service  was  rendered  to  15,067  patients 
during  194s-  Of  these  patients,  8,910  were  given  139,898  days  care  in  the  wards 
w  ithout  charge  or  at  very  nominal  rates.  The  Out  Patient  Department  was 
visited  226,886  times  for  consultation  and  treatment  by  20,225  patients  at  little 
or  no  cost  to  the  individual.  In  addition,  22,055  injured  and  sick  persons  received 
free  emergency  care  in  the  Accident  Ward.  These  arc  but  a  few  of  the  statistical 
figures  measuring  the  large  volume  of  community  service.  Detailed  statistics 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 

It  cost  us  $2,893,241  to  operate  the  Hospital.  Of  this  sum.  patients  paid 
only  part,  $1,741,564.  The  dillerence,  representing  our  philanthropic  expense, 
was  met  in  large  part  (all  except  $78,917,  our  net  deficit)  by  several  agencies. 
We  are  particularly  grateful  to  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies  for  its 
grant  and  for  its  continued  sympathetic  understanding  of  our  problems;  to  the 
United  Hospital  Fund  for  its  allocation:  to  the  Greater  New  York  Fund  for  its 
allotment:  and  to  New  York  City  and  its  officials  for  many  courtesies  and  for 
reimbursement  of  part  of  the  cost  for  the  care  of  city-approved  patients. 

Gifts 

The  Hospital  benefited  during  the  year  through  the  generosity  of  its  many 
friends,  and  a  list  of  their  donations  and  bequests  is  recorded  in  another  part 
of  this  Report.  Without  their  help,  we  could  not  have  carried  on,  and  for  the 
continued  interest  of  our  friends  in  the  philanthropic  and  scientific  work  of 
the  Hospital,  we  are  very  grateful  and  record  our  sincere  appreciation. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  two  donations  of  sentimental  value  and 
future  historical  interest.  The  Trustees  donated  a  portrait  of  the  late  Mr. 
Waldemar  Kops.  Mrs.  S.  S.  Goldwater  presented  us  with  an  excellent  painting 
of  the  late  Dr.  Goldwater.    Roth  paintings  hang  in  the  Board  Room.

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It  is  difficult  to  express  appropriate  thanks  to  the  doctors,  nurses,  employees, 
volunteers  and  trustees  who  helped  with  the  conduct  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  past  year.  They  all  deserve  much  commendation  but  to  give  individual 
mention  would  make  this  Report  too  voluminous. 

Only  the  advice  and  assistance  of  my  fellow  officers  made  it  possible  for  me 
to  serve' as  President.  The  same  is  true  of  the  assistance  which  I  received  from 
Dr.  Ira  Cohen,  President  of  the  Medical  Board,  who  was  always  willing  and 
ready  to  help  with  any  problems  that  arose. 

With  the  wartime  years  behind  us,  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
service  rendered  us  during  that  period  by  our  staff  of  dieticians  headed  by  Miss 
Helen  F.  Somers.  These  young  women  stood  by  in  the  most  difficult  times 
and  under  the  most  trying  conditions,  and  worked  tirelessly  and  uncomplain- 
ingly throughout  the  food  rationing  period.  While  food  is  easier  to  procure 
now,  the  problems  of  the  dieticians  have  not  been  wholly  resolved.  We  are 
indebted  to  them  and  we  wish  to  make  public  record  of  our  gratitude. 

The  nursing  situation  has  been  particularly  troublesome  in  all  hospitals, 
and  Mount  Sinai  has  not  been  an  exception.  Because  of  an  appalling  shortage 
of  graduate  nurses,  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  we  released  so  many  for  military 
duty,  our  difficulties  in  providing  adequate  nursing  service  seemed  insurmount- 
able. Yet  in  the  face  of  these  difficulties,  Miss  Grace  A.  Warman,  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  and  her  staff,  though  hard  pressed,  managed  to  provide  the  necessary 
nursing  service.  They  showed  great  courage,  resourcefulness  and  fortitude,  and 
we  are  truly  appreciative  of  their  efforts. 

With  the  end  of  active  hostilities,  some  of  our  volunteers,  including  Nurses' 
Aides,  discontinued  or  reduced  their  hours  of  volunteer  service  in  the  Hospital. 
However,  a  large  number  carried  on  and  continued  to  give  us  many  thousands 
of  hours  of  greatly  needed  service.  We  are  grateful  to  them  for  this  help  and 
to  Mrs.  Frank  L.  Weil,  Mrs.  Robert  H.  Kridel  and  Mrs.  George  Lee  who  super- 
vised the  volunteers'  activities. 

Dr.  Joseph  Turner  worked  zealously  and  effectually  under  trying  conditions 
to  keep  up  the  high  standards  of  our  Hospital,  and  has  succeeded  in  doing  so. 
He  was  ably  supported  by  the  Assistant  Directors  and  by  all  of  the  department 
heads  and  their  staffs.

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LONG  before  the  cessation  of  the  fighting  in  1945,  the  need  was  recognized 
j  for  the  expansion  of  facilities  for  medical  education  in  all  teaching  institu- 
tions. It  was  known  that  many  medical  officers  returning  to  civilian  status 
would  seek  "refresher  courses".  The  younger  doctors  would  want  to  complete 
an  interrupted  internship  or  residency.  These  facts  were  pointed  out  in  medical 
journals  and  discussed  by  committees  of  medical  schools  and  hospitals.  Never- 
theless, the  end  of  hostilities  came  so  suddenly  that  few  institutions  were  pre- 
pared with  complete  plans  for  adequate  expansion.  It  was  not  until  the  very 
end  of  1945  that  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  had  a  program  ready  for  the  expan- 
sion of  its  teaching  facilities  for  additional  residents.  The  plan  called  for  a 
Resident  Staff  numbering  62  as  compared  with  a  staff  of  34  in  the  pre-war  period. 

MEDICAL  EDUCATION 

An  important  part  of  the  program  is  the  systematic  education  of  the  Resi- 
dents in  the  Prix  ate  and  Semi-Private  Services  and  the  assignment  of  these  men 
to  the  Ward  Services  for  part  of  their  training.  The  latter  had  long  been  con- 
sidered as  desirable  but  had  seemed  impracticable.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
Director  of  Medical  Education,  a  new  schedule  will  be  put  into  effect  on  January  1, 
1946.  Whether  or  not  this  will  be  the  solution  to  the  problem  of  increased 
educational  opportunities,  it  is  a  big  step  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  prove  valuable  not  only  to  the  Resident  Staff  and  to  the  Hospital, 
but  to  the  Attending  Staff  as  well;  it  will  bring  their  teaching  obligations  to 
the  fore. 

The  Hospital,  as  in  the  past,  participated  in  the  Annual  Graduate  Fort- 
night of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  the  subject  being  "Contributions 
of  the  War  Effort  to  Medicine".  Many  members  of  the  Mount  Sinai  staff 
delivered  lectures  and  contributed  clinical  demonstrations  and  scientific  exhibits. 

A  number  of  lectures  by  distinguished  visitors  and  members  of  our  own 
Staff  were  given  in  the  Blumenthal  Auditorium. 

Dr.  Edwin  ).  Chun,  Professor  of  Biochemistry  and  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Physical  Chemistry,  Harvard  Medical  School,  delivered  the  William  Henry 
Welch  Lectures  on  the  general  subject:  Blood  and  Blood  Derivatives. 
(Lecture  I:  Separation,  Concentration  and  Characterization  of  Blood 
Derivatives;  Lecture  II:  Natural  Functions  and  Clinical  Uses  of  Blood 
Derivatives.} 

Dr.  Henrik  Dam,  D.Sc,  Associate  Member  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute  for  Medi- 
cal Research,  delivered  the  Edward  Gamaliel  Janeway  Lectures  on  Medical 
Aspects  of  Vitamin  K  and  Some  Effects  of  Vitamin  E  Deficiency  and 
Fatty  Acids. 
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Dr.  Allan  M.  Butler,  Associate  Professor,  Harvard  Medical  School,  and  Chief 
of  the  Children's  Medical  Service,  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Boston, 
delivered  the  Bela  Schick  Lecture  on  The  Estimation  and  Parenteral  Pro- 
vision of  Maintenance  and  Rehydration  Requirements  for  Dehydrated 
Patients.

Colonel  Udo  J.  Wile,  Medical  Director,  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  lectured 
on  Experience  in  8,500  Cases  of  Early  and  Late  Syphilis  with  Penicillin 
Alone  and  in  Combination  with  Arsenic,  Bismuth  and  Fever. 
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RESEARCH  IN  PROGRESS 

It  has  been  said  that  scientific  investigators,  in  a  manner  like  poets  and 
inventors,  are  driven  by  a  restless  inner  urge  to  seek  an  answer  to  their 
problems.  Whether  true  or  not,  and  there  would  seem  to  be  some  justifica- 
tion for  the  idea,  the  turmoil,  however,  must  be  within  and  not  without.  An 
unsettled  environment,  plus  added  burdens  and  a  depleted  staff,  is  not  con- 
ducive to  research.  This  is  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  activities  of  many  of 
the  services. 

Medical  Services:  Research  on  the  Medical  Services  included  observations  on 
cerebral  symptoms  in  hypertension,  with  special  reference  to  the  role  of  cerebro- 
spinal fluid,  the  genesis  of  hypertensive  headache  and  familial  hypercholester- 
olemia; studies  of  temporal  arteritis,  with  particular  reference  to  its  relation  to 
other  types  of  arterial  inflammation;  and  the  results  obtained  by  radiotherapy 
in  bronchiectasis.  Clinical  investigative  work  on  the  use  of  thiouracil  in  the 
treatment  of  hyperthyroidism  was  completed.  Studies  were  continued  on  the 
development  of  an  antithyrotropic  factor  from  the  pituitary.  Eventually  such 
a  factor  was  elaborated  by  prolonged  injection  in  rabbits  of  thyrotropic  material 
derived  from  the  pituitary.  The  antithyrotropic  factor  produced  in  this  manner 
has  been  employed  in  the  treatment  of  four  patients  with  Graves'  disease.  By 
means  of  precipitin  tests,  the  existence  of  varying  amounts  of  thyrotropic  factor 
in  patients  with  Graves'  disease  and  similarly  varying  quantities  of  antithyro- 
tropic factor  in  patients  with  myxedema  have  also  been  noted.  Clinical  studies 
were  continued  on  the  diuretic  effect  of  desoxveorticosterone  in  patients  with 
Cushing's  syndrome,  and  this  phenomenon  has  been  utilized  in  the  diagnosis 
of  hypcrfunction  of  the  adrenal  cortex. 

Investigations  were  continued  on  methods  for  improving  the  therapeutic 
efficacy  of  penicillin  in  the  treatment  of  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis  and 
other  infections,  and  particularly  in  the  treatment  of  infections  due  to  less 
sensitive  organisms.  Clinical  studies  are  also  in  progress  with  the  new  antibiotic, 
streptomycin,  for  the  treatment  of  certain  bacterial  infections  which  are  resistant 
to  penicillin. 

The  Hematological  group  has  continued  its  co-operation  with  the  Medical, 
Surgical  and  Pediatric  Services  in  the  study  of  a  number  of  well-defined,  as 
well  as  obscure,  hematological  conditions.  In  particular,  it  has  continued  its 
observations  on  osteosclerotic  or  megakaryocyte  anemias.  Studies  have  been 
carried  out  on  the  Rh  factor  and  subgroups  in  their  relation  to  erythroblastosis 
fetalis  and  intragroup  transfusion  reactions.  The  Hematology  Clinic  has  also 
occupied  itself  with  the  life  course  of  various  diseases,  especially  polycythemia. 
The  Hematology  group  has  continued  its  activities  in  supplying  the  wards  with 
blood  from  the  Blood  Bank.  The  incident  of  chills  following  Blood  Bank 
transfusions  has  been  further  reduced  to  less  than  one  per  cent.  The  Blood 
Bank  has  also  been  preparing  plasma  for  the  use  of  the  wards  and,  to  some 
extent,  for  the  use  of  the  Private  and  the  Semi-Private  Pavilions. 

The  Gastroenterology  group  of  the  Medical  Service  has  continued  its 
observations  on  the  effect  of  quinine  bisulphate  on  the  nervous  phase  of  gastric 
secretion  in  patients  with  peptic  ulcer  and  in  control  patients,  and  likewise  on 
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the  effect  of  varying  doses  of  insulin  on  gastric  secretion  in  similar  comparative 
groups.  Studies  were  made  of  the  gastric  secretion  before  and  after  subtotal 
gastrectomy,  and  of  the  sigmoidoscopic  appearance  of  the  rectosigmoid  after 
surgical  procedures  for  ulcerative  colitis.  Observations  are  being  made  on  the 
therapeutic  value  of  bilateral  vagotomy,  and  of  the  aliment  for  jejunostomy 
feedings,  plus  milk-soda  or  aluminum  gel  intragastric  drip  therapy  for  peptic 
ulcer. 

The  Metabolism  Clinic  has  completed  observations  on  the  therapeutic 
effectiveness  of  globin  insulin,  and  on  a  ten  year  study  of  the  use  of  a  "free 
diet"  in  diabetes.  It  has  continued  studies  of  mixtures  of  regular  and  protamine 
zinc  insulin  in  the  treatment  of  diabetes,  of  the  possible  causes  of  the  degenera- 
tive changes  in  diabetes,  and  of  the  effect  of  a  rice  diet  on  diabetic  retinopathy. 

The  Nutrition  Clinic  continued  clinical  observations  relating  to  the  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  of  nutritional  deficiencies,  especially  of  the  subclinical  types. 
Studies  are  being  made  of  the  metabolism  of  lipids;  of  the  role  of  fat  and 
water  soluble  vitamins  in  liver  disease,  sprue  and  inflammatory  intestinal  dis- 
orders; of  nutritional  problems  following  subtotal  gastric  resection;  of  uric  acid 
partition  in  gout;  and  of  the  role  of  amphetamine  in  the  management  of 
obesity. 

The  Thoracic  group  continued  its  studies  on  benign  bronchial  bleeding, 
with  special  emphasis  on  bronchographic  examination  to  discover  unrecognized 
latent  bronchiectasis  which  may  be  responsible  for  the  hemoptysis.  Studies 
were  completed  on  the  effect  of  intrabronchial  instillation  of  penicillin  in 
bronchiectasis;  on  staphylococcus  infections  of  the  pleura;  and  on  a  long-range 
follow-up  of  fifty-five  cases  of  bronchial  adenoma,  with  an  evaluation  of  the 
results  of  bronchoscopic  treatment  and  the  occurrence  of  malignant  changes. 
A  study  is  being  made  of  the  microscopy  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  in  relation 
to  the  gross  circumscription  of  the  tumors  and  the  occurrence  of  lymphatic 
metastases. 

The  new  Clinical  Chemistry  Laboratory  established  last  year  in  the  Medical 
Pavilion  has  brought  clinical  chemistry  in  closer  relationship  to  the  Medical 
Services  and  has  served  to  expedite  that  large  volume  of  chemical  studies 
required  for  the  accurate  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients  on  the  Medical 
Wards.  During  the  year,  this  Laboratory  was  moved  from  the  fourth  floor 
to  more  adequate  space  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Pavilion. 

The  Neurological  Service:  Because  of  the  continued  absence  of  personnel,  the 
investigative  work  on  the  service  has  been  limited  to  clinical  problems.  A  study 
of  primary  lateral  sclerosis  was  completed,  and  work  was  resumed  on  amyo- 
trophic lateral  sclerosis.  An  evaluation  of  the  treatment  of  low  back  pain  and 
herniated  intervertebral  discs  was  undertaken. 

The  Pediatric  Service:  The  House  Staff  was  increased  by  two  Assistant  Resi- 
dents which  permits  the  training  of  more  veterans  who  need  pediatric  experi- 
ence, particularly  those  who  wish  to  complete  their  interrupted  requirements 
for  tin  American  Board  of  Pediatrics.  Furthermore,  it  met  the  need  for  addi- 
tional Resident  Staff  service  in  the  Semi-Private  Ward  for  Children  when  it 
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was  enlarged  to  18  beds,  and  it  has  been  of  much  benefit  to  house  staff  training. 

The  Semi-Private  Ward,  first  opened  in  1944,  nas  proven  of  great  value, 
ft  fills  a  real  need  in  the  community,  and  it  helps  to  relieve  the  strain  on  the 
adult  tacilities  in  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions.  Even  with  its  expan- 
sion to  18  beds  in  1945,  there  were  times  when  this  Ward  was  completely  filled, 
and  had  a  waiting  list. 

The  weekly  conferences  continue  to  be  well  attended,  and  many  doctors 
in  uniform  have  been  seen  there  each  week. 

The  registration  for  the  post-graduate  course  was  so  large  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  form  two  classes.    This  required  twice  the  amount  of  instruction  hours. 

The  Surgical  Services:  The  Gastric  Surgery  group  is  currently  engaged  in  the 
investigation  of  motility  and  pressure  studies  of  the  small  intestine  following 
jejunal  alimentation.  Experiences  are  being  recorded  following  iniradiaphrag- 
matic  vagotomy  and  subtotal  gastrectomy,  and  supradiaphragmatic  vagotomy 
in  recurrent  ulceration  following  subtotal  gastrectomy.  Studies  relating  to  the 
bile  ducts  are  being  made  with  reicrence  to  the  results  ol  repair,  carcinoma,  and 
the  effect  of  sphincterotomy  on  common  duct  dilatation  and  pancreatic  reflux. 
The  surgical  problems  in  gastrojejunal  ulcer  and  gastrojejunocolic  hstula  are 
being  investigated. 

The  Intestinal  Surgery  group  is  continuing  the  study  of  ulcerative  colitis, 
with  special  reference  to  the  criteria  for  surgical  therapy.  The  immediate  results 
of  operative  treatment  of  carcinoma  of  the  rectum  whereby  the  sphincter  has 
been  preserved  have  proven  very  satisfactory.  A  combined  study  was  made  of 
the  late  results  of  ileocolic  resection  and  ileotransverse  colostomy  and  exclusion 
in  ileitis.  A  new  combined  abdominothoracic  operation  lor  cancer  of  the 
oesophagus  and  carclia  has  been  developed. 

The  Thoracic  Surgery  group  reports  another  year  with  no  mortality  in 
operations  lor  acute  abscess  of  the  lung — no  mortality  in  operations  lor  bron- 
chiectasis— and  progressively  diminishing  mortality  in  operations  lor  cancer  of 
the  lung.  Investigation  is  continuing  on  adenoma  ol  the  bronchus,  pericardi- 
otomy as  an  exploratory  procedure,  and  X-ra\  studies  ol  the  great  vessels  in 
their  relationship  to  intrathoracic  tumors.  A  new  type  of  oesophago-gastrostomy 
anastamosis  has  been  developed.  A  new  method  lor  the  administration  of 
heparin  has  also  been  evolved.  Circulatory  studies  are  being  made  on  cases 
that  have  been  operated  upon  for  hypertension.  The  group  is  currently  investi- 
gating the  relationship  ot  penicillin  to  infections  ol  the  lung  and  pleura. 
Sarcoma  of  the  lung  and  bizarre  lorms  of  emphysema  are  being  studied.  An 
analysis  is  being  made  of  a  variety  of  lesions  in  the  newborn  with  particular 
references  to  their  surgical  management. 

The  Gynecological  Service  is  presently  engaged  in  estrogen  and  androgen 
studies  on  fibromyoma  and  carcinoma  cases;  the  correction  by  operative  and 
non-operative  means  of  mechanical  closure  of  the  tubes  causing  sterility;  and 
a  comparison  of  morbidity  and  follow-up  results  of  total  versus  subtotal 
hysterectomies.  The  diagnostic  value  of  hysterography  has  been  shown,  but 
further  studies  are  being  pursued.    The  development  of  a  new  androgen  test 
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by  using  a  male  mouse  is  being  investigated  and  the  results  of  the  immature 
rat  pregnancy  test  are  being  evaluated.  The  special  groups  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  such  as  endocrine,  sterility,  etc.,  are  continuing  the  studies  of 
the  problems  falling  in  their  category. 

The  Ophthalmological  Service  is  continuing  its  investigation  of  glaucoma. 
Parasympathomimetic  substances  are  being  quantitatively  estimated  in  glaucoma 
and  non-glaucomatous  patients.  Work  on  the  fundus  changes  in  hypertension 
with  particular  references  to  the  effect  of  thoraco-lumbar  sympathectomy  is 
being  continued. 

The  Otological  Service:  Studies  of  deafness  from  a  clinical  and  histopatho- 
logical  aspect  are  being  continued.  Further  experience  with  the  fenestration 
operation  and  the  endaural  approach  for  chronic  middle  ear  suppuration  has 
demonstrated  their  value. 

The  Department  of  Physical  Therapy  is  engaged  in  evaluating  the  results  of 
athermal  high  frequency  currents,  and  of  the  application  of  some  new  drugs 
by  means  of  iontophoresis. 

The  Department  of  Radiology  is  presently  engaged  in  studies  of  the  dynamics 
of  the  pulmonary  circulation  in  hyperthyroidism  and  in  pulmonary  and  medias- 
tinal disease,  as  well  as  in  studies  of  pulmonary  suppuration  by  sectional  radi- 
ography. Investigations  are  proceeding  to  the  end  that  X-ray  exposures  will 
be  controlled  automatically. 

The  Dental  Department  is  continuing  its  studies  on  the  management  of  oral 
infections  by  chemotherapy;  on  the  pre-extraction  protection  of  patients  with 
cardiac  disease;  and  on  the  management  of  hyperplasia  of  the  gums  result- 
ing from  the  administration  of  dilantin.  In  co-operation  with  the  Neurologi- 
cal Service,  the  electroencephalographic  patterns  of  dental  pain  are  being 
investigated.

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BACTERIOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

Routine  Work  in  Bacteriology  and  Serology:  In  1945  the  number  of  routine 
bacteriological  and  serological  examinations  increased  by  approximately  two  per 
cent,  thereby  continuing  the  trend  which  has  been  observed  for  more  than  a 
decade.  In  1929  the  number  of  examinations  was  16,500.  In  1935  the  total 
was  22,500,  while  in  1945  it  was  nearly  42,000.  Thus  the  increase  was  approxi- 
mately 150  per  cent  in  sixteen  years  and  86  per  cent  in  the  last  nine  years. 
Examinations  performed  for  the  Private  and  Semi-Private  Pavilions  rose  646 
per  cent  and  more  than  470  per  cent,  respectively,  during  the  last  nine  years. 
This  trend  is  partly  attributable  to  the  general  development  of  the  Hospital. 
A  more  direct  cause  is  the  continual  progress  ot  science  which  inevitably  pro- 
duces new  techniques  and  new  tests.  Since  1935  approximately  20  new  routine 
methods  or  tests  have  been  added,  and  several  other  procedures  have  been 
standardized  or  revised.  The  list  includes  standardization  and  serological 
reclassification  ot  Gram-negative  intestinal  bacilli;  routine  serological  tests  for 
infection  with  spirilla,  spirochetes,  and  toxoplasma;  new  tests  lor  brucellosis, 
infectious  mononucleosis,  and  serum  sickness;  special  methods  lor  the  cultiva- 
tion oi  the  tubercle  bacillus;  complement  fixation  tests  lor  lymphopathia 
venereum;  procedures  tor  the  detection  ot  RJh  agglutinins;  and  new  methods 
lor  cultivation  of  anaerobic  bacteria.  Other  procedures  standardized  during 
1945  were  tests  on  the  susceptibility  of  bacteria  to  antibiotic  drugs,  such  as 
penicillin  and  the  sulfonamides;  and  tc^ts  which  measure  the  amounts  of 
antibiotic  drug  present  in  the  blood  of  persons  who  are  undergoing  treatment. 
Procedures  newly  added  include  a  new  quantitative  Kolmer  test  for  syphilis; 
tests  of  bacterial  susceptibility  to  streptomycin;  and  methods  tor  measuring 
the  level  of  streptomycin  in  the  blood. 

Research  Activities:  In  collaboration  with  the  Medical  Service,  clinico-bacteri- 
ological  investigations  of  penicillin  and  streptomycin  therapy  were  carried  out. 
These  investigations  had  special  reference  to  subacute  bacterial  endocarditis,  a 
disease  which  has  been  the  object  of  research  at  this  Hospital  for  almost  half 
a  century.  Studies  executed  in  collaboration  with  other  clinical  services  con- 
cerned themselves  with  the  penetration  of  penicillin  into  bone  marrow;  with 
hypersensitivity  to  penicillin  in  persons. who  have  been  treated  with  that  drug; 
and  with  extracts  of  molds  related  to  those  which  produce  penicillin. 

The  experimental  bacteriological  studies  may  be  grouped  as  follows: 

(1)  The  effect  of  penicillin  on  Gram-negative  bacilli. 

All  the  chemotherapeutic  substances  thus  far  developed  are  effective  against 
Gram-positive  organisms,  such  as  pus-producing  bacteria  (streptococci,  staphy- 
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lococci)  and  pneumococci.  Few  drugs  thus  far  discovered  show  any  activity 
against  Gram-negative  bacilli,  e.g.,  bacteria  which  cause  typhoid  and  para- 
typhoid fever,  dysentery,  Malta  fever,  and  certain  other  infections.  Since  the 
drugs  differ  widely  in  chemical  composition,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  resist- 
ance of  Gram-negative  bacilli  is  due  to  some  peculiar  trait  in  their  biology. 
Therefore,  it  was  thought  that  studies  of  the  mechanism  of  the  resistance  of 
Gram-negative  bacilli  to  penicillin  would  prove  interesting.  The  investigations 
were  begun  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago  and  led  to  the  publication  of  a  series 
of  articles  on  the  subject. 

The  results  were  as  follows:  It  was  found  that  the  penicillin  effect  is 
intimately  related  to  the  cellular  metabolism  of  Gram-negative  bacilli.  Bacteria 
require  amino  acids  for  their  growth.  These  amino  acids  may  be  supplied 
by  the  culture  medium.  If  the  medium  lacks  these  necessary  substances,  the 
bacteria  acquire  the  ability  to  synthesize  them.  Certain  chemically  related 
amino  acids  (dicarboxylic  amino  acids,  i.e.,  glutamic  and  aspartic  acids,  cystine, 
histidine,  arginine,  and  hydroxy  proline)  have  an  "anti-penicillin  effect".  Other 
amino  acids  (methionine,  methionine  sulfoxide,  and  threonine)  are  capable  of 
enhancing  the  penicillin  effect  markedly.  The  susceptibility  of  Gram-negative 
bacilli  to  penicillin  depends  upon  the  presence  of  anti-penicillin  or  penicillin- 
enhancing  amino  acids  in  the  medium,  or  on  the  ability  of  the  bacteria  to 
synthesize  one  or  another  group  of  amino  acids.  Thus  it  is  possible  to  modify 
at  will  the  resistance  of  Gram-negative  bacilli  by  changing  their  metabolic 
requirements,  i.e.,  by  training  the  bacteria  to  synthesize  the  respective  amino 
acids.  In  fact,  the  addition  of  the  proper  amino  acids  to  the  medium  may 
raise  the  susceptibility  of  the  bacteria  to  penicillin  a  hundredfold.  The  observa- 
tions made  thus  far  provide  a  novel  approach  to  the  action  of  penicillin  on 
Gram-negative  bacilli,  and  indicate  new  lines  of  investigation  along  which  the 
problem  may  be  studied  with  advantage. 

(2)  Changes  in  the  disease-producing  properties  of  the  virus  of  meningitis 
by  passage  through  enterologous  hosts. 

Additional  evidence  was  obtained  and  studies  were  completed  on  the  vari- 
ations produced  in  viruses  by  passage  through  different  hosts.  Strains  of 
lymphocytic  choriomeningitis  virus  passed  serially  through  guinea  pigs  acquired 
the  power  to  produce  generalized  diseases,  including  severe  meningitis  in  mice 
and  guinea  pigs;  this  was  true  whether  the  viruses  were  introduced  by  the 
peritoneal  or  by  the  cerebral  route.  When  the  strains  were  prepassaged  through 
mice,  the  manifestations  of  the  disease  became  quite  different.  The  animals 
developed  localized  meningitis  which  could  be  produced  by  the  cerebral  route 
only.  These  findings  are  of  epidemiological  interest  since  they  show  that  the 
same  virus  may  produce  different  disease  manifestations,  depending  upon  the 
animal  species  from  which  the  virus  originated.  A  similar  approach  to  the 
study  of  other  viruses  may  improve  our  understanding  of  certain  obscure  virus 
diseases  of  man. 

( } )  Electron  microscopy. 

Systematic  studies  are  being  made  by  means  of  the  electronic  microscope 
and  arc  progressing  satisfactorily.    This  valuable  instrument  is  being  used  for 
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studies  of  the  morphology  of  certain  special  groups  of  bacteria  which  cannot  be 
seen  clearly  enough  through  the  ordinary  microscope.  Such  observations  are 
useful  for  both  the  routine  work  and  the  research  work  of  the  Laboratory. 
Investigations  are  also  being  made  on  the  morphological  changes  which  anti- 
biotics cause  in  bacteria. 

(4)  Phenomenon  of  local  tissue  reactivity  (  Shwartzman  Phenomenon). 

A  series  of  papers  dealing  with  the  phenomenon  appeared  in  the  litera- 
ture of  the  United  States,  France,  Belgium,  Italy,  and  Japan.  In  this  country, 
a  group  of  investigators  from  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  and  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  made  an  extensive  series  of  studies  on  the  effect  of 
phenomenon-producing  substances  on  tumors  of  animals.  These  scientists  are 
also  attempting  to  use  such  substances  in  the  treatment  of  tumors  in  human 
beings.  Other  reports  dealt  with  the  relation  of  the  phenomenon  to  abortion, 
eclampsia,  focal  infections,  dysentery,  and  the  hemorrhagic  diathesis.  Observa- 
tions were  published  on  the  role  of  vitamin  K  and  dicumarol  in  the  phe- 
nomenon, on  the  significance  ot  the  phenomenon  in  certain  diseases  of  the 
eye,  and  on  the  occurrence  of  the  phenomenon  in  man. 

CHEMISTRY  LABORATORIES 

The  year  1945  will  be  remembered  not  only  for  the  end  of  the  War,  but 
lor  events,  heralded  in  the  news  as  the  beginning  of  the  "Atomic  Age",  which 
have  suddenly  made  mankind  more  conscious  than  ever  before  of  the  chemist 
and  his  work.  But  while  these  most  publicized  fruits  of  chemical  research  may 
be  used  equally  for  destruction  and  construction,  chemical  research  in  a  hos- 
pital laboratory  is  exclusively  devoted  to  constructive  and,  in  particular,  ro 
reconstructive  ends.  A  proper  balance  must  be  struck  between  fundamental 
and  applied  research,  which  supplement  each  other  like  the  roots  and  branches 
of  a  tree.  In  fundamental  research,  concentration  of  effort  upon  a  few  projects 
carefully  selected  for  their  importance  and  feasibility  within  the  available 
facilities  has  been  an  established  trend  in  this  department  for  many  years. 
The  same  wholesome  emphasis  upon  selection,  concentration,  and  co-operation 
is  now  gaining  ground,  with  the  aid  of  the  Research  Administration  Com- 
mittee, in  the  chemical  segment  of  clinical  investigation. 

This  trend  finds  its  direct  expression  in  the  opening  of  a  new  laboratory 
tor  nutrition  research,  painstakingly  planned  and  equipped  for  the  performance 
of  micro-analytical  and  ultramicro-analytical  vitamin  and  enzyme  studies  on 
patients  from  the  wards,  from  the  dispensary,  and  on  control  subjects.  This 
Nutrition  Survey  of  the  Hospital  population  will  permit  comparison,  standard- 
ization, and  correction  of  hospital  and  home  diets  with  regard  to  adequacy  of 
vitamins  and  other  essential  ingredients.  Simultaneously,  the  investigation  of 
deficiency  states  brought  about  by  external  dietary  and  by  internal  functional 
causes  has  been  inaugurated.  The  progress  and  success  of  this  enterprise  is 
predicated  upon  well-defined  co-operation  between  the  physicians  of  the  Nutri- 
tion Clinic  and  the  members  of  the  Laboratory  Staff.  A  similar  project  is 
contemplated  for  the  study  of  metabolic  conditions. 
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Endocrinology,  like  physiology,  may  be  considered  a  unit  for  teaching 
purposes.  However,  experimental  research,  clinical  observations,  and  thera- 
peutic applications  in  this  field  have  to  be  allocated  to  specialists  in  suitable 
subordination  to  clinical  requirements.  Hence,  sub-divisions  of  endocrinology, 
the  science  ot  the  hormones,  have  developed  along  natural  lines;  insulin  studies 
are  the  province  of  the  diabetes  specialist  and  fall  under  the  metabolism 
project  referred  to  above.  In  all  hospitals,  the  female  and  the  male  sex 
hormones  are  the  concern  of  the  gynecologist  and  obstetrician.  The  hormones 
of  the  thyroid,  pituitary,  and  adrenal  glands  form  another  sub-group  within 
endocrinology  and  fall  within  the  domain  ot  internal  medicine.  The  team 
of  physicians  interested  in  this  topic  was  the  first  one  to  develop  in  our 
Laboratories;  they  have  continued  their  well-received  explorations  of  the  thyro- 
tropic hormone,  the  messenger  from  the  pituitary  to  the  thyroid  gland.  An 
antagonist  of  this  hormone,  the  antithyrotropic  factor,  has  been  produced  in 
the  Laboratory,  and  its  use  in  hyperthyroid  patients  is  under  test.  Con- 
comitantly, the  existence  of  excessive  circulating  thyrotropic  factor  in  the  blood 
in  cases  of  hyperthyroidism  has  been  demonstrated.  This  same  group  has 
continued  to  supply  its  services  lor  the  routine  analysis  of  ketosteroids  to  all 
other  clinical  departments.  The  determination  of  blood  electrolytes,  sodium, 
potassium,  and  magnesium,  carried  out  until  recently  by  this  group,  has  been 
transferred  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the  regular  routine  procedures  avail- 
able in  the  central  Chemical  Laboratory. 

The  Gynecological  Endocrinology  group  has  likewise  contributed  its  cus- 
tomary share  of  routine  analyses,  such  as  pregnancy  and  estrogen  tests.  This 
group  has  continued  its  research  work  with  studies  on  sex  hormone  excretion 
in  various  uterine  and  ovarian  tumors;  on  the  evaluation  of  pregnancy  tests 
and  androgen  tests  performed  in  immature  rats;  and  on  various  effects  of  male 
sex  hormone  on  female  mice. 

In  the  Pharmacological  Laboratory,  an  interesting  investigation  revealed 
vaso-constrictor  efTects  specific  for  the  serum  from  cases  of  active  thrombo- 
angiitis obliterans.  By  similar  methods,  the  antagonistic  action  of  thiamine 
against  the  vaso-constrictor  efTects  of  nicotine  was  demonstrated. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Biochemistry  of  the  Polytechnic 
Institute  ol  Brooklyn,  a  protein  constituent  of  red  blood  corpuscles,  different 
i  ron  i  hemoglobin,  has  been  studied  by  electrophoresis  and  analytical  methods. 

Biochemical  vitamin  studies,  henceforth  to  be  integrated  with  the  Nutri- 
tion Survey  project  reported  above,  have  included  the  establishment  of  the 
definite  correlation  of  anomalous  vitamin  A  metabolism  with  certain  liver  ail- 
ments. The  efficacy  of  lecithin  in  lowering  certain  types  of  hyper-cholcsterolemia 
has  been  confirmed.  The  effect  ol  bile  acids  on  the  improved  absorption  of 
Mtamin  A  and  carotene  has  been  found  to  be  confined  to  cases  with  impaired 
liver  I  unction  or  with  reduced  bile  flow.  It  has  been  believed  that  the  pro- 
vitamin A,  carotene,  when  bound  to  protein,  as  it  occurs  in  carrots  and  other 
cgctabl<     is  nion  easil)  absorbed  in  the  intestine  than  pure  crystalline  carotene. 
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Lipoprotein,  containing  carotene,  was  prepared  under  special  precautions  from 
several  hundred  pounds  of  carrots,  and  was  analyzed  chemically.  Absorption 
studies  disproved  the  alleged  difference  between  tree  and  bound  carotene. 

In  numerous  instances,  the  solubility  of  medicaments  in  water  is  advan- 
tageous or  even  essential  for  their  intravenous  or  peroral  administration.  The 
organic  chemist  has  a  number  oi  devices  at  his  disposal  to  render  a  given 
compound  water-soluble  without  otherwise  affecting  its  physiological  action. 
We  have  utilized  such  concepts  in  respect  to  antioxidants,  compounds  designed 
to  protect  such  delicate  substances  as  vitamin  A  against  oxidative  destruction. 
In  the  case  ot  vitamin  K,  novel  w  ater  soluble  deep-red  dyes  were  synthesized, 
which  replace  the  disagreeable  vitamin  K-oil  preparations  in  the  therapy  of 
delayed  blood-clotting.  Moreover,  further  progress  has  been  achieved  towards 
the  synthesis  oi  water  soluble  quinones  of  the  adrenochrome  type  for  chemo- 
therapy ot  hypertension. 

Essential  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  on  the  chemistry  ot  vitamin 
A.  Scores  ot  new  compounds,  either  intermediates  or  model  compounds  for 
the  synthesis  of  this  vitamin,  have  been  prepared  synthetically.  Their  chemical 
and  spectroscopic  analyses  have  brought  out  valuable  clues,  and  several  reasons 
for  the  failure  ot  attempted  and  claimed  synthesis  ot  vitamin  A  have  been 
detected  which  are  useful  tor  further  guidance  toward  this  goal.  In  the  pur- 
suance ot  this  project,  an  unusual  double  rearrangement  leading  to  the  mc  itho- 
furane  series,  and  a  novel  aspect  of  the  so-called  allylic  rearrangement  were 
discovered.  As  a  corollary  to  this  work,  new  information  is  being  obtained 
on  the  stereochemistry  ot  the  terpene  group. 

Routine:  The  number  of  specimens  analyzed  in  the  Laboratories  of  Chemistry, 
Clinical  Microscopy,  and  F.ndocrinologv  appears  elsewhere  in  this  Report  under 
Comparative  St  itistics. 

The  various  ancillary  services  of  the  Laboratory — such  as  the  production 
ot  sterile  glucose  solution  lor  intravenous  use,  and  control  analysis  and  chemical 
counsel  to  the  purchasing,  engineering,  dietary,  and  other  departments — have 
been  rendered  as  usual. 

Educational  Activities:  The  monthly  Physiological  Chemistry  Seminar  started 
its  eleventh  academic  season,  offering  discourses  on  "Electrophoresis"  by  Dan 
H.  Moore;  "Steroid  Alkaloids"  by  Lyman  C  Craig;  "Digitalis"  by  Harry  B, 
Van  Dyke;  "Vitamin  B.  Deficiencies"  by  L.  Emmett  Holt,  jr.;  "Calcium  in 
Cellular  Physiology"  by  Robert  Chambers;  "Purine  Metabolism"  by  Herman 
M.  Kalckar;  and  "Mechanisms  of  Nerve  Action"  by  David  Nachmansohn. 
These  lectures  were  followed  by  stimulating  discussions.  The  Seminar  is  widely 
attended  by  scientists  and  students  from  universities,  research  institutions,  and 
other  laboratories,  and  is  being  appreciated  as  part  of  the  scientific  life  of  our 
city. 

Members  of  our  StafT  have  participated  in  the  post-graduate  teaching  pro- 
gram, in  the  instruction  of  the  Intern  and  Resident  Staffs,  and  in  a  number 
of  scientific  meetings. 
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PHYSICS  LABORATORY 

Routine  duties  performed  by  the  Physics  Laboratory  included  standardiza- 
tion of  radiotherapy  equipment;  measurement  and  checking  of  the  radium 
supply;  and  maintenance  and  repair  of  therapeutic  and  diagnostic  equipment 
of  physical  nature,  e.g.,  measuring  instruments  of  the  Radiotherapy  Depart- 
ment, devices  used  in  physical  therapy,  and  the  electroencephalograph.  Similar 
services  were  rendered  to  the  Laboratories  of  the  Hospital.  The  developing  of 
diagnostic  X-ray  films  was  checked,  and  new  tables  were  prepared  which  indi- 
cate the  compensation  necessitated  by  exhaustion  of  the  developer.  On  one 
occasion,  the  portable  Geiger-Mueller  counter  for  the  detection  and  measure- 
ment of  radioactive  substances  was  employed  to  find  a  misplaced  radium  needle. 
In  two  cases,  radioactivity  was  measured  in  autopsy  material  obtained  from 
patients  who  had  been  treated  with  radioactive  phosphorus.  Certain  illumi- 
nating endoscopes  were  found  to  offer  a  hazard  of  electric  shock.  Necessary 
safety  measures  were  taken,  and  certain  new  devices  were  built  and  installed. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  physicist,  the  X-ray  cassette  changer,  constructed  two 
years  ago,  was  used  extensively  for  angiocardiography. 

A  power  supply  was  built  for  a  new  high-speed  centrifuge  belonging  to 
the  Bacteriology  Laboratory.  An  ultra-violet  lamp  was  constructed  for  the 
irradiation  of  samples  of  vitamin  A.  A  trickle  charger  was  built  for  the  storage 
batteries  of  the  Beckman  spectrophotometer  belonging  to  the  Chemistry  Labora- 
tory. A  variable  power  supply  was  devised  for  photomicrographic  work  in 
the  Pathology  Laboratory.  A  new  type  of  vagmal  trocar,  by  means  of  which 
an  endoscope  can  be  introduced  into  the  peritoneal  cavity,  was  made  for  the 
gynecologists. 

A  new  photoelectric  microplethysmograph  was  developed  for  an  investiga- 
tion in  vascular  physiology  and  pathology,  which  is  being  conducted  in  col- 
laboration with  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Services.  Observations  were  first 
made  on  normal  subjects  by  means  of  a  preliminary  experimental  model.  A 
final  model  was  then  constructed;  this  records  in  ink  the  pulsations  in  the 
finger  tips  and  also  compensates  for  and  records  gross  changes  in  volume  of 
the  finger  tips.  This  model  is  entirely  automatic  and  is  so  sensitive  that  it 
can  detect  changes  of  five  hundred-thousandths  of  a  cubic  inch. 

A  tool-room  precision  lathe  which  permits  doing  work  to  close  tolerances 
has  been  acquired  for  the  Physics  Laboratory.  The  construction  of  high- 
precision  parts  for  the  microplethysmograph  was  made  possible  by  the  use  of 
this  machine. 

The  disclosure  of  spectacular  war  work  on  nuclear  fission  acted  as  a 
stimulus  to  plans  and  discussions  of  research  with  radioactive  tracers.  A  sub- 
stantial grant  was  received  from  the  Hospital  for  this  type  of  research  and  will 
permit  realization  of  some  of  these  plans  in  collaboration  with  other  depart- 
ments of  the  I  Iospital. 

The  Pathologist,  Radiologist,  and  Physicist  have  been  investigating  the 
possibilities  of  X  ray  diffraction  as  a  new  approach  to  morphological  problems 
in  pathology.  Grants  have  been  obtained  for  equipment  and  personnel  to 
study  this  subject  lor  three  years. 
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An  Assistant  to  the  Physics  Laboratory  was  appointed  but  he  was  granted 
a  leave  of  absence  to  finish  work  on  a  war  research  project  at  Princeton 
University.    He  will  assume  his  duties  at  the  Hospital  in  January  1946. 

PATHOLOGY  LABORATORIES 

Routine:  The  routine  activities  of  the  Pathology  Laboratory  during  the  past 
year  were  as  follows:  281  autopsies,  which  included  117  examinations  of  the 
cerebrospinal  system  by  the  Laboratory  of  Neuropathology;  the  ophthalmo- 
pathologic  Laboratory  examined  2N  eyes;  a  total  of  5,664  surgical  specimens 
was  examined;  and  the  Hematology  Laboratory  made  2,403  examinations. 

Education:  In  the  second  half  of  the  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  physicians  in  training,  the  termination  of  the  war  having  brought  new 
applicants.  During  the  year,  fourteen  physicians  were  working  in  the  Labora- 
tory, two  of  whom  were  ex-servicemen.  Six  held  Fellowships  of  the  Hospital, 
and  three  were  recipients  of  stipends  from  the  Dazian  Foundation.  Physicians 
desire  training  in  pathology  because  they  recognize  that  its  basic  principles 
are  of  value  in  their  tuture  clinical  careers.  Moreover,  the  requirements  of 
the  various  specialty  boards  include  one  year  of  work  in  basic  science,  and 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  experience  in  pathology  has  become  almost  obligatory 
for  those  who  intend  to  specialize.  The  Pathology  Laboratory  offers  the  oppor- 
tunity for  such  training.  T  here  is  also  a  smaller  group  of  physicians  planning 
a  career  in  pathology.  The  American  Board  of  Pathology  requires  three  years 
of  work  in  laboratory  medicine,  two  of  which  must  be  spent  in  a  laboratory 
of  morbid  anatomy  and  surgical  pathology.  All  those  who  have  obtained  this 
required  training  in  the  Pathology  Laboratory  in  the  past  have  become  Diplo- 
matcs  of  the  Board.  The  training  in  pathology  consists  of  the  carrying  out  of 
routine  duties,  such  as  autopsies  and  the  examination  of  surgical  pathological 
specimens,  under  the  supervision  of  the  senior  members  of  the  Laboratory. 
However,  it  is  not  limited  to  these  routine  duties.  Weekly  seminars  are  held 
in  which  the  material  is  discussed  in  detail,  while  at  a  monthly  Journal  Club 
the  current  literature  is  reviewed.  In  addition,  the  men  are  stimulated  to  do 
some  simple  investigative  work.  In  the  past  year,  three  of  the  physicians  thus 
trained  have  finished  their  assignments  and  their  reports  are  ready  for  publica- 
tion in  scientific  journals.  , 

The  weekly  Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  are  being  continued  with 
Dr.  George  Baehr  and  Dr.  Isidore  Snapper  alternating  as  clinicians.  Biweekly 
Clinical  Pathological  Conferences  for  the  House  Staff  are  being  given  by  Dr. 
Sadao  Otani  and  Dr.  Snapper.  These  conferences  use  the  lecture  methods  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  where  the  main  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
the  clinical  diagnosis  of  the  case  presented;  they  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
House  Staff. 

The  formal  Post-Graduate  Courses  in  General  Pathology,  under  the  auspices 
of  Columbia  University,  have  had  a  good  attendance.  Furthermore,  several 
lectures  were  given  in  Cardiac  Pathology,  in  connection  with  the  Clinical  Course 
on  Cardiology  and  the  Pathology  of  the  Liver,  as  a  part  of  the  Clinical  Course 
on  Diseases  of  the  Liver. 
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In  connection  with  the  educational  activities  of  the  Laboratory,  a  number 
of  lectures  were  given  outside  of  the  Hospital,  such  as  a  series  on  tuberculosis 
for  the  undergraduate  students  of  New  York  University;  lectures  on  allergy 
for  seminars  of  the  American  College  of  Physicians;  and  lectures  on  dissemi- 
nated lupus  erythematosus  at  the  Clinical  Society  of  New  York  Hospital,  before 
the  Greater  Boston  Medical  Society,  the  staff  of  the  Pediatric  Department  of 
Harvard  University,  and  before  the  Philadelphia  Pathological  Society. 

Research:  With  the  cessation  of  the  war,  the  Pathology  Laboratory  resumed  a 
more  intensive  program  of  investigation,  the  results  of  which  have  not  matured 
in  the  form  of  published  papers  thus  far  but  only  in  the  presentation  of  reports 
before  scientific  societies.  Dr.  Naomi  de  Sola  Pool  presented  a  case  of  "Hyper- 
tension Due  to  Perirenal  Constriction"  at  the  November  meeting  of  the  New 
York  Pathological  Society,  and  Dr.  Max  Wachstein  read  a  paper  on  "Alkaline 
Phosphatase  in  Normal  and  Abnormal  Blood  and  Bone  Marrow  ("ells"  at  its 
December  meeting.    Both  reports  are  in  press. 

In  co-operation  with  Dr.  Franklin  Hollander,  investigations  are  being  carried 
on  in  the  study  of  the  morphological  changes  in  collagen  tissue  under  the  influ- 
ence of  various  enzymes.  Dr.  Abou  D.  Pollack,  since  his  return  from  the  Army, 
has  joined  in  these  investigations,  inasmuch  as  he  had  been  engaged  in  work 
on  this  same  problem  before  the  war. 

Also  under  investigation  are  certain  unusual  observations  made  at  the 
autopsy  table,  such  as  gastric  arteriosclerosis,  non-tropical  sprue,  anomalies  ol 
the  coronary  arteries,  and  a  case  of  gargoylism. 

The  Neuropathology  Laboratory,  aside  from  the  routine  examination  of 
parts  of  the  central  nervous  system  obtained  by  biopsy  or  necropsy,  devoted  itself 
to,  and  will  continue  the  study  of,  the  following  problems: 

1.  The  investigation  of  brains  of  animals  subjected  to  experimental  poison- 
ing with  DDT,  as  part  of  a  contract  with  the  Office  of  Scientific  Research 
and  Development. 

2.  The  morphologic  factors  precipitating  or  contributing  to  the  production 
of  vascular  diseases  of  the  central  nervous  system. 

3.  The  study  of  several  forms  of  brain  tumor: 

(a)  Cerebral  and  cerebellar  hemangiomata. 

(b)  Aqueductal  blastomatous  malformations  resulting  in  periaqueductal 
tumor  formations. 

(c)  Atresia  of  aqueduct  due  to  embryologic  malformations. 

(d)  Craniopharyngeoma  and  adamantinoma  (completed). 

(e)  Transitional  glioma. 

4.  A  survey  is  being  made  on  the  dysfunction,  due  in  part  to  morphologic 
alterations,  of  the  pituitary-hypothalamic  complex. 

The  members  of  the  Cancer  Research  Laboratory  continued  their  work  with 
folic  acid  in  the  treatment  of  spontaneous  breast  cancer  in  mice.  It  was  found 
that  although  the  fermentation  product  strongly  inhibits  the  growth  of  the 
tumor,  the  synthetic  product  promotes  growth.     Recent  experiments  with  the 
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extremely  limited  available  amounts  of  the  fermentation  folic  acid  have  shown 
that  the  substance  is  very  labile.  Attempts  to  stabilize  this  product  are  now  in 
progress. 

In  the  Ophthalmopathologic  Laboratory,  Dr.  Sylvan  Bloomfield  has  worked 
on  the  effect  upon  the  parasympathetic  system  of  aqueous  humor  under  normal 
and  pathological  conditions. 

During  the  year,  the  group  working  on  experimental  hypertension  in 
animals,  and  its  treatment,  have  tested  a  number  or  compounds  for  anti-pressor 
effect,  and  also  for  possible  toxic  action.  These  compounds  have  been  admin- 
istered orally  or  parenterally  to  normal  animals  and  to  animals  with  high  blood 
pressure.  One  of  these  compounds  seems  to  offer  more  promise  than  the  others; 
it  is  therefore  being  studied  more  intensively,  and  experiments  are  being  repeated. 
In  addition,  six  ot  the  rats  whose  kidneys  were  wrapped  in  cellophane  developed 
malignant  tumors  near  the  site  of  the  cellophane.  This  incidental  observation 
could  not  be  followed  up  because  of  external  circumstances,  but  research  on  the 
problem  is  being  pursued  by  the  Cancer  Research  Department  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  William  H.  Woglom. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  restoration  of  normal  conditions,  the  investigative 
work  of  the  Laboratory  of  Pathology  will  be  re-established,  although  the  pressure 
ot  the  routine  work  leaves  little  time  for  investigation.  However,  it  is  felt  that 
investigative  work  should  be  a  part  of  the  educational  program  of  the  Labora- 
tory. In  the  coming  year,  most  of  the  physicians  who  will  apply  to  the  Labora- 
tory will  be  ex-service  men  who  are  eager  not  only  to  resume  and  complete  their 
training,  but  also  to  inter  upon  research.  The  material  of  the  Laboratory  which 
has  not  been  utilized  to  its  full  extent  tor  investigations  will  offer  tahen;  excellent 
opportunities. 

GASTROENTEROLOGY  RESEARCH  LABORATORY 

For  several  years  this  Laboratory  has  been  conducting  a  series  of  researches 
on  the  secretion  of  mucous  in  the  stomach.  Very  little  is  known  about  this 
secretion,  wh  ch  constitutes  an  important  protective  mechanism  for  the  entire 
digestive  tract  against  chemical,  mechanical,  and  thermal  irritation.  Because 
of  this  I unction,  the  secretion  ot  mucous  is  now  recognized  as  presenting  a 
problem  ot  great  clinical  significance — especially  in  relation  to  gastro-duodenal 
ulceration,  gastritis,  and  gastric  cancer.  The  possibility  of  its  relation  to  the 
problem  of  gastric  cancer  has  been  recognized  largely  as  a  result  of  the  work 
reported  from  this  Laboratory  before  the  Gastric  Cancer  Conference  of  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  in  1944.  In  consequence,  a  grant  of  $50,000  has  been 
made  to  this  Laboratory  for  a  period  of  five  years  in  support  of  research  on 
mucous  secretion;  this  has  made  possible  the  addition  of  a  considerable  amount 
ot  permanent  equipment  and  full-time  personnel  to  our  Staff. 

The  specific  problems  under  investigation  during  1945,  and  the  results 
attained,  are  as  follows: 

A  study  has  been  made  of  the  calcium  content  of  mucous  obtained  from 
the  gastric  glands  under  different  conditions.  The  data  are  such  that  they 
probably  afford  a  basis  for  a  method  whereby  the  volume  of  mucous  secretion

can  be  estimated  in  the  mixed  secretion  of  normal  stomachs.  Since  this  work 
was  done  on  dogs,  it  is  essential  that  the  observations  be  confirmed  on  man 
before  the  results  can  be  applied  to  patients  for  the  study  of  various  diseases 
of  the  stomach. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1944,  it  was  stated  that  a  new  mucous  stimulus 
(a  pure  chemical  compound)  had  been  found,  and  that  dosages  suitable  for 
physiological  study  had  been  established.  During  1945  studies  with  this  sub- 
stance were  initiated  on  patients,  with  and  without  various  gastric  disorders, 
in  the  hope  that  they  might  lead  to  a  diagnostic  procedure  to  determine  the 
presence  of  early  cancer  of  the  stomach.  This  study  will  be  continued  for  several 
years  to  permit  the  accumulation  of  sufficient  data. 

A  new  technique  has  been  developed  for  staining  tissue  sections  with 
toluidine  blue.  The  advantage  of  this  method  is  that  the  characteristic  color 
difference  manifested  by  mucous  persists  indefinitely.  Results  with  this  technique 
are  now  being  prepared  for  publication,  with  suitable  colored  illustrations. 

The  first  stage  of  animal  research  on  experimental  cancer  of  the  stomach 
has  already  been  started.  When  a  cancer-producing  chemical  is  fed  to  rats  or 
mice,  a  typical  malignant  tumor  is  formed  in  the  rumen  (the  non-glandular 
portion  of  the  stomach)  but  not  in  the  true  secreting  stomach  which  corresponds 
to  that  in  man.  At  present,  the  only  apparent  reason  for  this  difference  is  the 
protection  of  the  tissue  by  the  mucous-secreting  apparatus — the  so-called  "mucous 
barrier" — against  irritation  by  these  cancer-producing  chemicals.  In  order  to  test 
this  hypothesis,  it  is  necessary  that  we  first  learn  how  to  exhaust  this  protective 
mechanism,  and  then  apply  the  cancerous  agent  to  stomach  tissue  of  susceptible 
mice  in  which  the  mucous  barrier  has  been  exhausted.  Accordingly,  we  are  now 
studying  the  effect  of  repeated  application  of  our  new  mucous  stimulus  to  the 
gastric  mucosa  of  dogs,  using  stomach  pouches,  over  a  period  of  18  to  24  hours. 
The  following  day,  these  animals  are  tested  for  evidence  of  recovery  of  mucous- 
secreting  function.  The  results  of  these  experiments  will  be  reported  subsequently. 

A  paper  describing  a  synthetic  predigested  feeding  mixture  for  jejunostomy 
patients  was  published  in  Surgery,  as  part  of  a  special  Ulcer  Symposium.  This 
chemical  foodstuff  was  designed  for  the  feeding  of  patients  who  cannot  swallow 
food  or  in  whom  it  cannot  pass  out  of  the  stomach  into  the  small  intestine. 
As  a  result  of  its  success  with  this  type  of  surgical  patient,  in  compensating  for 
losses  in  body  weight  and  normalizing  the  blood  and  tissue  fluids,  the  aliment 
is  now  being  used  on  several  of  the  Hospital  Services  for  cases  presenting  various 
types  of  special  feeding  problems.  It  has  been  incorporated  in  the  Special  Diet 
Manual  of  the  Hospital  for  general  use. 

A  series  of  studies  has  been  completed  on  the  reduction  of  gastric  acidity 
as  a  result  of  the  intra-jcjunal  administration  of  the  predigested  food  mixture, 
both  in  dogs  and  in  patients.  It  was  found  that  a  marked  reduction  or  even 
complete  elimination  of  free  acid  occurs  under  these  conditions  of  feeding.  This 
would  explain  the  increased  rate  of  healing  of  gastric  and  duodenal  ulcers  which 
has  been  observed  in  ulcer  patients  fed  through  a  jejunostomy.  Further  studies 
on  the  mechanism  of  this  acidity-reducing  action  are  in  progress. 

The  physiological  and  clinical  studies  concerning  surgical  vagotomy  on 
patients  with  recurrent  peptic  ulcer  were  terminated  in  1944  and  the  last  of  a

scries  of  reports  was  published.  Since  that  time,  a  renewed  interest  in  bilateral 
vagotomy  has  developed  throughout  the  United  States,  and  our  Gastric  Surgery 
group  is  extending  its  studies  on  the  clinical  and  physiological  consequences  of 
this  surgical  procedure.  The  insulin  test  for  completeness  of  bilateral  vagotomy 
is  now  accepted  as  the  standard  test  for  this  purpose  and  it  will  be  reported  at 
a  special  Symposium  on  Vagotomy  during  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Gastroenterological  Association. 

A  detailed  clinical  report  on  a  large  series  of  ulcer  patients  treated  by  intra- 
gastric drip  was  published  in  Surgery  during  1945.  The  study  demonstrated 
the  efficacy  of  this  medical  procedure,  particularly  in  cases  which  had  proven 
refractory  to  the  commonly  accepted  Sippy  type  of  treatment. 

A  color  and  sound  film  is  being  prepared  which  demonstrates  certain  aspects 
of  normal  gastric  physiology;  the  development  of  an  experimental  ulcer  in  vivo 
and  its  regression  under  medical  management;  the  physiological  factors  involved 
in  these  processes;  and  finally,  the  technique  and  results  of  administering  milk- 
bicarbonate  or  alumina  gel  by  intra  gastric  drip  in  ulcer  patients.  The  photo- 
graphic technique  necessary  for  this  endoscopic  problem  has  been  worked  out, 
and  the  normal  gastric  mucosa  in  difTcrent  regions,  as  well  as  experimental  ulcers 
in  the  dog  at  successive  stages  of  growth  and  healing,  have  been  photographed. 
The  clinical  portion  of  the  film  has  also  been  made.  Animated  portions  of  the 
film  explaining  the  occurrence  of  gastric  ulcer  even  with  very  low  acidities  and 
describing  the  intra  gastric  pH  of  patients  with  and  without  drip  treatment  have 
also  been  prepared. 

From  the  present  stage  of  our  knowledge,  the  ideal  medical  treatment  for 
peptic  ulcer  would  seem  to  be  a  combination  of  maximal  tissue  nutrition  and 
maximal  neutralization  of  gastric  acidity.  In  the  past,  attainment  of  maximal 
nutrition  in  ulcer  patients  has  been  complicated  by  the  mechanical  irritation  of 
ingested  foods  and  their  stimulation  of  highly  acid  gastric  secretion.  It  is  believed 
that  this  problem  can  now  be  solved  by  administering  the  aliment  for  jejunostomy 
feeding  combined  W'th  the  use  of  milk-soda  or  alumina  gel,  via  continuous 
intragastric  drip. 

Research  completed  in  previous  years  resulted  in  the  development  of  a 
method  for  thj  bio-assay  of  urinary  androgens  employing  the  comb  of  the  baby 
chick.  This  method  has  been  found  suitable  for  androsterone  and  testosterone, 
and  has  been  accepted  for  inclusion  in  the  next  edition  of  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia. 

Educational  Activities:  The  two  new  courses  in  physiology,  which  were  offered 
for  the  first  time  in  1945  as  part  of  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital  system  of  post- 
graduate instruction,  were  sufficiently  successful  to  warrant  their  being  repeated. 
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In  1945,  226,886  visits  were  made  to  the 
Out-Pafient  Department  by 
20,225  patients. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on 
OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 


THE  year  just  passed  was  one  ot  transition  in  the  life  of  the  nation.  The 
change  from  war  to  peace  found  reflection  in  the  operation  of  the  Out- 
patient Department.  Doctors  who  had  served  with  the  Armed  Forces  began 
to  return  to  civilian  life  and  to  resume  their  work  in  our  clinics.  We  feel 
indebted  to,  and  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking,  those  men  who  served  as 
Acting  Chiefs  of  our  clinics  during  the  war,  thus  enabling  us  to  carry  on  our 
work  during  that  difficult  period. 

The  return  to  more  normal  conditions  has  prompted  us  to  restudy  the 
work  we  are  doing  in  the  light  of  the  most  advanced  medical  practices  of  today. 
A  joint  Committee  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  and  or  the  Medical  Board  has  been 
assaying  the  position  of  our  Out-Patient  Department  in  the  hope  of  raising 
the  level  of  work  to  even  higher  standards  than  those  which  now  prevail. 
A  report  has  been  submitted  and  a  number  of  the  recommendations  will  most 
probably  be  adopted. 

1  he  basic  purpose  o!  the  Out-Patient  Department  continues  to  be  the  caring 
lor  ambulatory  patients  who  cannot  afford  private  medical  care;  an  important 
by-product  is  its  contribution  to  medical  education  and  research.  Some  research 
has  been  undertaken  in  almost  every  clinic.  Since  the  reports  ol  the  Medical 
Board  and  ot  the  Laboratory  Committee  printed  elsewhere  in  this  book  cover 
all  phases  of  research  at  the  Hospital,  it  is  unnecessary  to  list  here  the  various 
problems  studied  in  our  many  clinics. 

In  the  held  of  education,  we  continue  to  provide  the  opportunity  for 
advanced  training  for  our  large  Staff.  As  in  the  past,  the  facilities  of  the 
Out-Patient  Department  were  employed  in  connection  with  the  post-graduate 
courses  given  at  the  Hospital  under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  University.  Addi- 
tional educational  opportunities  were  made  available  by  encouraging  Clinical 
Assistants  to  attend  ward  rounds,  as  well  as  the  many  conferences,  meetings, 
and  surgical  demonstrations  held  at  the  Hospital.  Part  of  the  training  of 
student  nurses  was  carried  on  in  the  put-Patient  Department  to  enable  them 
to  gain  experience  in  the  care  of  ambulatory  patients. 

The  Hospital  is  always  seeking  new  means  of  serving  the  community.  It 
was  evident  that  the  facilities  for  treating  large  numbers  of  veterans  suffering 
from  neuro-psychiatric  conditions  were  woefully  inadequate  in  New  York  City. 
We  were  one  of  the  first  to  establish  an  evening  Rehabilitation  Clinic  where 
veterans  can  be  treated  without  charge  by  a  staff  of  well-trained  psychiatrists, 
assisted  by  social  workers  and  secretaries.  All  those  who  are  giving  so  gener- 
ously of  their  time  must  rind  great  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that  they  are 
filling  a  real  need  in  the  lives  of  many  of  our  veterans. 
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The  past  year  found  us  furnishing  care  to  approximately  the  same  number 
of  patients  as  in  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  20,225  patients,  of  whom  7,218 
came  to  us  for  the  first  time,  made  226,886  visits;  an  average  of  748  for  each 
clinic  day.  Each  patient  averaged  approximately  11  visits,  and  the  majority 
of  all  visits  were  on  an  entirely  free  basis;  the  remainder  paid  nominal  fees 
much  below  cost.    A  total  of  187,134  prescriptions  were  issued  to  these  patients. 

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  large  number  of  physicians,  dentists, 
nurses,  social  workers,  and  volunteer  aides  for  their  efficient  and  devoted  service.

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RKPORT  of  the  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


ALTHOUGH  the  European  conflict  ended  in  May  and  the  Asiatic  war  ceased 
in  the  month  of  August,  our  nursing  problems  were  no  less  difficult  than 
in  1944-  Despite  tremendous  handicaps,  the  School  of  Nursing  and  the  nursing 
services  at  the  Hospital  have  been  able  to  maintain  their  high  standards.  Transi- 
tion from  war  to  peace  presented  new  and  dillerent  problems;  these  were  success- 
fully met. 

During  the  year,  108  new  students  were  admitted  to  the  School;  47  in  the 
class  of  February  the  fifth,  and  61  in  the  September  seminar.  Of  this  group, 
98  successfully  completed  the  preliminary  period  and  received  the  uniform  and 
cap  of  the  School.  As  of  December  31,  1945,  there  were  318  students  enrolled 
in  the  School,  of  which  209  were  United  States  Cadet  Corps  nurses. 

After  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  notification  was  given  by  the  Federal  authori- 
ties that  the  schools  of  nursing  participating  in  the  Cadet  Program  could  not 
accept  applicants  as  Cadet  Nurses  alter  October  15,  1945.  The  fifty  students  who 
enrolled  as  Cadets  in  the  class  of  September  5th  will  receive  the  benefits  granted 
by  the  law,  with  the  exception  ol  the  out-door  uniiorm. 

Five  of  our  Senior  Cadet  Nurses  were  assigned  to  duty  in  Federal  hospitals; 
two  served  in  Marine  hospitals,  two  in  Army  hospitals  and  one  in  a  Veterans 
hospital.  The  Government  announced  that  there  would  be  a  change  in  the 
distribution  of  Senior  Cadets  in  1946.  Not  more  than  20  per  cent  of  these 
students,  instead  of  the  former  50  per  cent,  were  to  be  taken  for  Federal  nursing 
services  unless  the  school  in  which  they  were  trained  would  permit  a  larger 
proportion  to  be  chosen  for  such  assignments. 

The  Faculty  and  its  various  committees  have  functioned  successfully  through- 
out the  year.  Several  special  committees  were  appointed  to  study  various  aspects 
of  the  nursing  service;  one,  the  Committee  to  revise  the  manual  of  Nursing 
Procedures,  worked  with  the  helpful  assistance  of  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Globus  and 
Dr.  Frederic  I).  Zeman;  another,  the  Committee  on  Conservation  of  Nursing 
Time,  developed  many  worthwhile  recommendations  which  were  accepted  by 
the  Medical  Staff.  The  two  other  committees  were  the  Committee  on  Psychiatric 
Nursing  and  the  Committee  on  Obstetrical  Nursing,  both  of  which  made  a  study 
preliminary  to  the  creation  of  those  services  within  the  Hospital. 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  School.  The 
accelerated  program  approved  by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  has 
continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  According  to  the  requirements  of 
Public  Health  Law  No.  74,  it  is  necessary  to  continue  the  accelerated  program 
until  the  class  which  entered  the  School  in  September  1945  will  graduate.  The 
accelerated  program  has  meant  year-round  teaching  for  both  full  and  part-time 
instructors,  and  a  continuous  heavy  schedule  of  class  work  for  the  students. 
With  a  greatly  expanded  student  body,  the  completion  of  this  program  has 
required  special  planning  and  fine  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Faculty,  the 
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Graduate  Nursing  Staff  and  the  Medical  Teaching  groups.  By  adopting  clinical 
experience  records,  in  accordance  with  suggestions  of  the  National  League  of 
Nursing  Education,  improvements  have  been  made.  These  records  have  enabled 
the  instructors  and  head  nurses  to  change  the  assignment  of  patients  so  that 
the  students  will  secure  a  wider  range  of  experience. 

A  special  study  was  made  of  the  daily  assignment  of  students  to  the  clinical 
services  of  the  Hospital.  It  was  found  that  66  per  cent  of  the  students  who 
had  completed  the  preliminary  period  were  engaged  in  bedside  nursing  in  the 
Ward,  Semi-Private  and  Private  Pavilions;  14  per  cent  were  assigned  to  special 
departments,  such  as  the  operating  rooms,  diet  kitchen,  Emergency  Ward  and 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  13  per  cent  were  on  affiliated  services  outside  of 
the  Hospital;  and  7  per  cent  were  off  duty  because  of  vacations  or  illnesses.  The 
students'  vacation  schedule  was  improved  for  all  classes  that  entered  the  School 
since  September  1944.  Each  student  now  receives  three  weeks'  vacation  annually, 
thereby  aggregating  nine  weeks  during  her  three  year  course  of  instruction, 
instead  of  the  former  two  vacation  periods  of  four  weeks  each.  Approving 
a  Faculty  recommendation,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School,  in  May  1945, 
agreed  that  students  would  be  allowed  loss  of  time  for  illness  up  to  seven  days 
annually. 

The  largest  affiliated  service  is  that  in  connection  with  Sloane  Hospital, 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  where  a  daily  average  of  twenty-seven 
students  receive  obstetrical  training.  The  elective  course  in  psychiatric  nursing 
was  given  in  affiliation  with  New  York  Hospital,  Westchester  Division;  here 
the  daily  average  of  nine  students  was  maintained. 

Although  the  Health  Service  has  been  particularly  active  during  the  year, 
the  general  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  good.  The  daily  number  of 
students  off  duty  through  illness  averaged  5.9;  this  is  lower  than  that  of  former 
years  and,  it  is  hoped,  shows  the  result  of  a  better  organized  health  program. 
Dr.  Emanuel  Z.  Epstein's  first  year  as  paid  School  Physician  has  demonstrated 
the  desirability  of  having  a  permanent  physician  to  the  School.  Dr.  Epstein, 
by  close  attention  both  to  the  health  of  the  student  body  and  to  the  organization 
of  the  Health  Service,  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  School,  which 
is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  extra-curricular  program  of  the  School  has  included  many  recreational 
projects  and  activities,  among  which  were  large  and  small  parties  and  dances. 
"Open  House"  every  other  Friday  evening  has  been  greatly  enjoyed  by  the 
students  and  their  friends.  The  juke  box  which  was  purchased  for  the  students 
has  been  a  source  of  enjoyment. 

Commencement  exercises  were  held  in  the  Blumenthal  Auditorium  on 
February  14,  [945,  and  the  School  was  most  fortunate  in  having  as  its  guest 
speaker,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Stevenson,  Director  of  Clubmobiles  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  in  the  Mediterranean  Theatre  oi  War.  Mrs.  Stevenson,  having  spent 
approximately  two  years  overseas  with  the  lighting  forces,  recounted,  in  part, 
her  experiences;  she  impressed  upon  the  student  body  and  their  guests  the  serious 
need  tor  nurses  overseas,  and  the  great  work  that  was  being  done  by  those  nurses 
already  over  there.    Her  address  was  a  most  stimulating  one. 
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During  the  year  there  have  been  a  number  of  Faculty  changes.  Miss  Frances 
D.  Herman,  Supervisor  of  the  Private  Pavilion,  resigned  to  be  married.  Miss 
Blanche  D.  Gubersky,  Senior  Instructor  in  Nursing  Arts,  was  appointed  to  suc- 
ceed Miss  Herman.  Miss  Sylvia  M.  Barker  replaced  Miss  Gubersky,  and  her 
position  of  Pediatric  Ward  Instructor  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Marion  C.  Shepard, 
a  graduate  of  the  School  in  1941.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  di  Sant  'Agnese  resigned  from 
the  position  of  Science  Instructor,  and  Miss  Alma  League,  a  graduate  of  the 
School  in  1945,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  In  December,  Miss  Clare 
Skaling,  alter  several  years  of  service  with  the  Armed  Forces,  was  welcomed 
back  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses. 

A  much-merited  word  of  praise  should  be  recorded  for  the  students  and 
lor  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  who  have  loyally  borne  the  brunt  of  an 
unprecedented  shortage  of  personnel  in  the  Hospital.  The  burden  of  a  severe 
shortage  in  professional  personnel,  averaging  125  daily,  was  intensified  bv  a 
like  shortage  in  non-professional  auxiliaries.  As  a  result,  both  nurses  and  stu- 
dents volunteered  for  extra  and  unusual  duties.  In  New  York  State  alone,  it 
was  statistically  reported  that  in  July  of  1945  there  were  approximately  5,000 
unfilled  nursing  positions.  Working  with  a  greatly  reduced  personnel,  it  must 
be  admitted,  though  regretfully,  that  normal  peacetime  care  and  service  could 
not  be  given  to  the  patients  in  the  Hospital.  The  necessities  were  covered,  but 
many  of  the  services  which  were  calculated  to  supply  the  niceties  of  extra  com- 
fort and  consideration  for  the  patients  had,  unlortunatcly,  to  be  reduced. 

Volunteer  Nurses'  Aides  contributed,  Ireely  and  unselfishly,  22,734  hours  of 
lervice.  Mrs.  George  Lee,  the  capable  Chairman  of  this  group,  deserves  much 
credit  lor  that  fine  record. 

Through  September  1945,  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service  of  the 
War  Manpower  Commission  continued  to  function.  Early  in  February,  the  Sur- 
geon General  and  the  State  Procurement  and  Assignment  Committee  requested 
schools  ot  nursing  to  list  the  names  of  their  "essential"'  nurses  to  the  end  that 
applications  from  these  nurses,  classified  as  not  available  tor  military  service, 
would  be  reviewed  before  acceptance  for  military  duty.  This  step  was  taken 
to  protect  teaching  programs  in  schools  and  to  help  to  some  extent  in  relieving 
the  dangerous  shortage  in  civilian  nursing.  Voluntary  recruitment  of  nurses 
continued  up  to  the  end  of  actual  combat,  by  which  time  it  was  found  that 
more  nurses  than  were  needed  had  volunteered.  The  proposed  bill  to  draft  nurses 
was  not  enacted  into  law. 

The  Mount  Sinai  nurses  who  entered  military  and  naval  duty  made  a 
gallant  record  wherever  they  served.  Such  service  included  duty  in  England, 
India,  North  Africa,  Australia,  Hawaii,  France,  Germany,  Japan,  and  the  Pacific 
Islands.  Many  who  were  attached  to  the  Hospital  Unit  have  been  welcomed 
home  with  joy  and  delight.  A  number  of  these  nurses  are  now  on  terminal 
leave  and  are  enjoying  a  well-earned  vacation. 

The  following  statistical  data  will  afford  an  overall  view  of  the  current 
situation.  The  Alumnae  Association  has  a  membership  of  955.  Its  Personnel 
Practice  Committee  recommended  and  urged  an  abandonment  of  the  twelve  hour 
service  lor  nurses  enrolled  on  the  Registry,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Hospital 
accepted  this  recommendation,  as  a  trial,  beginning  January  1,  1946. 
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The  Registry  for  private-duty  nurses  had  a  daily  average  enrollment  of  222, 
a  reduction  of  225  since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  Of  these,  37  are  honorary 
members  who  have  completed  thirty  years  of  service  and  have  been  granted  full 
Registry  privileges  without  further  payment  of  dues.  The  Registry  received 
9,894  calls  for  nurses,  of  which  2,957  were  filled  directly;  2,589  were  filled  by 
nurses  called  from  other  registries,  and  4,348  could  not  be  filled  because  of  the 
shortage.

To  Mrs.  Julian  M.  Bondy  and  to  Mrs.  Maida  R.  Schreiber,  we  wish  to 
express  our  appreciation.  Their  devoted  service  in  helping  to  keep  the  Blood 
Bank  at  the  Hospital  in  operation  during  the  war  period  deserves  the  highest 
praise.

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Report  of  the 
SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 


THE  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  1945  is  submitted 
herewith.  Notwithstanding  the  declaration  of  peace,  one  could  not  expect 
a  return  to  normal  conditions;  and  many  problems  and  great  responsibilities 
continued  to  present  themselves  to  us. 

Staff  changes  and  the  difficulty  encountered  in  obtaining  new  personnel 
made  a  redistribution  of  work  necessary.  We  were  able  to  cover  all  the  wards 
and  clinics  although,  obviously,  it  was  impossible  to  do  the  intensive  work  which 
we  had  done  in  tormer  years.  However,  due  to  the  understanding  and  co-opera- 
tion of  our  StafT,  most  of  the  necessary  services  were  rendered. 

Miss  Mary  Hallahan,  our  Assistant  Director  for  twenty-two  years,  found  it 
necessary  to  tender  her  resignation  because  of  illness.  Miss  Hallahan's  sound 
judgment,  her  knowledge  of  the  Hospital,  as  well  as  community  resources,  and 
her  remarkable  memory  were  of  invaluable  aid  to  our  workers.  Her  absence  is 
being  felt  very  keenly. 

The  Social  Service  Department  assumed  an  active  role  in  the  establishment 
of  the  Veterans'  Rehabilitation  Clinic  which  opened  last  September.  One  of  our 
psychiatric  social  workers,  Miss  Frances  Spiegel,  was  particularly  helpful  in 
organizing  this  new  service.  An  additional  psychiatric  social  worker  has  been 
employed  to  assist  in  the  new  clinic.  The  majority  of  the  veterans  come  from 
the  Veterans'  Service  Center  but  community  agencies  and  private  physicians 
have  referred  some  cases,  and  a  few  applicants  are  self-referred.  Each  applicant 
is  interviewed  by  the  social  worker  who  takes  a  history  including  war  service 
experience,  and,  on  the  basis  of  the  material  presented,  decides  whether  he  is 
acceptable  for  treatment.  This  history  is  used  by  the  psychiatrist.  If  an  applicant 
is  found  unsuitable  to  our  facilities,  an  effort  is  made  to  refer  him  to  another 
agency  which  can  meet  his  particular  needs. 

Last  summer  we  were  able  to  send  442  children  and  27  mothers  to  the 
country.  This  is  slightly  less  than  the  number  sent  the  previous  year.  Due  to 
the  lack  of  personnel,  several  of  the  homes  formerly  used  were  closed,  but  we 
were  fortunate  in  finding  other  places  for  our  children.  The  closing  of  the 
United  Vacation  Home  was  a  great  loss  for  it  deprived  us  of  one  of  the  few 
places  which  takes  mothers  and  children.  Vacation  periods  are  outstanding 
events  in  the  lives  of  this  group  who  not  only  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  camp  life 
but  in  many  cases  derive  lasting  benefits  from  this  experience. 

The  attendance  of  our  volunteers  varied  somewhat  during  the  year.  After 
V-J  Day  there  was  a  slight  letdown  in  the  enthusiasm  stimulated  by  the  war 
but  we  were  fortunate  in  retaining  many  of  our  volunteers  and  in  being  able 
to  recruit  new  ones.  The  continuation  of  the  services  of  volunteers  has  not 
posed  a  major  problem  in  our  Hospital  for  it  had  the  assistance  of  a  large  group 
of  devoted  workers  for  many  years  before  the  war.    It  is  interesting  to  note 
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that  242  volunteers  gave  22,469  hours  (44  workers  and  4,977  hours  less  than 
in  1944).  In  March,  and  again  in  October,  volunteers  who  had  worked  loyally 
for  a  year  or  more  in  the  Hospital  received  certificates  of  appreciation  signed  by 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department,  greater  stress  has  been  laid  upon 
rehabilitation  rather  than  upon  diversion.  In  addition  to  covering  the  Adult 
Wards,  the  Occupational  Therapists  were  called  upon  to  make  many  visits  to 
the  Children's  Pavilion  at  a  time  when  a  Kindergartner  was  not  available. 

The  task  of  renovating  toys  donated  to  the  Hospital  was  undertaken  by 
a  new  group  of  volunteers.  Toys  numbering  1,576  were  reconditioned,  most 
of  which  were  distributed  during  the  holiday  season.  Last  year  for  the  first  time 
gifts  were  presented  to  the  patients  in  the  Adult  Wards.  The  patients  derived 
so  much  pleasure  that  it  was  decided  to  repeat  it  this  past  Christmas,  and  useful 
and  gaily  wrapped  toilet  articles  were  distributed.  Fresh  greens  contributed  by 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  the  Social  Service  Auxiliary  were  used  to  decorate  the 
wards,  giving  them  a  festive  appearance.  Mrs.  William  D.  Scholle,  assisted  by 
several  members  of  the  committee,  took  charge  of  this  holiday  activity. 

In  June  a  part-time  paid  worker  was  assigned  to  the  Patients'  Library. 
Volunteers  who  had  covered  this  service  in  the  past  continued  to  help.  Books 
and  periodicals  were  distributed  to  6,620  patients.  There  is  a  great  demand 
for  light  fiction,  historical  novels,  biographies  and  mystery  stories.  Foreign 
language  books  are  also  requested  frequently. 

We  have  resumed  the  schedule  of  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  in  our 
Patients'  Workshop  because  of  the  greater  number  of  women  referred  to  it. 
However,  many  of  the  patients  found  the  noise  of  the  power  machines  disturbing, 
and  their  use  was  discontinued.  Instead,  there  was  substituted  a  type  of  work 
that  can  be  done  by  hand,  such  as  packing  Christmas  cards,  making  flowers, 
belts,  etc.  The  men  continued  to  fill  the  orders  from  two  of  the  leading  gift 
shops  in  the  city. 

Notwithstanding  the  diversion  of  clothing  to  wartime  agencies  helping  the 
suffering  people  of  Europe  and  Asia,  we  received  many  donations  of  clothing 
and  other  useful  articles  for  which  we  wish  to  thank  our  generous  friends. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  announce  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Roger  W. 
Straus  and  Mrs.  Charles  Ackerman.  Mrs.  Straus  had  been  a  member  of  our 
Board  since  191 6.  We  welcome  as  new  members  Mrs.  Edward  }.  Rosen wald, 
Mrs.  Victor  S.  Riesenfeld  and  Mrs.  Jack  R.  Aron.  Mrs.  Robert  M.  Benjamin 
was  made  Chairman  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  and  Mrs.  George  W.  Naum- 
burg  has  joined  the  Children's  Committee,  giving  special  attention  to  the  Kinder- 
garten. Mrs.  Louis  M.  Loeb  undertook  the  task  of  giving  an  orientation  course 
to  the  new  members  of  the  Board;  this  course  included  several  trips  through  the 
Hospital  and  proved  so  interesting  and  valuable  that  it  will  be  continued. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Philanthropies  and  to 
the  United  Hospital  Fund  for  the  continuance  of  their  generous  allocation  of 
funds  to  our  Department.  Their  assistance  makes  it  possible  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  our  work. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  gratitude  to  our  Staff  for  their  loyalty;  to  the 
members  of  the  Social  Service  Auxiliary,  the  Administration,  the  doctors  and 
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the  nurses  for  their  whole-hearted  co-operation;  and  especially  to  Mrs.  Fanny  L. 
Mendelsohn  who,  as  Director  of  the  Department,  has  carried  a  heavy  burden 
under  the  severe  handicap  of  a  depleted  staff.  She  has  met  her  problems  with 
great  resourcefulness  and  unfailing  courage. 

In  closing,  we  may  be  permitted  to  express  our  feeling  of  satisfaction  for 
all  that  has  been  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  encountered.  We  cannot, 
however,  close  our  eyes  to  the  gravity  of  the  year*  that  lie  ahead  and  to  our 
realization  that  the  Department  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the 
post  war  world.  It  will  strive  to  approach  the  future  with  confidence  and  to  do 
its  best  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of  the  patients  who  come  under  its  care.

Report  of  the 
NEUSTADTFR  HOME 


ALTHOUGH  events  at  Neustadter  in  1945  were  not  very  different  from  those 
in  1^44,  there  were  a  few  special  highlights  that  deserve  mention.  One 
of  the  important  items  was  the  introduction  of  the  use  of  penicillin.  Several 
patients  were  treated  with  it  for  chronic  osteomyelitis.  Each  patient  received 
injections  as  ordered,  day  and  night  throughout  their  stay,  and  to  their  benefit. 
This  important  new  medication  would  have  been  denied  to  these  patients  had 
we  not  arranged  to  provide  it  at  Neustadter,  since  beds  at  The  Mount  Sinai 
Hospital  were  not  available  at  the  time. 

Another  group  of  patients  included  young  women  who  had  been  operated 
upon  tor  cancer  of  the  breast.  They  were  given  the  intramuscular  injections 
prescribed  lor  them  by  the  physicians  with  the  hope  of  postponing  or  possibly 
preventing  a  recurrence  of  the  disease.  These  cases  are  mentioned  merely  to 
illustrate  opportunities  open  to  us  at  Neustadter  to  add  certain  therapeutic  services 
to  convalescent  care,  so  Ear  as  our  facilities  permit. 

In  general,  we  were  able  to  maintain  our  peacetime  level  of  "sick"  patients, 
despite  die  difficult  wartime  coiulitions.  No  patient  medically  eligible  was  denied 
admission  solely  because  of  the  many  wartime  strains  and  stresses  to  which  we 
were  subjected. 

In  May,  the-  admission  ot"  the  48,000th  patient  to  Neustadter  was  celebrated 
with  an  appropriate  ceremony.  A  War  Bond  was  given  to  the  patient's  grand- 
child— the  elaughter  of  the  patient's  oleics!  son  and  an  Irish  girl  whom  he  had 
married  w  hile  w  ith  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  Ireland. 

The  visiting  hour  on  Sunday  has  always  brought  many  problems,  in  par- 
ticular the  lack  of  suitable  waiting  room  facilities  outside  the  Home  in  inclement 
weather.  To  overcome  this  situation,  and  avoid  disturbing  the  sicker  patients, 
a  waiting  room  was  furnished  in  an  unoccupied  part  of  the  Home. 

From  many  sections  of  the  country  have  come  professional  and  lay  visitors 
interested  in  convalescent  care,  and  desirous  of  studying  and  observing  the 
results  of  our  liberal  policy  of  accepting  so  many  clinical  types  of  patients.  A 
survey  of  convalescent  homes  serving  New  York  City  made  by  Miss  Elizabeth  G. 
Gardiner  and  Miss  Francisca  K.  Thomas  for  the  Committee  on  Convalescent 
Care  Practice,  and  published  during  the  year  by  the  Hospital  Council  of  Greater 
New  York,  paid  particular  tribute  to  the  Neustadter  Home  because  of  this  liberal 
policy  which  is  Unique  for  this  type  of  institution. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  all  that  through  the  loyal  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Staff,  it  was  possible  to  continue  to  give  excellent  care  to  our  patients, 
despite  many  wartime  shortages.  As  a  result,  no  patient  became  aware  of  the 
great  difficulties  under  which  the  Staff  labored  in  running  the  Home.  Our 
Superintendent,  Miss  Bianca  Farhi,  and  our  Head  Nurse,  Mrs.  Genevieve 
Edmonds,  succeeded  in  maintaining  the  non-institutional  atmosphere  in  the 
I  fame. 
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Statistically,  we  can  report  that  during  1945,  18,150  days  of  service  were 
given  to  793  patients  (289  male  and  504  female).  This  is  a  decrease  of  58 
patients  as  compared  with  1944.  The  decrease  was  due  to  the  necessity  for 
reducing  our  census  several  times  because  of  temporary  personnel  shortages,  and 
on  one  occasion  because  of  the  closure  of  some  rooms  for  repairs.  Seven  hundred 
and  eighty-five  of  the  patients  came  from  The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  and  eight 
came  to  us  from  other  sources.  The  comparative  length  of  stay  was  23  +  days 
as  against  22-f-  days  in  1944;  and  the  average  gain  in  weight  was  4  pounds. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  Home  per  patient  day  was  $3.70  as  compared 
with  $3.72  in  1944;  in  1941  it  was  only  $2.92.  During  1945  the  cost  per  meal, 
per  patient,  was  23-f-^,  while  in  1941  it  was  r 8  — j—  ^ . 

To  reimburse  us,  in  part,  for  the  cost  of  service,  and  in  accord  with  their 
financial  resources,  patients  paid  a  total  of  $9,449.52  as  compared  with  $6,824.73 
in  1944.  This  increase  would  seem  to  indicate  an  improvement  in  the  economic 
status  of  more  patients  in  1945.  However,  no  patient  paid  more  than  he  could 
afford,  and  most  patients  paid  nothing. 

While  our  professional  staff  roster  calls  for  fifteen  persons  and  our  domestic 
staff  for  seventeen,  it  was  a  rare  occasion  during  the  year  v/hen  there  was  a 
full  complement.  Wartime  emergencies  and  turnover  led  to  several  improvisa- 
tions and  modifications  in  the  table  of  organization.  Salaries  and  wages  were 
revised  upward  in  accord  with  the  trend  of  the  times. 

In  occupational  therapy,  the  change  provided  us  with  a  full-time  Resident 
Therapist,  and  this  made  it  possible  to  arrange  for  evening  as  well  as  daytime 
entertainment  of  patients.  Besides  the  usual  movies,  there  were  music,  exhibition 
dancing,  games,  theatricals  by  the  patients,  and  other  recreational  activities.  In 
the  summer,  there  were  picnics  and  outdoor  diversions.  During  the  holidays, 
Mrs.  Percy  W.  Lansburgh,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  Occupational 
Therapy,  arranged  for  every  patient  to  receive  a  personal  gift;  and  the  Staff  was 
also  remembered.  The  atmosphere  of  the  Home  mirrored  the  festive  season. 

The  occupational  therapy  work  of  the  patients  served  a  two-fold  purpose — 
therapeutic  and  diversional — and  was  well  done.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the 
enjoyment  of  the  men  working  on  leather,  and  the  pleasure  derived  by  the 
women  in  making  articles  which  were  currently  popular,  such  as  snoods,  shell 
earrings  and  pins.  The  patients  organized  sewing  groups  at  which  tea  was 
served;  here  they  helped  to  mend  our  linen.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  worth- 
while project. 

During  the  war  it  was  difficult  to  maintain  the  dietary  service  as  we  would 
have  liked  it  to  be.  However,  we  continued  to  give  the  special  diets  which  are 
such  an  important  part  of  our  convalescent  program.  In  T945  there  were  296 
patients  on  special  diets. 

Mrs.  Edwin  C.  Vogel  became  a  member  of  our  Board  and  is  taking  an 
active  interest  in  the  Home  as  Chairman  of  a  newly  appointed  Survey  Committee, 
which  is  carefully  examining  the  Home  for  future  rehabilitation  and  redecora- 
tion.  Naturally,  during  the  war  years  we  could  do  very  little  to  improve  the 
physical  properties  of  the  Home. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  thanking  Dr.  Joseph  Turner,  Director  of 
The  Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  Mr.  John  Cubbcrley,  Supervising  Engineer,  Mrs. 
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Fanny  L.  Mendelsohn  and  Miss  Mary  Hallahan  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment, and  others  of  the  Hospital  staff  who  have  helped  us  carry  on. 

I  would  also  like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  Dr.  Herman  Zazeela, 
our  Medical  Director,  to  Miss  Farhi  and  to  Mis.  Edmonds,  as  well  as  to  all  other 
members  of  the  professional  and  domestic  staffs  at  Neustadter  who  have  made 
the  work  possible. 

Without  the  co-operation  of  my  fellow  members  on  the  Board,  it  would  have 
been  impossible,  through  this  wartime  emergency,  to  have  had  the  Home  run  so 
smoothly.   I  am  deeply  grateful  to  them  all.

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Extracts  from  the  Constitution  on  Endowed  Beds 
and  Other  Endowment  Funds 


A  contribution  of  $2,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Life  Bed.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name 
a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  free  of  charge. 

A  contribution  of  $3,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Memorial  Bed.  Such  a  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime, 
to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  free  of  charge. 
Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor  appointed  by  the  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will 
and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal.  In  the  event  of  such  successor  being  appointed, 
the  rights  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  not  over  fifty  years  from  the  date  of 
such  contribution,  provided,  however,  that  such  period  shall  be  extended  so  that  it  shall  in  no  event 
end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  donor. 

A  contribution  of  $5,000  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Perpetual  Bed  in  the  Children's  Pavilion.  Such  contribution  shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof, 
during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy  one  bed  in  the  wards  of 
the  Children's  Pavilion,  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor  appointed 
by  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal.  When 
a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the  privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of 
such  contribution. 

A  contribution  of  $7,500  to  the  general  funds  of  the  corporation,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  shall 
endow  a  Perpetual  Bed,  but  where,  under  the  provision  of  any  will  executed  prior  to  March  20,  1921, 
the  sum  of  $5,000  or  more  is  bequeathed  to  the  corporation  in  payment  of  any  Perpetual  Bed.  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may,  at  their  option,  accept  such  sum  in  payment  of  such  Perpetual  Bed.  Such  contribution 
shall  entitle  the  donor  thereof,  during  his  or  her  lifetime,  to  name  a  patient  from  time  to  time  to  occupy 
one  bed  in  a  ward  of  the  Hospital,  free  of  charge.  Such  donor  may  bequeath  that  right  to  a  successor 
appointed  by  said  donor  in  his  or  her  last  will  and  testament,  or  by  any  other  instrument  under  seal. 
When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the  privilege  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date 
of  such  contribution. 

Tablets  to  commemorate  the  endowment  of  Life,  Memorial,  and  Perpetual  Beds  shall  be  placed  in  a  ward 
or  in  such  other  place  as  may  be  set  aside  for  the  purpose.  Tablets  for  Life  Beds  shall  be  maintained 
during  the  life  of  the  donor.  Tablets  for  Memorial  Beds  shall  be  maintained  for  a  period  not  beyond 
fifty  years  from  the  date  of  their  endowment,  provided,  however,  that  such  period  shall  be  extended 
so  that  it  shall  in  no  event  end  until  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  donor.  Tablets  for  Perpetual  Beds 
shall  be  maintained  in  perpetuity. 

A  donor  may  change  a  Life  Bed  endowed  by  him  or  her  to  a  Memorial  Bed  by  making  an  additional  con- 
tribution of  $1,000,  or  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of  $5,000,  or  may  change 
a  Memorial  Bed  to  a  Perpetual  Bed  by  making  an  additional  contribution  of  $4,000. 

No  patient  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  pertaining  to  a  Life,  Memorial,  or  Perpetual  Bed  unless  he 
shall  comply  with  the  current  rules  of  the  corporation  and  be  a  proper  subject  for  treatment  under  its 
regulations. 

An  endowment  for  the  establishment  of  any  special  fund  may  be  accepted  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Such  fund  may  be  created  for  special  or  general  purposes  under  the  name  of  one  or  more 
persons  or  otherwise.  If  created  for  a  special  purpose  the  fund  shall  be  used  only  for  that  purpose. 
Additions  to  any  fund  may  be  made  at  any  time  and  in  any  amount,  but  no  fund  shall  be  created  with 
an  initial  endowment  of  less  than  $10,000. 

Gifts  of  any  sums  whatsoever  may  be  made  to  one  or  more  special  funds  for  non-budgetary  purposes,  the 
principal  and  income  of  which  may  be  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  the  needs  may  arise 
for  purposes  not  covered  by  the  regular  budget  of  the  corporation. 

In  the  case  of  a  bequest  which  does  not  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  conditions  herein  set  forth,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may,  in  its  discretion,  accept  the  same  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such  bequest.
